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BBATIS, a defence much 
ufed, to defend a pals, entrance, 
&c. confifts of trees hewn down, 
whofe boughs are (tripped of their 
leaves, and pointed. The method 
of planting thefe trees is to have 
their trunks buried in the ground, 
and the boughs fattened, by in- 
terweaving them with each other. 
A fmall ditch muft be dug to- 
wards the enemy, and the earth 
thrown up properly againft the 
lower part of the defence, which 
will add to its ftrength, and render 
it very difficult, nay, impafTable, 
if defended by Britifh troops. 

Adv ance-foss, a moat or 
ditch of water round the glacis 
or eiplanade of a place of arms, 
to prevent furprize : being drain- 
ed, ferves for a trench to the 
befiegers, therefore is not now 
approved of. 

Affut, the French name of 
a gun carriage. Its diltinftion 
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from other carriages is, that it 
belongs to a gun. 

Agincourt, about fix miles 
north of Hefdin, remarkable only 
for the glorious victory obtained 
near it in 1415, by Henry V. of 
England, over a French army 
eight or ten times more numerous 
than his. According to writers, 
the king had not above ten 
thoufand men ; the French were 
near a hundred thoufand ; the 
French hiftorians confefs, that 
the Englifh were not above fifteen 
or twenty thoufand at moft, and 
acknowledge that their own ar- 
my was far fuperior in numbers. 
The odds were very great on the 
fide of the French, and the Englifh 
gained immortal honour by the 
action, of which the following is 
a fhort account. 

King Henry, having landed 
near Harfkur, in the mou* 
the Seine, about the middle of 
1 Auguft, 
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Auguft, laid fiege to that town, 
which was bravely defended, 
and did not capitulate till the 
latter end of September. The 
feafon therefore being far ad- 
vanced, and many of his men fick, 
he did not think proper to enter 
upon any farther action that 
ipiign, but determined to 
ci\ his army crofs PicarJy, 
1 take winter-quarters in the 
neighbourhood of Calais. In his 
march through Artois, he met 
with the French army, who hav- 
ing got between him and Calais, 
he found himfclf under a neccfllty 
of fighting. Accordingly the 
King drew up his little army on 
a very advantageous fpot, where 
each wing was flanked with a 
wood, lb i hat the French could 
not extend their front beyond 
that of the Englifli ; who had 
alfo planted lharp flakes before 
them, to defend them againft 
the attack of the French cavalry. 
This precaution contributed very 
much to their victory ; for the 
fquadrons of horfe, which were 
ordered to charge and break the 
Englifh archers, falling upon the 
flakes, and being at the fame time 
overwhelmed with a fhowef of 
arrows, immediately fled, broke 
through the lines that were 
drawn i.».p in the rear, and put 
them into confufion. Another 
occafion of their defeat, as the 
French fay was the heavy ar- 
mour of their horfemen ; it being 
the cuitom of that time for the 
cavalry to difmount and fight on 
foot; and, except the firlt two 
thoufand that charged the arch- 
ers, all the French horfe were 
difmounted. Now the ground, 
being at that time very wet and 
foft, the Enelilh, who had no 
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armour on, and were much 
lighter, had a great advantage 
of the French gendarmes, when 
they had discharged their ar- 
rows, and came to attack them 
with their clubs and axes. King 
Henry, obferving the enemies 
confufion, ordered a body of 
horfe he had in refe"rve to wheel 
about and attack them in the 
rear, by whom they were totally 
routed, feveral corps that were 
entire quitting the field without 
linking a blow. The lofs on 
the fide of the Englifh was in- 
confiderable, and no pcrfons of 
dillincTion killed, except the 
Duke of York the King's uncle, 
and the Earl of Suffolk; but 
the French had ten thoufand 
men killed in the field of battle, 
of whom eight thoufand were 
gentlemen, and fourteen thou- 
fand made prisoners. Among 
the flain were the Count of Ne- 
vers and the Duke of Brabant, 
two of the Duke of Burgundy's 
brothers; the Duke of Allen con, 
the Conftable, the Count d'Al- 
bret, and three other French 
Princes : among the prifoners 
were the Dukes of Orleans and 
Bourbon, the Counts of Eu, 
Vendofme, and Richmont, and 
the Marfhal de Boucicaut. 

It is related of the Duke of 
Allencon, that feeing all was 
loft, he determined to die glo- 
riouily, and, with a troop of 
young gentlemen who attended 
him, broke through the Englifh 
archers and the horfe that were 
about King Henry, ftruck the 
Duke of York off his horfe at 
one blow, and afterwards killed 
him ; and the King (looping 
down to affht his uncle, the 
Duke of AUcnson cleft the crown 

that 
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that was wrought on his Majefty's 
helmet in form of a creft ; but 
being himfelt killed that very 
inftant, the King's life was pre- , 
ferved, which otherwife would 
have been greatly endangered. 
Alter this battle his Majefty con- 
tinued his march to Calais with- 
out interruption. 

Aonadella, a fmall place in 
Italy, in the duchy of Milan, in 
the territory of Crema, or the 
Cremafco, rendered famous by 
a memorable battle, fought at 
this place Auguft 16, 1705, be- 
tween Prince Eugene of Sayoy 
and the Duke of Vendofme. The 
battle goes by the name of Caf- 
fano, but Agnadelia was the hoc- 
teft place ct action. It lies upon 
a canal, between the river Ad- 
da and the Serio, five or fix miles 
fouth-eaft from Caffano, ten miles 
north from Lodi, and twenty- 
three miles eaft by north from 
Milan. Longitude, 29. 43. lati- 
tude, 44. 58. 

A 1 r e , a ftrong fortrefs, of eight 
baftions, and covered by fort 
St. Francis, which has five more 
baQions. It lies upon the river 
Lys, twenty- five miles fouth of 
Dunkirk, and about twenty- five 
north- weft of Arras. 

Alarm, a fuddert challenge 
to arm., upon apprehenfion of 
danger from an enemy, or of 
fire. A fudden alarm is often 
occafioned by the neglect of fen- 
tries ; and ibmetimes it has been 
done to try the readinefs of the 
troops. 

Alarm-post, the place ap- 
pointed for the affembling a re- 
giment, troop, or company. 

Algiers, the capital of a 
kingdom of the lame name, and 
•'. c>;ood lea-port, near ih;: mouth 
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of the river Saffran on the Medi- 
terranean, oppofite to the iiland 
of Majorca, in latitude 36. 49. 
north; longitude 3. 27. eaft. 
It Hands on the fide of a hill, • 
which rifes gradually from the 
fhore, three hundred miles weft 
of Tunis. It is defended by a 
pier or mole five hundred paces 
long, reaching from the conti- 
nent to a fmall ifiand, where 
Hand a caftle and batteries of 
large guns, which however have 
not been able to, defend the place 
from bombardments by Chriftian 
powers whofe fubje&s they have 
plundered and carried into flave- 
ry *, the people fubfifting by the 
prizes made cf fuch fhips as be- 
long to ChrifUans with whom 
they are at war. 

Alicant, a town of Spain, 
in the kingdom of Valencia, 
having a good harbour on the 
Mediterranean, defended by fe- 
veral baftions. Its cafile ftands 
very high ; is fituated fixty miles 
iouth of Valencia and about 
the fame diilance north of Car- 
thagena. 

Almanza, a fmall town in 
New Caftile, about fkty miles 
fouth-weft of Valencia, fubjecl: 
to Spain, and- remarkable for a 
battle fought there between the 
Duke of Berwick and the Earr 
of Galway, in April, 1707, 
wherein the Allies were de- 
feated. 

Alms in a, a regular fortified 
town of Portugal, in the pro- 
vince of Ikira, with a caftle on 
the river Coa. Latitude 40. 
3S. north; longitude 6. 14. 
weft. 

A t t f n b u r c h - O w a r , a p r e 1 1 y 

town of Hungary, in the county 

of Weifelburgh, with a ftrong. 

callle- 
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caftle, Hands- on a fmall arm of 
the Danube, and on the Leitha ; 
alfo furrounded with a deep and 
broad moat filled with water. 
• It ftands twelve miles fouth of 
Preftmrgh, in latitude 48. 15. 
north ; longitude 17. 20. eaft. 

Am bras, or Amrat, a ftrong 
fort, in the Capital of Tyrol, 
fubjecT: to the Emperor, ftands a 
mile fouth-eaft from Infprug, in 
long. 31. 50 ; lat. 47. 11. 

Ambuscade, or ambufl}, is a 
lurking party in a wood or other 
convenient place, to furprize an 
enemy. 

Amkrsfort, a fmall town of 
the Low-countries. In this place 
■fame feditious perfons mutinied 
againft the garrifon, in 1703, 
but were foon after fupprefted. 
it ftands fourteen miles almoft 
caft of Utrecht. 

Ammunition, under this title 
is comprifed, not only cannon, 
mortars, cohorns, and all that 
is neceffary for them and the 
fervice, as bullets, cartridges, 
©Id iron, bombs, carcafTes, gre- 
nades, great and fmall ; but all 
forts of ofFenfive and defenfive 
"weapons ; as wall-pieces, fire- 
locks, bayonets, fwords, fine and 
coarfe powder, petards, quick- 
match, and every thing that may 
add to the deftruction of the ene- 
my, or your own prefervation. 

Ammunition Bread, is carried 
with an army ; each loaf gene- 
rally weighs fix pounds. 

shnmunition Cart, a two-wheel 
carriage with fhafts ; the fides of 
which, as well as the fore and 
hind parts, are inclofed with 
boards inftead of wicker-work. 

Ammunition Waggon, a four- 
wheel carriage with fhafts, the 
fides of it are railed in with 
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raves and ftaves, and lined with 
wicker - work, ferves to carry 
bread, and all forts of tools. 

Amiens, a city of France, 
ftands on the river Somme, is 
defended by a good citadel, lies ' 
in the road between Calais and 
Paris, fixty-five miles fouth of 
the former, and eighty north of 
the latter. 

Anclam, a very ftrong city 
of Germany, ftands on the ri- 
ver Pene, twenty- four miles al- 
moft fouth of Gripfwald, and 
forty north-weft of Stetin, in 
longitude, 34. 28; and latitude, 
53.58. 

An con a, the capital of the 
Marquifate of that name, fitu- 
ated on the fea, and between 
two mountains, on one of which 
ftands the citadel, on the other 
the cathedral. It is a confi- 
derable place, but not fo po- 
pulous and large as the cora- 
modioufnefs of its fituation and 
goodnefs of its harbour indi- 
cate. The latter was confi- 
derably enlarged by the Em- 
peror Trajan, to whom for that 
reafon a triumphal arch of beau- 
tiful marble, was erected on 
the mole, then built for ;ts de- 
fence : the end of the mole is 
ftiU fortified, and mounts between 
eight and twelve pieces of can- 
n'on. The trade of this place is 
inconfiderable, and chiefly car- 
ried on by the Jews refiding^ 
here, the number of whom is faid 
to be about five thoufand, thefe 
live together in a particular 
quarter of the city where they 
have a fynagogue. The Bifliop 
of Ancona is immediately fub- 
jeet to the Pope. It lies fifteen 
miles north of Loretto, and one 
hundred and twenty eaft of Rome, 
latitude 
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latitude, 43. 20. north; and lon- 
gitude 15 degrees eaft. 

Angerburg, a well -built 
town in the Kingdom of Pruffia, 
furrounded with pallifades, and 
has a ftrong caftle, built in 1335, 
on a lake of the fame name, from 
which rifes the river Angerap. 
Latitude, 54. 5. north; longi- 
tude, 23. jo. eaft:. 

Anglf, is explained in the 
following definition. 

I ft, Angle of the centre, is that 
made by three lines., drawn from 
the center of the extremes of any 
fide of the polygon. 

2d, Angle of the polygon, the 
angle made by the meeting of 
two fides of the polygon, and is 
the fame with the angle of the 
gorge. 

3d, Angle of the curtain, or of 
the flank, is the angle formed 
by the meeting of a flank and a 
curtain. 

4th, Angle of the f milder ; two 
is formed by one face and one 
flank. 

5th, Flank- Angle, the meeting 
of two faces. 

6 th, Angle of the tenail, or 
flanking angle, is compofed of 
the lines of defence and the cur- 
tain. 

7 th, Angle, fanning the flank, 
an angle compofed of one I 
and one demi-gorge. 

8th, Angle, forming the face, 
the inward angle, compofed of 
one flank and one face. 

9th, Angle of the moat, that 
which is formed before the cen- 
tre of the curtain, by the exte- 
rior line of the fofs or moat. 

10th, Angle- faillant, or felly- 
angle, or what advances with its 
points towards the country; fuch 
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is the angle of the counterfcarp, 
before the point of a baftion. 

nth, Angle -rent rant, or re- 
entering angle, is what points 
inwards to the body of the place; i 
fuch is the angle of the counter- 
fcarp before the center of the 
curtain. 

Antestature, a traverfe or 
retrenchment, haftily made of 
gabions or palifades, to flop an 
enemy that is gaining ground. 
This is, to difpute ground, or lofe 
it inch by inch. 

Antwerp, fituated on the 
eaft fide of the river Scheld, 
about twenty-five miles north- 
eaft of Ghent, and as many 
north from BrufTels. This city is 
built in the form of a crefcent, 
about feven miles in circum- 
ference, and furrounded with a 
fine wall of a vaft thicknefs. It 
is delightful walking round the 
ramparts, which are planted 
with trees, from whence, at every 
turning, we have a fuccefiion 
of agreeable objects. The cita- 
del, built by th^ Duke of Alva, 
to keep the city in awe, is one 
of the ftrongeft and moft regular 
in the world, being a pentagon 
of five royal bafiions, with only 
one gate to go in and out, and 
furrounded with double ditches. 
It Hands by the Scheld, on the 
fouth fide of the city, which it 
commands, as well as the river 
and the neighbouring country. 
Its circumference is about two 
thoufand five hundred paces, 
having large repolitories for am- 
munition and provifions, and 
convenicncies for quartering three 
or four thoufand foldiers. In 
the center of this citadel the 
Duke of Alva cauied that fa- 
mous 
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mow:-, ftatue to be erected, which 
reprefented him trampling upon 
the conquered itates of the Ne- 
therlands, with a Latin infcription 
to this effect : To the honour of 
Ferdinand Alvarez de Toledo, 
Duke of Alva, and Governor of 
the Low countries, for having 
appealed fedition, extirpated re 
beliion, re-eftablifhed religion, 
and fecured the peace of thefe 
provinces. This gave great un- 
eafinefs to the inhabitants of 
Antwerp, which increafed to 
inch a degree, that the populace 
ailembling on a Ik orced 

their way into the citadel by fur- 
prize, and broke the ftatue to 
piece*!. 

Approach: s. are the trenches, 
places of arms lodgements, lap, 
gallery, and all works, whereby 
the befiegers advance towards a 
place belie 

This is the mod difficult part 
of a fiege ; and where mod lives 
are loft. The ground is difputed 
inch by inch, and neither gained 
or maintained pithout the lofs 
of men ; it is of the utmoft 
importance to make your ap- 
proaches with great caution, and 
to fecure them as much as pnf- 
fible, that you may not throw 
away the lives of your foldiers. 
The' belieged neglect nothing to 
hinder the approaches ; the be- 
fiegers do every thing to carry 
them on ; and on this depends 
the taking or defence of the 
place. 

The trenches being carried to 
their glacis, you attack and make 
yourfelf matter of their covered 
way, make a lodgement on the 
counterfcarp, and a breach by the 
fap, or by mines with feveral 
chambers, which blow up their 
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intrenchments and fougades, ov 
fmall mines, if they have any. 

You cover yourfelves with bar- 
rels, facks, fafcines, or gabions ; 
and; if thefe are wanting, you 
fink a trench. 

You open the counterfcarp by 
faps to make yourfelf maPer of 
it ; but, before you open it, you 
muft mine the flanks that defend 
it. The belt attack of the place 
is the face of the baflion, when 
by its regularity it permits a re- 
gular approach and attacks ac- 
cording to art : if the place- 
be irregular, you muli not ob-» 
ferve regular approaches, but 
proceed according to the irre- 
gularity of it ; oblerving to hu- 
mour the ground, which permits 
you to attack it in fuch a manner 
at one place as would be ufelefs, 
or dangerous in another ; fo that 
the engineer who directs the 
attack ought exactly to know 
the part he would attack, its 
proportions, its force, and foli- 
.clity, in the moll geometrical 
manner. 

Atron, a little flieet of lead, 
which covers the touch-hol« of a 
gun. 

Arurks, a fortified town of 
France, in the government of 
Picardy and Artois, built in the 
middle of a morafs. Here Fran- 
cis I, the French King, and 
Henry VIII, King of England, 
had an interview in 1 520. It lies 
ten miles fouth of Calais, in la- 
titude, 50. 45. north; longitude, 
2. 2. eaft. 

Arms, a place of arms in a 
garrifon, at a fiege, are fmall re- 
doubts bordered with a parapet, 
containing a fmall body of men, 
to. make good, the trenches a-! 
gainft the fallies of the befieged. 
Army, 
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Army, a body of troops, con- 
lifting of horfe, foot, and dra- 
goons, with artillery, provision, 
baggage, 8cc. and Should be di- 
vided into brigades, commanded 
by an able experienced officer. 

Flying army, a Small body Sent 
out to harrafs the enemy, inter- 
cept convoys, prevent the ene- 
my's incur lions, cover its own ar- 
my, or garrifon, and keep the 
enemy in continual motion. 

Wings of an Army, the troops 
encamped on the flanks ; they 
are chiefly horfe and dragoons, 
and are called the right wing 
and left. 

Arona, a town and c&ftle of 
considerable Strength, in the ter- 
ritory of Anghiera, in the duchy 
of Milan, in Italy, Subject to the 
King of Spain ; refcued from 
the hands of the ufurper, by the 
Imperialists, in October 1706. It 
Stands a mile on the weft fide of 
a large lake, a mile and a half 
fouth from Anghiera, eighteen 
miles north from Vercelle, in 
Piedmont, and thirty- eight miles 
weft by north from Milan. Lon- 
gitude, 28. 27. latitude, 45. 12. 

Arras, one of the rnoft an- 
cient cities of the Low-countries, 
being the Roman Atrebatum, 
a large populous town, Situated 
on the river Scarpe, upon a hill : 
it is divided into two parts, one 
of which is called the town, 
and is the largeft; the other, the 
tity : they are both well forti- 
fied, being Surrounded .with a 
Strong wall, with high ramparts, 
two large ditches, and a citadel, 
repaired by the celebrated Vau- 
ban. 

Artillery, a magazine of 
all Sorts of arms and provi- 
fions for an army : fuch as can-

non, mortars, bombs, balls, pe- 
tards, grenades, Small balls, 
powder, match, hand tools, 
planks, boards, ropes, coals, 
tallow', pitch, ro/in. Sulphur, 
Saltpetre, quick match, all kinds 
of (ire works, pontoons, &c. 
The attendants are conductors, 
bombardiers, gunners, matroSTes, 
pioneers, pontoon - men, car- 
penters, v. heel-wrights, Smiths, 
coopers, tin - men, collar -mak- 
ers, &c. , 

Artillery regiment, compofed of 
four battalions (and a Captain 
of Cadets, of which the Mafter- 
general is always Captain) each 
of them commanded by a Colo- 
nel, Lieutenant-colonel, and Ma- 
jor ; the Mafter-gencral of the 
Ordnance is Commander in 
chief; the Lieutenant-general, 
Commander en fecond ; and the 
four Colonels are called Colonel - 
commandants each of his battali- 
on ; each company contains Com- 
miffioned-officers, matroffes, gun- 
ners, and bombardiers. 

Artillery ■ equipage , a quantity of 
guns, mortars, Shot, and Shells, 
with all nc-cefliiry Stores made for 
a campaign, or an expedition by 
land or lea. 

Artillery-park, a place appoint- 
ed in the rear of both lines of 
the army, for encamping the ar- 
tillery. The guns are in one 
line ; the ammunition- waggons 
make two or three lines ; the 
panton and tumboils make the 
laft lines ; and all is Surrounded 
with a rope, which forms the 
park ; the gunners and matrofies 
encamp on the flanks ; bombar- 
diers, panton-men, and artificers,, 
in the rear. 

Attack, the manner and 

difpofnion made by an army, or 

a ereat 
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a great party, to drive an enemy 
out of a fortified place, or any 
ltrong fituation. 

Attach. There are commonly 
two, (each commanded by an 
experienced Officer) and they 
have communication one with 
another, by lines or trenches, 
running parallel to the polygon 
of the place, that they may not 
be enfiladed, and are called the 
parallel, the boyau, or the lines of 
communication. 

Falfeattacks, are never carried 
pn with fuch alacrity as the real ; 
their defign being to favour the 
real by amufing the enemy, and 
obliging the garrifon to a great- 
er duty. 

BAB US, a ftrong town and 
caflle of Norway, taken by 
the Swedes in 1660. It fiands 
on the right of Trolet, twelve 
miles north of Gottenbucgh, and 
one hundred and twenty miles 
north of Copenhagen. Longi- 
tude, 3 1. -40. latitude, 58. 14. 

Bacule, a gate like a pitfall, 
with a counterpoife before the 
corps-de guard, advanced near 
the gates, which is fupported by 
two great flakes. 

Ball, bullet, or fhot, is of 
iron or lead, to be fired out of 
piftol, firelock, carabine, or can- 
non, and is of different fizes. 

Red-hot bat's, are heated in a 
forge, ftanding near a gun. The 
gun being loaded with powder, 
and wadded with a green turf, is 
fpunged with a wet fpunge, and 
laid at a fmall elevation, that the 
ball, which is taken out of the 
forge with a long ladle, may flide 
down, and be inllantly difcharg- 
ed by the gunner. 

Fin balls are made of a com- 
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pofkion of meal-powder, fulphur, 
ialtpetre, pitch, and other com- 
buffibles, for firing houfes. 

Kandeliers, fmall cafes of 
wood, covered withleather, hold- 
ing cartridges of powder for the 
firelock. 

Banquette, a kind of ftep 
made in the rampart of a work 
near the parapet, for the troops 
to fiand upon, in order to fire 
over the parapet ; it is generally 
three feet high, as many broad, 
and about four and a half lower 
than the parapet. 

Barbet : when the parapet of 
a work is but three feet high, or 
the breaft-work of a battery is 
only of fuch height, that the 
guns may fire over it without 
being obliged to make embra- 
fures, it is faid the guns fire en 
Barbet. 

Barcelona, aflrongand fpa- 
cious city, one of the chief of 
Spain. It was furrendered to the 
French in 1697, after a fmartr 
fiege of fifty-fix days, but reflored 
the fame year by the treaty of 
Ryfwick. King Charles III. and 
the Lord Peterborough took it in 
September, 1703, after a fiege 
of three weeks, with a body of 
men not more numerous than the 
garrifon by which it was defend- 
ed. In April, 1706, it was in- 
verted by the Duke of Anjou, 
with a large train and numerous 
army. The prefence of the King 
greatly animated the city, and 
on the appearance of Sir John 
Leake, with a feafonable rein- 
forcement, the fiege was raifed. 
It was taken, after a long fiege, 
by the French and Spaniards, 
and in 1713, by M. de Berwick. 
Barrkaux, a town and ftrong 
fortrefs of Dauphiny, in France, 

on

trance of the valley of Graifi- 
vaudan, having Montmelion on 
the north, and Grenoble on the 
ibuth. Latitude, 45. 5. north; 
longitude, 5. 30. ead.

Base, or bafts, the foundation 
of a work. The bafts of a ram- 
part joins to the ground on which 
it ftands ; and the hafts of a para- 
pet is that part of it which joins 
the top of a rampart. 

Bafe of a gun, the fame with 
the breech of a gan, and ;s that 
folid piece of metal behind the 
chafe, towards the cafcable : the 
great ring behind the touch hole 
or vent, is called the bajf-ring ,• 
and the mouldings behind are, 
the bafe or br*.ech-thouidingi . 

Baskets. Small bafkets are 
ufed in fieges, on the parapet of 
the trench, being filled with 
earth ; they are about one foot 
and a half high, one foot and a 
half diameter at top, and eight 
or ten inches at bottom ; fo that 
when fet together, there is a fort 
of embrafures to fire through, left 
at their bottom. 

Bast 1 a, a city and drong 
cattle, the metropolis of the Ifle 
of Corfica, Hands on the north 
p art of the ifle by the fea, where 
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there is a good harbour, fixty- 
four miles almoft fouth of Leg- 
horn, and one hundred and ihir- 
ty-four fouth-ealt of Genoa, is 
remarkable for the defence it 
made under General Paoli, a- 
gaind the French General Mar- 
boeuf. Long. 30. 28. lat. 41. 56. 

Bastion, a part of the inner 
inclofure of a fortification, making; 
an angle towards the field, and 
confifts of, two faces, two flanks, 
and an opening towards the 
center of the place called the. 
gorge. 

A baflion, is faid to be full, 
when the level ground within is 
even with the rampart ; that is, 
when the infide is quite level, 
the parapet being only more ele- 
vated than the red. 

A bafiion, is faid to be empty* 
when the level ground within is 
much lower than the rampart, or 
that part next to the parapet, 
where the troops are placed to 
defend the badion. 

Bajiion detached, is that which 
feparates or cuts off from the ba- 
dion of the place, and diffefs 
from a half- moon, whofe rampart 
and parapet are lower and not 
fo thick as thofe 01 the place, 
becaufe it h.ns the fame proporti- 
on with the works of the place. 

Bafiion-doiiW.c, is a badion, and 
fometimes in the nature of a ca- 
valier. 

Bafion-dethi, compofed of only 
one face, one flank, and one 
demi-gorge. 

Batavia, in fix degrees fouth 
latitude, on the north of the Ifle 
of Java, is both beautiful and 
extenfive, almoft two miles irt 
diameter, furounded with drone; 
walls and large foffes ; has five 
gates defended by fix forts and a 
B caftle ; 
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caftle ; the river Jacatra, which 
runs through the town, has fifty- 
fix bridges, and opens into a fpa- 
cious harbour. 

Battalion, a body of foot 
compofed of feveral companies, 
armed with firelock and bay- 
onet. In the late war, no par- 
ticular number of companies 
was afcertained to compofe a 
battalion ; but, fince the laft re- 
duction, ten companies com- 
pofe a battalion ; eight battalion, 
One grenadiers, and one light 
company. 

Battalion dlfciplined, a term ex- 
preffive of a battalion when ex- 
pert at their arms, firings, and 
manoeuvres ; which marches, 
wheels, and forms well, filent, 
fteady, and are folid under arms. 

Angles of a battalion, are fuch 
as are made by the laft men, at 
the ends of the ranks and files. 

Battery, a work made to 
place guns or mortars on. It con- 
fifts of an epaulment or breaft- 
work, about eight feet high, and 
eighteen or twenty thick. When 
it is made for guns, openings or 
embrafures are made in it, for 
the guns to fire through. The 
mafs of earth betwixt embrafures, 
is called the Merlin ; the plat- 
form of a battery is called a floor 
of planks, and hath fleepers to 
keep the wheels of the guns from 
finking in the earth. 

Crop -batteries, are fuch whofe 
fhot meet at the fame place, and 
form an angle. The advantage 
of fuch batteries is, that the one 
beats down what the other fhakes. 

Battery-de enjifode, is what bat- 
ters obliquely; battery -de -reverf 
is what plays upon the enemies 
back ; comrade- batteries are thofe 
which play upon the fame place. 
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To ra'fe a battery is the bufinefs of 
an engineer ; to ruin a battery is 
to blow it up, or nail the guns. 

Battles, are of two kinds; 
general and particular ; general , 
where the whole army is engag- 
ed ; particular, where only a part 
is in action ; but, as they only 
differ in numbers, the methods 
are nearly alike. The caufe of 
general battles is either the hopes 
of victory, the necefilty you are 
under to relieve a place be- 
fieged, a want of provilions, an 
ardour and courage in troops 
that cannot be eafily reftrained, a 
confidera'ole reinforcement which 
the enemy may foon receive, and 
which may make them fuperior, 
or, laftly, fome happy conjuncture 
which the enemies motion may 
give you ; fuch as the palling of a 
river, or their forces being weak- 
ened or feparated. 

The occafions which oblige you 
to avoid a battle, are, when there 
is little to be got, and much to 
be loft by it ; when you are weak- 
er than the enemy, or they are 
too ftrongly pofted ; when your 
troops are divided, or any mif- 
underftanding prevails among the 
Officers of high rank ; when you 
perceive fear or confternation a- 
mong the foldiers, or fufpect their 
fidelity ; or when you can deftroy 
the enemy by delays. 

You oblige the ememy to come 
to battle by laying fiege to fome 
important place ; by attacking 
them on their march : by falling 
fuddenly upon them; by clofing 
them between two armies ; by 
drawing them into an ambuf- 
cade ; by making a feint as if* 
you would retreat ; by cutting 
oft their provifions ; by driving 
into your ftrong places all the 
cattle, 
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^attle, forage, and grain of the 

country ; by burning and laying 

vvafte all the .country they drew 

their forage, &c. from, and tak- 
ing pofleition of all ftrong pofts 

and patfes near them.

B4YONNE, a flrong city in 
France, thirty-two miles louth- 
weft of Dax, ninety fix fouth- 
weft of Bourdeaux, one hundred 
weft of Aux, and three hundred 
and feventy louth weft of Paris. 
Longitude 16. 18. latitude 43. 
32. See plan 2. 

Bed, or ftool, of a mortar, a 
iblid piece of oak, in form of a 
pafeKelipiped, bigger or lefs, ac- 
cording to the form of the mor- 
tar, hollowed a little in the mid- 
dle to receive the breech and half 
the trunnions. On the fides of 
the bed, the cheeks or brackets, 
are fixed by four bolts of iron. 

Bed of a Gun, a piece of a 
plank, laid within the cheeks of 
the carriage, upon the middle 
tranfum, for the breech of the 
gun to reft on. 

Beetles, thick round pieces 
of wood, of a foot and a half 
Jong, and eight or ten inches 
diameter, having a handle of 
about four feet lonp : the ufe of 
them are for bearing, or rather 
ietting the earth of a parapet, 
or about pallifades, by lifting 
it up a foot or two, and letting 
it fall with its own weight. 
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They are likewife called ftam- 
pers, and, by paviors, ram- 
mers. 

Bellisle, is a fmall ifland on 
the South coaft of Brittany in 
France, about fix French miles 
from the continent ; it is almoft 
entirely furrounded with fteep 
rocks, and acceffible only in 
three places, one of which is 
Palais, a fortified town, with a 
citadel. The road here is good. 
Latitude, 47. 20. north ; longi- 
tude, 3. 5. weft. It made a gal- 
lant defence before it was taken 
by the Britifh iroops, under the 
' command of Lieutenant General 
Hodgfon in 17 61. 

Bergen - op - zoom, fituated 
on an eminence, in the middle 
of a morafs, half a league from 
the eaftern branch of the Scheld, 
with which it has a comcuuni- 
cat'on by a navigable canal : and 
is io flrong by nature, as well 
as art, that this, if any, place 
may be deemed impregnable. 
By its advantageous Situation 
it not only fecures the commu- 
nication between Holland and 
Zealand, but opens the Dutch 
a way into Brabant whenever 
they pleafe, and through which 
they have formerly made excur- 
fions into the heart of that 
country. 

Marfhal Saxe, finding that the 
Allies intended covering Ma- 
eltricht, fent a party of eight 
thoufand men to take poft near 
the mountain of St.. Peter on the 
other fide, while Count Low- 
endahl advanced to Bergen- op- 
zoom with a large detachment, 
and a formidable train of artil- 
lery. He in his route pofi'eiTed 
himfelf of Sandvliet on the 
Scheld, and blocked upfortLillo, 
and on, the ift of July, 1 747, ap. 
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red before Bergen- op room, 
and on the 3d at night opened 
his trenches. On the oth, fifty 
cannon and twenty four mortars 
played furioufly on the town with 
red-hot bullets and bombs, ' fo 
that the principal church, and a 
great part of the city, were in 
flames. The fiege continued very 
obftinate, the French making 
theiv advances with the greatelt 
bravery, and the garrilbn by 
frequent fallies often ruining 
their works and diflodging them, 
till the 5th of September; when 
a breach being made, the French 
entered and poffefTed themfelves 
of the town. All that the Prince 
of Heffe Phiiipfdahl, who com- 
manded the troops, could do, 
was with much difficulty to co- 
ver their retreat towards the 
lines of Steenbergen. General 
Conftrom, the Governor, was 
greatly cenfured on having that 
important fortrefs fo fhamefully 
furprized ; for before he knew 
that the enemy were in the 
town, their colours were dif- 
played in the market-place. The 
fate of this ever before uncon- 
querable town was the more fur- 
prizing, as the Governor had 
an open communication with 
the lines of Steenbergen, from 
whence he had always frefh fup- 
plies, and feemed, till that time, 
refolute in oppoling the enemy, 
and was, in all appearance, in a 
capacity of baffling their pro- 
jects that campaign. He imme- 
diately retired with the troops 
in that neighbourhood to Ouden- 
bofch, where he took the com- 
mand, while Count Lowendahl 
detached part of his army to at- 
tack the forts of Lillo, Frederick- 
Henry, and Croix, which, by 
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the fecond of October, he poi- 
feffed himfelf of, and made the 
garrifon prifoners of war. 

Berm, a little fpace, or path, 
of fix or eight feet broad, be- 
tween the ditch and the para- 
pet, made of turf, to prevent 
the earth from rolling into the 
ditch, and ferves Jikewife to 
pais and repafs from one to the 
other. 

Bethune, a flrong town fi- 
tuatc on the river Biette, eight 
miles north-weft of Lens, and the 
capital of a county of the fame 
name in the Low-countries. It 
was taken from the Spaniards by 
the French in 1645, and con- 
firmed to them by the treaty of 
the Pyrenees. M. Vauban, the 
famous French Engineer, forti- 
fied it with fuch works as were 
thought equal in regularity to 
Charleroy and Landau, two of 
his mailer pieces. The Allies 
inverted the place on the 15th 
of July, 1710, the two different 
attacks being commanded by 
the Saxon General Schulemberg. 
and the Baron de Fagel, General 
of the Dutch infantry. M. du 
Puy Vauban, nephew to the 
above mentioned Engineer, was 
then Governor of the town, 
which being flrong by art and 
nature, and well garrifoned, a 
brave defence was expected. In 
effect, the fiege was long, and 
the defence obftinate ; but the 
attacks being vigoroufly car- 
ried on, and the counterfcarp 
taked fword in hand, the Go- 
vernor beat a parley on the 
28th of Auguft, and defired 
to capitulate. On the 31ft thi 
garrifon marched out with all 
the marks ot honour, to the 
number of feventeea hundred 

men, 
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men, having loft near two thou- 
sand during the ficge. 

Bio vac, a nighr guard, per- 
formed by the whole army, when 
there is any danger from the 
enemy. 

Blaregnies, a town of Hai- 
nault, in t!ie Auftrian Low coun- 
tries, where the Allies, under the 
Duke of" Marl borough and Prince 
Eugene, obtained a victory over 
the French commanded by Ma- 
refchals Villars and Bouffiers, on 
the 14th of September, 1709. 
The French being encamped in 
the woods of Start and Sanfart, 
cut down trees and threw up a 
triple entrenchment, fo that it 
colt the Confederates leveral 
thoufand men before they could 
drive them from thence. The 
armies on each fide confifted of 
one hundred and twenty thou- 
fand men, of which at lead 
twenty thoufand were killed, and 
at lalt the French made a regu- 
lar retreat, though Villars was 
wounded and difabled at the be- 
ginning of the engagement called 
the battle of Malplaquet, Teniers 
or Blaugies, from villages near 
the field of action Blaregnies lies 
feven miles fourh of Mons. Lati- 
tude, 50, 30, north ; longitude, 

. Blenheim, a village of Ger- 
many, on the weft iide of the 
Danube. It lies three miles 
north- eaft of Hockftet, and 
twenty-five ncrth-weft of Augf- 
berg. Latitude, 48, 40 ; longi- 
tude, 10, 25, eaft. At this place 
the Duke of Marlborough obtain- 
ed that great victory over the 
Elector of Bavaria, and the Mar- 
shals Tallard and Marfan on the 
15th of Auguft, 1704. '

French Army's Difpofition. 

On their right the Danube, 
and Blenheim village clofe on 
the bank of it ; on their left 
was a large thick wood, from 
whence runs a fmall rivulet, 
which empties itfelf in the Da- 
nube at Blenheim ; this rivulet 
made the ground along their 
front in moft places very marfhy. 

When Tallard found our Ge- 
neral's refoluvion to attack them, 
he thre.v into the village of Blen- 
heim twenty -eight battalions, 
and twelve fquadrons of dragoons 
commanded by the Marquis de 
Hautville, who hsd orders, that 
when he found our army pafs. 
the marfhy ground, to march 
out and fall on our rear ; by 
which Tallard propofed to have 
us between two fires, and then 
he could not fail of what he pro- 
pofed ; he alfo ordered two more 
of his battalions, with fix of 
thofe under Marfin, into the 
village of Oberclaw, which lay to- 
wards their centre ; thefe were 
alio to march out and join the 
troops from Blenheim ; he alfo 
placed fome foot in the two mills 
that ftood on the rivulet between 
Blenheim and Oberclaw. 

The reft of his troops, he threw 
upon the height of the plain, 
near half a mile from the marfhy 
ground, to give our troops an 
opportunity to pafs over to him. 

This 
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This was the difpofition Tallard 
made of his fixty fquadrons and 
forty battalions which he brought 
from the Rhine. But the Elector 
and Mar fin made a quite dif- 
ferent difpofition of their troops : 
they drew up clofe to the niarihy 
ground, and would not fuffer a 
man to come over to them. Thus 
was their whole army formed 
for receiving us, which confided 
of one hundred and fifty- eight 
fquadrons, and eighty -five batta- 
lions, with ninety cannon and 
many mortars. 

The Duke obferving the dif- 
pofition Tallard had made, (aw 
immediately his delign ; where- 
upon he ordered General Chur- 
chill, with nineteen battalions, 
to attack the village of Blen- 
heim ; and Lieutenant General 
Wood, with eight fquadrons, 
to fupport him in cafe of need, 
Here all our Brilifh infantry 
were engaged. He alfo ordered 
Prince Holftein-beck, with fix 
battalions, to attack the village 
of Oberclaw ; and two battalions 
to attack the mills, 

A little before one, the fignal 
was given, at which time Bri- 
gadier Rowe at the head of 
two Britifh brigades, led on the 
attack of Blenheim, but were re- 
pulfed with confiderable lofs, 
The Brigadier was killed, and 
the brigades purfued by fome 
horfe that were on the flank of 
the village; but upon the coming 
up of the red of the cavalry, the 
horfe retreated, and the two bri- 
gades being foon rallied, came 
again to the charge; fo that we 
drove the enemy from the fkirts 
of the village into the body of it, 
which they had fortified after the 
bell manner they could in fo fhort 
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a time ; in which this great body 
of troops were io crowded, that 
they had not room to uie their 
arms. We made feveral attempts 
to force in upon them, but 
could not ; in which we loll 
many Officers and foldiers, 
whole lives might have been 
faved, had General Churchill, 
and fome other of our warm 
Generals, been advifed to halt 
where we were forced to do 
at Jaft, which was about one 
hundred paces from them, where 
we drew up in great order, rea- 
dy to receive them when they 
otfered to come out upon us ; by 
which they were fo hemmed in, 
that they were of no further ufe 
to their army this day. They 
have been blamed for not forcing; 
themfelves through us, and join- 
ing Tallard in the held : but 
thofe that were of that opinion, 
knew nothing of the matter 5 
for, confidering the fituation 
they were in, it was impoffible 
for them to draw up in any 
order. 

But fuppofe they could, they 
muff be put in great diforder in 
coming over the works ; fo that 
before they could put themfelves 
into any order to attack us, 
they would be mowed down by 
our troops, which they found bj, 
experience; for they made fe- 
veral attempts to come out upon 
us, but we cut them down as faft 
as they appeared. 

Thus was this great body of 
Tallard's army rendered incapa- 
ble of doing him any fervice in 
the field, where he very much 
wanted them. 

The Duke having thus fecur- 
red hirafelf from any attack in 
the rear, ordered Colonel Palmes, 

with 
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with three Englifh fquadrons, to 
pais over before him ; who, not 
meeting with the leall oppofi- 
tion, drew up on the fide at iome 
diltance from the marihy ground, 
to give room lor our hues to form 
behind him. 

The Duke followed Palmes ; 
the mills were attacked, but 
thofe tiiat were in them let them 
on fird, and mad: off. Both 
cavalry and infantry, which the 
Duke kept with him in the field, 
which were not above ten fqua- 
drons, and twelve battalions, 
paired over as well as they could, 
and formed as fait as potlible. 
Talland all this while, as a man 
infatuated, Hood gazing, with- 
out fuffering either great or fmall 
lhot to be fired at them ; only 
when he faw Palmes advanced 
towards him, he ordered live 
fquadrons to march down and 
cut thofe three fquadrons to 
pieces, and fo return. The 
Officer that commanded the 
French fquadrons, fo fooii as he 
got clear of the line, ordered the 
fquadrons on his right and lefc 
to edge outward, and then to 
wheel in upon the flanks of 
Palmes; which Palmes perceiv- 
ing, ordered Major Oldfield, 
who commanded the fquadron 
on his right, and Major Creed, 
who commanded that on his 
left, to wheel outwards and 
charge the fquadrons coming 
down upon them ; and not 
doubting their beating them, 
ordered them, when they had 
done that, to wheel in upon 
the flanks of the other*, and he 
at the fame time would charge 
them in the front. Accordingly 
every thing fueceeded ; i'o th it 
theie three fquadrons drove their 
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five back to their army. Thia 
was the firll action in the field, 
which took up lome time, and 
gave the Duke an opportunity 
To form his lines. And now 
there was a fair plain, without 
hedge or ditch, lor the cavalry 
on both fides to lhew their bra- 
very, there being but few of the 
infantry to interpofe, and they 
drawn up feparately from the 
horfe. 

Taihird feeing five of his 
fquadrons beat by three, was 
confounded, yet advanced wich 
all his cavalry to charge the 
Duke, at which time he expected 
the troops in the villages to have 
marched out and fallen on his 
rear; but the Duke having taken 
effectual means to prevent them, 

was now advancing' with his loud- 
en * 

drons to meet him. 

The Gendarmes (of which 
Tallard's horfe chiefly confhied) 
began the battle, giving a molt 
furious charge, and broke 
through part of our front line ; 
but the fecond line coming up, 
made them retreat faiter than they 
came on ; upon which our fqua- 
drons advanced, and charged in 
their turn : and thus they 
charged each oilier lor fome 
time with various fuccefs, till at 
length the French began to abate, 
and charged but faintly ; fo that 
they gave ground as our fqua- 
drons advanced, till they got on 
the height where they were fir ft 
drawn up, and where their ten 
battalions had ftood while the 
horfe were engaged, but now 
advanced, and interpofed with 
their fire ; which put a Hop to 
our fquadrons, till our foot and 
Colonel Blood's, with nine field- 
pieces, laden with fmall ihoi, 

came 
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came up, which kept them em- 
ployed. This gave a refpite to 
the fquadrons on both fides to 
put themfelves into order, after 
the hurry and confufion that 
conftantly attend fuch actions. 
During which time TalJard feat 
to Blenheim for thofe troops to 
come out to join him ; but they 
were neither able to help him 
por themfelves : he alfo fent to 
Marfin ; but he fent him word, 
that he-had too much work on 
.his own hands. 

The Duke, after this breathing, 
being freed from the fire of their 
ioot, and finding their horfe had 
•no great flomach for renewing 
the battle, but rather feemed in 
a tottering condition, gave or- 
ders to all his cavalry to make a 
bold charge upon rhem ; which 
they did with fuch refolution, 
that it decided the fate of the 
day, for they were not able to 
ftand this charge ; and our 
fquadrons breaking through their 
very centre, put them to an en- 
tire rout : thirty of their fqua- 
drons fled towards their bridge 
on the Danube, between Blen- 
heim and Hochftet ; but by a 
crowd rufhmg upon it, it broke, 
and our fquadrons purfuing with 
great fury, very few efcaped 
being killed or drowned. Tal- 
lard fled that way, but finding 
the bridge broke, he returned 
toward Hochftet, but was taken 
before he got thither ; the reft of 
their horfe fled towards Lavin- 
gen. but were not pnrfued far ; 
thirteen battalions were cut to 
pieces, not one of them efcaping, 
but fuch as threw themfelves 
among the flain. 

No General ever behaved with 
more fercnity of temper and 
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prefence of mind, than the 
Duke on this occafion ; he was 
in all places where his prefence 
was requifite. 

Now let us {cc what was doing 
between Prince Eugene, the E- 
lecior, and Marfin. 

Thofe two Generals flood at 
the very brink of the marfhy 
ground ; and all th.it Prince 
Eugene could do, would not 
force them to give an inch of 
ground, till the Duke, having 
difpatched Tailard, was draw- 
ing (bine fquadrons that way ; 
which the Elector and Marfin 
perceiving, and finding Tallard 
draw out of the field, they im- 
mediately put themfelves on the 
retreat, by readily forming tneir 
troops into three columns, and 
marched off with great expe- 
dition. 

By this time the Duke was 
drawing down to fall on them as 
they marched off; but a body 
of troops being obferved in rhe 
rear of them, and their cavalry 
which formed a column to cover 
the infantry, marching in great:

harbour are three forts ; and 
during the reign of LewisXIV. it 
was fortified in the modern 
taRe by the famous Vauban. 
Edward the Black Prince refided 
fome years in tb>s city ; and his 
fon, af Verwards Richard II. King 
of England was born here. It 
is fituated ninety miles fouth of 
Rochelle, and two hundred and 
fixty fouth-weft of Paris. Lati- 
tude, 44. 50. north ; longitude, 
40 minutes weft. See plan 5. 

BoYAu, or branch of a trench, 
is a line or parricular trench, 
made parallel to the defence of 
the place, to avoid its being 
flanked or enfiladed. "When 
two 'attacks are made upon a 
place, it forms a line of com- 
munication betwixt them ; and 
the parapet of a boyau being 
ftill turned towards the place be- 
ficged, it ferves alio for a line 
of contravaUation, to hinder 
Tallies and defend the work- 
men. 

Breach, an opening made 
in a wall or rampart, by cannon 
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or mines, fufiiciently wide for 

troops to enter the works and 

drive the befieeed out of them. 
o 

You attack, at the fame time, 
at other places, to give a diver- 
fion to the enemy, and lelfen 
their refidance at the real attack ; 
and, if you cannot enter the 
place, you at leaft make a lot 
ment on the breach. To ren- 
der the attack more difficult, 
the eneinv fometimes plant the 
tch with crow-feet or chevaux- 
de frizc. 

B REAK-GROUN D, the firft 

opening of trenches a gain ft a 
place ; which is dene in the 
right time, by the advantage of 
fome riling ground, hollow way, 
or any thing that can cover the 
men from the enemy's fire. 

Breda, fituated in a flat coun- 
try, on the banks of the river 
Merck, about twenty- feven miles 
north-eaft of Antwerp, and as 
many to the fouthward of Rot- 
terdam. It is a large city, re- 
gularly fortified after the modern 
way, and one of the ftrongeft 
fortreffes on the Dutch frontiers, 
in which the States generally keep 
a numerous garrifon. 

The Spaniards, having a cor- 
refpondence with fome papifts in 
the town, furprized it in 1581, 
but it was retaken by a ftratngem. 
in 1590. It was befieged in 
1624 by Spinola, the Spanifh 
Admiral and General, with 
30,000 men, who took fuch 
precautions, that Prince Maurice 
could not poflibly relieve it ; fo 
that, after almoft a year's fiegc, 
during which the garrifon defend- 
ed themfelves with the greateft 
bravery and resolution, and raif- 
ed fuch fortifications as made it 
one of the urongeft cities in the 
world, 
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world* it was forced to furren- 
der for want of provisions, but 
obtained honourable conditions. 
It was retaken, after an obftiaate 
defence, by Frederic Prince of 
Orange, in 1637. 

Brest, a fmall fortified town 
of Lower Brittany in France, 
with a capacious fine road and 
harbour, the bed and fafeft in 
the whole kingdom, but of dif- 
ficult entrance, by reafon of 
hidden rocks. It is defended by 
a ftrong caftle and tower. Here 
are naval ftores of all kinds, 
with a French academy : in this 
place the French lay up one of 
their largeft iquadrons of fhips 
of war. In 1694 the Englilh 
attempted to take the town, but 
their defign tranfpired, and the 
avenues being defended by a 
numerous train of artillery, and 
a fuperior army to the invaders, 
General Talmafh, who com- 
manded the Englifli, was mor- 
tally wounded in making the de- 
scent, and the forces were oblig- 
ed to retire with Iofs. It lies 
one hundred* and fifty miles 
north-well of Nantz, and three 
hundred weft of Paris. Latitude 
48. 25. north; longitude 4. 30. 
weft. See plan 6. 

Breton (Cape) an ifl.ind of 
North America, in the Atlantic 
ocean, feparated from Acadia or 
New Scotland by the narrow 
flreight of Canfo. It is about 
an hundred miles in length, and 
fifty in breadth ; fituated between 
and 48 degrees north latitude, 
and between 61 and 62 weft lon- 
gitude. It has feveral harbours, 
with an excellent fifhery -on the 
coaft, and commands the navi- 
gation to French Canada by the 
river of St. Laurence. The 
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Englifh took it from the French 
in 1745, but reftored it to them 
by the treaty of Aix la Chapelle 
in 1748 : and in 1758 it was re- 
taken by thz Englilh forces under 
General Amherlt and Admiral 
Bolcawen. 

Brevet-Oi ficer, isonewho, 
having a fuperior commiflion from 
his Majefty, than that in his own 
corps, takes rank by it, when 
joined or doing duty with other 
corps, whether of horfe, foot, or 
dragoons. 

Bridges, made ufe of in mi- 
litary expeditions, are of various 
kinds. Of late years, tin boats, 
called pontons, have been ufually 
carried in armies, for laying 
bridges over rivers upon occa- 
fion ; which is done by joining 
thefe boats fide by fide till they 
reach acrofs the river, and lay- 
ing planks over them for the 
men to march upon. A J 
brings, pont volant, is made of 
two fmall ones, laid one over 
the other in fuch manner that 
the uppermoft ffretches and runs 
out, by the help of certain cords, 
till the end of it joins the place 
it is defigned to be fixed on. 
Both thele put together are not 
above four or five fathom long, 
and therefore are only of ufe to 
furprize outworks, or pofts that 
have but narrow moats. A draw- 
bridge is made faft only at one: 
end, with hinges, fo that the- 
other may be lifted up or let- 
down at pleafure. Bridges of 
ruflics are made of great bundles 
of rulhes tied together, and 
planks faftened upon them, to 
be laid over marfhes or boggy 
places. 

Bridge (in Gunnery) is a term 

given to two pieces of timber, 

which 
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which go between the two mid- 
dle tranfums of a gun-carriage, 
on which refts the bed. 

Bridga of communication, are 
made over the river ; by which 
two armies, or two forts, which 
are feparated by this river, have 
free communication one with the 
other. 

Draw- bridges , are made of 
feveral forms, but the molt 
common are made with pliers, 
twice the height of the gate, 
and a foot diameter ; the inner 
fqu.ire is travcrfed with a St. 
Andrew's crofs, which fcrves for 
a counterpoife ; and the chains 
which hang from the other ex- 
tremities of the pliers to life up, 
or let down the bridge, are of 
iron or brafs. 

Floating, or flying hridget, are 
made of two frna!l bridges, laid 
one upon the other, fo that the 
uppermoft, by the help of ropes 
and pullies, is forced forwards, 
till the end is joined to the place 
defigned. 

Brigade. An army is divided 
into brigades of horl'e, and bri- 
gades of foot. A brigade of 
horfe is a body of four or fix 
fquadrons : a brigade of foot 
confifts of four, five, or fix bat- 
talions : the eldelf brigade has 
the right of the firft line ; and 
the fecond, the right of the iecond 
line ; the two next take the left 
of the two lines, and the youngeft 
hath the center. The battalions 
which compole a brigade obferve 
the fame order. 

Brigads of Infinity, confifts in 
general of four battalions ; and 
each brigade fliould take its 
name from the eld eft regiment 
of that brigade. 
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Brigade-major! an Officer ap- 
pointed to a<fl to a particular 
brigade. The molt ingenious 
and expert Captains fhould be 
chofen for this poft : they are to 
wait ac orderly time to receive 
the parole, and deliver the orders 
which they carry, firft to their 
proper General, and afterwards 
to the Adjutants of regiments, 
at the head of the brigade, where 
they regulate together the guards, 
parties, detachments, and con- 
voys, and appoint them the hour 
and place of rendezvous, ;it the 
head of the brigade, where the 
Brigade major takes and marches 
them to the place of the general 
rendezvous. He ought to know 
the date and condition of the 
brigade, and keep a roll of the 
Colonels, Lieutenant - colonels, 
Majors, and Adjutants. When 
a detachment is to be made, the 
General of the day gives lus 
orders to the Brigade-major, 
how many men and Officers each 
brigade muff furnifh, and they 
again to the Adjutants of the 
regiments, how rminy each bat- 
talion is to fend, which the 
Adju'ants divide amongfl the 
companies. The complement each 
regiment is to furnifh, are taken 
by the Adjuvants, at the head of 
each regiment, at the hour ap- 
pointed, who deliver them to the 
Brigade-major, at the head of 
the brigade. 

Brigadier, a General Offi- 
cer, who has the command 
of a brigade. The eldeft Colo- 
nels are generally advanced to 
this poft. He vifits all the out- 
guards and poft of the army, 
and at night takes the orders 
from the Major-general of the 

day, 
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day, and delivers it to the Ma- 
jors of brigades, who attend at 
orderly time. They march at the 
head of their brigades, and are al- 
lowed a guard. 

Brigadiers, and Sub- Brigadiers, 
are polls in the horfe guards. 

Bkingers-up. The whole lad 
rank of a battalion, being the 
jaft men of each file, are called 
U 'ringers ■ up . 

Brinn, a well fortified city of 
Moravia, at the confluence ol 
Schwarto ai,d Switta, forty miles 
north of Vienna, was uniuccef- 
fully befieged by the Swedes in 
1 6;6, and invefted by the Saxons 
in 1742 ; but Prince Charles of 
Lorrain marching down at the 
head of his army, obliged them 
to raife the fiege, and evacuate 
Moravia with the utmoft preci- 
pitation : they were greatly har- 
raffed in their rear by the Auftrian 
huflars. General Philibcrt, who 
was detached with 2000 Huflars, 
and 1 000 Croats, came up with 
the Saxon regiment of Hofel near 
OlTow ; which, after a i loody and 
obftinate lkirmifh, they inrirely 
defeated ; having killed 3 $0, and 
made priJ'oners 180, with an in- 
confiderable loft. 

Bkouage, a fortified town in 
the territory of Brouageis, be- 
longing to Aunis iii France, 
eighteen miles fouth of Rochelle* 
La'itude, 45, 58. north; longi- 
tude 1. 5. weft. See Plan 7. 

Brussels, a fpacious, forti- 
fied, and delightful city of the 
Low Countries, the metropolis 
of the Dukedom of Brabant, and 
feat of the Governors of the 
Aufirian Netherlands. It was 
abandoned by the French in May, 
1706, and pofleffed by the Duke 
•f Marlborough ; the Elector ef 
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Bavaria made feveral furious af- 
laults on it in November, 1708, 
but on the Duke of Marlborough's 
palling the Scheld, he was obliged 
to a precipitate retreat. It is 
fweetiy lituated on the river Sen- 
iles, twenty four miles fouth of 
Antwerp, thirty fouth-eaft oi 
Ghent, and One hundred and 
ninety teaft of London. 

Bud a (Ntw)isa royal free 
town, the capital of Lower Hun- 
gary, and Hands on a hid on the 
lbuth fide of the Danube, being 
furrounded with walls and ditch- 
es, and drongly fortified ; near 
it lies a very confiderable caftle, 
the bell in Hungary. This fa- 
mous city was in the pofleif: in 
of the Turks from 1629 to 1686, 
when the Germans, under thef 
command of the Duke of Lorrain, 
after a fiege of ten weeks, took 
it by ftorm. At this fiege were 
many noble volunteers from all 
parts of Europe, who diftinguifhed 
themfelves by their valour, par- 
ticularly the Duke of Berwick 
and Lord Cutts from England. 
It is fituaied eigluy-four miles 
fouth-eaft of Prefburgh, 'and one 
hundred and thirty-fix of Vienna. 
Latitude, 47, 40. north; longi- 
tude, 19. 20. eaft. 

Buenos-Ayres, one of the 
mod confiderable Spanifli ports 
of the province of La Plata, on 
the eaft coad of South America, 
lying on the fouth more of the 
river Plata, fifty leagues within 
its mouth, yet here it is feven 
leagues in breadth. It is well 
lorhfied, and defended by a con- 
fiderable number of guns. Hither 
is brought great pan of the trea- 
fure and merchandize of Peru 
and Chili by this and other ri- 
vers, and exported to Old Sp 

Hither 
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Hither alio the South Sea factors 
lifed to bring their Negroes, when 
the Englilh had the benefit of 
the Affiento contract, and were 
bought up by the Spaniards, 
and fent to their fettlements in 
Peru and Chili, latitude, 36. 
ic. fouth ; longitude, Co. ?. 
weft. 

CADET, is a young gentle- 
man, who, to attain fome 
knowledge in the art of war, 
and who, in expectation of pre- 
ferment, chnfes at firft to carry 
arms as a private man. 

Cauiz, a large city and fea- 
port of Andalufia in Spain, on 
the north- wefl extremity of a long 
neck of land in an ifland, ex- 
tending from fouth-eaft to north- 
weft ; the weft part of which is 
Cadiz ; and the fouth call the 
ifland of Leon, oppnfite to port 
St. Mary's, being joined to the 
main land, from which it is fe- 
parated by a narrow channel of 
the fea, by the bridge Suaco, 
both extremities of which are 
defended by redoubts and other 
works. This ifland from fort 
St. Cathalonia to the ifle St. 
Pedro is five miles long, and, 
from fouth-point near the latter, 
to the north near Suaco bridge, 
two miles broad. The neck of 
land extending from this ifland 
is at firft very fmall, afterwards 
it becomes broader, has feveral 
windings and angles, and ter- 
minates in two canes, the prin- 
cipal of which, namely, that to 
the weft, is called St. Sebaftiano. 
The ifland on which Cadiz hands, 
and the oppofhe fhore, form a bay 
twelve miles long, and about lb. 
in breadth; but near the mi 
«f the bay are two points of land, 
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one on the continent, and the 
other on the if] hundred 

fathoms afunder, on which are 
the forts Puntal and Matagorda, 
commanding the pnflage ; and 
within the points is a large and 
very good harbour, which no 
enemy can enter till thefc forts 
are taken ; for which reafon the 
lifh landed in 1702 on the 
continent near St. Mary's, in or- 
der to attack the Puntal, which 
not being able to reduce, they 
were obliged to re-imbark with- 
out effecting any thing; but the 
Earl of Effex landing on the 
ifland in 1596, took and hurnt 
the town, having plundered it of 
immenfe treafure, and deftroyed 
the galleons in the harbour. 
Cadiz, which is of a pretty large 
circuit, is furrounded with walls 
and irregular baft ions, and moll- 
ly inacceTibls, by reafon of a 
fieep coaft, rocks, and land banks. 
It is fi mated forty miles north- 
weft of Gibraltar. Latitude, 36. 
30 ; longitude, 6. 40. weft. 

Cagliari, or Calari, an- 
ciently Calaris, the capital of 
the ifland of Sardinia, fituatcd 
on a large bay of the fame name ; 
has a fecure harbour, and, be- 
fides other ftrong fortifications, 
a caflle. This place, with the 
whole ifland, was reduced by 
the Englilh in 170,3, and given 
to the late Emperor Charles VI. 
then nominal King of Spain, 
and retaken by the Spaniards in 
1717; but by a treaty two years 
afterwards it was ceded to the 
Duke of Savoy, with part of the 
Milanefe, in lieu of Sicily ; and 
the houfe of Savoy hill retains 
this city and ifland, with the title 
of Duke of Sardinia. Cagliari 
is the feat of the Viceroy*^ an 
univerfity, 
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Univerfity, and the fee of an 
Archbifhop. It lies one hundred 
and eighty- fix miles north- weft of 
Parlermo in Sicily. Latitude, 
39. 7. north ; long. 9. 14. eaft. 
Caisson, is a cheft of wood, 
holding four or fix bombs, fome- 
times filled only with powder, 
and buried by the befiegers under 
ground, to blow up a work which 
the befiegers are like to be maf- 
ters of. After the bonnet is blown 
up by the mine, they lodge a 
a cailfon under us ruins ; and the 
enemy being advanced to make 
a lodgment there, they fire the 
caifTou by the help of a faucefs 
or pudding, and blow up that 
port a fecoud time. 

Calais, the capital of the 
reconquered country in Picardy 
in France, a fortified town and 
harbour on the Englifh channel. 
Its figure is a quadrangle, the 
two longer fides being towards 
the fea and land. Befides its 
regular works, it has a citadel 
to the weft, and the entrance 
into the harbour is defended by 
a fortrefs; but it's created ftrength 
arifes from its fituation among 
the marfhss, as on the approach 
of an enemy it can be overflown. 
For the conveniency of trade, 
a canal runs from it to St.Omers, 
Graveline, Dunkirk, Bergues, and 
Ypres. Anciently the harbour was 
a good one, but is now fo choak- 
edup, that a fliip of any burthen 
cannot fafely enter it. It lies 
twenty two miles fouth-eaft of 
Dover in England, and one hun- 
dred and forty -three north of 
Paris. Latitude, 51.2. north ; 
longitude, 2. 10. eaft. See plan S. 

Caliber, is a term in gun- 
nery, fignifying the diameter or 
videnefs of a piece of ordnance. 
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Caliber-compafes, are compafTes 
ufed by gunners, for taking the 
diameters of the feveral pieces of 
ordnance, or of bombs, bullets, 
&x. Their legs are therefore 
circular, on an arch of brafs, 
whereon is marked the inches 
and half-inches, to fhew how 
far the points of the compafTes 
are opened afunder. 

Cambray, a large city, on 
the river Scheld. It ftands about 
twenty miles alrrioft eaft of Arras, 
fifteen fouth-weft of Valenci- 
ennes, and twelve fouth-ealt of 
Douay. It is regularly fortified, 
and has a very ftrong citadel, 
its walls being all faced with 
frec-ftone ; and as the neigh- 
bouring country may be laid 
under water, it is eiteemed one 
of the ftrongeft places in the 
Netherlands. 

Camp, is the fpot of ground 
occupied by an army, to pitch 
their tents. 

Campaign, is that indeter- 
minate portion of time expend- 
ed by an army between taking 
the field, and returning to gar- 
rifon. 

Cam peachy, ftands open to 
the fea ; the houfes are not high, 
but the walls very ftrong, the 
roofs flattifli ; when taken by the 
Spaniards, was a large town. 
There is a good dock, and a 
ftrong citadel or fort, where a 
Governor refides, with a garri- 
fon, which commands both the 
town and harbour. The Englifli, 
under the command of Sir Chrif- 
topher Mi mi, in 1659, ftormed 
and took it with final 1 arms ; 
and it was a fecond time taken 
by the Englifli and French Buc- 
caniers, by furpri/.e. in 1678. 
The port is large, but fhallow. 
D Can d j a, 
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Candia, probably the ancient 
Mutium, the prefent capital of 
an iiland of the fame name in 
the Mediterranean. It (lands on 
the north fide of the ifland near 
the fea, in a plain at the loot of 
a mountain, and on the fite of 
the ancient city of Heraclea ; 
it is at prefent no more than the 
fhadovv of its former greatnefs, 
having been reduced by the fiege 
it underwent by the Turks from 
1645: to 1669, when it was ftorm- 
ed fifty-fix times, and ahout two 
hundred thoufand Turks killed 
under its walls. It is ft'dl in the 
poifeuion of the Turks. Lati- 
tude, 35. 30. north; longitude,

Can nov. See Gun. 

Can then, is a tin veffel ufed 
by the foldiers to carry their 
drink or water in. 

Capital, of a 'work, is an 
imaginary line, which divides 
that work into two equal and 
fimilar parts. 

Capitulation, is the agree- 
ment made by the beiieged with 
the befiegers, on what condition 
the place is to furrender : the 
chamade being beat, all hofiiii- 
ties ceafe on both fides ; if the 
capiculation be agreed to and 
figned, hoftages on both fides are 
delivered, for the exact perform- 
ance of the articles. 

Caponier, is a paifage made 
from one work to another of ten 
or twelve feet wide, covered on 
each fide by a parapet, terminat- 
ing in a flope or glacis : thus, 
•when the ditch is dry, the p^iF^^s 
from the curtain to the ravelin, 
or that; from the covert- way to 
tiie arrows or detached redoubts, 
are called caponiers. 

They are often finale parapets, 
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raifed on the entrance of a ditch, 
before the ravelin, for placing 
fmall cannons, and men behind 
them, to difpute the paifage over 
that ditch. 

Captain of battle-axe cuards, 
generally obtains the rank of Co- 
lonel : the two Lieutenants have 
the rank of Captains. 

Captain- Lieutenant, the Officer 
who commands the Colonel's 
troop or company. 

Carabi n e, is a fire-arm, fhort- 
er than a firelock, hanging at the 
belt of a light-horfeman. 

Carcass, is an invention of 
an oval form, made of ribs of 
iron, afterwards filled with a com- 
pofition of meal-powder, falt-pe- 
tie, fulphur, glafs, fhavings of 
horn, pitch, turpentine, tallow, 
and lin-feed oil, and then coated 
ever with a pitched cloth ; it is 
primed with meal-powder and 
quick-match, and fired out of a 
mortar : the defign of it is to fct 
houfes on fire. Two fmall cords 
are fixed to the fides for lifting it 
into the mortar. 

Carriage, is a general term 
for waggons, carts, litters, &c. 

Carriage of a cannon, is a long, 
narrow cart, invented for march- 
ing of Cannon ; and for the more 
convenient ufing them in action, 
they are made of two planks of 
wood, commonly half as long 
again as the gun. 

Carriage. See Annnunition Cart. 

Block- carriage, is a cart made 
on purpofe for carrying of mor- 
tars and their beds from one 
place to another. 

Truck- carriages, are two fhort 
planks of wood, fupported on two 
axle - trees, having four trucks 
or wheels of folid wood, about 
a foot and a half, or two feet 
diameter. 
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Uiameter, for carrying mortars or 
guns upon a battery, where their 
own carriages cannot go, and are 
drawn by men. 

Cartel, an agreement be- 
tween Princes, Generals, Govern- 
ors, or Commanding Officers at 
war, for exchange of prifoners. 

Cartu agen a-la-nueva, or 
JVcw Cartha^ena, fo called to 
diftinguifh it from Carthagcna in 
Old Spain, lies fouth of Jamaica, 
on the Spanifh continent, to the 
eaft of the great gulf of Darien ; 
in ten degrees, twenty-fix miles 
north latitude ; and feventy-five 
rees longitude weft of Lon- 
don. It was begun in i J3-> an< ^ 
about eight years after became 
a wealthy, ftately, and well in- 
habited city : it has one of the 
n obi eft bafons or harbours in 
the world, being fome leagues in 
circumferen-ce ; and is land-lock- 
ed on all fides ; its entrance is de- 
fended by the ftrong caftle of 
Boeca-chica, and three lefTer 
forts. Between this harbour and 
the town arc two necks of land, 
on which are the ftrong fortrefs 
Caftillo Grande, and fort Man- 
zaneila, which defend the lefTer 
harbour that runs clofe to the 
town : there is likewife the fort 
St. Lazare, which defends the 
town on the land-fide ; and 
though the fea beats on the town 
walls, the furf runs fo high, that 
there is no coming at it, but 
through thefe harbours. In 
IJ83 it was plundered by Sir 
Francis Drake ; who having 
burnt one half of it, the inha- 
bitants ranfomed the other for 
one hundred and twenty thou- 
find ducats. Before it was per- 
fectly repaired, a difgufted Spa- 
niard again burnt it, and teized 
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a great treafnre. In 1697, M. 
de Pointi, with a fquadron of 
French fhips, took the city after 
a formal fiege, when the plunder 
amounted to about eight milli- 
ons of livres in filver, and. one 
in jewels. Having recovered its 
trade and wealth, in fo fhort a 
time, it might well be accounted 
one of the principal cities in 
America. This place was un- 
fuccefsfully attacked in 1741* 
under the commands of General 
Wentworth and Admiral Ver- 
non. They injudicioufiy at- 
tempted this enterprize in a fea- 
fon when the ferena, or evening 
and night air, is deadly to all 
foreigners expofed to it. The 
contagion in fix days fwept off 
above five hundred men : and 
out of the ten thoufand troops, 
they landed, there were only 
fixteen hundred and fifty fit for 
duty at re-imbarking. 

Cartouch, a cafe of wood, 
about three inches thick at bot- 
tom, girt round with marlin, 
holding about four hundred muf- 
quet balls, befides fix or eight 
balls of iron, of a pound weight ; 
it is fired out of a hobitz, a fmall 
fort of mortar, and is very pro- 
per for defending a pafs. 

A new fort is made, much 
better than the former, of a 
globular form, and filled with 
ball of a pound weight ; others 
were then made for the guns, 
being of ball of half or quarter 
pound weight, according to the 
nature of the gun, tied in form 
of a bunch of grapes, on a tom- 
pion of wood, and coated over : 
thefe were made in the room of 
the patridge-fhot, and very 
much exceed them, as fome of 
the French battalions experien- 
ced 
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ced at the battle of Blenheim. 

Cartridge, is a cafe oi 
brown paper, holding the exadt 
charge of a fire-arm ; thofe for 
mufquets, carabines, or piftols, 
hold both the powder and bail 
for the charge. 

Cartridge-box, a cafe of wood 
or turned tin, covered with lea- 
ther, holding thirty rounds of 
powder and ball, is wore upon a 
belt and hangs a little higher than 
the pocket- hole. 

Cas cabal, is the knob of 
metal behind the breech of a can- 
non ; the diameter of it is equal 
to the diameter of the bore of 
the piece. The neck of the cafca- 
lal is what joins it to the breech 
of the moulding. 

Casement, is a bomb-proof 
■work made under the rampart, 
like a cellar or cave, with loop- 
holes to place guns in. 

Casks, or Barrels, are ufed 
in the army, for carrying meal 
to be laid up in magazines, or 
along with the army, for 
bread. 

Castrametation. By it we 
are literally to underftand the art 
of meafuring or tracing out the 
form of a camp on the ground ; 
yet it fometiaies has a more ex- 
tenfive fignification, by including 
all the views and defigns of a 
General : the one lequires a ma- 
thematician, the other an expe- 
rienced Officer. 

Cavalier, is a work raifed 
generally within the body of the 
place, ten or twelve feet higher 
than its other works ; their mod 
common fituation is within the 
baflion, and they are nearly 
made in the fame form ; fome- 
times they are alfo placed in the 
gorges, or on the middle of the 
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curtain ; but then they are made 
in the form of an horfe-fhoe, and 

foinev/hat flatter. 

The ufe of Cavaliers is to 
command all the adjacent works 
and country about it ; they arc 
feldom or never made but when 
there is an hill or riling ground, 
which overlooks fome of the 
works. 

Caudebec, a fmall but po- 
pulous city of Upper Normandy 
in France, on the north fide of 
the Seine, fixteen miles weft of 
Rouen. In 14x9 it was taken by 
the Englifh ; in 1 $62 by 'the Hu- 
guenots, and was re-taken by the 
King's troops in 1592. Latitude, 
49, 32* north ; longitude, 45 
minutes eaft. 

Cavin, is a natural hollow, 
fit to lodge a body of troops : it 
is of great ufe to the befiegers ; 
for by the help of fuch a place, 
they can open trenches, make 
places of arms, or keep guards of 
horfe, without great danger. 

Cazerns, or Barracks, are 
lodgings built in garrifoned 
towns. 

Centre, is the middle point 
of a circle. 

Cess at ion of arms, is when 
a Governor of a place bafieged, 
finding himfelf reduced to fucli 
an extremity, that he muft either 
furrender, or facrifice himfelf* 
his garrifon, and inhabitants, to 
the mercy of the enemy, plants a 
white flag on the breach, or beats 
the chamade to capitulate ; at 
which both parties ceafe firing, 
and all other acts of hoftility, till 
the propofals be either agreed to 
or rejected. 

Ceuta, a city of Fez in 

Africa, on the fouth fide of the 

Streights of Gibraltar, almoftop- 

pofge 
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pofite to that place ; it is a ftrong 
fortrefs, in the pofleflion of Spain, 
but frequently attacked by the 
Moors, and fituated one hundred 
and fifty miles north of fez. 
Latitude, 35. 50. north longi- 
tude, 6. 30. welt. 

Chagre, is fituated on a fteep 
rock, at the mouth of the Rio 
de Chagre, eighteen leagues dis- 
tant from Porto Kello. It is de- 
fended by the Caftillo de San 
Lorenzo, which commands the 
entrance of that river. On the 
welt fide of the harbour is Fuerto 
de la Punta. This fort is com- 
manded by a Commandant ; the 
garrifon is detatched from Pana- 
ma. In 1669, Captain Morgan 
Janded the Buccaneers a few miles 
to the eaft, and befieged Caftillo 
de San Lorenzo, which was de- 
fended with great refolution ; 
for, after the Knglifh had made 
a breach, defended by the Go- 
vernor with twenty -five men, 
feveral of the Spaniards threw 
themfelves from the top of the 
hill into the fea, choofing rather 
to die, than to afk quarter ; the 
Governor, though retreating con- 
tinued to defend bimfelf, but 
at laft was killed ; on which the 
reft furrendered prifoners of war, 
being only thirty left out of three 
hundred and fourteen, and mod 
of them wounded ; all the Of- 
ficers being killed. The Englifh 
had upwards of one hundred men 
killed, and feventy wounded. 
Captain Morgan having been 
refufed a ran Com by the Gover- 
nor of Porto Bello* for this caftle, 
took all the cannon, demolifhed 
the walls, and burnt the build- 
ings. 

Admiral Vernon came before 
this place on the 20th of March, 
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1740, and ordered Capt.Knowles 
dole in with the ketches, who 
inceflantly bombarding the caftle 
for two days, it furrendered on 
the 2 2d to the Admiral ; about 
twenty-two brafs cannon, with 
part of the garrifon, being em- 
barked, on the 29th the mines 
were fprung, which entirely de- 
molifhed the lower baftion, blew 
up fome of the upper works, and 
deftroyed by fire the inner build- 
ings of the caftle of San Lorenzo. 

Chain, a number of brafs or 
iron rings, linked one in ano- 
ther. An engineers chain, for 
meafuring of ground, is of a 
certain number of links, of an 
equal length. Chains of a gun 
are of iron, and very ftrong, 
fixed on the draft-hooks, and 
going along the fhafts of the 
timber, to eafe them ; but they 
are not ufed for fmall guns. 

Chamade, a fignal made by 
beat of drum, for a conference 
with the enemy, when any thing 
is to be propofed ; as a capitu- 
lation, or a ceffation of arms, 
to bring off the dead ; or by the 
befieged, when they have a mind 
to deliver up a place upon ar- 
ticles of capitulation ; then 
there is a fufpenfion of arms, 
and hoftages delivered on both 
fides. 

Chamber, of a mortar, is 
that part of the chafe where the 
powder lies, and is much nar- 
rower than the reft of the cylin- 
der ; fome are like a reverfed 
cone, or fugar-loaf ; others glo- 
bical, with a neck for its com- 
munication with the cylinder, 
and are called bottled-chamben.. 
The powder -chamber, or bomb- 
chamber, on a battery, is a place 
i'unk under ground, for holding 
powder 
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powder or bombs, where they 
may be out of danger, and pre- 
served from the rain. 

is that place of a mine 
where the powder is lodged. 

Chandhlier, is a wooden 
frame, whereon are laid fafcines 
or faggots, to cover the workmen 
while carrying on the approaches. 




Charged cyli?:dfr, is that 
part of the chafe of a gnu where 
the powder and bail are con- 
tained. 

C h ;, it l r. m on t, fituated on 
the top of a hill, under which 
runs the river Meafe, twenty- 
five miles fouth of Namur, and 
about the fame diftapce fouth- 
eaft of Charleroy. It was forti- 
fied in the year 15^5 by the 
Emperor Charles V. to whom it 
was granted by the Bifbop of 
Liege ; but the French got pof- 
fefiion of it in the year 1 680. 

Charleroy, a ftrong fortified 
town of Namur in the Auftrinn 
Low Countries, on the Sambre, 
nineteen miles weft of the city of 
Namur. Latitude, 50. 30. north; 
longitude, 4. 20. eaft. 

Ch miles -fort, in the county 
of Cork, and province of Mun- 
fter, ftarids at the entrance of 
Kinfale harboar, is pretty firong 
towards the lea, though not 
fo by land, as the works are 
commanded by fifing ground. 
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Latitude, 51. 21. north; longi. 
tude, 8. 20. well. 

Chatf.au Dauphine, a for- 
tified caftle in Piedmont in 
Upper Italy, ceded by France 
to Piedmont by the peace of 
Utrecht, and taken by the Spa- 
niards in 1744. Latitude, 44. 
30. north ; longitude, 6. 40. 
eaft. 

Chatham, a port- town of 
Kent, on the eaft fide of the 
river Medway ; one of the prin- 
cipal ftations for the Hritifh navy, 
and has a royal yard, well pi 0- 
vided with timber, and all other 
ftores neceffary for building and 
fitting ont the largeft fleet. 
Though the mouth of the river 
is well defended by Sheernefs, 
and with other forts and caftles, 
yet in the Dutch war in 1667, 
through neglect, the enemy came 
np the river and burnt fome of 
the firft rates and other fhips of 
war then lying there. It lies 
thirty miles from London. La- 
titude, 5 1 . 40. north ; longitude, 
3 minutes eaft. 

Cheeks, of a mortar^ cr 
brackets, are made of ftrong 
planks of wood, of near a fe- 
mi-circular form, bound with 
thick plates of iron, and are 
fixed to the bed, by four bolts, 
called bed-bolts ; they rife on 
ench fide of the mortar, and 
ferve to keep her at what ele- 
vation is given her, by the 
help of firong bolts of iron 
which go through the cheeks, 
both under and behind the mor- 
tar, betwixt which are drove 
coins of wood. Thefe bolts are 
called bracket- bolts ; and the 
bolts which are put one in each 
end of the bed, are the traverfe- 
bchs ; becaufe, with hand, 
fpike 
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Spikes the mortar is by thofe rra- 
verfed to the right or left. 

Cherburg, a port- town of 
Normandy in France on the 
Englilh Channel, oppofite to 
Hainplhire, fifty miles north 
well of Caen. Off this place the 
«onfede'rat£ fleet under Admiral 
RulFcl obtained a fignal victory 
•ver that of the French, com- 
manded by M. Tourville, in 
1692, and afterwards burnt 
twenty of their fhips of vrar 
near Cape la Hogue. In 1758 
the Englilh forces under Gene- 
ral Blyth and Commodore now 
Lord Howe, tock it from the 
French, deftroyed the fine bafon 
and works erefted at a vaft ex- 
pence, tock twenty-two pieces 
of brafs cannon and mortars, 
and deftroyed one hundred and 
feventy- three iron cannon, and 
three mortars. Latitude, 49. 
45. north ; longitude, 1. 40. 
weft. See plan 9. 

Cheveaux de-frize, large 
joints or beams, ftuck full of 
wooden pins, armed with iron, 
to flop breaches, or to fecure a 
paflage of a camp againft the 
enemy's cavalry. 
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Chf. vrette, among the many 
inventions for railing of guns or 
mortars into their carriages, this 
engine is the moft uleful ; it is 
made of two pieces of wood, of 
- • t four fees Jong, Handing 
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upright upon a third, which is 
fquare ; they are about a foot 
afunder, and parallel, and are 
pierced with holes exactly to one 
another, having a bolt of iron, 
which being put through thefe. 
holes, higher or lower at plea- 
sure, ferves with a hand-fpike, 
which takes its poife over this 
bolt, to raife any thing by force. 
Circle, a plain figure ; com- 
prehended within a crooked line, 
called the circumference, which 
has a41 its parts equally diftant 
from a certain point, called the 
centre. 

Arcb of a Circle, an unde- 
termined part of the circumfer- 
ence of a circle, being fome- 
times' larger, and Sometimes 
fmaller. 

Line of circumvalatio7i, is a 
kind of fortification, confitling, 
of a parapet, or breaft-work, 
and a ditch before it, to cover 
the beficgers againft any attempt 
of the enemy in the field. 

Citadel, is a kindof a fore 
of four, five, or fk baftions, 
raifed on the moft advantageous, 
ground about the city, the bet- 
ter to command it, by an open, 
or efplanade, in order to hinder 
the approach of an enemy ; fo 
that the citadel defends the in- 
habitants and can punifh their 
revolt. A citadel muft not be 
too large, becaufe too fpacious a 
circumference is difficult to for- 
tify or defend and Should there- 
fore be fp contrived, as to be 
eafily defended, and fpeedily 
fuccoured, by having two of its 
baftions within, and the reft 
without. If the town be on a 
river, let the citadel not only 
command it, but likewife the 
place and country a 

without 
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Vithdut any fear of danger from 
the enemy's works on an emi- 
nence near it. Thus if the 
enemy fhould feize the place, 
they may again be beaten out 
from the citadel. 

Clouts, are thin plates of 
iron, nailed on that part of the 
axel-tree of a gun-carriage, that 
comes through the nave, and is 
fecured by lins-pins. 

Coffer, is a work funk in 
the bottom of a dry moat, about 
fix or fevcn feet wide, the length 
of it being from one fide of the 
moat to the other, with a pa- 
rapet of about two feet high, 
full of loop-holes covered over- 
head with joifts, hurdle?, and 
earth ; they ferve to fire on the 
befiegers, when they endeavour 
to pafs the moat, and differ 
from the caponier, becaufe they 
are longer; for the caponier 
takes not the whole breadth of 
the moat; it differs likewife 
from the traverle and the gal- 
lery, becaufe that is made by 
the befieged, but this by the 
befiegers. 

Colocza, a fortified town of 
Hungary, proper on the Danube ; 
it is the fee of an Archbifhop, 
but has undergone feveral vi- 
ciffitudes from the Turks and 
Hungarians; it lies fifty miles 
jouth-eaft of Buda, and is fubject 
to Auftria. Latitude, 46. 56. 
horth ; longitude, 19. 40. eaft. 

Column, of an army ona march, 
is a long row of troops, follow- 
ing one another. Sometimes 
the army marches in four, fix, 
or eight columns, according to 
the convenience of the ground it 
Occupies. Ail the parts fhould 
be lo ordered, that regula- 
rity may be preferred by the 
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Officers, and no confufion enfue, 
either by the form of the co- 
lumns, the denfity of the body, 
the difficulty of communicating 
orders, or obltacles to prevent 
the officers from having a con- 
tinual eye on their men. 

Commanding-ground, an 
eminence, or rifing-ground, over- 
looking a poll. 

Commission, the authority 
granted by a Prince, or his Ge- 
neral, to Officers, by which he 
inverts them with commands 
agreeable to his pleaiure and 
their abilities. 

Complement, of the curtain, 
that part of it which makes thfc 
deini-gorg'e. 

Complement of the line of defence, 
the remainder of the line of de- 
fence, after the angle of the line 
is taken off. 

Compliment, of 'the line of 
an army turning out, is due to 
his Mnjefty, the Queen, or any 
of the Royal Family, (Lord- 
lieutenant, if in Ireland) Cap- 
tain-general, or Commander in 
Chief (being a General Officer) 
of the encampment. 

Complin:: at from Guards, is 
due to his Majefty, the Queen, 
or any of the Royal Family, 
(Lord Lieutenant if in Ireland) 
General oiTicers, occ. 

Comptroller of the artillery, 
is a poft of great truft ; he in- 
fpe&s the muftersofthe artillery, 
makes the pay lift, takes the 
accompts and the remains of 
ftores, and is accountable to the 
Ordnance. 

Conde, Rands about fix miles 
north eaft of Valenciennes and 
Vail ; and ten or twelve west- 
ward of Mons, at the conflux of 
the rivers Schelde and Haine, in 
a low 
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a low and marfhy country. The 
town is fma!l, but exceedingly 
well fortified, and ftrong by the 
nature of its fituation. This 
town has often been taken and re- 
taken by the French and Spa- 
niards. The laft time the French 
took it was in 1676 ; and it was 
confirmed to them by the treaty 
of Nimegnen. After the victory 
.gained over them at Ramillies, 
they call up lines ; which was 
from Mons along the Haipe to 
Condi, and from thence along 
the Scheld to Tourney. 

Conduc tors , are a Aidants giv- 
en to • the Commiffary of the 
Stores, to receive or dilever out 
ftores, to the army, to attend at 
the magazines by turns, when in 
•garrifon, and to look after the 
ammunition waggons in the field: 
they bring their accounts e- 
very night to the Commiffary, 
and are immediately under his 
command. 

Cone, a body made by turn- 
ing of a right angled trian- 
gle round a circle, the angular 
point of the right angle being 
fixed in the centre, which forms 
a pyramid, whofe bafis is a 
circle. 

Coins, are wedges of wood 
under the breech of a gun, by 
which the Gunner raiies or falls 
the muzzle of his piece or mor- 
tar, till he points it exactly at 
the object ; each gun has three 
coins. 

Co,NTRAVALLATiON,atrench, 
with a parapet, made by the 
befiegers, betwixt them and the 
place befieged, to fecure them 
from the fallies of the garrifon, 
fo that the troops which form 
the fiegc, are encamped be- 
rwcen the lines of circumval- 
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Jation and contravallation : when 
the enemy has no army in the 
field, there is no occafion for 
lines of circumvallation ; and 
when the garrifon is weak, the 
lines of contravallation are fel- 
dom ufed. 

Contribution, an impofi- 
tion, or tax paid by frontier 
countries, to excufe themfelves 
from being plundered by the 
enemy. 

Convoy, is a fupply of men, 
money, ammunition, or provi- 
fions, conveyed into a town, or 
to an army.- The body of men 
that guard this fupply, are like- 
wife called the convoy. 

Copenhagen, the capital of 
Denmark, lies on the eaft fhore 
of the ifland of Zealand on a 
fine bay of the Baltic, five miles 
from the ftreight called the Sound 
or Orefurid, and not above fix- 
teen from the coaft of Schoen in 
Sweden. It is oppofite to the 
ifle of A mack which forms the 
harbour. It ftands in a marfhy 
ground, but is fortified in the 
modern manner, and has a cita- 
del ; the harbour is defended by 
forts and platforms, and the en- 
trance to it fo narrow as to ad- 
mit only one fhip. In certain 
places of the town are canals for 
large fhips to come up to the 
very houfes. It appears how- 
ever that their fortifications are 
not a fufficient defence againft a 
bombardment by fea, nor from 
the attacks of a land-army on 
that fide ; for the Baltic has been 
fo firmly frozen over in fome 
years, that the Swedes have 
brought their artillery over the 
ice, and befieged Copenhagen ; 
and by its lying in a morafs, it 
is more eafily approached on 

that 
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that fide in winter than fummcr. 
Latitude, 5;. 40. north; longi- 
tude, 12. 50. eaft. 

Cordon, a round projection 
made of ftone, in a lcmicircular 
form, whole diameter i6 about 
eight inches, which r-mges quite 
round the wall, within four feet 
from the upper part. 

Cor 1 dor a French term for co- 
vert-way. 

Cornet, the ydungeft Officer 
of a troop, is a very honourable 
poll; for one part of his duty is 
to carry the ftandard in the day 
of battle, though no greater dif- 
honour can happen to a regiment, 
than the lofs of a ftandard. 

Cornis h-ring, a fmall ring 
near the muzzle of a gun. 

Corporal, an inferior Officer 
to a Serjeant, polls and relieves 
the fentries. While the guard 
is relieving, he gives the orders 
he received to the Corporal of 
the new guard, and fhews him 
all the pofts. He carries a fire- 
lock advanced. 

CovfRT-WAY, is a fpace of 
ground, level with the country, 
about three or four fathoms wide, 
covered by a parapet, which 
goes quite round the place. The 
grealeft effort in fieges, is to 
make a lodgement on the covert- 
way, which the befiegers gene- 
rally pallifade and undermine : 
this parapet flopes inienfibly to- 
wards the campaign ; and the 
talus, cr (loping, is called the 
glacis, which the befiegers are 
generally obliged to fap through 
to make a lodgement, The pa- 
rapet of the covert-way is about 
fix feet high, with a banquette, 
and forms a faliant r.ngle before 
the curtain, which ferves for a 
place af ai 
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Council of IVtv, is when a 
Commander in Chief of an army, 
or Governor of a garrifon, af- 
fembles the principal Officers for 
their advice, upon fome affai; 
importance. 

Counter-approaches, are 
works made by the befiegers, 
when they come out, to hiuder 
the approach of the enemy, when 
they defign to attack them in 
form. 

COUNTFR-BATTERIES, fuch 

as are creeled againft each of the 
adverie batteries : and they fhould 
always be fuperior to thofe of the 
enemy. Cavaliers and piatforms 
are fometimes erecV-d to ftrength- 
en them. 

Counter-guard, is a work 
placed before the bullions, to 
cover the oppofite flanks from 
being feen from the covert-way; 
they are likewife made before the 
ravelins. When they are placed 
before thebaftions,they areefteem- 
ed a very good defence. 

Counter-march, an army's 
fuddcnly turning their march a 
contrary way; to prevent the 
enemy from getting between them 
and their garrifon, to difappoint 
and amufe them. A battalion 
is faid to counter-march, when 
the wings of a battalion inter- 
change ground. 

Counter-mines, are nfed 
when the befiegers have, not- 
withstanding the oppofition of the 
beficged, puffed the foffe, and 
put the miner to the foot of the 
rampart. They arc of two forts ; 
being either made when the ba- 
ftion is raifed ; or afterwards, 
when it is attacked. Thofe 
that are made when the baftion 
Is railed, are carried quite 
round the faces of a baiiion ; 

their 
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their height is from four to five 
f^et, and broad enough for a 
man to pafs eafily : the others, 
■which are made in time of ne- 
ceffity, when the befiegers arc 
undermining a baftion, are pits 
funk deep in the ground, where 
the miner is fuppofed to be, 
from whence they run out 
branches, in fearch of the ene- 
my's ra'ne, to fruftrate the ef- 
fect of it, by cither taking away 
the powder, or cutting oft the 
train. 

GewNTBRStfARP, is the out- 
ride of a ditch, oppofite to the 
parapet of the work, behind the 
ditch. It is often faid that the 
beficgers have carried their 
lodgements upon the counter- 
fcarp, when they are lodged on 
the covert-way. 

Count crfcarpt that are not ivalled, 
fhould be as deep as poffible, to 
hinder a defcent into the fofTe, 
and yet they mud be fo con- 
trived as to admit of fuccours, 
and afford a fafe retreat to the 
town. 

Counter-sign, is generally 
given out with the parole, is 
made ufe of in the fame manner, 
and frequently exchanged by the 
guards and rounds. 

Court-martial, was infli- 
tuted by the Legiflature, not only 
to check all arbitrary proceedings 
that are contrary to good order 
and military difcipline ; but alfo 
to examine into the conduct of 
Officers andfoldiers; to pafs fen- 
tence upon thofe who fliall be 
found guilty of a breach of the 
Articles of War ; or, by their 
judgment, to remove any bad 
impreffion, or mifreprefentation, 
that may be made to the pre- 
judice of an Officer. 
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Court-martial, general, is com- 
pofed of a Prefident and twelve 
Members, with a Judge-advo- 
cate. The Prefident is of the 
rank of a Field-officer, with 
twelve of the rank of Captain, if 
they can conveniently be affem- 
bled : if to try any under the 
rank of a Field-officer, a Cap- 
tain may fit as Prefident (when 
no Field-officer can be had) with 
twelve Commiffioned - officers, 
who are all fworn : but in the 
garrifons of Goree and Senegal, 
or upon any detachments there- 
from, they need only confift of 
five ; but the Prefident fhould 
not be under the degree of a 
Field officer ; though a Captain 
may prefide, when a Field officer 
cannot attend. 

Court-martial, regimental, is com- 
pofed of five Officers, the eldefl 
whereof is Prefident ; but when 
that number cannot conveniently 
affemble, three are fufficienr. 
Neither the members or witneffes 
are fworn. 

Court-martial, garrifon, is com- 
pofed of the fame number of Of- 
ficers, of horfe, dragoons, foot, 
or marines, as a Regimental 
Court. The approving Officer 
is the Governor, Lieutenant-go- 
vernor, or the Officer command- 
ing. Neither the members or 
witneifes are fworn. 

Court of Inquiry, is of a very 
delicate nature : a number of 
Officers are affembled together, 
to enquire into an officer's fuppofed 
mifbehaviour ; and 1 have known 
them ordered to give their opi- 
nions in writing, to the perfon 
who ordered them to affemble, 
that he may judge from their de- 
termination, if there is a fuffi- 
cient matter to bring him to a 
General 
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General Court-martial. 

There is no articleof war for 
this kind of proceeding ; and 
though it has frequently been 
complained of, becaufe the mem- 
bers are not fworn, and that its 
opinion may influence a General 
Court-martial by prejudging the 
caufe ; yet reafon has hitherto 
been unfuccefsful in its endea- 
vours to abolifh this inequitable 
cufio?n of the army. 

Cremona, a large city in the 
dukedom of Milan, defended by 
a ftrong caftle, is five miles in 
circuit, lies clofe to the Po, 
over which is a bridge of boats, 
covered by a fort. It Hands on a 
fine plain, on the river Po, by the 
borders of Parma, fifteen miles 
north-eaft of Piacenza ; twenty- 
five north- weft of Parma ; twenty- 
eight fouth of Brefcia ; thirty- 
eight almoft weft of Mantua ; 
and forty-five eaft of Milan. 
Longitude, 30. 14 ; latitude, 
44. 42. 

Crescentiko, a city of Italy, 
upon the borders of the princi- 
pality of Piedmont, fubjecl to 
the Duke of Savoy, but taken by 
the French in 1704. In Septem- 
ber 1706, the Confederates re- 
took it after the glorious victory 
obtained in raifing the fiege of 
Turin. It ftands two miles 
north of Venice, near the north 
fide of the Po ; twenty-two 
miles north-eaft of Turin ; and 
eighteen north-weft of Cafal. 
Longitude, 27. 53 ; latitude, 
49. 9. 

Cronslot, flat is Crovm- 
caftlc, a caftle with an harbour, 
Jiir the little ifle of the fame 
name, at the mouth of the Neva 
and gulf of Finland, fourteen 
miles weft of Peierfburg ; one of 
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the flations for Ruffian fliips of 
war, and has magazines of all 
kinds of naval ftores, with large 
clocks and yards. Latitude, 60. 
20. north; longitude, 30. 15. 
eafl. 

Crown -point, a fortifica- 
tion of North America, built by 
the French in 1732, one hun- 
dred and twenty miles fouth of 
the river St. Lawrence, on the 
Jake Champlain, where a bay 
and fmall river form a point on 
which it ftands. It is faid, that 
the proper name of this place is 
Scalp-point, from an Indian bat- 
tle which happened here, when 
many fcalps were carried off. 
It is a regular fortification, de- 
fended on every fide by redoubts, 
particularly to the eaft, where it 
is moft likely to be approached. 
From hence they fupply their 
parties fent upon the Englifh 
frontiers with neceffaries : it 
ftands thirty- three leagues north 
of Albany in New- York, and 
fifteen miles from Ticonderago. 
In his way to this fort, Governor 
Johnfon beat a party of French in 
1755, and took their General 
prifoner. An unfuccefsful at- 
tempt was made on Ticonde- 
rago, by the provincial and re- 
gular forces under General Aber- 
crombie in July, 1758 ; but in 
1759, it fell into the hands of the 
Englifh. Weft longitude, 72. 45 ; 
latitude, 44. 

Crown- work, a kind of 
work not unlike a crown, has 
two fronts and two branches ; 
the fronts compofed of two half 
baftions, and generally ferve to 
indole fome buildings, which 
cannot be brought within the 
body of the place, to cover the 
town- gates, or occupy a fpot of 
ground, 
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ground, which might be advan- 
tageous to an enemy. 

Crows-feet, an iron of four 
points, about fix inches long, 
ufed again ft cavalry ; for one 
point will always be uppermoft, 
let it fall as it will. 

Cuirassiers, cavalry, armed 
with back, breaft, and head- 
pieces. 

Culioden, fituated about 
three miies eaft of Invernefs, re- 
markable for the entire defeat of 
the rebel army, which happened 
on the 1 6th of April, 174^- 
His Royal Highnefs William 
Duke of Cumberland having 
given the neceffary orders for the 
♦lay, with great prudence and 
penetration, decamped from 
Nairn between four and five in 
the morning ; and having dif- 
pofed the army in three columns, 
covered on the flanks by the 
horfe and dragoons, proceeded 
towards the enemy. After eight 
miles march, the van-guard, 
under General Bland, perceived 
them in motion to the left ; on 
which the Duke immediately 
formed the army : being at too 
great a diftance, and the rebels 
not advancing, they again con- 
tinued their march to the di- 
ftance of a miie ; when, after a 
Ihort halt, they proceeded, and 
having pafted the moral's, had a 
full view of the enemy in line of 
battle, behind the huts and walls 
of CuiloJen-Houle. 

The young Pretender, on ob- 
ferving the order in which they 
advanced, afked one of the French 
Officers his opinion of the day ; 
who, After fome paufe, anfwered, 
«« that lie believed it loft, for 
he bad narrowly obferved the 
Duke's irnay, and never faw 
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men drawn up with more con- 
duct, nor advance in a more 
cool and regular manner." The 
difpofuions made by his Royal 
Highnefs o/ould have done ho- 
nour to the oldeft and moft ex- 
perienced General, as may be 
ieen by what follows. If 
any one battalion failed, there 
were two ready to fupply its 
place ; if any two pieces of can- 
non were 'aken, there were 
three to open upon them ; which 
admirable fituation was fuffici- 
cnt to fupport the army, on the 
offenlive, to the laft extremity, 
when headed by this foldier's 
friend, whefe- affable deportment 
reigned triumphant in the hearts 
of thofe under him. AH things 
being in readinefs to forward the 
attack, his Royal Highnefs ad- 
dreifed himfelf to the Officers 
and foldiers to the following 
purport : M Gentlemen, and fel- 
low foldiers, it is incumbent oh me 
to acquaint you, that you are in- 
fantly ■ to engage in defence of your 
King and Country, your religion , 
'liberties, properties, and all that 
is dear to you : through the juftnefs 
of the caife, I make no doubt cf 
leading pu to viclcry ; be firm, 
and your enemies will foon fiy : if 
any among fil you are diffident of 
your courage or behaviour, which 
1 have no reafon to fiufipeel ; or 
any who, through confidence or in- 
clination, cannot be zealous or 
alert in performing their duty, my 
defne is, that fiuch would immedi- 
ately retire ; I aJJ'ure them my free 
pardon for Jo doing ; as I had ra- 
ther be at the head cf one thou/and 
brave and rcfiolute men, than ten ' 
thoufiand, amongjl whom, fome, by 
cowardice or mifbehaviour, wight 
difiorder or dififirit the troops, and 

bring 
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dijhanour 6n the command" 
This fpeech cemented the troops 
in the mod heroic refolution, 

who unanimously exerted them- 
felves with the created activity 
in the attack, to which they im- 
mediately advanced. Some time 
was fpent hy both armies in 
gaining the flank ; but the 
Duke's army fHll advancing they 
get clear ot a morais that lay on 
their right. This gave his Royal 
Highnefs an opportunity cf ex- 
tending his front ; for which 
end, 'Pultncy's foot were ordered 
from the rear to' rake port on the 
right, and Kingftone's horfe, 
with a fquadron of Cobham's 
dragoons, to cover that flank. 
Lord Bury was ordered forward 
to reconnoitre fomethfng that 
appeared like a battery ; on 
which the Rebels began to fire 
their cannon; but being ill- 
pointed, they did little execu- 
tion". The firh difcharge of the 
artillery threw the enemy into a 
vifible confufion, they being load- 
ed with grape-fhot, and their 
ranks fo clofe, that avenues were 
fairly cut through them. The 
Rebels, dlfiiking this manner of 
fighting, advanced ; the M'Do- 
nalds and M'Intofhes on the 
right flank, who endeavoured 
fcveral times to break in, were 
fo warmly received by the Roy- 
als and Puleney's, that they 
retired, clofely purfued by the 
horfe. Their attack at the fame 
time on the left, though more 
furious, was equally unfuccefs- 
ftil ; having outflanked Barrel's 
foot, the Athol men, Camerons, 
and Fra/.ers, ruflied in fword- in- 
hand, with great refolution and 
intrepidity. Teeming to carry all 
before them ; but the King's 
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troops being ordered to refcrve 
their fire till they came clofe up, 
did great execution ; yet their 
Commanders, ailing with great 
bravery, continued exhorting 
and forcing them down ; on 
which the regiments of Barrel 
and Dejean opened for them to 
pafs ; they then clofing, brought: 
them between the firft and fe- 
cond line, where they i'o handled 
them with their bayonets, that 
their broad fword and t 
proved of little fervice, few e- 
fcaping to their main body. In 
the mean time. General 1'aw- 
ley, with Mark Ker's dragoons 
and the Highlanders, having ad- 
• Yards the enemy's right, 
e the park- v. all that covered 
them, and, furrounding their 
flank, met General Bland with 
Kingfton's horfe and Cobham's 
dragoons in the centre, which 
created a general diffohvtion and 
carnage ; the foot preying hard, 
brought them between feveral 
fires, which foon routed and de- 
ftroyed their projects. The 
young Pretender feeing his 
hopes bin fled, with feveral of 
the Chiefs, fled from the field 
with great precipitation; and 
having forded the Nefs aimoft 
to the neck, took up his quar- 
ters that night at the feat ox 

Lord L . The 

King's troops continued the pur- 
fuit with great bravery ; the 
horfe and dragoons made fo 
continued a (laughter in the 
thicket of their ranks, that the. 
roads from the field to Invernefs, 
being three miles, were covered 
with killed and wounded, few 
of the rebels fubmitting to take 
quarters *, fo that their lofs, by 
their beft accounts, exceeded 

two 
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two thoufand five hundred m 
battle andpuriuit ; four hundred 
and fifty were made prifoners ; 
thirty pieces of cannon, two 
thoufand three hundred and 
twenty firelocks, with their, co- 
lours, ammunition, and fwords, 
were taken ; which determined 
that ever-memorable viitory, 
with an inconsiderable lofs to 
the King's troops. 

Culverin, a cannon, about 
five inches and a quarter diame- 
ter in the bore, and from nine 
to twelve feet long, carrying a 
ball of eighteen pound : a good 
battering gun, but too heavy for 
a field-piece. 

Cumana, built about four- 
teen leagues to the fouth of Mar- 
garita, on the continent, by the 
Spaniards, '1111520 and called 
at firll Nueva Corduba, is de- 
fended by a very llrong cafile, 
and the town Hands near the en- 
trance of a great gulf, known 
b/ the name of Golio de Carri- 
co, or Cumana. 

C u n e t t e , or Cuvette, a 
deep trench, about three or 
four fathom wide, funk along 
the center of a dry moat, to make 
the paffage more difficult to the 
enemy ; it is generally funk deep 
enough to find water to fill it, 
and neceffary to prevent the be- 
fiegers mining. 

Curtain, that part of the 
rampart of a place, which is 
between i\\i Hanks of two bafti- 
ons, and is the beit defended of 
any part of the rampart ; where- 
fore bcliegers never make their 
attacks in the curtains, but on 
the faces of the baflions, becaufc 
of their being defended but by 
cue flank. 

Curtains, the fpacc be'/.vsen

tho two baflions, or that whirh 
joiES them. They ferve to cover 
the houfes, and the infide of the 
place. To be good, they fhould 
be in a Uraight line : the others 
are detective, as they hinder the 
flanks from feeing and defending 
each other. 

The curtains fliould therefore 
be defended with two flanks ; 
but, if neceflity admits only of one, 
you muff phmt paliiades bef'ore 
it, and an advanced foffe ; 
let your line of defence go from 
the. flanking angle,. or from f< 
part of the curtain, to the 
point of the oppofiie baflion :, 
and let it no: exceed two 
hundred and forty yards, which 
is the ordinary range of a^ 
firelock. 

There are fnnple and pro- 
longed curtains : the latter are 
beft, as they leffen the number 
of baflions, and enlarge the 
place : fuppofing them to be^ 
fliort enough for the defence of 
the place, according to the rules 
of fortification. 

The jivihle curtain, has gene- 
rally one hundred and forty, or 
one hundred and fixty yards in 
length ; fhould never exceed one 
hundred and feventy, nor be lefs 
than eighty yards, to be within 
the rule of defence. 

The prolonged curtain, nevet 
more than two hundred and fixty 
or two hundred and leventy yards 
in length. • 

Cylinder, or Chafe of 
the bore or concavity of a piece, 
whereof that part which receive 
the powder and ball, is called 
the Charged Cylinder; that which 
remains emnty , after the gun 
is charged, is called the Va 
dtr. 

D A 
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DAMME, a final! bat ftrong 
fortrefs, three miles north- 
raft of Bruges, fubmitted to the 
Duke of Marlborough, in 1706, 
after the battle of Ramillies. 

Dantzic, a fortified city, the 
capital of little Pomcrania in 
Polifh Pruffia, fituated on the 
■weft fhore of the Wcichfel or 
Viftula, having the little rivers 
Radaune and Motlau running 
through the town, and about a 
-mile from the Baltic, has a fine 
harbour. This was formerly one 
of the principal towns of the 
Hanfeatic union; and ftill main- 
tains a garrifon of its own, the 
fortifications being considerable, 
particularly towards the fouth 
and welt, where the city is fur- 
rounded with hills. They coin 
the-ir own money, and are under 
the protection of Poland. In 
370;, the Englifh, Dutch, and 
Pruffians, entered into an alli- 
ance to protect them againft 
Charles XII. of Sweden; as alfo 
in 1706, when that Prince 
threatened them with a vifit, 
upon his fuccefs againft King 
Auguftus II. if they refufed to 
acknowledge Staniflaus for their 
King. But in 1734, having re- 
ceived Staniflaus, they held out 
a fmart fiege and bombardment 
from the Ruffians and Saxons ; 
but after lofing all hopes of 
affiftance from the French, v.hofe 
money had corrupted them, they 
were obliged to iurrender on the 
o.th of July, fubmit to Auguftus 
III. and purchafe their peace 
with feveral thoufand pounds, 
for letting Staniflaus make his 
efcape during the f:z~e. It is 
fituated feventy-two miles fouth- 
weft of Kohigfljurg, and one 
I 'red and thirty-fix north Oi 
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Warfaw. Latitude, 53. gg. 
north ; longitude, 18. 35- eaft. 

D a Rdawelle3, one hundred 
and twenty miles foiith-weft of 
Constantinople, are two famous 
caftlcs defending the gulf of 
Lapanto and the narrow fireight 
called the Hellefpont, which is 
here two miles over, and the 
key as it were to Constantinople; 
the one on the fide of Europe, 
and the other on that of Asia ; 
the former was antiently called 
Seftoo, and the latter Abidos. 
In 1656, the Venetians parted 
through with their fleets be- 
tween thefe forts, and drove 
that of the Turks on fhore. 
Here all veffels coming from the 
Archipelago kre examined. Not 
far from hence, namely off Le- 
panto, the Venetians gained a 
considerable victory over the 
Turkifli fleet, in 1 571. 

Die agons, polygons, or for- 
tifications of ten fides. 

Dl camp, to break up from a 
place where the army has been 
encamped. 

Defences, cf a place, the 
parts of a wall, or rampart, 
which flank and defend the reft ; 
as the flanks, cafements, para- 
pets, and faufebrays. The face 
cf a baftion, though it has the 
fiuipleft defence of any part of 
the fortification, yet it cannot" 
be formed till the oppofitc flank 
be ruined. To be in a pofture 
of defence, is to be in a condi- 
tion to refift or oppofe an enemy. 

D file, a narrow pafs, which 
obliges an army to defile off: 
it is one of the greateft obstacles 
that can occur in the march of 
an army, efpccially if jt happen 
between woods or marfhes ; as 
it not only gives an enemy an ex- 
traordinary 
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traordinary advantage, of either 
attacking the front or rear, 
when they cannot come to re- 
lieve one another, becaufe of 
the ftraightnefs of the paffage ; 
but it alio much impedes the 
march : a retreating array al- 
ways puts a defile between them 
and the enemy, to lecure its re- 
treat. 

To defile, to reduce an army, 
&c. to a fmall front; to march 
through a narrow pafTage. 

Degree, properly a term in 
geometry, u(ed in fortification, 
to meafure the angles, being the 
three hundred and fixtieth part 
of the circumference oi a circle : 
a degree is fubdivided into fixty 
equal parts, called minutes ; 
and each minute into fixty fe- 
conds. 

Demi-cannon, a gun carry- 
ing a ball of thirty- two pounds 
weight ; the diameter of its bore 
is fix inches and a hair, and its 
length from twelve to fourteen 
feet." It is feldom ufed at fieges, 
becaufe of its extraordinary 
charge. 

Demi-circle, the half of a 
circle, cut by a line, pafling 
through the center, called the 
diameter. 

Demi-culverin, a cannon 
of about nine feet long ; the dia- 
meter of the bore is four inches 
and a»quarter, carrying a ball of 
nine pounds weight. It is a very 
good field-piece. 

Demi-gorge, that part of the 
polygon which remains after the 
ilank is raifed, and goes from 
the curtain to the angle of the 
polygon : it is half of the vacant 
entrance into a baftion. 

Dendermond, a fortified 
town of Flanders, in the Auflrain 
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Low - Countries, fituated in a 
marfhy ground, at the junction 
of the Scheld with the Dender, 
fourteen miles eaft of Ghent. 
It was taken by the Allies in 
1706, and is now fubject to 
the houfe of Auftria. Latitude, 
51. 16. eaft; longitude, 3. c6. 
north. 

D e s c t n t into a moat, a deep 
trench, or fap, through the ef- 
planade, and under the covert- 
way, covered over head with 
planks and hurdles, and loaded 
with earth againft artificial fires, 
to fecure the defcent ; which, in 
ditches that are wet, is made to 
the brink of the water; but in 
dry moats, the fap is carried to 
the bottom of the moat, where 
the traverfes are made, t© lodge 
and cover the befiegers. 

Deserter, the Officer or 
foldier Who deferts from his Ma- 
jefty's fervice. A foldier, who, 
after having inlifted into one 
corps, again inlifis into another, 
without having previoufly ob- 
tained a difcharge from the firft, 
fhall fufier death, or fuch other 
punifhment as a Court-martial 
(hall inflict. If the offence fhall be 
thought not deferving capital 
punifhment, the Court may ad- 
judge the offender to ferve in 
any of the corps Rationed in fo- 
reign parts, either for life, or 
a term of years, according to 
the degree of the offence ; but, 
if afterwards convicted of re- 
turning without leave, before the 
expiration of fuch term, he fhall 
fuffer death. 

This claufe extends to all the 
forces in Great Britain, Ireland, 
Minorca, Gibraltar, and his 
Majefty's dominions beyond 
fea. 
F De- 
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Detachment, a certain nurn- 
ber of Officers, Non-commif- 
fioned Officers, ami foldiers, 
drawn out: from feveral regi- 
ments or companies, equally ro 
be employed, whether on an at- 
tack, at a liege, or in parties to 
fcour the country, &c. 

Dettingh*, a village in the 
territory of Hanau and Upper 
Rhine, \n Germany, hands on 
an open plain, fix miles welt or 
the city of Afchaffenburgh, and 
twelve eaft of Hanau, in lati- 
tude, 50. 12. longitude, 7. 0. 
eaft, and is remarkable for a 
battle that was fought there, in 
June, 1743, between the Allies, 
headed by King George II. the 
Duke of Cumberland, &c. and 
the French, commanded by Mar- 
lhnl Noailles, ' who intended to 
iurround the confederate Allies, 
and reduce then), by cutting them 
off from all the common palles, 
to furrender er ftarve. This 
icheme was foon furmevmted by 
the intrepidity of the Allies, ani- 
mated by the prefencc of his Ma- 
jefty and the Duke, who forced 
the French to rcpafs the Maine 
with the greateft precipitancy, 
leaving thirty -one Officers of 
note killed or wounded, thirty- 
iour taken prifoners, and about 
four thoufand men killed or 
wounded •, fix ftandards were 
taken, and ieveral hundred men 
drowned in repaying the Maine. 
r l he Allies loft above two thou- 
fand. The principal Officers 
killed were. Lieutenant-general 
Clayton, and Major - general 
Murray, who died of his wounds. 
The Duke was fhot in the leg ; 
Duke Aremberg, t he Eari of Al- 
bemarle, General llufke, the 
Colonels Ligonierand Peers, &c. 
were wounded. Our Generals 
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behaved with the greateft con- 
duct and intrepidity. The Duke 
gave early proofs of a tranfeeu- 
dant braver), and a gencrofity 
inherent only in the truly great, 
by ordering a French Officer, 
whom he obferved to behave 
bravely, and weltering on the 
field, to be taken care of before 
himfelf. 

D 1 a m e t i r of a circle, a right 
line, which pailes through the 
centre and touches the circumfer- 
ence in two points, dividing the 
circle into two equal parts. 

Dieppe, a town of Upper 
Normandy in France, ftrong, but 
very irregularly fortified, has a 
pcood harbour, and is generally a 
ftation for privateers, but has not 
water enough for large fhips. It 
lies on the Englifh channel, op- 
pofite to Rye, and thirty-fix 
miles north of Rouen. In 1694, 
it was ahnoft entirely deftroyed 
by a bombardment of the En- 
glifh ; and in the late Queen's 
wars, roughly treated in the fame 
manner. Latitude, 49.55, north; 
longitude, 1. 9. eaft. See plan 10. 

Dodecagon, a figure, bound- 
ed by twelve fides, forming as 
many angles, capable of being 
fortified with the fame number oi 
baft ions. 

Docc 1 gno, or D vi c 1 g no, a 
town of Albina, 'in European 
Turky, forty-fix miles fonth-eaft 
of 'Ragufa, has a good harbour 
on the Adriatic, and a ftrong 
caftle. Its inhabitants arc famous 
corfairs, and fiubjeft to the Turk', 
who took the place in 1571. La- 
titude, 42. 12. north; longitude, 
19. 1 ;. eaft. 

Domingo, St. fituated on the 
fouth-fide of the iflaud of Jli- 
fpaniola, in North- Anftrica, tut 

the 
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the north-eaft, is a fruitful coun- 
try ; its fituation ftrong by na- 
ture, improved by art, and the 
approaches to it fo difficult, that 
the natives baffled a moft formi- 
dable force, lent to America by 
the Englilii, though commanded 
by experienced Generals, in 1^55. 
This city was built by Colum- 
bus. Latitude, 18. 2c. longi- 
tude, 69. 30. weft. 

Donjon, a place of retreat, to 
capitulate with more advantage, 
in cafe of neceffity. 

DosstR, a kind of bafket, in 
form of a fugar-loaf reverfed, 
to be carried on the moulders, 
and is ufed to carry the overplus 
earth from one part of a fortifi- 
cation to another where it is 
wanted. There are alfo fmall 
carts and wheel-barrows for the 
fame ufe. 

Dover, by the Romans called 
Perm I)ubris, a fea-port and bo- 
v rough town of Kent, fituated on 
the eaft extremity of the county, 
oppofite to Calais in France. It 
was formerly looked upon as 
a ftrong fortrefs, and the key 
of the kingdom. The caftle 
ftands on a very high hill. 
It lies fifteen miles fouth-eaft 
of Canterbury, and feventy-one 
of London. 

Drain, a trench made to draw 
the water out of a moat, which 
is afterwards filled with hurdles 
and earth, or with fafcines, or 
bundles of rufhes and planks, to 
facilitate the paffage over the 
mud. 

DRAuCHT-KOOKS.largehooks 
of iron, fixed on the cheeks of a 
cannon- carriage, two on each 
fule ; one near the trunnion hole, 
and the other at the train ; 
and are called the fore and hind 
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draught kohs. Large guns have 
draught hooks near the middle 
tranfum, to which are fixed the 
chains, and ferve to eafe the 
(hafts of the limbers on a march ; 
the fore and hind hooks are ufed 
for drawing a gun backwards or 
forwards by men, with ftrong 
ropes, called draught-ropes, fixed 
to thefe hooks. 

Dresden, the capital of the 
electorate of Saxony, in Ger- 
many, fituated on the Elbe, is 
one of the largeft and flrongeft 
cities in the empire, and the only 
place which Charles XII. of 
Sweden did not reduce, when he 
laid the whole country of Saxony 
under contribution, in 1 706 ; 
for Auguftus II. Elector, and then 
King of Poland, refiding there, 
determined to hold it out to the 
laft extremity ; and hither Charles 
XII. after exhauRing Saxony 
of its treafure, came to take his 
leave of that King, who did 
not think proper to detain his 
perfon, bat let him depart quietly 
to his camp. It lies feventy miles 
north weft of Prague, and ninety 
fouth of Berlin, in latitude, 51. 
12. north; longitude, 13. 40. 
eaft. 

This place was taken from the 
King of Pruflla by the French, 
who garril'oned it with four thuu- 
fand men, and cut off the com- 
munication between it and the 
mouth of the river : but he 
befieged it again when de- 
fended by General Maguire. To 
form an idea of this fiege, ima- 
gine the moft determined attack 
upon one lide, and the ruin of 
the hneft buildings in the world 
on the other, by an inceflant 
fire from three batteries of can- 
non and mortars, while each 
Com- 
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Commander practifed every art 
ufual in fuch cafes. The ap- 
proach of Count Daun to its re- 
lief redoubled the fury of the 
Pruffians, and at the fame time 
confirmed and encreafed the re- 
folute intrepidity of the befieg- 
ed ; efpecially v hen Daun found 
means, as he did, to throw into 
it fixteen battalions. After fuch 
a reinforcement, and while 
three armies were in the neigh- 
bourhood (for the army of the 
empire, and that under Lacy, 
had by this time returned) it 
then would have been madnefs 
for his Majefty to continue the 
ficge : he therefore railed it, 
but without moleftalion from the 
enemy. 

Drum, a martial inftrument 
ufed by the foot. To beat the 
general, is a fignal for the whole 
army to make ready to march ; 
the ajjemblc is the next beat, 
which is an order for the foldiers 
to repair to their colours ; and 
the march is to command them 
to move. To beat the reveille at 
day-break, is to warn the fol- 
diers to rife, and the fentries to 
ceafe challenging ; the troop is to 
aflemble them together for the 
inflection of an Officer, and to 
mount the guards ; and retreat 
beating is at fun-fet, when the 
rolls are called, the men warned 
for duty, and the orders of the 
day read to them. Tatoo-beating is 
generally at nine in fummer, and 
ei^ht in winter ; by which hour it 
is expelled, that the men are at 
their quarters, to anfwer roll- call- 
ing, and go to reft. Alarm is to call 
the regiment under arms, to their 
alarm -pofts, on fome fudden 
danger, fire, or other occafion. 
To beat a parly, or ebamadc, is to 
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defire a conference with the ene- 
Yny : and to beat to amis, is to 
advertife the corps to ftand to 
their arms. The Adjutant's call 
is the firft part of the tatoo. The 
drummer's call, is a particular 
beat, and called the drummer s 
<all. Two rolls and fix flams, is 
for one Serjeant and one Corpo- 
ral of a company. Three rolls 
and nine/Wr, is for all the Ser- 
jeants and Corporals to attend 
for orders, &c. 

Dun cannon, a fort fituated 
on the harbour of Waterford, in 
the couuty of Wexford, and pro- 
vince of Leinfter, in Ireland. 
All fhips bound up that harbour 
muft fail within piftol-lhot of the 
place. It was taken by King 
William's army in 1690. It 
ftands feven miles eaft of Water- 
ford, and fixty fouth of Dublin. 
From this place King Jamas fled 
into France. It is ftrong towards 
the fea, but commanded byrifing 
grounds towards the land. Weft 
longitude, 6. 50. latitude, 52. 
10. 

Du n k 1 r k , a town of Fl anders, 
in the French Low Countries, 
and a government of the fame 
name, fituated on the river Coin, 
which here falls into the German 
ocean. Afttr having had feve- 
ral mafters, the French, in con- 
junction with the Englifh, took 
it from the Spaniards in 1646, 
and in 1638 it was given the 
Englith in confederation of their 
fervices againft Spain ; in 1662, 
Charles II. of England, fold it 
to France for five millions of 
livres : after which its fortificati- 
ons were confidcrably improved 
and enlarged ; alfo canals, fluices, 
and dams, were added ; fo that 
in fucceeding wars, it became a 
ftation 
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ftalion for privateers, which did 
a conliderable damage to the 
Englilh, who, at the treaty of 
Utrecht, in 17 13, infilled on the 
demolition of the harbour and 
its fortifications.' which coft 
Louis XIV. immenfe fums. 
The arfenal, magazines, and the 
caferns, are well worthy infpec- 
tion. It lies twenty fix miles eaft 
of Calais, fifty- five of Dover, and 
twenty-fix fouth-weft of Ofiend. 
Latitude, 51. 2. north; longi- 
tude, 2. 27. eaft. 

Duty, the exercife of thofe 
functions that belong to a foklicr, 
with this diftinclion ; that mount- 
ing guard, and the like, where 
there is not an enemy to be di- 
reftly engaged, is called duty ; 
but their marching to meet or 
fight an enemy, or being fent on 
party, or detachment, is termed 
going upon fervice, 

CHARPE. To batter an 
echarpeis to batter obliquely 
or tide-ways : the flanks of Count 
Pagan's conftru«51ion may be bat- 
tered on an echarpe, becaule the 
angles of the curtain, being to.o 
obtufe, are too much difcovered.. 
Edinburgh, the capital of 
Scotland, a large and populous 
city of Midlothian, is fiiuared on 
an eminence ; it has, befides fe- 
deral other ftreets, one very re- 
markable, called the High-ilreet, 
about a mile long, and pretty 
broad, with handfome ftone 
houfes ; at the weft end of it is 
a Itrong cattle on a rock, inac- 
cetfible but at one avenue open- 
ing to that ftreet, and at the 
other is the Nether- bow, one of 
the gates which leads to the Can- 
r.onrrate : three hundred and 
twenty miles from London, in 
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latitude, 55. 53. north; longi- 
tude, 3. weft. During the re- 
bellion, on the 29th of Septem- 
ber, the communication between 
the city and caftle was cut off. 
Till this time, the brave Go- 
vernor, General Gueft,' forbore 
firirg on the rebels, being un- 
willing to damage the town, or 
involve the innocent in deftruc- 
tion with the guilty ; but, as 
hofiilities were unavoidable, a 
battery from the caltle was open- 
ed upon them, when feveral 
houfes were beat down, and a- 
bout twenty men killed. One 
Taylor, a refolute fellow, that 
had a Captain's commiffion in 
the rebel's fervice, engaged to 
make himfelf mafter cf the caftle 
with thirty men; but in the at- 
tempt he was taken prifoner with 
moft of hi* party, which fate his 
prcfumption juftly merited. Ge- 
neral Gueft finding that, if the 
blockade continued, the garri- 
fon would foon want proviiions 
as all communication was cut oft, 
on the 4th of O&ober ordered a 
faliy to be made under favour of 
the half-moon battery ; by which 
means they threw up a trench 
between the town and caftle ; 
and having polled a body of men 
behind the parapet, cleared the 
ftreet ; on the 5th he got in fome 
provifions, and that evening a 
party of the rebels marched up 
the hill to attack the entrench- 
ment ; but that detachment cau» 
tioufiy retreating into the garri- 
fon, expofed the enemy to a fmart 
cannonade, which obliged them 
to retire with a confidernble lofs : 
from that time a communication 
was opened, and the garrifon, 
plentifully fupplied. 
EFF£RDiNG,ap!aceofflrength, 
defended 
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defended by two ciflle ., (lands 
nine miles weft of Lint/. 

Egra, a ftrong town in Bo- 
hemia, ftands upon a river of 
the lame name, a few miles welt 
from Prague, near the borders 
of Franconia and the Upper Pa- 
latinate ; to which Jail it for- 
merly belonged. It is fortified 
with a double, wall, in ibme 
pails with a treble one, and has 
a flrong caftle. In March, i/.' r 2, 
the allied army, confifting of 
French, Prufllans, and Saxons, 
laid liege to this place ; and on 
the eighth of April, the garrifon 
furrendered the place by capitu- 
lation ; the fubltance of which 
was, that the troops fhould march 
out with the honours of war, four 
pieces of cannon, two covered 
waggons, be conducted toPaflau, 
and not ferveagainft theEmperm- 
or his allies for a certain term. 
The beginning of the year 1743, 
the Auftrians began to blockade 
Egra, the only place then pof- 
feffed by the French in Bohemia. 
They afurwf.rds befieged it in 
form, and the garrifon made a 
long and" vigorous defence : but 
at laft they agreed to the terms 
of capitulation infilled on by her 
Hungarian Majefty ; they fur- 
rendered the place to her army 
on the twenty-feventh of An- 
gull; and on the thirty-firft 
the place was entirely evacua- 
' ted. 

Elvas, a well-fortified city of 
Alentcjo in Portugal, has a caftle 
on an eminence, reckoned one 
of the ftrongeft fortrefTes in the 
kingdom, and another on the 
Guadiana, whereon the city is 
fituated, near the borders of 
Spanifli Eftrenaadura. It con- 
tains about two thoufand lire 
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hundred inhabitants, is the fee 
Bilhop, and has a very re- 
markable aquaflticl near a mile 
long. In r 580 it was taken by 
the Spaniards, who were defeated 
by the Portuguefe in 1659, near 
this place ; which lies about 
feventeen miles weft of Bajadox, 
in latitude, 38. 39. north; lon- 
gitude, 7. 28. weft. 

Embrasures, openings made 
in the flanks of a fortification, 
or in the brcaft-work of a bat- 
tery, about two feet and a half 
within, eight or nine without, 
and three ieet from the bottom, 
for part of each gun to enter 
and fire through. 

Embden, an imperial city of 
Weftphalia, in Germany, ami 
capital of a county of the fame 
name, hands in latitude. 53. 5. 
north ; longitude, 7. 26. eaft. 
Eminence, a hi'g-h or rifing 
ground, which overlooks and 
commands the low places about 
it. Such places within cannon- 
fliot of a fortification are a great 
dii advantage ; fcr if the ber 
fiegers become mailers of them, 
thev can from thence fire into it. 
Encamp, pitching of tents, 
when the army, after a march, 
is come to a place where it is 
defigned to halt. The bells of 
arms are in the front; Serjeants 
tents immediately behind them; 
and the foldiers following: the 
Officers encamp in the rear, the 
Subalterns in one line next the 
company, fronting from it ; the 
Captains in another line, at fome 
diftance, each behind his own 
company, fronting the Subal- 
terns ; and the Fiefd officer's be- 
hind them : the Colonel's is in 
the centre, the Lieutenant-colo- 
nel's on his right, the Major's 

on 
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*n his left, the Surgeon's and 

Chaplain's behind them, and the 
fuller's behind all. 

Enceinte, the wall or ram- 
par: which furrounds a place : 
it is, properly, compoied of ba'f- 
tions and curtains, either faced 
or lined with brick or (tone ; 
but ibmetimas made only of 
earth. When flanked by round 
or fquare towers, it is calied a 
Roman wall. 

En fans pcrdus, in Englifli 
called the Forlorn or Forlorn Hope, 
a body of men appointed to give 
the firft onfet in battle, to begin 
the aHauJt upon a place befieged, 
or go upon any other defperate 
fervice. 

Enfilade. A work is faid to 
be enfiladed, when a gun can be 
fired inlo it. fo that the fhot 
may go all along the iniide of the 
parapet. 

E.ngkein, a town of Hainalt 
in the Auitrian Eow Countries, 
twenty miles fouth-weft or Bruf- 
fels. Near this place King Wil- 
liam III. attacked Marihal Lux- 
emburg in 1 692, who lay forti- 
fied in the village of Steinkirk, 
whence the battle has its name, 
but was repulled by the French 
with confiderable lofs, and Ge- 
ner.il Mackey killed on the fpot, 
who in 1639 difperied the High- 
landers under Vifcount Dundee, 
at the pafs of Kil'icranky in 
Athol in Scotland. Latitude, 
50. 36. north; longitude, 3. 52. 
ealt. 

E N g i n e e 1 , an Officer of the 
military branch, who, affilted by 
geometry, delineates upon paper, 
or marks upon the ground, all 
forts of forts, and other works 
proper for offence or defence ; 
who under (lands the arr. of" forti- 
fication: can diicc/Ycr the defect 
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of a place, find proper remedies 
and knows how to make an at- 
tack on a place, or defend it 
when attacked. 

Engineers are nccefTary for 
both thefe purpofes, and fliould 
not only be ingenious, but brave 
in proportion to their know* 
ledge; that employ requiring 
both expert and bold men. As 
a liege, when the Engineers have 
ohferved and narrowly iuipeclsd 
the place, they are to acquaint 
the Genefal which they judge 
the weakeh; part, and where the 
approaches may be made with 
molt ea(e. Their bufineis 
take all advantages of ground) 
delineate the lines of circum- 
vallation and contravallation ; 
mark out the trenches, places 
of arms, batteries, and lodge- 
ments ; taking great care that 
none of their works be flank- 
ed, or diicovered from the 
place ; to make a faithful re- 
port to the General of what is 
doing; demand a fufficient num- 
ber of* workmen and utenfils, 
and foreiee whatever is ne- 
cefTary. 

An Engineer fliould be an 
adept in arithmetic, to project 
the plots of places, and calcu- 
late the expences of the fiege ; 
in geometry, to meafure his 
work and raife plans : in mili- 
tary architecture to diitinguiih 
himfelf in his profeflron : in civil 
architecture, to know how to 
conduct buildings, and works of 
places ; in mechanics, to make 
fluices, march cannon, and ufe 
all forts of machines ; in per- 
fpeclive, to exprefs his work 
paper, in their juft proportion ; 
for without defign, Ive can nei- 
ther mark charts or plans. Thefe 
faiences nre called the genius. 
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in which confilts the whole fpirit 
of war and fortification. 

En nr agon, a nine-fided figure 
or fortification. 

E » • 8 e c o n D, an Officer, 
whofe troop or company is 
broke, though he continues on 
whole pay, and, upon a va- 
cancy, is appointed to a troop or 
company. 

Envelope, a work of earth, 
made fometimes in the ditch of 
a place, fometimes without the 
ditch^ fometimes in the form of 
a fimple parapet, and at oilier 
times like a fmall rampart with 
a parapet. Envelopes are often 
made to enclofe a weak ground ; 
when it is to l>e done with Am- 
ple lines, to avoid the great 
charge of horn-vorks, tenailles, 
or the like ; or when they have 
Dot ground for fuch large works. 
The caille of Namure has two 
envelopes on the fouth weft fide 
of the donjon ; one before the 
other, compofed of two demi- 
baftions and a curtain, and 
called the firft and fecond 6soeloft$ . 
When made without both theie, 
A large work, extending itfelf on 
the top of a hill, with two demi- 
baftions, is called the Terre- 
Neuve, orNewland. 

The citadel of Bcnfanfon, fitu- 
ated on a high fteep rock, has 
three envelopes, one before an- 
other, towards the campaign, 
which ferve as fo many covert- 
Ways before the moat. 

The fort Nuerburg, in Hol- 
land, is famous for its envelope, 
Which goes quite round the fort, 
and is fraifed and palifaded with 
lfakes, as thick as a man's body. 

E P A U L E, or Jhcrddcr of a 
hafihn, the place where the 
4 ace and flank meet, and form 
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the angle, called the angle of 
the fhoulder. 

E p a u x. s m en T, a work ra i fed 
either of earth, gabions, or faf- 
cines, loaded with earth to cover 
fide- ways. The epaulements of 
the places of arms for the caval- 
ry, at the entering of the trench- 
es are generally of fafcines mixed 
with earth. 

.Epaulementy a kind of breaft- 
work, to cover the troops in 
front, and fometimes in flank. 

Epauleihent , or fquare crillon, a 
naafs of earth. 

E? tag ON, or Heptagon, a fi- 
gure of ieven fides and feven 
angles. 

Escalade. To efcalade a 
place, is to approach it iecretly, 
and to place ladders againil the 
wall or rampart, for the troops 
to mount and get into the place. 

Esplanade, on open fpace, 
between the citadel and town, to 
prevent an enemy from making 
approaches under cover, after he 
is mafier of the place. 

Es pon toon, an offenfive and 
defen five weapon, ufed by the 
Officers of battalion companies, 
except in fuzileer regiments, 
where the Officers carry fuzees. 

Esseck, a town of Sclavor.ia 
in Hungary, on the Drau, 
which near it falls into the Da- 
nube. It is pretty large, and 
firong fortified ; has a remark- 
able wooden - bridge over the 
former river and the marfhes 
here, five miles long, built by 
the Emperor Solyman in 1566, 
who employed twenty-thoufand 
men in the undertaking. This 
difficult pafs has been feveral 
times taken and retaken, and 
battles fought between Chriui- 
ans and Turks for the pofieffion 
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of it. The bridge has alfo heen 
often burned ; particularly in 
1686, by the Hungarians, 
though they could not take the 
town : however, after the battle 
of Mohatz, they drove the 
Turks from it ; lb that this 
place with all Hungary is now 
lubjecl to Auftria. It lies fe- 
venty-five miles north-weft of 
Belgrade, in latitude, 46. 20. 
north ; longitude, 20. 22. eaft. 
There is alfo a ftrong fortification 
<ff the fame name in the diftrict 
of Sclavonia in Hungary. 

Evolution, a movement 
made by troops, when they are 
obliged to change their form 
and dilpofition, in order to 
preferve one port, or occupy 
another ; to attack an enemy 
with advantage, or ftrengthen 
their defence again ft fuperior 
cumbers. 

Exactitude, the Ge- 
neral's care of the parole* 
counterfign, rounds, patroles, 
fpies and parties ; the prefer- 
vation of the ammunition and 
provifions ; to try the waters, 
left they fhould be bad or poi- 
foned ; and to prevent them 
from being cut away ; to fee 
that no iortified towns, garri- 
fons, forts, or ports, are in the 
front, rear, or flanks, to form 
an ambufcade, or cut off the 
convoys. 

Ex agon, a figure bounded 
by fix fides, or polygons, mak- 
ing as many angles capable of 
baltions. 

Exercise, the practice of all 
thofe motions, actions, and ma- 
nagement of arms, whereby a 
foldier is taught the different 
poftures he is to be in under 
arms, and the different motions 
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he is to make to refift an enemy ; 
which he muft be perfect in, be- 
fore he is fit for fervice. 

Exilles, a fmall town on 
the confines of Dauphiny and 
Piedmont, in Italy, defended 
by bulwarks, and a ftrong caftle 
on a mountain ; fituated in the 
valley of Oulx, and on the north 
fhore of the Doria, fourteen 
miles weft of Sufa. Taken from 
the French by the Duke of 
Savoy, in 170^; confirmed to 
him by the treaty of Utrecht in 
1713; and now fubjecr to the 
King of Sardinia. Latitude, 
45. 12. north; longitude, 7. 10. 
eaft. 

Ex t r r 1 or, file of afortlficstlon; 
the diftance or imaginary line 
drawn from one point of a bafti- 
on, to that of the next. 

FACE, of a nvork, that part 
where the rampart is made, 
forming an angle, and pointing 
outwards. 

Faces, of the bafliont, two fides, 
which meet in an angle, project- 
ing towards the field. 

Face of a gun, the fuperficies of 
the metal, at the extremity of the 
muzzle of the piece. 

Face prolonged, that part of the 
line of defence razant, betwixt 
the angle of the fhoulder and the 
curtain, or the line of defence 
razant, diminiihed by the leneth 
of a face. 

Facing, a particular turning 
of the afpect, from one part to 
another, whereby the front-pro- 
per becomes front accidental ; 
and a front accidental may be 
reduced to its proper front. 

Fanion, fmall flags, car- 
ried with the baggage of ar- 
tillery. 
' Faro, 
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Faro, a Tea port town of Al- 
grave, in Portugal, tolerably 
fortified, dividing it from Cabo 
de Santa Marca, or Baretta, fi- 
tuated in a bay, and defended 
by a caftle, lies twenty-four miles 
eaft of Lagos, in latitude, 36. 
48. north; longitude, 9. 12. 
weft. 

Fascine, a kind of faggot, 
made of branches, tied in two 
or more places, about fix inches 
diameter. They ferve to keep 
up the earth in trenches, and are 
alfo ufed in batteries, inftead of 
ftone or brick walls. When ufed 
in raifing batteries, they are ge- 
nerally fixteen feet long, and 
ate then called faueiffons. 

Fauss-bray, a low rampart, 
going quite round the body of the 
place, about three feet, at mod, 
above the level of the ground ; 
and its parapet about four or 
five toifes diftance from that of 
the body of the place. 

Fellows, fix pieces of wood, 
each whereof forms a piece of an 
arch of a circle, of fixty degrees, 
and, joined both together by du- 
ledges, make an entire circle ; 
which, with the addition of a 
nave and twelve fpokes, make a 
wheel. 

Fenfstrelle, a fortified 
town of Piedmont, in Italy, fi- 
tuate on the Clufon ; it was 
taken by the Duke of Savoy in 
1708, and is one of the firongeft 
frontiers againft France belong- 
ing to the King of Sardinia. La- 
titude, 45. 10. north; longitude, 
7. z6. 

FtRRARA, an old city of the 
dutchy of that name, in the 
Pope's dominions, fituated on 
the Po, and defended by a cita- 
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del of five whole and as many 
half baftions; it lies thirty miles 
north eaft of Bologna, in lati- 
tude, 44. 36. north; longitude, 
i2. 14. eaft. 

Ferrol, a town in Gallicia, 
feated in the Gulph of the 
Groyne, north of the river Javia; 
the harbour is the ftrongeft in 
Spain, and affords an entry but 
of one fnip at a time, having the 
land high on both fides, and a 
paffage defended by feveral fmall 
batteries. It lies twenty-four miles 
north- eaft of the Groyne, and 
fifty-four north of Compoftella. 
Latitude, 43. 26. north; longi- 
tude, 8. 46. weft. 

Field-officers, are Colonel, 
Lieutenant- colonel, and Major. 
Field- PiECts, fmall cannon: 
each battalion has two. 

File, the line of foldiets (land- 
ing behind one another. Three 
men make a file. 

To file off, the fame as to de- 
file, or to file ofl from a large 
front to march in length. An 
army is faid to file off from the 
right or from the left, when they 
move from the right or left, 
marching one after another, 
and fo reducing the lines of an 
army. 

Finale, the capital of the 
marquifate of that name, in the 
dominions of Genoa, in Italy; 
it has a good harbour, and is de- 
fended by four forts and a ftrong 
caftle. In 174J, the Englifh 
fleet threw feveral bombs into 
the town with little damage ; but 
it was taken by the King of Sar- 
dinia in 1746; it lies thirty-fi* 
miles north-eaft of Eneglia. La- 
titude, 44. 30. north; longitude, 
9. 12. eaft. 

» FlM- 
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Fire-ball, a compofition of 
meal-powder, fulphur, falt-petre, 
pitch, &c. about the fize of a 
hand-grenade. 

Firf-m aster, an Officer, who 
gives the directions and propor- 
tions of ingredients for each com- 
pofition required in fireworks. 

Fire-workers, the youngeft 
commiffioned officers in a com- 
pany of artillery. 

Flank, in general, that part 
of a work which defends another 
work, along the outfide of its 
parapet. 

blank, alfo the fide of an army, 
battalion, company, &c. from 
the front to the rear. 

To flank, to attack and fire up- 
on the flank of an enemy. 

Flank, direel or grajing, that 
which ig perpendicular to the 
oppofite face produced, and ob- 
lique, or fifhant, when it makes 
an acute angle with that face. 

Flank, concave, that made in 
the area of a circle. 

Flank of the baftion, that part 
between the face and curtain. 
The flank of one baftion ferves to 
defend the ditch before the cur- 
tain, and face of the oppofite 
baftion. 

Flank, retired, that made be- 
hind the line .which joins the ex- 
tremity of the face and the cur- 
tain towards the capital of the 
baftion — M. Vauban makes his 
five toifes from that line ; others, 
rnore or lefs, occasionally. 

Flank, fecord. When the face 
of a baftion produced, does not 
meet the curtain at iis extremity, 
but in fome other point, this 
flank is called the fecond flank. 

Flanks of a battalion, are the 
right and left of it. 

Flanks of an army, the troops 
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encamped on the right and left 
flanks of it. 

Flying-camp, a body of 
light-horfe, or foot, who are al- 
ways in motion, either to cover 
an army or garrifon, and to keep 
the enemy in continual alarm. 

Forge, an engine carried with 
the artillery for the fmiths ; as 
a travelling fmith's forge ; a 
forge for hot balls, &c 

Forlorn-Hope. See Enfant 
Perdus . 

Formers, are of feveral forts, 
but chiefly for making cannon 
cartridges : they are round pieces 
of wood, fitted to the diameter 
of the bore of a gun, on which 
the paper, parchment, or cotton, 
which is to make the cartridge, 
is to be rolled before it is fewed. 

FONTARABIA, Or FuENTA- 

rabia, a fmall genteel and well 
fortified town of Guipuzcoa, in 
Bifcay, properly in Spain, with 
a pretty good harbour and for- 
trefs, at the mouth of the Bidaf- 
foa, here very broad, and the 
boundary between France and 
Spain. It lies eighteen miles 
weft of Bayonne. In 1638, it 
held out a fiege again ft the 
French; in 17 18, they took it, 
but reftored it the following 
year. Latitude, 43. 27. north; 
longitude, 1. 38. weft. 

FoNTfNOY, a town of Hainalt, 
in the Auftrian Low- countries, 
on the borders ot Flanders, three 
miles fouth-eaft of Tourney, and 
fixteen north-weft of Mons. This 
place is particularly remarkable 
for a battle on the thirtieth of 
April, 1744, between twenty 
thoufand of the Britifh allies, 
commanded by the Duke of 
Cumberland, and one hundred 
and twenty thoufaad French, 
und.er 
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under the command of Mai 
Saxe. 

At four, in the morning, Prince 
Waldcck, with ihe Dutch, on 
the lefr. wing, was ordered to at- 
tack Fontenoy, and Brigadier 
Tngoldfby to destroy a mafked 
battery, while Esrl Ligonier at- 
tacked the French, with the Bri- 
tifh and Hanoverian Infantry, 
covered by the cavalry under Sir 
James Campbell : but this brave 
General was carried off by a can- 
non ball, and his poit left defec- 
tive for fome time, till the Duke 
ordered up feven cannon at the 
head of the foot-guards, that 
foon Silenced the enemy's guns. 
The army, obliged to pafs 
by three narrow defiles, took 
from four to nine to form in or- 
der of battle as they advanced. 
Here the Duke's intrepid reso- 
lution and prefence of mind, 
though, expofed to a moft terrible 
inceffant cannonade, ported him- 
fclf at the head of the Britifh 
troops. 

The brave Generals, Earls Li- 
gonier, Albemarle, and Count 
Zaftraw, took poffeflion of the 
French trenches, and bore all 
before them. But the timid 
Dutch were repulfed, and re- 
mained idle Spectators, though 
Supported by two Eritilh batta- 
lions. The Duke and Britifh 
troops were expofed, on his left 
flank, to an inceffant fliowei of 
cannon ; the battery to be at- 
tacked by General Ingoldfby 
poured on Ids right flank ; and 
about two hundred cannon, rend- 
ing; the very air, in his front. In 
this fituation, at the head of the 
few remains of twenty thoufand 
to attack one hundred and twenty 
thoufand French, defended by 
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two hundred and Sixty cannon, 
trenches, mafked batteries, &c. to 

avoid this infernal poft or circle 
of cannon, he retired from the 
trenches to rally the troops. By 
this movement, the ungenerous 
Dutch, as expected, made a Se- 
cond attack, or rather Seint, and 
were eaSdy repulfed. The Bri- 
tifli and Hanoverian troops 
drove the French from the 
trenches with great {laughter; 
and, in all probability, had ob- 
tained a moft glorious victory, 
if the two flank attacks had 
been carried on with the Same 
alacrity, conduct, and bravery ; 
as Earl Ligonier, with his troops, 
had twice repulfed the French 
from their works. To redrefs 
the mifconduct of the two wings, 
the Duke, at the head of Ligo- 
nier's (the fourth regiment) 
horfe, advanced, through the 
Severeft fire, to the right flank- 
which the French-Irifh brigades 
attacked before he could come 
up, having poured down legions 
on the right, fupported by their 
whole army. 

Our mod intrepid, ever-un- 
daunted young Hero, after act- 
ing the part of the moft fage 
experienced General, deferred 
by his Allies, his own troops 
greatly decrcafed, was reduced to 
form a retreat about three at 
noon : but Such difpoSitions were 
made, that, Noaille's regiment 
being entirely broke, with the 
lofs of thirty-two Officers, in 
making an attempt on cur rear, 
the French declined the purftiit. 
The Allies marched in order 
from the field, having poflcd the 
Highland regiment, Some bat- 
talions of foot, and Several Squa- 
drons of horfe, to Secure our 
retreat, 
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retrea-, which that night encamp 
cd under the cannon of Acth. 

The Britifh and Hanoverians 
•were truly heroic, ftanding ten 
hours and a halt the molt fu- 
rious cannonading. Lieutenant- 
general Sir James Campbell, and 
Major- general Ponfonby, were 
killed ; the Earls of Albemarle, 
and Ancram, Lord Cathcart, 
Major-general Howard, Briga- 
diers General Churchill and Jn- 
goldfby, wounded ; feveral Ha- 
noverians, and even two Bri- 
gadier Generals of the Dutch 
i'pectators, with feven thou fan d 
three hundred and feventy men, 
killed, wounded and miffing. 
We had eighty-one cannon, three 
pounders, and eight mortars, 
half of them with the Dutch. 

The French had above three 
hundred (chiefly large) ord- 
nance, well plied. They had 
forty General Officers, and twen- 
ty Colonels killed or wounded, 
with fix thoufand men killed, 
and as many wounded. 

The French had the advan- 
tages of a well chofen fituatiori, 
and a numerous artillery ; to 
this, add the fcandalous beha- 
viour of the Dutch, the enemy's 
great fuperiority in numbers, 
and poflerity will be amazed at 
the glorious pufh the Englifh, 
&.c. made tor victory. 

A fine victory to boaft of! 
one hundred and twenty thou- 
fand French, covered and de- 
fended by all that art could add 
to nature, trenches, woods, fixed 
batteries, and redoubts, with 
three hundred large ordnance, 
&c. again ft twenty thoufand En- 
glifli, and twelve cannon. 

The Englifh pierced beyond 
Fontenoy and the redoubt. 
Such was the refolutiou of our 
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young hero, and his brave Gene- 
rals, with their handful of men, fo 
equipped and feconded, that the 
brave Saxe, at the head of a 
moving world, fent to the King 
and Dauphin to fly, imagining 
all loft, and frequently repeated 
the fame requeft. 

The battle feemed irretriev- 
ably loft : they even began to 
fend off the train ; fays "Voltaire, 
" They, the Englifh, were mail- 
ers of the field of battle." Had 
the timid Dutch in the Jeaft fe- 
conded, we had gained the moft 
glorious victory upon record. 

Saxe fent orders to evacuate 
Antone, and fecure Cologne 
bridge, to favour a retreat ; nay, 
fent a fecond and third time, 
defpairing of the victory. Vol- 
taire faid, " the French had no 
title to or expectation of it, a 
great part of the day :" he took 
cvtry means to obtain a true 
ftate of that day's action : a day 
of immortal honour to the Duke 
and the Britifli arms : who, from, 
the perfidy of their daftardly al- 
lies, were forced to yield the 
laurels they had won with fo 
much glory and flaughter, where 
every Englifh foldier behaved 
like a Caefar. 

Fort, a fmall fortification, 
made in a pafs near a river, or 
at fome difiance from a fortified 
town, to guard the pafs, and 
prevent an enemy's approach, 
either by fea or by land, is of 
different figures and fize. 

Field Fori, 
with a Crown, 
is fo well de- 
fcribed in this 
fiVure, as to 
require no- 
thing farther. 
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Fortification, a name for 
any work made to oppofe an 
enemy, is put into fuch a pofture 
of defence, that every one of its 
pans defend, and is defended by 
another. 

Fortifications artificial., the 
■works raifed by an engineer, to 
ftrengthen the natural fituation 
of a place, by repairing and fup- 
plying its defects. 

Fortification natural, a place 
ftrong by nature. 

Fortification defenfive, regards 
the precaution and induftry, by 
which a weak party oppoies a 
ftronger. 

Fortification, regular, con fi Its 
in a place being regularly forti- 
fied, and defended by baltions. 

Fortification, • irregular, is 

when a town has fuch an irre- 
gular fituation, as renders it in- 
capable of being regularly forti- 
fied. 

It is ufual in fortification to 
make a diltinction between re- 
gular and irregular places. The 
firft are thofe whole fituation 
will permit every part of the 
work to be made according to 
the rules of art, and in juft geo- 
metrical proportions. The fe- 
cond, where the ground is fo 
irregular, and ill difpofed, that 
it will not admit of thofe geome- 
trical proportions, being given to 
the different parts of the work. 
Thofe irregular, which come the 
nearcft to the regular forti- 
fications, are the bed. Places 
commanded by high grounds, 
are lefs ftrong than thofe that 
are not, and cannot make a 
long defence againft an enemy, 
who has fkill to make life of the 
advantage. 
' That place which has mod 
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ground inclofed with feweft baf- 
lions is the belt : thus ihegreateft 
baliions are the ftrongcit. 

In fortifications the body of 
the place is to be confsdered, as 
well as the out-works ; upon 
which you are to obferve that 
a place, though ftrong by its 
out-works, is worth little, and 
cannot hold out a long fiege in 
form, if the body of the place 
is not likewife fortified, as well 
as the ground will admit of: 
Jet each part of the place be 
fufficiently ftrong to refill the 
force of the enemies cannon ; 
and every part of the wall leen 
from top to bottom, at one or 
more places of the town : this is 
what is called flanking, and is 
not to be out of rmifket (hot ; 
for in cafe of an attack, it is of 
great advantage to the fudainers, 
to keep as good a fire on it as 
pofiible. 

Let your ramparts be fo wide 
as to afford 3 ou a good cannon- 
proof parapet, a good banquet, 
and room fufiicient for your ar- 
tillery. 

Fortress, a term for all 
places that are fortified by natura 
or art. 

Fort Du Quesne, fituated 
on the river Ohio, two hundred 
and fifty miles weft by north of 
Philadelphia. On account of 
its fituation, it bids fair to be 
the moft important place in all 
North America. The Englilh 
ttoops, under the command of 
General Forbes, compelled the 
French to abandon this import- 
ant place in 1758. Latitude, 
40. 28. north; longitude, 80. 
weft. 

Fort-Georce, fituate near 
Invernefs in Scotland, upon the

fea Tide, is a place of confidcrable 
ftrength, and remarkable fof hav- 
ing fine barracks. 

Fort -Lewis, an excellent 
fortrefs of Al lace in Germany, on 
nn illand in the Rhine, confuting 
of a long and regular quadrangle, 
with lour badions and the fame 
number of half- moons, was ce- 
ded to France by the treaties of 
Ryfwick and Baden. Latitude. 
48. 51. north ; longitude, 8. 12. 
call. 

Fort-william, fituated 
in the Highlands and county 
of Lochaber, at the mouth of a 
bay or lough, on the Caledo- 
nian fea, twenty -eight miles 
i'outh-wed of Loughnefs, forty 
from Invernefs, and one hun- 
dred north- wed of Edinburgh. 
It was in vain befieged by the 
Rebels in 1745. The village of 
Maryburgh, which lies near it, 
being previoufly dedroyed by the 
Governor, pre/ented the enemy 
taking fhelter in it. 

Fosse, or Ditch, fhould be at 
lead forty yards wide, and as deep 
as poffible. The deep foffes, when 
moderately wide, are preferable 
to thole which are wide and 
fhallow; as they are not fo lia- 
ble to be filled up with the 
ruins of your breach, nor do 
they give the enemy fo eafy an 
efcalade or mounting ; and the 
foot of the wall is not fo rea- 
dily difcovcred, which obliges 
the enemy to raife their batteries 
higher. 

For citadels and forts the foffi 
fhould be very deep, but may 
be narrower ; and if there be 
water in them, they Will the 
better prevent your being fur- 
prized. 

In great towns, the dry fode 
is bed ; you more eafily defend 
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yourfclf by making intrench- 
ments, cafe-mates, coffers, and 
mines ; and may difpure it inch 
by inch ; your fallies may be 
quicker made, and your fuccours 
lei's impeded. ' 

Though the wet fofies pre- 
vent efcalading and furprize, 
and if they fhould be filled up, 
it is only in one part, againd 
which you provide a proper de- 
fence ; yet they have great in- 
conveniences : they are un- 
wholefome, frozen in winter, 
render your fallies difficult, your 
fuccours doubtful, and your re- 
treat dangerous ; you cannot 
make new defences when the 
enemy is mader of your coun- 
terfcarp. In a word, the foffes 
full of water, are lefs advanta- 
geous than thofe totally dry : 
but the bed are fiich as have 
fluices, to keep them wet or dry 
at pleafure. 

The little foffes, or cuvets, 
which you make in the center of 
the large one, fhould be twelve 
or fifteen feet deep, and as many 
broad. 

Fou da G e , foucade ovfiucajfe, a 
fmall mine under a poft, which 
is in danger of falling into the 
enemy's hands, to blow it up. 

Fornbaw, the place of A 
mine, where the powder is lodged* 
and only another name for the 
chamber of a mine. 

Fraga, antiently Flavea Galli- 
ca, an old town of Arragon in 
Spain, fituated on the Cinca, has 
a good garrifon, and lies fifty- 
eight miles ead of Saragoffa. 
Latitude, 41. 21. north; longi- 
tude, five minutes ead. 

Fraiss, a kind of flakes or 
pallifades, placed horizontally on 
the outward dope of a rampart 
of turf, to prevent the work 
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being taken by furprize. When 
an army retrenches, they fre- 
quently fraife the parapets of 
their retrenchments, in the parts 
moft expofed to an attack. 




Francfor t upon the 
Mains, an imperial and fove- 
reign city, on the borders of 
Hefie and Franconia in Germa- 
ny, fituated on both fides the 
river Maine; it is large, regu- 
larly fortified, and commodionfly 
fituated for trade. Lies twenty- 
one miles eafl: of Mentz, and 
feventeen^weft of Hainalt. Lati- 
tude, 50. 16. north; longitude. 
7. 36. eaft. 

Frauenberg, ftands a few 
miles to the north of Budweifs, 
a place of fome ftrcngth, and 
remarkable for a battle, or rather 
fkirmifh, near it on the 14th of 
May, 1742, between the French 
under the Marfhals Broglio and 
Belleifle, and the Hungarian ar- 
my commanded by Prince Lob- 
kowitz. The Prince was then 
employed in the fiege of Frauen- 
berg, which he left on hearing 
the French were marching to- 
wards him, having firft fent his 
heavy cannon to Budweifs. 
When the French were come 
Up, and entered the camp which 
the Hungarians had quitted, 
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the latter attacked them about 
fix in the evening, and were 
every where fuccelsful till night 
parted the two armies ; but the 
Prince being jealous that the 
French defigned to get between 
him and Budweifs, to cut off 
his retreat, marched towards 
that place the fame night to 
prevent them. On this account 
the French boafted of their hav- 
ing obtain'd a compleat viclory, 
and killed a great number of the 
enemy, though the Hungarians 
fay they did not lofe above two 
hundred men. 

An end was foon put to this 
boafting, for Prince Charles 
and Prince Lohkowitz having 
joined their armies together, 
and for feveral days vainly en- 
deavoured to bring the French 
to a battle : at lafi, tipon the 
tweiity-feventh of May in the 
evening, Prince Charles was in- 
formed that " Marfhal Broglio 
had detached a body of four or 
five thoufand men, moll of 
them horfe and dragoons, under 
the command of the Duke of 
Bouflkrs, in order to feize Lom- 
nitz and fome other ports in the 
•neighbourhood of Budweifs. 
Upon this, his Highnefs, who 
was then with the united armie9 
encamped at Wefeli, decamped 
that very evening, and advanc- 
ed towards the enemy. Next 
morning he marched with four 
battalions and fifteen fquadrons 
of Cuirafiiers and Huifars to at- 
tack them, and found them 
drawn up in order or battle, ad- 
vantageoufiy pofted, having 
their infantry and fome field- 
pieces in the centre. His High* 
nefs attacked them at the head 
of the CuirafCers with fuch 

fury, 
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fury, that lie foon put their in- 
fantry and part of their cavalry 
in diforder. At length the 
French carabineers, fuftained 
by their dragoons, repulfed 
Prince Charles's caralry ; but 
thefe rallying and returning to 
the charge, the (hock was fo 
great, that not only the French 
carabineers and dragoons, but 
the whole corps was broke, and 
fied with precipitation, leaving 
behind them their cannon, am- 
munition, and the grcateft part 
of their baggage. Several re- 
giments of horfe and HufTars, 
with large bodies of Croars, 
Waradins, Sec. were immediately 
fent to purfue them ; and when 
Marfhal Broglio, who was en- 
camped at Frauenburg, heard 
of what had parted, he decamped 
in fuch hade, that the military 
cheft with a great part of the 
baggage were left in the camp, 
and became a prey to the Hun- 
garian army. 

Frederica, a town of Geor- 
gia in North America, on the 
ifiand of St. Simon, at the 
mouth of Alatamaha, built and 
fortified by General Oglethorpe. 
In 1742, the Spaniards having 
invaded the ifiand, took Fcrt St. 
Simon ; but upon marching to 
befiege Frederica, were repulfed 
by the faid General, and oblig- 
ed to quit the attempt. This 
ifiand is about thirteen miles in 
length, and three or four in 
breadth, twenty leagues north 
of St. Auguftine. The fort 
taken by the Spaniards, and 
again abandoned, is feven miles 
from the town. Bcfides this, there 
are feveral other fmall iflands in 
the mouth of the river, which 
have been fortified by the Eng- 
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lifh. Latitude, 31. 12. north; 
longitude, 81. 42. weft. 

Frieurg, a city of Suabia, 
and the capital of Brifgau in 
Germany, tlrrty miles fouth of 
Strafburg, and the fame north 
of Brafil, fubjeft to Auftria, 
taken by the French in 1677, 
but reftored by the peace of 
Ryfwic in 1697, alfo taken again 
by thern, but reftored by the 
peace of Baden in 1714- Lati- 
tude, 48. 21. north ; longitude, 
7. 46. eaft. 

Frontigniac, a fort of 
Canada, in North America, on 
the river St. Laurence, taken by 
the Englilh forces, under the 
command of Colonel BradUreet, 
from the French, in 1758. La- 
titude, 43. iS. north; longitude, 
77. 18. weft.

GaetA, n well fortified ■ 
of LavOra, in Naples, fnuatc on 
a mountain, Unrounded by the 
fea, except a narrow neck ot 
land which joins it to the conti- 
nent. It was the only town that 
held out any time againft the 
Auftfians in 1707, but taken 
at lad by ftorrri, and its two 
caftles furrendered at difcretion. 
It alio made a good defence in 
1734, when the Spaniards re- 
covered Naples from the Au- 
itrians. In one of thefe caftles 
is the unburied body of the fa- 
mous Charles of Bourbon. La- 
titude, 41. 32. north; longitude, 
14. 36. eaft. 

Gallery, the pafTage made 
under ground, leading to the 
mines, from four and a half to 
Jive feet high, and about four 
feet broad. The earth above it 
is fupported by wooden frames, 
with boards over them. 

Gallery of a mine, the fame 
as a branch of a mine, is a 
paffage under ground, of three 
or four feet wide, Under the 
works, where a mine or coun- 
ter-mine is carried on. Both 
beheged and behegcr-, carry 
branches under ground, . in 
fearch of each other's mines, 
which often meet and defiroy 
both . 

Gazons, triangular fods, or 
p r eces of frefh earth, covered 
with grafe, about a foot long, 
and half a foot broad, to line 
the parapet : if the earth be fat 
and full of herbs, it is the bet- 
ter ; thai: being mixed, and beat 
with the reft of the earth of the 
rampart, they may eafily fettle 
together, and incorporate in a 
mafs with the reft cf the ram- 
part. 
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The Hi ft bed of gazons is fi.ted 
with pegs of wood : the fecond 
bed binds the former, and fo 
till the rampart is finifhed. If 
no fods can be had with herb- 
age on them, they generally fow 
fome between each layer to bind 
them together. 

Genkul. Majler general of 
the ordnance, an employment of 
the greateft truft : he has the 
management of all the ordnance, 
and lhould know, and provide, 
whatever can be ferviceable or 
ufeful in the artillery ; and fill 
the vacancies with fuch only as 
are equal to the truft. 

General, alfo a beat of the 
drum. See Drum. 

Geneva, a city of Savoy, 
and the capital of the territory 
of that name, fituate near the 
borders of France and Switzer- 
land, on the Rhone, at the weft 
extremity of the Leman, or Ge- 
neva lake, forty-eight miles north, 
of Chamberry, and fisty north- 
Weft ot Lyons, is well fortified, 
and about two miles in circuit. 
Latitude, 46. 31. north; longi- 
tude, 6. 12. eaft. 

Genoa, the capital or the re- 
public of that name, in Riviera 
di Levantc, in Italy, fituate on 
the fea. On the land C\l\c fur- 
rounded with two walls, the 
ootermoft of which reaches be- 
yond the mountain, beginning 
at the light-houfe on the fliore, 
and ending at the mouth of the 
Bifagno ; the whole circuit be- 
ing about ten Italian miles ; but 
this ferves only to keep oft' the 
incurfioas of the banditti, it 
having but here and there only 
a few baflions. The number 01 
cannon mounted on all the out- 
works is computed at five h«n- 

dred; 
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ihed. The harbour is large ami 
p, but lies expolecl to the 
l.mth and weft wind, though it 
has a mole on the right and left 
fide of its entrance, for the fe- 
curity of their gallies and fmall 
vcffels. Their land forces are 
generally about four or five thou- 
fand, which may be increafed to 
twenty thoufand. 

The celebrated Andrew Dpria, 
QDe of the naoft eminent Admi- 
rals and Generals of his time, 
delivered his country from the 
oppreflion of the French and 
Spaniards, and fettled their pre- 
fect form of government in 
In 1 7 13, the Emperor, 
Charles VJ. granted the Mar- 
quifate of Final to the republic 
of Genoa, for a large furn ; and 
in 174;, the Queen of Hun- 
gary, by the treaty of Worms, 
making over to the King of 
Sardinia, all the right fhe had 
to Final ; upon his demanding it, 
the republic entered into an al- 
liance with France, Spain, and 
Naples, and, in 1745, declared 
war againft Sardinia ; but, being 
hard prelfed by Great Britain 
and the Queen of Hungary, in 
1746, the King of Sardinia 
took the whole Riviera de Po« 
nente ; the Englifh fleet bom- 
barded feveral places belonging 
to the republic, and the Imperi- 
al fts made themfelves mailers of 
the city of Genoa. But by the 
treaty of Aix - la - chapelle, in 
1748, its peace was reftored. 
Latitude, 44. 2$. north; longi- 
tude, 8.41. eaft. 

Georgp, (St.) the capital of 
the Englifh fettlemen'cs on the 
Coramandel coalt, and hither 
province of India in Alia, lying 
tour miles north of the city of 
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St. Thomas, is divided into the 
White and Black town. The 
fort, and the- White town con- 
tiguous to it, inhabited only by 
Englifh, are not above half a 
mile in circuit, and furrounded 
with a flone wall ; the Outer or 
Black town, palled Madrates, has 
been lately furrounded by a (tons 
wall and baftions cannon proof, 
and is about a .mile and a half in 
circuit ; the whole almoft en- 
compaffed by a river and the 
fja. Its garrifon confifls of be- 
tween three and four hundred 
men, bcfides blacks. Lat. 13. 15. 
north ; longitude, 80. 50. eaft. 

Ghent, the capital city of 
Flanders, in the Auflrian Low- 
countries, lying on four ri- 
vers, is a large and well forti- 
fied city, but not eaftly defended, 
on account of its vaft circum- 
ference, which is about twelve 
Englifh miles. This was the 
winter-quarters of a great part 
of the Englifh forces. Taken 
by the French, in 1678, but re* 
ftored by the treaty of Nime- 
guen. On the death of Charles 
II. King of Spain, they poffeiTed 
themfelves of it, with the reft of 
the towns in Flanders ; but it 
furrendered to the Allies after 
the battle of Ramillies in 1706. 
In 1708, the French retook it by 
furprize and treachery, and 
threw an army into the place to 
defend it ; but the Confederate;, 
having taken the caftlc of Lifle, 
inverted Ghent in the latter end 
of the fame year, when the town, 
furrendered foon after the trench- 
es were opened, though the 
French had a garrifon of twenty 
thoufand men. The French, on 
the morning of the thirtieth of 
June 1 74 j, (in-prized and too!; 

the 
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the town ; and in five days after 
the citadel furrendered. It lies 
thirty-five miles north- weft of 
Bruflels. Latitude, 51. 12. north ; 
longitude, 3. 36. eaft. 

Gibraltar, a ftrong forti- 
fied town and garrifon, in An- 
dalufia, Spain, lies on the 
ftreight between the Atlantic 
Ocean and Mediterranean. On 
account of its ftrength by na- 
ture and art, efteemed the key 
of Spain ; is filiated on a rock, 
in a peninfnla, and accefiible 
only on the land fide, by a nar- 
row paffage between the rock 
and the bay ; acrofs the wideft 
part, the Spaniards have fotti- 
fied lines, which they keep con- 
ftantly garrifoned. In 170^, a 
confederate fleet of the English 
and Dutch, commanded by Sir 
George Rocke, after bombard- 
ing the town two days, obliged 
the Marquis de Salinas to far- 
render. The Spaniards at- 
tempted to recover it the fame 
year, when it flood out a very 
remarkable fiege, under the 
Prince of Heffe Darmftadt ; 
four or five hundred of the ene- 
my creeping up the rock, which 
covers the back of the town, 
were driven down headlong next 
morning : neither fiege nor ne- 
gotiations availing* the Spani- 
ards, they ceded it to the En- 
glifh by the peace of Utrecht, 
in 1713- They made ano- 
ther attempt in 1727, but were 
obliged to raife the fiege, after 
laying before it feveral months. 
At this time they endeavoured 
to blow up the rock, but it was 
found impracticable, fo that it 
remains in the hands of the En- 
glifh, and is now fo ftrong as to 
lender a liege only an amufe- 
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ment to the garrifon. I appre- 
hend k never can be taken but 
by bribery or famine. It lies 
forty miles fouth-weft of Cadiz, 
and eighty fouth of Seville. La- 
titude, 36. 21. north ; longitude, 
6. 1 ;. weft. 

Gin, or Crab, an engine for 
mounting guns on their carri- 
ages. 

Glacis, that part of a forti- 
fication beyond the covert-way, 
to which it ferves as a parapet, 
and terminates towards the field 
in an eafy flope. 

Glatz, thirty-fix miles north- 
eaftof Koningratz, a ftrongtown, 
with a good caftle, fituated on 
the river Neifs. Laudohn took 
one part of the place by ftonn, 
and the other by capitulation, in 
1760, though defended by two 
thoufand men, and one hundred 
brafs cannon ; which, perhaps, 
was not the greateft lofs. The 
important fituation of the place, 
and the great magazines it con- 
tained, were irretrievable, and 
Silefia thus opened to the Auftri- 
an penetrations. 

Gorge, that part of a work 
next the body of the place, 
where there is no rampart or pa- 
rapet. 

Gorge of a bajlhn, the interval 
between the extremity of one 
flank and that of the next. 

Grenade, an iron orbicular 
cafe of about three inches dia- 
meter, filled with powder, to be 
thrown by the grenadiers amongft 
the enemy in an attack. 

Ground. Tc give ground* to 
retire, or quit a poft, when at- 
tacked by an enemy : to get or 
gain ground, is to have the ad- 
vantage of the enemy, and to 
ioicc them from a poft. 

Guade- 
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GuAr>ELOurE,thelargeft of all 
the Caribbee iflands, fituate 
oa the Atlantic ocean, eighty- 
five miles north of Martinico, 
being twenty -two leagues in 
length and eleven in breadth. 
The French, fcnfible of its im- 
portance, fortified it with feveral 
forts and redoubts, which refill- 
ed the attack made on it by Ad- 
miral Bembow in 1702, but 
could not withftand the valour 
of the Britilh forces, under Ge- 
neral Harrington and Commo- 
dore Moore, in 1759, who after 
feverely cannonading Bafieterre, 
the metropolis of the ifiand. for 
nine hours, reduced it. Lati- 
tue, 16. 36. north; longitude, 
61. 22. weft. 

Guar », duty or fervice, 
which fiiould be performed with 
the utmoft vigilance, to prevent 
ihe efforts and furprizes of an 
enemy. 

Guards, denotes, in general, 
the horfe and foot guards. 

Guards in the lines, are gene- 
rally commanded by a Captain ; 
the main guard, by the eldeft. 
fubaltern that mounts ; the prft- 
guards and viagazine -guards, by 
Subalterns who draw lots for 
their guards on the parade, the 
youngeft Subaltern excepted, who 
always mounts guard under the 
command of a Captain. 

Gu.ir.h ordinary, fuch as are 
fixed during the campaign, and 
relieved daily. The grand- 
guards of the cavalry, the Jiand- 
ard and quarter - guards, picquet- 
guards of each regiment, guards 
for the General-Officers, train 
of artillery, bread - waggons, 
Quarter-mafter General, Majors 
of Brigade, Judge-advocate, and 
Provoft-marihal, are alio called 
guards ord'n 
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Advanced guard, the party of 
either horfe or foot, which 
marches four or five hundred 
yards before the body, to give 
notice of any danger. 

Advanced guard, a fmall body of 
horfe, under a Serjeant or Cor- 
poral, ported before the grand- 
guard of the camp. 

Rear-guard, that part of the 
army which brings up the rear. 

Grand-guard, compoicd of two, 
three or four fquadrons of ca- 
valry, commanded by a Field- 
officer, and ported before the 
camp, on the right and left 
wings, towards the enemy, for ' 
its fecurity. 

Picnuet- guard, a certain num- 
ber of horle and foot, which are 
to keep themfeJves in readinefs, 
in cafe of an alarm. The caval- 
ry keep their hdrfes faddled, 
and themfelves booted, thai 
they may mount in a minute. 
The foot draw up at the head of 
the battalion when the retreat- 
beats, but are returned to their 
tents, where they hold them- 
felves in readinefs, upon the 
fhorteft notice. 

¥01 age - guard, a detachment 
fent out to fecure the foragers, 
and ported at all places, where 
the enemy's party can come to 
dilturb the foragers, alio cal- 
led the covering party, confifts 
fometimes of horfe, fometimes of 
foot, and often of both. 

Corps-degarde, foldiers intrurt- 
ed with the guard of a port, un- 
der the command of one or more 
Officers. 

Artillery-guard, a detachment 
from the army, to fecure the ar- 
tillery. Their corps-de-garcie 1, 
in the front, and their fentries 
round the park. Upon a march 

they 
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they go in the front and rear of 
the artillery. 

Of as tall a, a fmall fortified 
town in a Dukedom of thac 
name in Italy, fituate oa the 
river Croftoblo, twenty miles 
iouth of the city of Mantua, and 
famous for a battle between the 
Imperialifts and Spaniards, in 
1734, wlien the former were de- 
feated. It was ceded to Don 
Philip, Duke of Parma, by tiie 
treaty of Aix-la-Chapelle, in 
1743.

Guidon, an Officer in the 
troops of horfe-guards, who 
ranks as Major. 

Guides. Captain of the Guides, 
an Officer appointed for provid- 
ing guides for the army, of 
which he fhould have always a 
fufficient number with him, who 
know the country, to fend out 
as occafion requires ; to guide 
the army on a march, conduct 
convoys, parties, baggage, ar- 
tillery, and detachment. To 
furnilh himfelf with thefe, he 
(hould fend a party of horfe to 
adjacent villages, caftles, or forts, 
there demand boors, bring them 
to. his quarters, and fet a guard 
over them, left they cfcape before

Gum. The length is diftin- 
guifhed by three parts ; the iirft 
reinforce, the fecond reinforce, 
and the chace ; the firft rein?

guns 
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*,uns were diftinguifhed by the 
names of fakers, culverins, 
cannon, demi cannon, ?cc.< at 
prefect their names are taken 
Jrom the weight of their iliot ; 
as, for example, a twelve or 
twenty four pounder carries a 
ball of twelve or twenty-four 
pounds weight. 

Guns arc made of brafs or 
call iron; the brafs is a mix- 
ture of copper and tin ; lome- 
times yellow brafs is added, 
but it is reckoned to make 
the metal brittle. The moll 
common proportion is, to an 
hundred pounds of copper, 
twelve pounds of tin : copper 
requires a red heat to melt, and 
tin melts in a common fire ; 
when a gun is much heated by 
firing, the tin melts or foftens i'o 
much that the copper alone fup- 
ports the force of explofion, 
whereby they generally bend at 
the muzzle, and the vent widens 
fo much as to render the gun 
ufelefs. If fuch a compofuion 
of metal could be found that re- 
quired an equal degree of heat 
to melt, ic would anfwer the in- 
tent : but as no fuch thing has 
been hitherto difcovered, 1 look 
upon good iron to make better 
and more durable guns than 
any other compofuion whatever, 
as experiments and practice 
have fihewn. All our brafs bat- 
tering guns made ufe of this lad: 
war, were too foon rendered un- 
ferviceable. 

The neceifeiry tools for loading 
and firing guns, are rammers, 
fponges, ladles, worms, hand- 
fpikes, wedges, or The 

rammer is a cylinder of wood, 
whofe diameter and axis is equal 
to that of the fhor, and ferv?s r.o 
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rnm home the wads put upon 
the powder and fhot ; the fponge 
is the fame, emly covered with 
lamb-fkin, and ferves to clean 
the gun v. hen fired : the rammer 
and fponge are fixed to the lame 
handle. The ladle ferves to 
load the gun with loofe powder; 
the worm to draw out the wads 
when a gun is to be unloaded } 
the hand-i'pikes, to move and lay 
the guns ; and the coins, or 
wedges, to lay under the breech 
of the gun, to raifc or deprefs 
i't. In field-pieces, a fcrew is 
ufed infeead of coins; by which 
the gun is kept to the fame ele- 
vation. The tools neceflary to 
prove guns, befides thofe men- 
tioned for loading, arc, a prim- 
in'^-iroo, a fearcher with a re- 
liever, and a fearcher with one 
point. The firft fearcher is an 
iron, hollow at one end to re- 
ceive a wooden handle ; and 
having on the other, from four 
to eight flat fprings of about fix 
inches long, pointed and tinned 
outwards at the ends. The re- 
liever is an iron flat ring, with 
a wooden handle at right an- 
gles to it. When a gun is to be 
Searched after it has been fired, 
this fearcher is introduced, and 
turned every way from one end 
to the other; and if there is any 
hole, the point of one or the 
other fpring gets into it, and re- 
mains till the reliever, pafiing 
round the handle of the fearcher, 
prcifes the fprings together and 
relieves it ; if any of the points 
catch in the vent, the prin 
iron is introduced to relieve it. 
When there is any hole or roi 
nefs in the gun, the distance 
from the mouth is marked on the 
ourfide with chalk. The other 
fearch'ei 
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fer.rcher has alio a wooden han- 
dle and a point at the fore end 
of about an inch lung : at right 
angles to the length about this 
point is fome w^x muted with 
tallow, and when introduced 
into the hole or cavity is prefled 
in, and drawn forwards and 
backwards ; then the impreffion 
upon the wax gives the depth, 
and the length is known by the 
motion of the fearcher : if the 
hole is a quarter of an inch deep, 
and downwards, the gun is re- 
jetted. 

A gun when pointed to hit 
the mark, wili carry the ball 
about ("even hundred yards, the 
culverin about the fame di- 
ftance : but the baftard lefs. 
The ordinary force of a p,v.n, 
fired at two hundred yards from 
the mark, drives the b;ill into 
the folid earth about ten or 
twelve feet; and into fand, or 
loofe earth, from twenty-two to 
twenty-four feet. 

HAGENAU, a frnall for- 
tified town of Alface, in 

a territory of that name in 
Germany, on the Motter, fix- 
teen miles north of Strafburgh. 
It is defended by a wall and ditch 
only, and was frequently taken 
and retaken in the wars between 
the Imperialifts and French, in 
the laft century and beginning of 
this. There is alfo a foreft bearing 
this name, five German miles 
long, and four broad, belonging 
partly to the French King and 
partly to this town. Latitude, 
48, 46 north; longitude, 7. 48. 
eaft. 

Hair-cloths, cover powder 
in waggons, batteries, fixed 
bombs, hand-granades, &c. 
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Half-moon, properly an 
out work, compofed of two 
faces, making a faliant angle, 
whofe gorge is turned like a 
crefcent, or forming an arch of 
a circle. The ravelins built be- 
fore the curtains are now crdled 
Half- moon; ; the name of ravelin 
being almoft laid afide by the 
foldier. 

Hanau, the metropolis of a 
county of that name, well forti- 
. ifl the circle of the Upper 
Rhine, fltuated on the rivers 
Kinrr. and Main, eleven miles 
eaft of Frankfort. 

Ha hd-B arrow, is made of 
light wood, and of great ufe in 
fortification, for carrying earth 
from one place to another ; or 
in a fiege for carrying bombs 
or cannon balls along the tren- 
ches, &c. 

Hanoter, a city of Lower 
Saxony, the capital of the elec- 
torate of that name, in Ger- 
many, fituatcd on the Leina, 
and furrounded by a wall and 
other works, of no confiderable 
(Irength. The Elector, like all 
the German Princes and States, 
is abfolute in his own territories, 
and Miles himfelf Arch treafurer 
of the Emphe. He can raife 
fixty-thoufand men in his Ger- 
man dominions, which, bciides 
Hanover, confifts of Lunenburg 
and Zell,- Bremen, Verden, and 
Lawenberg. Hanover lies fortjL 
miles weft of Brunfwick, in 
latitude, 52. 29. north; lon- 
gitude, 5 1. eaft. The French 
had pofTelTed themfelves of this 
electorate and its capital, with 
fome of the neighbouring terri- 
tories, in 1757, but the intrepi- 
dity of the inhabitants, under 
the command of the Prince of 
Brunfwick 
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Brunfwic, they were entirely- 
driven out, and the King of 
Prullia defeated, broke, and 
took moft of their army priib- 
ners, in the engagement at 
Rofbach. 

Havanmah. This place was 
firft built by Diego de Velaf- 
quez, who conquered the ifland 
of Cuba, and formed a little 
town here, in 151 1, named ori- 
ginally the Port of Carenas, but 
afterwards, when the city by 
its increafe of wealth, grew con- 
fiderable, it was called San 
Chriftopher of the ftavannah. 
In 1536 it was fo inconfiderable, 
that being taken by a French 
pirate, he accepted of fo fmall 
a fum as feven hundred pieces 
of eight for its ranfom. Some 
time after it was taken by the 
Englifh, and a fecond time by 
the French ; nor was it till the 
reign of Philip II. of Spain, 
that the importance of it was 
known, or care taken to 
ftrengthen it : what was then 
done proved infufficient, and 
moft of the fortifications were in 
very bad condition ; but fince 
the acceflion of the houfe of 
Bourbon to the throne of Spain, 
many more works have been 
creeled. The city of Havannah 
lies in latitude, 23. 12. north; 
longitude, 82. 13. weft, from 
London ; is fituated in the moft 
fruitful part of the ifland, and 
ftands on the weft fide of the 
harbour. The port is the beft 
in the Weft Indies, and fo capa- 
cious, that the largeft fleet of 
fhips may ride in it commodi- 
oufly ; theie being generally fix 
fjthom of water in the bay. At 
the entrance of the channel, 
which is narrow, and difficult 
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of accefs to an enemy, being 
well flanked by forts and plat- 
forms of guns, there are two 
ftrong caftles, which were fup- 
pofed to be capable of defend- 
ing the place againft any num- 
ber of fhips. The chief of thefe 
is Ell Morro, which ftands on 
the eaft fide of the channel, and 
is a kind of triangle, fortified 
with baftions, whereon are 
mounted now upwards of one 
hundred pieces of cannon. A 
little to the fouth of this is a 
battery, called the Twelve A- 
poftles, almoft level with the 
water of thirty fix pounders. 
On the other fide of the chan- 
nel ftands a ftrong fort called the 
Puntal, a regular fquare, with 
baftions, mounted with cannon. 
The Third is ftiled the forts* 
which is a fmall but ftrong 
work on the weft fide, towards 
the end of the narrow channel, 
with four baftions and a plat- 
form, mounted with thirty-eight 
heavy cannon. 

The city is walled round, and 
fortified with baftions on the 
land fide ; befide which there 
are two forts on the fea coaft, to 
prevent an enemy from landing ; 
one a league from the entrance 
of the harbour, on the eaft fide, 
call the Cojimar ; the other 
on the weft, called the Fort of 
Chorera, of about twelve guns 
each. 

But, however fecure this port 
may appear to fhips within, it 
is of no great fecurity to thofe 
without, the entrance being too 
narrow to give quick admittance 
to a fleet. The galleons have 
been often infulted, and fome 
taken in fight of this port, 
without: being able to get in, or 
receive 
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receive any fuccour from its ca- 
ftlcs : as was the cafe of the 
Flota, in its return from La 
Vera Cruz, in 1620, mentioned 
by Gage, &c. At Cape Saint An- 
tonio, the mod weflern point of 
Cuba, they met with the famous 
Dutchman, Pie de Pelo, as 
much dreaded by them as Sir 
Francis Drake, who waited there 
for them ; after he had given 
them a broadiide or two, the 
Admiral Don Juan de Guzman 
y Torres, called a Council of 
War, wherein it was refolved to 
fly from the enemy, as the fureft 
way to to fave the Kings trea- 
furc, which amounted to feme 
millions, and to make directly 
for the Bay of Matan/es, ima- 
gining that the Dutch would 
not venture in after them. The 
misfortune however was, that 
they could not get in far enough, 
the bay being very much too 
fhalfow for their heavy great 
bellied galleons. This obliged 
them to run their fhips aground, 
after which the rich endea- 
voured to efcape to laud with 
what wealth they could, in ca- 
binets and bags : but the Dutch 
coming fuddenly upon them, 
retarded their flight, by the 
cannon *rom their fhips ; fo 
that except a few cabinets that 
were fecrtted, the reft of the 
treafure became the hollanders. 
Two friars, who hud fleeced 
their fheep of thirty- thouiand 
ducats, were now fleeced them- 
felve<;. Thus lightened of their 
treafure, the fleet proceded to 
Spain, where the Admiral was 
iroprifoned, loft his fenfes for a 
time and on recovery was be- 
headed. 

The firft attempt made upon 
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this city, after the Spaniard? 
fettled here, was in 1536, by a 
French pirate, who took the 
place, which then confided only 
of wooden houfes thatched, and 
made the Spaniards redeem is 
from flre, by feven hundred 
ducats, as before mentioned. It 
happened, that three fhips ar- 
riving from New Spain, the day 
after he fet fail with the ran- 
fom, unloaded their goods with 
expedition, and purfued the 
pirate, but the Commanders 
behaved {u cowardly, that he 
took them all three, though one 
was an Admiral's fliip j which 
fo encouraged the pirate, that 
he returned to the Havannah, 
and made the inhabitants pay 
him feven hundred ducats more. 
After th's the Spaniards built 
their houfes of ftone, and a fort 
at the mouth of the harbour ; 
but the city being (til) open on 
the land -fide, iome Englifh 
cruizers landed not far from the 
town, and having entered it 
before day-break, the Spaniards 
fled into the woods, and left 
the place to be plundered. Du- 
ring the war between Henry II. 
of France, and the emperor 
Charles V. a French fhip with 
ninety men, after having plun- 
dered Sant Jago, came there in 
the night ; but to their difap- 
pointment found all the houles 
empty, they having been fo of- 
ten plundered, that the Spa- 
niards had removed their goods 
to houfes in the country. While 
the were fearching, two per- 
fons came to them, pretending to 
agree for ranfom, but in reality 
to obferve their number. The 
French demanding fix thoufand 
ducats, the fpics pretended their 
effecls 
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effecls would not amount to the 
ium, and therefore that they 
would return to confult their 
countrymen. A confutation 
was aceordingly held, when the 
majority defpifing the enemy's 
number, were for difputing it 
by the fword ; and marching 
fecretly with one hundred and 
fifty men, they furprized the 
enemy at midnight ; but the 
French, upon firing an afarm- 
gun, immediately recovered 
their arms, put them to flight, 
and being enraged at this de- 
fign of the Spaniards, fet fire to 
the town, after having daubed 
the doors and windows, &c. 
with pitch and tar, which 
foon confumed it to allies. A 
Spaniard defiring that they 
would fpare the churches, e- 
rected for the worfhip of God, 
the French anfwered, that peo- 
ple who had no faith, had no 
occafion for churches. They 
;hen pulled down the walls, and 
entirely demolished the fort. 
After this, the town was rebuilt, 
and Philip II. appointed Juan de 
Texeda his Camp -mafter, and 
Baptifta Antonelli, a celebrated 
architect, to fortify the place, 
and put it in a pofture of the 
ftrongeft defence. Yet in 1762, 
it was taken under the command 
of the Earl of Albemarle, and 
Sir George Pocock, the lofs of 
which gave fuch a blow to the 
intereft of Spain, as was incon- 
ceivable even to themfelves. 

N. B. The Cavanas from Co- 
jimar, are now well fortified by 
ftrong forts. 

II wre-de-grace, a ftrong 
fca port town, the capital of a 
government of that name, in 
France, lituated at the mouth of 
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the Seine, on the Englilh chan- 
nel, has an excellent harbour, 
lying between the town, and a 
rmall, but regular citadel. In 
1562, it was furprized by the Hu- 
guenots and delivered up to the 
Engliih, but recovered the fol- 
lowing year. Lies forty - five 
miles weft of Rouen. Latitude, 
49. 30. north; longitude, 17. 
minutes eaft. See Plan 1 1. 

Head of a work, the front of 
it next to the enemy. 

Head of a double tenaille, the 
falliant angle in the middle, and 
the two other fides which form 
the re-entering angle. 

Headpiece, armour for the 
head, an helmet, fuch as the 
light dragoons wear. 

Head of a camp, the ground 
before which the army is drawn 
out. 

Heidelberg, a city, with a 
ftrong caftle, betrayed to the 
French in 1693, who burnt it, 
ftands twenty-two miles, on the 
Nechar, fouth-eaft of Worms. 

Helena, (St.) a fmall ifiand, 
fubject to the Eaft-India com- 
pany of England, fituate in the 
Atlantic ocean, confifts of one 
fteep and lofty rock, refembling 
a caflle in the fea, acccflible only 
in one place, defended by a plat- 
form of forty guns, beyond 
which is a fort where the Gover- 
nor refides ; and near it a pretty 
little town. This iiland is 
twenty - feven miles in circuit, 
and the rock has only a foot of; 
vegetable. 

Hendecagon, a figure hav- 
ing eleven fides, and as many 
angles. 

Heptagon, a figure, capable 
of being fortified with feverai, 
regular baftions. 

Herison, 
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Herison, a barrier of one 
ftrong beam, or plank of wood, 
ltuck full of iron ipikcs ; fupport- 
ed in the middle, and turning 
upon a pivot or axis. 

H e r s e, or Port - ail I ice, 
made of iirong pieces of wood, 
jointed crofs-ways, like a lattice, 
or harrow. Before it can be 
broke open, the befieged have 
time to rally. A herfe is alfo an 
engine, like a harrow, fluckwith 
iron fpikes ; and ufed in the place 
of a chevaux de frize,' to throw 
in the ways where horfe or foot 
are to pafs. 

Hexacon, a figure of fix fides, 
capable of being fortified with 
fix baftions. 

H i i) !•: s, tamed, are always 
carried along with an army, e- 
fpecially in the fire-workers 
Mores, to protect powder or 
bombs from rain ; they are alfo 
xifeful upon batteries, or in labo- 
ratories. 

Hispaniola, an ifiand of A- 
merica, in the Atlantic ocean, 
Jying between eighteen and 
twenty degrees north latitude, 
and between fixty-feven and fe~ 
venty-four degrees weft longi- 
tude, about four hundred and 
twenty-fix miles in length, from 
eaft to weft, and one hundred 
and twenty - four in breadth, 
from north to fouth : it lies about 
forty- fix miles eaft of Cuba. It 
is often called St. Domingo ; 
from its capital of that name. In 
l$86, Sir Francis Drake took St. 
Domingo ; but this and fevcral 
Other places were quitted in the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth, it being 
judged impolitic to keep them. 
Cromwell, however, thought 
ctherwifc : for he fent his Ge- 
nerals/ Pen and Venables, with 
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the greateft force the Engliffi 
ever had in thefe fcas, to p< 
tbemfelves of St. Domingo : of 
which being diiappointed, they 
afterwards iubdued Jamaica, in 
1654. 

Hobits, fmall mortars, or 
about fix, feven, or eight inches 
diameter, re'embling a mortar 
in every thing but their carriage, 
which is made in the form of 
that belonging to a gun, only 
fhorter : they march with the 
guns, and are good for annoying 
an enemy at a diftance, with 
fmall bombs, or in keeping a 
pafs, being loaded with car- 
touches. 

Hori zontal, a fuperficies pa- 
rallel with the horizon. 

Horizontal Range, the level 
range of a piece of ordnance, 
being the line which it defcribes 
parallel to the horizon. 

Horizo?:tal Supcrjicicf, the plain 
field, which lies upon a level, 
without finking or railing. 

Ho?:ey combs, flaws and de- 
fers in the charged cylinder of 
a cannon : a fault in cafting the 
piece. 

Horn-beam, a wood much 
ufed for making the fufes of 
fhclls. 

Horn- work, is compofed of 
a front and two branches. The 
front is made into two half baf- 
tions and a curtain. This work 
is of the nature of a crown- work, 
only fmaller, and fcrves for the 
fame purpofe. 

Howitz, a mortar, mounted 
upon a field- carriage, like a gun. 
The difference between a mortar 
and how if/ is, that the trunnions 
are at the end of the firft, but in 
the middle of the laft. 

Hull, cr King ft on upon Hull, 
a large 
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a large and populous borough- 
town of the tail riding of York- 

ih'tre, with an harbour fituate at 
the mouth of the Number ; is 
naturally ftrong, as the neigh- 
bouring country can be over- 
flowed ; and Iras a garrifon and 
fome old fortifications ; lies thir- 
ty-fix miles from York, and one 
hundred and fixty-nine from 
London. Near this town the 
river Hull discharges itfelf into 
the Humber. 

Hurdles, or claycr, made of 
branches or twigs, clofely inter- 
woven, are about five or fix feet 
long, and three, or three and a 
halt broad. Their ufe is to 
cover traverfes, lodgements, ca- 
poneers, coffers, &c. and arc 
covered over with earth, to fe- 
cure them from the enemy's ar- 
tificial fire - works, or (tones 
which might be thrown upon 
them ; they are alio frequently 
ufed to cover marlhy ground, or 
pals a foifc. 




Huss a r s, Hungarian light 
horfe, and fuch troopers as are 
now common among other Eu- 
ropean nation's, lately introduced 
in the Englifh army under the 
title of Lleht Dragoons. 
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IT u y, a, town of flrength, 
with a cattle, each fortified in 
the modern way, flands twelve 
miles north-eaft of Namur, upon 
the river Maefe. The French 
inverted it in 1662, with eighteen 
thoufand men, but the garrifon 
made fuch a brave defence that 
they were obliged to retire. In 
169;, it was again befieged by 
the Duke of Luxembourg and 
Count Harcourt : after two days 
attack, the garrifon mutinied 
againft the Governor, and o- 
bliged him to furrender it. In 
1694, the Confederates befieged 
it, when the French immediately 
furrendered the town, on con- 
dition that the garrifon fhould 
retire into the callle, and neither 
fire upon the town nor the town 
upon them ; but, on forae frelh 
difputes arifing between them, 
the attacks were carried on a- 
gainft the cafile with fo much 
fury, that the Governor in ten 
days beat a parley, and capitu- 
lated on honourable terms. The 
Frinch put a garrifon into Huy ; 
but in Augutt, 1703, the Duke: 
of Marlborough came before it, 
and took both town and citadel 
in nine days, making the gar- 
rifon of nine hundred men pri- 
foners of war. The French be- 
fieged it again, in May 170J, 
and in two days the town fur- 
rendered upon honourable con- 
ditions. The cattle held out a 
week longer, but was then taken 
by alT.iult, and the garrifon made 
prifoners. On the ninth of July, 
the fame year, the Aliies^be- 
fieged it, and, having taken Fort 
Pi card and the Red Fort by 
ttorm. the garrifon of the cattle, 
being fix hundred men, furren- 
dered prifoners at difcrction. Ky 

the 
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the treaty of Utrcclit it was 
agreed that it fhoukl be garri- 
foned by the Dutch ; but in 
1718, the out works were 
molilhed, and it was given up to 
the Elector of Colo^ 

JACK, an engine much ufed 
about guns or mortars, and 
always earned with the artil- 
lery, for railing the carri. 
Sec. 

Jamaica, an ifland of Ame- 
rica in the Atlantic ocean, 
mated between ftventeen and 
eighteen degrees, twenty- feven 
minutes, north lati tule , and be- 
tween feventy-fix and feve 
nine welt longitude. The ifl 
is about one hundred and torfy 
miles in length, from eaft to 
weft, and fixty in breadth from 
north to foutlT. Columbus firft 
difcovered this ifland in 1493, 
and the Spaniards continued in 
poffeffion of it above one hun- 
dred and fifty years, during 
which time, they deflroyed the 
greateft part of the natives. The 
Englifh, under Pen and Vena- 
bles, made themfelves mailers of 
it in 1656, with very little op- 
pofition, after they had failed 
in the attempt on Hifpaniohi. 
It is now well fortified. 

-Jassy, the capital of the 
lower Moldau, in European 
Turkey, a large ftrong town, fi- 
tuaicd on the river Ptuth, one 
hundred and twenty-eight miles 
i'outh-caft of Homenec, was ta- 
ken by the Ruffians in 171 1 
and 17:9; and greatly damaged 
by a fire in 1753. Latitude 47. 
22. north; longitude, 28. 56. 
eaft. 

Iglaw, on the river Igla, 
near the mountains which fepc- 
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rate Moravia from 1 
about forty miles well of Bl 

ibuth-weft of Oimutz, and 
much the fame diflancc fouth- 
caft of Prague, is a large, well- 

ftrong town, and Hands in 
the chief road between Bohemia 
and Hungary. 

Imola, antiently Fcrta?i Cor- 
velli, a fine city of Romagna in 
the ecclefiaftical ftate in Italy, 
furrounded with walls, towers, 
and ditches ; has alio an old 

g caftlc, and lies nineteen 
miles calt of Bolognaj in lati- 

, 44. 58. longitude, 12. 21. 

Ihdbktbd-lins, a line run- 
ning out, and in, like the teeth 
of a faw, forming feveral angles, 
io that one fide defends another. 
They are ufed on the banks of 
river?, where they enter the town. 

Ind£ pen df/NT- troop or, 
puny, is a troop not incorpora- 
ted into any regiment. 

Ingolstadt, a ftrong con- 
fiderable city, on the north of 
the Danube ; it furrendered to 
the Emperor in 1704. and has 
been taken and retaken feveral 
times. Latitude, 4^. 6. north; 
longitude, 11. 45. eaft. 

Isvfsting a place, the firft 
operation of a fiege, is to fur- 
round it with ttoops, (o as to 
prevent any thing entering into, 
or being carried our of it. 

Insult, a work is faid to be 
infulted when it is attacked fud- 
dcnly and openly. 

Interior fide of a fortifica- 
tion, is the imaginary line 
drawn from the -center of one 
baltion to that of the next ; or, 
rather the curtain produced to 
the centers of the baftions. 

Intrenched, an army is faid

John, (St) an ifland in the 
biy of St. Lawrence, in North 
America, having Nova Scotia 
on the fouth and weft, and 
Cape Breton on the eaft, taken 
by the Eaglifti from the French, 
July 27, 1758-

Isabella (Fort) a Fortrefs 
in the Auftrian Neiherlands, on 
the well fide of the Scheld, and 
oppnfue to Antwerp, rebuilt by 
the French in 1701, contrary to 
the peace of Munfter : attempt- 
ed in vain by General Cohorn, 
in 1702. 

Island of Brichat, (Bri- 
tany) in 1408, the Earl of 
Kent attacked the town of that 
name, in which the privateers 
had taken Ihelter ; he took it 
by ftorm and put them all to the 
fword ; but in this action he re- 
ceived a mortal wound. 

Island of jersey, in the 
Englilh Channel, eighteen miles 
weit of Normandy in France, 
and eighty-four miles fouth cf 
Portland in Dorfetfhire, fubject 
to Great Britain, has a good 
harbour and a caftle to defend 
it. It is well fituated for 
[fade, and for annoying the 
French with privateers in time of 
war. It lies in latitude, 49. 7. 
north ; longitude, 2. 26. north' 
weft. 

in 1549-50, the French, 
though there was no war, at- 
tacked the iflands of jerfey and 
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Guernfey, which they invaded 
with, a itrong fquadron of men 
of war, and two thoufand land 
forces. The Engiifh cours 
having notice of this attempt, 
and knowing thofe iflands to be 
but indifferently provided, fent 
thither a fmaJl fquadron, under 
the command of Commodore 
Winter, with eight hundred 
men, as a reinforcement, on 
board a few tranfporls. At his 
arrival, he found the ports 
blocked up, and himfeif under 
the necefiny either of defining 
from his enterprise,' or at- 
tacking the French ; he there- 
fore, notwithftanding their i'u- 
periority, like a brave man, 
chofe the latter ; and executed 
his defign with fuch courage and 
conduct, that having killed near 
a thoufand men, he obliged the 
enemy to embark the reft on 
board fome light vefTels, and 
abandon their fhips of force : 
all of which he caufed to be fet 
on fire. 

KALISH, a large town fur- 
rounded by morafTes, and 
fortified with walls and towers, 
fituated on the Pofna, in a diftrict 
of the fame name in Great Po- 
land. It was taken by the 
Swedes in i6cc : and here in 
1706 the Swedifh troops were 
defeated by the confederates, 
under the command of King 
Auguftus If. and Mardefeld 
their general was taken pri- 
foner. It lies eighteen miles 
weft of Warfaw, in latitude, 52. 
36. north; longitude, 17, 56. 
eaft. 

Kaminec, the capital of Pa- 

dolia in little Poland, defended 
by a Rrong caftle on a rock, under 

which 
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which runs the river Semet. 
was befieged in vain by the 
Calfacs in 1651, but in 1672 
the Turks made theinfd 
maflers or the town, which was 
retfored by the peace of Car- 
lovvitz in 1699. It lies on the 
borners of Moldavia, twenty - 
four miles north of Choczin, 
and one hundred and thirty 
fouth-caft of Limburg, in lati- 
tude, 47. ei, north ; longitude, 
26. 42. eafi. 

Karlsteix, near Beraun in 
Bohemia, is a ftrong town, with 
a good cafUe. 

Kexholm, the capital of a 
province of that name in Fin- 
land, full of lakes, <S:c. yielded 
by Ruffia to Sweden in i6 n 6; 
but reconquered by Peter 1. is 
lituated on the lake Ladoga ; 
eighty-four miles north of Pe- 
ter fburgh. 

^ Keys, fore lock, ferve to pafs 
through the lower ends ot bolts 
to fallen them.

Kioge, or Koge, a town of 
Seeland in Denmark, lituated 
on the little river Koagen, in 
the bay of Copenhagen, twelve 
miles ibuth of the city, was 
much damaged by a fire in 
1655. Guftavus Adolphus for- 
tified it with walls and ditches, 
in 1659 ; and in 1677 the Da- 
nilh Admiral, Niels Juel, de- 
feated the Swedilh fieec, in the 
bay near this place. Latitude, 
5<. 4^. north; longitude, 12. 
3 1 eall. 

Kli-.kf.ts, a fort of finall 
gate, made through palifades for 
iallies. 

Kk a ins law, a town in the 
palatinate of Chelm, in Red or 
Little Rufiia in Poland, where 
the Archduke Maximillian was 
prifoner in 1588, after being 
defeated by Zamoylki at Byc- 
zin, on the frontiers of Silefia, 
and next year rclcaled on re- 
nouncing his right to the crown 
of Poland; lies one hundred 
and fifteen miles fouth call of 
Warfaw, in latitude, 51. 27. 
north; longitude, 23. 17 
eaif. 

ABORATORY, in gunne- 
ry, fignifies the place 
where fireworkers and bombar- 
diers prepare their flores. There 
is fomerimes a large tent carried 
along with the artiliery to the 
field for this ufe, with all forts 
of tools and materials, and is 
called the laboratory tent. 

Lac; os, a city of Algarve in 
Portugal, irregularly iortified 
on the foulh coalt, on a bay na- 
vigable 
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vigable for large fliips : has a 
harbour defended by forts : it 
(lands on the fide of the Laco- 
briege, thirty miles weft oi Fa- 
ro. Latitude, 36. 51. .north; 
longitude. 9. 36. weft. 

Landen, a fmall town of 
Brabant in the Auftrian Low- 
countries, fituated on the Becke, 
twenty-two miles fouth-eaft of 
Louvain. Here Marfhal Lux- 
emburgh defeated the confede- 
rate army, commanded by King 
William III. when the Duke of 
Ormond was taken prifoncr by ( 
the French, and the Duke of 
Berwick by the Allies ; twenty- 
thoufand men were laid to be 
killed on both fides in this bat- 
tle, which was fought, July 10, 

l6 93- r . 

Landrecy, a fmall forti- 
fied town of Hainault in the 
French Netherlands, on the 
Sambre ; taken by the French 
in 1655, and befieged by Prince 
Eugene in 17 12, after feparating 
trom the Englifh forces ; but 
the French defeating part of his 
army at Denain, and pofTeffing 
themfelves of his magazines, he 
was obliged to raife the liege. 
It lies twenty miles fouth-eaft of 
Valenciennes, and twenty-two 
eaft of Cambray. Latitude, 50. 
29. north; longitude, 3. 26. eaft. 

Lands croon, a ftrong town 
of Schonen, and South Goth- 
land in Sweden, fituated on the 
Sound, with a fafe harbour, and 
well fortified caIHe ; it was ta- 
ken by the Danes in 1678, and 
lies twenty-fix miles north -eaft 
of Copenhagen. Latitude. 55. 
56. north; longitude. 14. 36. 
eaft. 

Laon, a well built city of 
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Laonnois, in the ifle cf France, 
is ' fituated on a fteep emi- 
nence, lurrounded by a large 
plain, defended by an old caftle ; 
and lies twenty- feven miles 
north- weft of Rheims. The 
neighbeuring country produces 
excellent wine. Latitude, 49. 
56. north; longitude, 3. 52. 
eaft. 

Landau, a well fortified 
city of Germany, in the circle 
and paiatitiate of the Rhine, 
fubjecl to France, fince the 
treaty of Munfter, till taken in 
1702, by the Germans. The 
French retook it in 1703, and in 
1704, it was retaken, after the 
glorious battle of Blenheim. 
Afterwards taken and retaken, 
but left to the French by the 
treaty of Baden, in 17 14. It 
ftands on the Queich, fixteen 
miles fouth-weft of Spire. 

Law 1 ng en, a town of Sua- 
bia in Germany, fituated on the 
Danube, where the Duke of Ba- 
varia fortified his camp to de- 
fend his country againft the 
Britifh forces, and their allies, 
under the Duke of Marlborough 
in 1704. It lies twelve miles 
fouth-weft of Hodiftet, and thir- 
ty-five north-eaft of Ulm. Lati- 
tude, 48.41. north; longitude, 
10. 40. eaft. 

Ledesma. a fortified town of 
Leon in Spain, very old, and 
formerly called Bletifa, on the 
river Tormes. It lies eighteen, 
miles weft of Salamanca, in La- 
tude, 41. 15. longitude, 6. 35. 
weft. 

Lfffingen, an inconfidera- 

ble village in the neighbourhood 

of Oftend, in the Netherlands, 

where General Earle pofted fotne 

^ troops

troops in the campaign of 1708, 
to keep a communication open 
to the befiegers of Li fie, with 
the grand army of the confede- 
rates, from whence the Duke of 
Vendofme could not drive them, 
without attacking them in form. 
Leghorn, a city in the ter- 
ritory of Pifano, and great 
Dukedom of Tufcany in Italy, 
not remarkably large, but regu- 
larly built, and in the modern 
tafte, is well fortified ; has two 
fmall fortrefTes on the fea fide, 
and on that of the land a cita- 
del. For the conveniency of 
navigation, there is a light- 
houfe lanthern, with thirty lamps 
ere&ed on a rock without the 
harbour, and on the fhore a 
lazaretto, where fufpecled per- 
fons, or goods, perform qua- 
rantine. Leghorn lies forty-fix 
miles weft of Florence, and one 
hundred and fifty- four north- 
weft of Rome. Latitude, 43. 
33. north} longitude, 10. 25. 
'eaft. 

Lencicia, orLfiNCZ/cz, a 
city of Great Poland, the capi- 
tal of the palitinate of that 
name, lying in a morafs on 
the Bfura, widi a wall, ditch 
and caftle, in'thc year 1294, 
was laid in afhes by the Lithu- 
anians, and in 1656 underwent 
the fame fate from the Poles, 
when the Swedes- were in pof- 
ftfhon of it ; and all the inha- 
bitants, efpecially Jews, were' 
put to the fword. It lies feventy- 
i'our milts weft of Warfaw. La- 
titude, 52. 2t. north; longitude, 
j8. 49. eaft. 

Lens, formerly Elenf, a 
fmall inconfuk-rabie town of Ar- 
tois in French Flanders, fitmued 
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on the Souchet, formerly forti- 
fied, and held out ftveral fieges. 
In its neighbourhood the Spa- 
niards were defeated by the 
French in 1648 : it lies nine miles 
north of Arras. Lat. 50. 31. 
north; long. 2. 36. eaft. 

Leon, a city of Spain, the 
capital of the province of that 
name, built by the Romans 
in the reign of, the Emperor 
Galba, and called Lcgio Sep- 
tima Germanica, whence its 
prcfent name. It lies between 
the two fprings of the Elfa, and 
immediately fubject to the Pope. 
In the cathedral, famed for its 
beauty, lies buried feveral faints, 
thirty-feven Kings, and one 
Emperor. It was the firft con- 
fiderable city taken from the 
Moors, who were defeated by 
Pelago in 722, and fortified by 
him; from which time it became 
the royal refidence of the firft 
Chriftian King of Spain, and 
preferved that dignity till the 
year 1029. It lies one hundred 
and fixty miles north- weft of Ma 
drid, in latitude, 43. 10. north; 
longitude, 6. 20. weft. 

Leopolnstadt, a regular 
fortification in Upper Hungary, 
fituated on the Wag, in a mo- 
rafs, btiilt in 1663, by the Em- 
• peror Leopold, inftead of the 
difmantled Neuhaufel, for the 
defence of the country againft 
an invafion. Dexteroufly re- 
lieved by Count Starenberg, in 
March 1707, when ready to 
fall into the hands of the Hun- 
garian male- contents. Lies for- 
ty-two miles north eaft of Pref- 
burg, and fubjedt to Auftria. 
Latitude, 48. 46. north; longi- 
tude, 18. 41. eaft. 

LetantOj 
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L e p a n t o, anciently Nau- 
p actus, a city of Livadia in 
European Turky, having an 
harbour on the north fide, and 
a gulf of that name, formerly 
called the Corinthian-Bay. On 
the uppcrmoft peak of the moun- 
tain, on the declivity of which 
the place is fituated, ftands a 
fmall caftle. It lies fourteen 
miles eaft of the ftreight or en- 
trance of Lepanto - Bay, and 
twenty-fix miles north of the op- 
pofite Ihore of the Morea. Near 
this place, off the Cape of Le- 
panto, the Venetians obtained a 
fignal victory at fea over the 
Turks, in 1571- Many of the 
inhabitants are Greek Chrifti- 
ans, and the place is the fee of a 
Bilhop, but fubjedt to, Turky. 
Latitude, 38. 20. north ; longi- 
tude, 23. 1 j, eaft. 

L gR ida, a well built and 
fortified city of Catalonia in 
Spain, fituated on the river 
Segre, has a good citadel. This 
city declared for King Charles 
III. on the reduction of Barce- 
lona, in 1705 ; but the Duke 
of Orleans took it by ftorm after 
the unfortunate battle of Al- 
manza, in 1707; the garrifon, 
confifting chiefly of Britifh 
troops, retired into the caflle, 
and furrendered on honourable 
terms, on the twelfth of No- 
vember following:. If lies one 

o 

hundred and fourteen miles weft 
of Barcelona, in latitude, 41. 43. 
north ; longitude, three minutes 
caft. 

L e r 1 n s, two iflands called 
St. Margarrtte, and St. Honorat, 
fituated on the coaft of Pro- 
vence in France, taken by 
the Spaniard j in 1^25, and re- 
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taken by the French in 1637. 
The firlt was antiently called 
Lero, and the other Lerin ; the 
former has three ports, and the 
latter a ftrong caftle, for its de- 
fence. They lie fix miles fouth 
of Antibes. 

Liege, a city in the bilhop 
ric of that name in Germany, 
fituated on the Maefe, fourteen 
miles fouth of Maeflricht, and 
twenty- eight miles north-eaft of 
Namur, is about four miles in 
circuit. The fortifications are 
inconfiderable, being over- 
looked and commanded by hills ; 
but the citadel is ftrong, and ca- 
pable of making a good defence. 
In the beginning of the confe- 
derate war in the reign of Queen. 
Anne, the then Bilhop, who 
was Elector of Cologne, put it 
into the hands of the French, 
from whom the Duke of Marl- 
borough took it in 1702; and 
the French, inverting it in 170J, 
were, by the fame General, 
obliged to raife the fiege, upon 
his expeditious return from the 
Mofelle. Latit. 50. 46. north ; 
longitude, c. 28. eaft. . 

Li ere, a town of Brabant, 
in the Auftrian Low Countries, 
fituated on the Nethe, eight 
miles north of Mechlin or Ma- 
lines, and fourteen fouth-eaft of 
Antwerp, abandoned by the 
French, May 26, 1706, three 
days after their defeat at Ramil- 
lies. Latitude. 51. 20. north j 
longitude, 4. 3 J. eaft. 

Lillo, ftands three or four 
miles fouth of Santvliet, near 
the river Schekl, a little ftrong 
fortrefs. 

Lima, the metropolis of the 
whole Empire of Peru, fituate 

on 
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on the banks of a river bearing 
its name, is feven miles eatt of 
the South Sea, and of the port- 
town of Callao, furrounded with 
a brick wall, flanked with thirty- 
four baftions, but without plat- 
forms or erabrafures, the inten- 
tion of it beng to inclofe the 
city, and render it capable ot 
refining any fudden attack from 
the Indians. It has in its whole 
circumference ieven gates and 
three pofterns. On the fide of 
the river oppofite to the city is a 
fuburb, called S. Lazaro, which 
has within thefe few years greatly 
increafed. Latitude, 12. 2. fouth; 
longitude, 75. 52. welt. 

Limbcr, a two-wheel carri- 
age with fhafts to faften the trail 
of travelling carriages, by means 
of the pintle or iron pin, when 
travelling, and taken off from the 
battery, or in the park of artille- 
ry, which is called imi'wibering cf 
the gum. 

Limburgh, fituated on a deep 
hill, near the river Vefe, about 
twenty miles fouth-eaft of Liege, 
and fifteen to the fouthward of 
Aix-la-Chapelle, is fmall, but 
its fituation renders it exceeding 
flroug, there being but one paf- 
fage to it, and that almoft inac- 
ceffible. This town, notwith- 
flanding the ftrength of its fitu- 
ation, has often changed its ma- 
ilers. The Dutch took it in 
1633 from the Spanifli Dukes 
of Brabant ; but fome time after 
it was retaken by the Spaniards. 
In 1675 the French took it, and 
in 1677 deftroyed the caftle ; 
but reftored it to the Spaniards 
by the treaty of Nimeguen. Af- 
ter the death of King Charles 
II. of Spain, the French feized 
and kept it till 1703, when it 
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was befieged and taken by the 
Confederates. The Hanoverian 
General Bulau inverted it on the 
ninth of September, and the ar- 
tillery and other uecelfaries com- 
inc; up on the twentieth, the be- 
fiegers foon made themfelves 
mailers of the Lower Town, the 
defendants retiring on the firft 
affault. On the twenty - fifth 
and twenty- Oxth, they battered 
the place with fuccefs, the 
cannon playing all day, and the 
mortars all night ; infomuch 
that on the twenty- feventh they 
were preparing for a general 
Horm, when the garrifon, con- 
filting of one thoufand four 
hundred men, beat a parley, but 
could obtain no other condi- 
tions than to furrender pri- 
foners of war. The Officers and 
foldiers, however, were allowed 
to keep .what belonged to them, 
and the Officers had tv.elve 
waggons tc carry off their bag- 
gage. 

Line, the name of the works 
made by an army from one town 
or ftrong poft to another, behind 
which it is encamped, to guard 
a part of the country. 

Line of the bafe, a right line, 
which joins the points of the 
two neareft baftions. 

Une capital, that which is drawn 
from the angle of the gorge to 
the angle of the bafticn. 

Line of circuvivallaiicn, the 
work or retrenchment made 
about an army befieging a place 
to fecure it again ft any infult 
from without. It is made of a 
parapet, with a ditch before it 
at every hundred and twenty 
toifes, or thereabouts. The pa- 
rapet projects outwards in an 
angle ; which projection is called 
a redan, 
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a redan, and ferves to flank or 
defend the other parts. 

Line of counter ■ approach, a 
kind of trench made by the gar- 
rifon,when befieged, going from 
the covcrt-v. - ay, in a right line, 
fo as that pan of the enemy's ap- 
proaches may be enfiladed from 
thence. 

Line of count ervallaiion, the 
■work made by an army which 
befieges a place between their 
camp and the town, to cover it 
againft an enter prize of the gar- 
rifon ; made much after the fame 
manner as the line of circum- 
vallation, only in a contrary dif- 
pofition. 

Line of defence, the diftance 
between the ialiant angle of the 
baltion and the oppofite flank ; 
that is, the face produced to the 
flank. 

When lines are defigned to 
be attacked, always make a falfe 
one with a fmall body of men, in 
order to favour the true attacks, 
and let them all begin at the 
fame moment, and, if poffible, 
in the night, that your enemy 
may not fee your difpofition, or 
know where the ftorm will fall. 
For the above purpofe, carry 
plenty of fafcines and hurdles 
ivith you ; let your cav«!ry, as 
well as infantry, be loaded with 
them, to fill up all advanced or 
other foiies ; and direct your 
men, fo foon as they have en- 
tered the lines, to op^n the bar- 
riers, and level the line for the 
cavalry to enter. 

Reconnoitre well the enemies 
lines, that you may know their 
fituation, and the approaches to 
them, before you attack. March 
briflcly up fo them, with the in- 
fantry in two lines : keep your 
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fire regular, and to each batta- 
lion of the front line, appoint 
four or five fquadrons to carry 
fafcines and hurdles : feem to re- 
folve to attack the intrenchments 
in the part you leafl: intend: 
let fafcines be cut, and other 
glazing preparations made ; and 
whilA the enemy is intent on the 
defence ot that part, flip into their 
lines where they lealt expect. 

It generally happens, that an, 
army which attacks intrench- 
ments or troops in the field with 
vigour, and is well fuftaincd, 
reaps great advantages over thofe 
who defend them. If you ap- 
prehend the enemy will attack 
your lines, keep out fmall parties, 
efpecially in the night, to give 
the earl ie ft intelligence of their 
movements, that you may be pre- 
pared to receive them. 

This was practiied with great 
fuccefs by the Duke of Marlbo- 
rough, to the great faving of 
lives, when he palfed the Geer, 
to the lines at Belifliem, and af- 
ter that at Arlieux. 

L i n s i» i n s , fmall pins of iron 
which keep the wheel of a can- 
non or waggon on the axle-tree \ 
when the end of the axle tree is 
put through the nave, the lini- 
pin is put in to keep the wheel 
from falling off. 

Linstock, a ftaff of wood 
about three feet long, upon one 
end of which is a piece of iron 
that divides in two turnings from 
each other, having each a place 
to receive a match and a lcrew 
to keep it faft ; the other end 
pointed and fhod with iron to 
ltick in the ground. 

Li nt z , the capital of Upper 
Auft-ria, is pleafantly fkuated on 
the ibmh fide of the Danube, 
• • over 
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ever which there is a wooden 
bridge, about a hundred miles 
welt of Vienna. It is not a large 
city, but ftrong, neat, populous, 
and wealthy, the inhabitants 
carrying on a confiderable trade, 
elpecially in the linnen manufac- 
ture. Many of the Auftrian no- 
bility, as well as the regency of 
the province, refide at Lintz, 
particularly in the fummer ; the 
Queen has a palace here, a 
handfome and commodious ftruc- 
ture, fituated upon an eminence, 
commanding the city. Hither 
the Emperor Leopold retired 
during the laft fiege of Vienna 
by the Turks ; but not thinking 
himfelf fafe, be afterwards re- 
moved to Paflau. As to the 
buildings of Lintz, the houfes 
are generally of ltone, the church- 
es beautiful and magnificent, 
and the monaftery of the Capu- 
chins an elegant and [lately 
edifice. 

In 174!, the confederate army 
of French and Bavarians not only 
made themfelves matters of Lintz 
and all the upper Auftria, but 
advanced within ten leagues of 
Vienna. Their fuccefs, how- 
ever, was not long without in- 
terruption ; for in December, 
the fame year, Marfhal Kheven- 
huller, with a part of the Au- 
fbian army under his command, 
drove the confederates from Ens 
and Steyr ; upon which all the 
French and Bavarian troops in 
that neighbourhood retired into 
Lintz, where they were imme- 
diately furrounded and blocked 
up by the Auftrians. They were 
foon reduced to great ft raits for 
■want of provifions, and being 
unfuccefslul in all their fallies, 
they furrendsred on the twelfth 
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of January, 1742, upon capi- 
tulation ; whereby all the troops 
inclofed in the place, to the 
number of fix or ftven thoufand, 
were obliged not to bear arn s, 
for the ipace of a twelvemonth 
againft her Hungarian Majelfy. 

Lisbon, a city of Bflrema- 
dura, the capital of Portugal, 
and the royal retidcr.ee, fituated 
on the, north fhore of the Tagus, 
about ten miles from its mouth, 
feventy-ei^ht miles well of the 
borders of Spain, three hundred 
weft of Madrid, and eight hun- 
dred and fifty lbuth welt of Lon- 
don, is commanded by. a citadel, 
or caftle, and furrounded with a 
wall. 

Lisle., the capital of French 
Flanders, Hands on the river 
Deule, about eleven miles weft 
of Tournay, and almoft nine 
fomh of Menin ; is large, po- 
pulous, and fo ftrongly forti- 
fied, that it coif the Allies more 
men to take it than any other 
town in Flanders, and was 
very near baffling their united 
forces. Its citadel is efleemed 
a mafter-piece in fortification, 
and not inferior to Antwerp. 
This city was built in 1007, 
and foon after walled round. It 
faffered much in the thirteenth 
century, being difmantled by 
Philip Auguftus cf France in 
1213, retaken the next year by 
Count Ferrand, End almoft 
ruined in 1297, by Philip the 
Fair. It had formerly Lords of 
its own, who had the title of 
Cafieians, from the eleventh 
century to 1234, when it came 
to the family of Perone, after- 
wards to Luxembourg, then to 
Vendofnve, next to Burgundy, 
and from them to the Hoiifa of 
Aufiria, 
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Auftria, who kept it till .1.667, 
when Lewis the Fourteenth rook 
ic, built the citadel, enlarged 
city, us well as its fortifi« 
cations, and made it extremely 
firong. It was confirmed to the 
French by the treaty of'Aix-la- 
chapelle, but taken by the Con- 
federates in 1708, after a tedi- 
ous and bloody fiepe. 

The firft parallel at this fiege 
was made between the twenty- 
fecond and twenty-fourth of Au- 
guft, incluflve ; batteries were 
erected from the twenty-fourth 
to the twenty-feventh; a chapel 
and houles cannonaded by two 
batteries, and both attacked to- 
gether in the night, between the 
twenty-fourth and twenty-fifth 
by grenadiers. Two guts were 
made the fame night after the 
attack, with a battery of four 
cannons at the end, to prevent 
fallies of the enemy ; and two 
batteries for bombs, on the 
twenty- fix; h and twenty-feventh. 
The fecond parallel was- made on 
the twenty-feventh and twenty- 
eighth ; batteries were erected 
from the thirtieth to September 
the firft ; and another battery 
for bombs on the fecond ; bat- 
teries were made from the third 
to the fifth, and lines from the 
fourth to the feventh, with two 
batteries for bombs. On the fe- 
venth began the aflault at the 
countcrfcarps, which lafted till 
midnight, by two thoufand gre- 
nadiers ; and, though the ene- 
my was driven from thence, the 
afTailants became matters of molt 
of them. Lines were made from 
the eighth to the twelfth, between 
the horn-works, and againft the 
detached ravelin and the lu- 
nettes, as alfo againft the bat- 
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teries ; the befiegers advanced 
their works from the thirteenth 
to the fourteenth, made galleries 
againft the two lunettes from the 
fifteenth to the twentieth and 
the twenty-firft, and attacked 
them both on the twency-firft ; 
that on the right hand was car- 
ried, and that on the left hand 
abandoned, but attacked again 
the fame day* and a lodgement 
effected in both. On the third 
of October, at noon, the ravelin 
was affaulted, and a lodgement 
effected on it ; the lines were 
alfo advanced; to arrive be- 
hind the ravelin, at the glacis, 
to which they were conducted 
between the fourth and ninth; 
inclufive. From the tenth to 
the eighteenth, all the works 
were finifhed upon the glacis 
behind the ravelin. On the 
twentieth, at ten in the morn- 
ing, the befiegers began to fire 
from the faid- batteries,, to 
make new breaches, and to 
widen the old. During this 
fire, galleries were erected upon 
the main ditches, and advanced. 
On the twenty-fecond, the ene- 
my feeing the two galleries fi- 
nifhed, and that the two others 
would likewife be fo the next 
night, and the breaches rendered 
eai'y, began to capitulate, after 
great breaches. The enemies 
had intrenchments and mines* 
a place by which the main ditch, 
was draiued, and a haif gal- 
lery againft the horn-work. Re- 
doubt twice attacked. New work, 
made by the enemy immediately 
before the fiege; and the co- 
vers-way towards the redoubt ; 
which, after the town was ta 
on the twentv-fecond of Oc- 
tober, began likewife to be 
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tacked, under the command of 
his Serene Highnefs Prince Eu- 
gene of Savoy, the twenty- 
ninth of that month, and conti- 
nued fo to be, till the eighth of 
December, 1708, when the ene- 
my beat a furrender at eight in 
the morning, and marched out 
of it three days after, drums 
beating, and colours flying. The 
firft parallel made during the 
ceffatton o£ arms was between 
the twenty fifth and twenty- 
ninth cf OAober ; batteries of 
cannon and of bombs were put 
in condition from the twenty- 
ninth to the thirry-firft ; and the 
guts, with a battery of cannon 
and one of bombs, between the 
thirty firft and third of Novem- 
ber. The fecond parallel and 
other fmall lines and batteries 
were finifhed between the third 
and tenth. The third parallel 
upon the firft coiinterfcarp, with 
the batteries and lodgements, 
was made between the tenth 
and fixteenth ; and fix bridges 
thrown over the ditches be|fkvecn 
the two counterfcarps, between 
the fixteenth and twentieth. The 
fourth parallel upon the border 
of the glacis of the fecond coun- 
terfcarp, was put in condition 
between the twentieth and twen- 
ty-feventh. The fifth parallel, 
with all the batteries of cannon 
and mortars, was made between 
that time and the eighth of 
December, or day of furren- 
der ; a canal to draw off the 
waters between the two coun- 
terfcarps and the place where 
the wall on the right hand 
was pierced ; rows of trees 
were cut down ; a new work 
erected ; inund ition and cuts 
made; the cavalier marked in 
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the profile ; cuts in the places 
d'arnics; and the batteries pro- 
jected. Ceded to the French 
in 17 1 3, and (lands in latitude, 
50. 46. north ; longitude, 3. 12. 
eaft. 

Lizilerp, Berm, Foreland, or 
Reims, a fpace of ground left 
at the foot of the rampart, on 
the next fide the country, de- 
figned to receive the ruins of 
the rampart, to prevent its fill- 
ing up the foffe ; it is fometimes 
pal i faded, and in Holland ge- 
nerally planted with a qUick- 
fet hedge. When this fpace is 
covered with a parapet, it is 
called a fauis-bray, or low-wall. 

Lochks, an inconfulerable 
town of Tourain in France, 
htuate in the Judre, over which 
is a bridge, and near it a caftie 
on a fteep rock, formerly an im- 
portant fortrefs, where Lewis 
Sforza, Duke of Milan, was 
kept prifoner above ten years. 
In a large tower are two cafes, 
or removeable repofitories, made 
of very ftrong pieces of oak, 
plated over with iron, in one of 
which Cardinal Halve, Bifhop 
of Angers, was fliut up by Lewis 
XII. It lies twenty-nine miles 
fouth-eatt of Tours, in latitude, 
47. 26. north; longitude, 1. 21. 
eaft. 

Locking-platks, thin, fiat 
pieces of iron, nailed on the 
fides of a field-carriage, where 
the wheels touch it, in turning, 
to prevent the wearing of the 
wood in thole places. 

Lock- spit, a fmall cut or 
trench made with a fpade, about 
a foot wide, to mark out the 
fir fl lines of a work. 

Lodg rmknt, the work made 

by the befiegers in fome part of 

a for- 
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a fortification to maintain it after 
the beliegers are drove out. 

Loop holes, fquare or ob- 
long- holes made in the wall to fire 
through with mufkets. 

Louvain, a city of Brabant, 
in the Auftrian Low-Countries, 
fituated on the Dyle, fourteen 
miles fouth eaft of Mechlin, and 
fifteen north -eaft of Bru/Tels. 
The walls are between fix and 
feven miles in circuit, but of 
inconfiderable ftrength, being 
generally obliged to fubmit to 
that army which is mafter of the 
field, without any formal fiege. 
The French abandoned it on the 
20th of May, 1706, the day af- 
ter ihe battle of Ramillies, and 
the Duke of Marlborough took 
po/feffion of it May 25. It lies 
fourteen miles fouth- eaft of Mech- 
lin. Latitude, 51. 12. north; 
longitude, 4. 40. eaft. 

Lovendegen, a fortrefs of 
Flanders, in the Auftrian Low 
Countries, fituated on the canal, 
between Ghent and Bruges, fe- 
ven miles weft of the former. 
Here Baron Spar, in 1705, for- 
ced the French lines, though de- 
fended by feveral forts, and ad- 
vanced within a league of Bruges. 
Latitude, 51. 31. north; longi- 
tude, 3. 43. eaft. 

Lowoschutz, in Bohemia, 
is only remarkable as a place 
where the King of Pruffia at- 
tacked Marfhal Brown in his 
camp, on the 1ft of 0<ftober, 
1756, with twenty-five thoufand 
men ; though his enemy amount- 
ed to no lefs than 60000 Au- 
ftrains. His Majefty began the 
attack, and defeated their ca- 
valry ; while his infantry took 
this town, and put the whole 
Auihian army to flight;. The

battle began at feven in the morn- 
ing, and ended at three in the 
afternoon. The Auftrains loft be- 
tween fix and feven thoufand men 
killed or wounded, and about 
five hundred were taken prison- 
ers, with five pieces of cannon, 
and three pair of colours. The 
Pruffians had two thoufand killed 
or wounded. 

Lozance, or rhomhe, a figure 
of four equal fides, whofe angles 
are too acute and too obtufe. 

Lublin, a trading city and 
capital of a palatinate of that 
name in Little Poland ; pretty 
large, furrounded with a wall 
and ditch, and defended by a 
caftle on a high rock, on the 
banks of the little river Byftzna. 
In 1240 the town was deftroyed 
by the Tartars, and afterwards 
long in the poffeffion of the 
Ruffians; in 1447 and 1606 it 
was greatly damaged by an ac- 
cidental fire, and burnt down 
by the Swedes in 1656. In 1703, 
an extraordinary diet was held 
here. It lies one hundred and 
twenty-one miles north-eaft of 
Cracow, in latitu. 51.26. north; 
longitude, 22. 36. eaft. 

Lucar, St. deGuadiana, 
a town of Andalufia in Spain, 
on the weft fide of the river* 
Guadiana, defended by three 
towers, and on the other fide by 
a fcrt of two baftions. Latitude, 
37. 32. north; longitude, 8, 18. 
weft. 

Lucar, St. de BaRameda, 
a well built city of Andalufia, 
in Spain, with a good harbour 
at the mouth of the Guadal- 
quiver, defended by two batte- 
ries. Before the place is an ex- 
cellent road, where a whole 
fleet may ride ia fafety. It lies 
26 miles 
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26 miles north of Cadiz, and 44 
fouth- weft of Seville. 

Lunette, a fmall work raif- 
ed fometimes in the middle of 
the foffe before the curtain, form- 
ing an angle, its terreplein ril- 
ing but a little above the fur- 
face of the water, about twelve 
feet broad, with a parapet oP 
eighteen feet. There is another 
fort of lunette which is larger, 
and raifed to cover the faces of 
the half-moon ; and this alfo is 
compofed of two facers ; a longer 
and a fhorter. 

Lutzen, a town of Upper 
Saxony in Germany, ten miles 
weft of Leipfic. Here the Swedes 
obtained a victory over the Ger- 
mans in 1632, but loft their 
King Guflavus Adolphus, who 
was killed in the field of battle. 
Latitude, 51. 31. north; longi- 
tude, 12. 34. caft. 

Luxemburg, fituated partly 
on the declivity of a rocky hill, 
and partly on a plain, through 
which runs the river Elfe or Ol- 
zet, is about twenty-four miles 
fouth-weft of Triers or Treves, 
fifty-two fouth of Limburg, and 
a hundred fouth-eaft of Bruffcls. 
The town is ftrong by art and 
nature. 

This city was taken from the 
Houfe of Auftria by the Duke 
of Orleans in 1542, but retaken 
two years after by the Emperor 
Charles the Fifth. In 1684 it 
was taken by the French, who 
made great additions to its for- 
tifications while in their pofTef- 
fion ; but was reflored to the 
Spaniards in 1697, by the treaty 
of Ryfwick. The French feiz'd 
it Jigain in 1701, after the death 
of King Charles II. of Spain; 
but by the treaty of Utrecht in 
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I 713, the town and fortrefs, to- 
gether with the duchy, was 
yielded to the States General in 
favour of the Houfe of Auftria, 
on condition that the Elector of 
"Bavaria fhould have the fove- 
reignty and revenues thereof rill 
he was reflored to his electorate, 
and fatisfied as to fome other 
pretenfions ; during which lime 
he was allowed to keep troops 
in the duchy, not exceeding fe- 
ven thoufand men ; but the town 
and fortrefs were to be garrifoned 
by the troops of the States, at the 
expence of the town and duchy. 
Latitude, 49. 52. north; longi- 
tude, 6, 10. caft. 

Luzzara, a town of the Man- 
tuan in Upper Italy, not far 
from the influx of the Croft olio 
into the Po, fourteen miles fouth 
of Mantua, belonging to the , 
Houfe of A'ufiria. Mere an obfti- 
nate and bloody battle was fought 
between the Germans, command- 
ed by Prince Eugene, and the 
French and Spaniards, under 
Lewis Duke of Vcndofme, on the 
4th of Auguft, 1702, in which 
fcveral thoufand men were killed 
on both fides, each claiming the 
victory. Here alfo was fought 
another battle, in 1734. Lati- 
tude, 45. 10. north; longitude, 
11. 16. eaft. 

MACHIAN, an ifland in 
the Moluccas, in Afia, 
has three forts on inaccefTable 
rocks for maintaining their pof- 
fefTion. Lies under the equator, 
and in 125. 10. eaft longitude. 

Madrass, or fort George y the 
capital of the Englifti fettle- 
ments on the Coromandel coaft, 
and hither Province of India in 
Afia, ftands four miles north of 

the 
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the city of St. Thomas, in lati- 
tude, 13. 15, north; and longi- 
tude, 80. jo. eaft. It is a mile 
and a half in circuit, and has 
lately been furrounded by a (lone 
wall, and baftions cannon-proof, 
the whole being almoft encom- 
pafled by a river and the fea ; 
but while in a far more defence- 
lets ftate than at prefent, it was 
defended by Sir William Dra- 
per, in 1758, with inch fpirit 
and courage, as obliged Count 
Lally to raife the fiege, after 
laying two months before the 
place. 

Madriers, long planks of 
broad wood ufed for fupporting 
the earth in mining, carrying on 
a fap, making coffers, capo- 
.neers, , galleries, and -various 
ufes at a fiege ; alio to cover 
the mouth of petards after they 
{ire loaded, and are fixed with 
the petards to the gates or other 
places defigned to be forced open. 
When the planks are not ftrong 
enough, they are doubled with 
plates of iron. 

Maestricht, a city on the 
borders of the dutchy of Limbiirg, 
and bifhoprick of Leige, about 
four miles in circumference ; 
aud its fortifications, which are 
in the modern way, may be 
reckoned amongft the be ft in 
Europe. iLrevolted from Spain 
in 1570, but was befieged by 
the Duke of Parma in 1579, 
when, after a brave defence, the 
gafrifon having repnlfed the 
Spaniards in two bloody attacks, 
it was at laft furnrized in the 
night. Retaken by the Prince 
of Orange in 1632, after an ob- 
ftinate fiege of two months ; and 
from that time continued in the 
kands of the Dutch till 1673, 
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when it was taken by the French 
King in perfon, after thirteen 
days open trenches. 

'I he fiege of Maeftricht, in 
1676, by William Prince uf 
Orange, afterwards King of Eng- 
land, is very memorable. The 
garrifon confifted of eight thou- 
sand men under M. Calvo, an 
experienced and daring Com- 
mander (and the beliegers were 
thirty thoufand) who carried on 
their attacks with fuch bravery 
for three weeks, that it was fup- 
pofed the place would at laft be 
taken. During this fiege %hc 
Englifh gave fignal proofs of 
their valour, and many of the 
out -works were t:;tken with 
great flaughter en both fides : 
but the befieged continually 
fupplying them with new re- 
trenchments, and the Prince 
finding his troops much dimi- 
nifhed by fickneis, arjd hearing 
that M. Schomberg was ad- 
vancing to the relief of the 
town with a fuperior army, 
whilft he waited in vain for the 
reinforcements which the Ger- 
mans had promifed to fend him, 
obliged the Prince to raife the 
fiege, after fifty-two days opea 
trenches, and the Jofs of eighc 
thoufand men. This city, How- 
ever, did not Jong continue in 
the hands of the French, being 
reftored to the States of Holland 
by the treaty of Nimeguen in 
1678. In 1703 the French had 
formed a defign again ft Mae- 
ftricht, but were prevented from 
putting it in execution by Ge- 
neral Averquerque, who ' com- 
manded part of the confederate 
army in the neighbourhood. 
. Marfhal S*xe, in 1 74S, ordered 
the troops to hold themfelves in 
readinefs 
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feadinefs to take the field, and 
immediately afiembled his army 
near Antwerp. The firft flep 
he took was to fend Marfhal 
Lowendahl towards Maertricht, 
who in his route polled'ed him- 
felf of Limburg, while Marfhal 
Saxe proceeded on the other fide 
the Maes to Tongre, feizing 
the Auftrian magazines. On 
the firft of April they inverted 
the important city of Maertricht, 
began their lines of circumval- 
laiion, foon broke ground be- 
fore it in four different points ; 
by the 17th they carried on 
their approaches almoft to the 
covert-way, and that night at- 
tacked and carried it with the 
lofs of nine hundred grenadiers ; 
at which time the Baron d'Ayl- 
va, the Governor, made a fatly, 
in which he killed above one 
thoufand men, and nailed up 
fourteen pieces of cannon. Thus 
they continued at bay with each 
other till the ceffation of arms 
concluded on the 19th of April, 
O. S. was notified ; when, pur- 
fuant to the articles therein, his 
Royal Highnefs the Duke of 
Cumberland, who was prepar- 
ing the Allies to relieve the town, 
fent an Officer to the Governor 
to deliver it up to the French ; 
on which a capitulation was a- 
greed to, and the garrifon 
marched out with all the honours 
of war. 

Ma cazike, or arfnal, where 
all ftores are kept, guns found- 
ed, and carpenters, wheel- wrights, 
fmiths, turners, and other han- 
dicrafts, conftantly employed in 
making all things for the artillery. 
Majorca, lituated on a bay 
between two capes, on the fouth- 
■weft cf the ifland, fortified after 
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the modern manner, and large. 
Latitude. 39. 36. north ; longi- 
tude, 2. 36. call. 

Main-body of the army, the 
body of troops that marches be- 
tween tbe advance and rear guard. 
In a camp, that part of the army 
encamped between the right and 
left wing. 

Main-guard, or grand- 
guard, a body of horfe ported 
before a camp for the fecurity of 
an army. In garrifon, it is a 
e;uard generally mounted by 
the eldert Subaltern- officer upon 
the parade the morning of 
mounting. 

Malacca, the moft fouth 
part of the further Peninfula of 
India in Afia ; its walls and for- 
tifications are founded on a rock, 
and carried up to a confiderable 
height ; the lower part is wafhed 
by the tide, and on the land- 
fide is a wide canal, or large 
ditch, cut from the fea to the 
river, whereby it is made an 
ifiand. In 1604 the Dutch took 
it from the Portuguefe. Lati- 
tude, 2. 12. north ; longitude, 
102. 2. eaft. 

Malaga, an ancient fortified 
city of Granada in Spain, on the 
Mediterranean, at the foot of a 
Iteep mountain, with a large 
harbour, and defended by two 
caftles, one on the top, and the 
other at the foot of the moun- 
tain. Off the Cape Malaga, 
near this city, the Englifh, with 
their Allies, the Dutch, under 
the command of Sir George 
Rooke, obtained a fignal riffory 
over the French fleet, com- 
manded by the Count de Thou- 
loufe, in Auguft 1704. Latitude, 
36. 51. north ; longitude, 4. 56. 
weft. 

Halo, 
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Malo, (St.) a fmall but po- 
pulous town of Britany in 
h ranee, on a rocky ifland in the 

lift channel, joined to the 
main laud by a caufe-way, at 
the beginning of which is a 
ftrong cattle. The harbour is 
large, and one of the heft on the 
coaft, but of difficult entrance, 
being furrounded with fevcral 
rocks, and at tide of ebb almoll 
left dry ; {o that it wili not ad- 
mit large veffels. On the neigh- 
bouring rocks are ten different 
forts. They fitted out many 
privateers, who made feveral 
prices in the war with England, 
during the reign of King Wil- 
liam, which brought a bombard- 
ment upon the town, but it did 
little damage. In 1758, a body 
of Britifli troops, under the 
Duke of Marlborough, and a 
fquadron commanded by Com- 
modore, now Lord Howe, hav- 
ing landed at Cancalle - bay, 
between the 6th and ;th of June, 
burnt all the {hipping in St. 
lo's Harbour, to the number of 
one hundred, great and imall ; 
after wba>h, finding the town 
impracticable, they re-imbarked, 
and returned to Spithead. Lat. 

36. north ; long. 2. 15. welt, 
bee plan 1 2. 

Malplaqjjft, a village of 
Hainault, in the neighbourhood 
of Bavay, Mons, and Mau- 
bcuge, near which a memora- 
ble and bloody battle was fought, 
on the 11th of September, 1709, 
between the Allies commanded 
by the Duke of Marlborough 
and Prince Eugene on one lide, 
and rhe French under the com- 
mand of hal Viliars and 
Bounlers on the other ; each 
army confi'ltrng of sfbove a han- 
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dred thoufand men. The lefc 
wing of the French, commanded 
■jarlhal Viliars, was polled 
near Blangies, having before 
them the woods of Blangies and 
Sart. Their center was belore 
Erquennes and Tanniers ; and 
the right wing, under Marfhal 
ders, had in 'dink the wood 
of Janfart. The open ground 
between the two woods was 
about three thoufand yards, 
acrofs which was thrown up a 
triple entrenchment, and before 
that entrenchment was a vi4! 
covered ftrongly by ditches and. 
hedges. The woods on both 
» mgs were felled and entrencl 
and a hundred pieces of cannca 
planted in the avenues. 

The French having made this 
difpofition, the whole army of 
the Allies moved towards them 
in the morning, General Schu- 
lemberg, with the Britifh and 
other troops from Tournay, was 
drawn up to the right of the 
wood of Sart ; the infantry of 
Prince Eugene's army along the 
great road which pafTes through 
that wood ; and General Lot- 
turn, with pr.rt of the foot of 
the right wing, to the left of 
the fame wood. The reft of the 
itry of that wing, confifting 
chiefly of Han viverians, had in 
front the lines in the opening 
between that wood and the vil- 
lage ; and the infantry of the 
States, commanded by the 
Prince of Nalfau, forne batta- 
lions excepted, had in front the 
lines between the village and 
the wood of Janfart. The horfd 
of the whole army were polled 
behind the foot, to fupport and 
;d them where the ground 
would per 

The 
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The fignal being given by ths 
dilcharge of fifty nieces of can- 
non, the whole confederate 
army moved together, and be- 
gan the attack with incredible 
bravery, and with fuel, fuccefs 
at the wood of Sart, that after 
an hour's refiftance, the enemy 
were driven out of the wood, 
and out of their entrenchments. 
On the left, between the village 
and the wood of janfart, the 
Dutch having three entrench- 
ments before them, forced the 
two firit ; but, in the attack of 
the third, were repulfed by tJio 
great fire of the enemy, and 
lolt a gr«at number of men. 
They rallied again, ana the 
right wing having made them- 
fefves matters of the wood of 
Sart, and coming to flank the 
entrenchments between the two 
■woods, gv.ve the horfe an oppor- 
tunity of breaking in upon them; 
and though the firft fquadrons 
that entered were repulfed, yet 
all broke through at laft, and 
advanced into the plain to charge 
the calvalry of the e.;eray. The 
left wing of the Confederates 
alfo drove the French from their 
entrenchments in the wood of 
Janfart. 

The Englifh fort in the right 
wing, with thofe of Prince Eu- 
gene, having marched through 
the wood of Sire with much 
difficulty, forcing the enemy to 
retire as they advanced, began 
to form themfelves upon the 
plain. This being done, the 
Duke of Marlborough ordered a 
halt, and rode to obferve what 
had palled on the left, where 
the troops cf the States had at- 
tacked the French between the 
two woods: the PuU feeing 
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how much the Dutch had fuf- 
fered, ordered Lieutenant-ge* 
neral "Withers- to marcli with 
the body under his immediate 
direction to fuftain them. Upon 
farther deliberation, and notice 
that the Lieutenant-general had 
been attacked, and was actually 
iged 'with the enemy, and 
all things going well on the 
right, the Duke thought fit ra- 
ther to prefs on the advantaejes 
there, than to hazard a new 
mo; ion towards the left in the 
heat of the action. Soon after, 
the enemy's left began to retire, 
towards Attiche, and draw 
their cannon from the pFaia 
of Uleron. Their foot alfo be- 
gan to break in the centre ; upon 
which the Duke of Marlborough 
commanded the Earl of Orkney 
to anack them in their en- 
trenchments on the plain before 
Jileron, ■fcith orders, if lie iuc- 
ceeded there, to port himfelf in 
thofe entrenchments, and cover 
the horfe as they fhould file off 
through the woods into the 
plain, to charge the enemy's 
cavalry. This was executed 
with great refcluti on and fuc- 
cefs; and though the firit fqua- 
drons, as before obl'ervcd, v 
repulfed, yet before the horfe 
of the Allies were inarched into 
the plain, and while they were 
forming in order of battle, the 
French horfe retired by the way 
of Bavay ; and the right of their 
foot, which were entrenched on 
the plain of JBleron, alfo marched 
off • cipitation. The 

whole army retreated by differ- 
ent ways, leaving the field and 
a pieces of cannon to the 
Confederates, 

irir.ee Eugene was flightly 
wounded 
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wounded in the head. Lieute- 
nant-general Count Oxenlliern, 
and the Pruffian General Tettau, 
T-ere killed, Lieutenant-general 

Spar, Brigadier May, and M. 
Demys, Adjutant of the Prince 
of Naffau, wounded, and the 
Prince had two horfes killed un- 
der him. On the fide of the 
French, Marfhal Villars was 
fhot in the knee, 'the Duke de 
Guiche in the leg, M. Aiber- 
gotti in the thigh ; and ?it lead 
twenty-five other Officers of dt- 
UincYion killed, and twenty- 
wounded. Indeed, Officers and 
foldicrs fficwed in this bloody 
battle as much refolution and 
intrepidity as were ever fecn : 
being very obflinate firm half 
part eight in the morning, till 
three in the afternoon. The 
French were fo advantageoufly 
polled, that when the battle was 
over, the Allies wondered how 
they had fnrmounted inch diffi- 
culties. About twenty thoufand 
were left dead on the fie'd ; nor 
mud it be wondered at if half of 
thefe were loit by the conque- 
rors. Thofe troops that were 
in open plain gave way ; thofe 
that were firongly polled main- 
tained their ground for a long 
time, and mule the Allies horie 
fuffer confiderably. 

Though the French fought fo 
well at Malplaquet, that it was 
faid they rctreived their nation's 
honour, yet, an intercepted 
letter, from one of their officers, 
fpeaking of Eugene and Marl- 
borough, lays, What can with- 
stand the rapid force of thefe 
two famous heroes ! If an army 
of one hundred thoufand of the 
bed troop:, ported between two 
woods, trebly ' intrenched, and 
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performing their duty as well as 
brave men could do, were not 
anic to Hop them one day, will 
you not own with me that they 
furpafs ail the heroes of former 
ages ? 

iwalta, Rands on a hill, in 
the centre of an ifland, and con- 
fills of three towns feparated by- 
channels, forming fo many pe- 
ninfulas of folid rock : the har- 
bours are deep and good ; the 
Situation naturally ftrong ; and 
no efforts of art are wanting to 
reader the fortifications impreg- 
nable. Latitude, 35. 54. north ; 
longitude, 14. 34. eall. 

Ivl a l v a s 1 a , or Napodi de MnL 
ivjia, nntiently Epidaurus, a city 
of the Morca in European Tur- 
ky, on the Gulf de Neopoli, in 
the Archipelago, is the ftrongeft 
fortrefs in all the Morea ; it has 
a good harbour, lies thirty-four 
miles eafl of Lacedemon, and 
feventy-five fouth well of Athens, 
in latitude, 36. 40. north ; lon- 
gitude, 23. 40. eaft. 

M a :c 1 l L a , or Luconia, th e 
principal of the Philippine Iflands 
in Afia, is fubject to the King 
of Spain, 410 miles long, and 
in fome places 217 broad, but 
in others not above 97. Admi- 
ral Cornifh, with a final! fqua- 
dron, Sir William Draper, and 
the Honourable Colonel Mon- 
fon,at the head of 2300 men. thro' 
an unremitting heavy, dreadful, 
periodical monfoon deluge of 
rain, and the moll terrible 
tempefinous furfs at fea, between 
the 24th of September,' and the 
6th of Oclober, 1762, reduced 
a ilrong fort and 10800 men, : 
fpnrred with the jefuitical fury 
of an ever- erring religion, to a 
capsulation in ten days, and to 
■ • furreuder' 
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Surrender pri Toners at difcretton; 
to give up the- town and for: 
of Cavite, with all the ifbnds 
and forts dependent on Manilla ; 
and for the prefervation of the 
town, 10 pa'y 40c Dol- 

lars. The Archbifhop, their 
Governor, the Marquis de 
Villa Medina, and other Officers, 
■were favoured on their paroie, 
and their Indian foluiers were 
difmifTed in fafety. Our lofs 
was 36 killed, and 105 . 
the Spaniards had about 1000 
killed and wo mded. 

M a N o 6 v v R e , of troop!, c on- 
fifts folely in diflributing e 
motion to every part, to enable 
the whole to form, or change 
their pofition, in the mod expe-

Mant? lets, either Jingle or 
double, are great planks of wood, 
of about five feet high and three 
inches thick ; which, by being 
pufhed forward on Small trucks, 
ferve at a Here to cover the men 
from the hand ^ranades and fire- 
works of the place. Singh man - 
tckts are made by joining two or 
three fuch planks together with 
bars of iron, to cover tliofe that 
< arry them. Double mantelets are 
!e by putting earth between 
two fuch rows of planks, and 
hrc ufed in making approaches 
hnd batteries near the place, as 
the others are in making lodge- 
ments on the counterscarp. They 
;;re covered with letten, ar.d 
made ftnall at bottom and top, 
that they may more caiily be 
joined together, to cover the 
Soldiers from fire in front, or in 
flank. 
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Mantua, Rands inthemidcfU 

of a lake, twenty tour Italian 
n-.ilts in circuit and two in 
breadth, firmed by the river 
Mincio. One of the two prin- 
cipal bridges which lead to this 
city is defended by two citadels : 
the other, by bulwarks at each 
The river divides the 
town into two parts, but thefe 
are joined by fix bridges. 1 
is a good citadel, fortified more 
by nature than ait. The city is 
five miles in circuit. The an- 
ticnt ducal palace is neither 
modern nor regular, but large 
and ipacious ; its famous gal- 
lery and cabinet of curiosities 
were entirely plundered in 1630, 
by the Imperialifts, when they 
took the city by (locrn. It lies 
feventy-five miies weft of Milan, 
and eight fuur miles South weft 
of Venice. Latitude, /,£. 31. 
north; longitude, 11. 20. eaft. 

M a r c h p. s . Secret marches, 
are made with a defign to re- 
connoitre an enemy, Surprize 
their camp, fecure a poft, nr 
Seize a p'^oe. It is in this fervice 
that a Commander has occafion 
for his utmoft fagacity and pe- 
netration, to prevent his being 
discovered or betrayed ; and to 
enfure feccefs, it is neceffary 
that the perfon who conducts 
the march has certain informa- 
tion concerning the different 
roads, Situation' of the enemy's 
polls, and the nature of, the 
country through which he is to 
march. 

Ma&dike, a village of French 
Flanders, having a harbour on 
the fea, four miles welt of Dun- 
kirk ; famous for a fort on the 
fea, about a mile from Dun- 
kirk, often befieged and taken, 

but 
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but at laft difmantled. La Blanc, 
after the peace ofUtrecht,by order 
of Lewis XIV. made a famous ca- 
nal here, which, with Mardike, 
the French began to fortify; but 
were obliged to defift upon re- 
monftrances made by the Britifh 
Court Latitude, 51. 12. north; 
longitude, 2. 26. eaft. 

Marsalqjjiver, a town of 
Algiers, fituate on the Barbaiy 
coaft, in Africa, with an har- 
bour on a bay lying oppoGte to 
(Jran, and taken with that city, 
by the Spaniards, in 1732. La- 
titude, 36. 28. north; longitude, 
ten minutes weft. 

Marseilles, the fecond city 
of Provence, in France, is large, 
rich, well fortified, and laid to 
have been built five hundred 
years before Chrift. It ftands at 
the foot of a high rocky moun- 
tain, on a fine bay of the Me- 
diterranean, which forms a fe- 
cure, capacious, oblong har- 
bour, where the royal galleys 
are ftationed, but is not iuffici- 
ently deep to admit large men 
of war. Its arfenal is richly 
provided with all forts of ftores 
for the royal galleys ; and the 
armoury, which is reckoned the 
fineft in the kingdom, has arms 
for forty thoufand men. It lies 
twenty- feven miles fouth-weft of 
Toulon, and three hundred and 
fifty- fix fouth-eaft of Paris, in 
Latitude, 43. 18. north; longi- 
tude, 5. 27. eaft. See Plan 13. 

Marstrand, a very old 
ftaple town of Bohus-lehn, in 
Gothland, in Sweden, with an 
excellent harbour, to which is 
an entrance on the fouth and 
north fide, and defended by the 
impregnable citadel of Carlftein. 
So reduced, partly by war and 
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partly by fire, that in 174c there 
remained but 20 poor burghers. 

Martigues, a fmall town of 
Provence, in France, ftandi lg 
on an ifland at the mouth of a fait 
lake, near the fea, built out of 
the ruins of the old city of Genes, 
was formerly very ftrong ; in 
1 jy 1 taken by Duke Charles 
Emanuel of Savoy, after a long 
fiege. Latitude, 43. 36. north; 
longitude, $.15. eaft. 

Martinico, the principal of 
all the French Caribbee iflands, 
and the feat of the Governor- 
general, is about fifty-eight miles 
in length, but hardly twenty in 
breadth. The inland parts of 
the ifland are mountainous, from 
which iffue numerous fmaTl 
ftreams. On the coaft are feve- 
ral commodious and fecure har- 
bours. 

It was taken under the com- 
mands of General Monckton and 
Sir George Rodney, February 14, 
1762. Latitude, 14. 33. north; 
longitude,' 60. 54. weft. 

Martins, St. a fmall for- 
trefs on the ifle of Ree, and coaft 
of France, twelve miles weft of 
Rochelle. Lat. 45;. 20. north; 
Ion. 23.8. weft. See Plan 14. 

Masulipatan, a city of 
Golconda and the Hither India, 
in Afia, with a harbour on the 
weft fide of the bay of Bengal, 
two hundred and twelve miles 
north of Fort St. George. Here 
are feveral Engliih and Dutch 
factories, from whence the moft 
beautiful callicoes are exported. 
This place was ftormed and taken 
by Colonel Forde, in 1739. La- 
titude, 16. 21. north; longitude, 
81. 12. eaft. 

Mauleom, a town of Gaf- 
cony, in the valley of Sou!*, in 
France, 
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France, with a cattle on the Gave, 
eighteen miles fouth call of Ba- 
yonne. Latitude, 43. 26. north; 
longitude 1 , 1. 5 1 . weft. 

Maxims, in fortification, are 
general rules eftablifhed by en- 
gineers, founded on reafon and 
experience, which being exactly 
obierved, a place fortified accord- 
ing as they direct, will be in a 
good pofturc of defence. The 
tlnef are fuch as follow. 

1. There fliould be no part in 
the fortification of a place, but 
what is difcovered and flanked 
by the befieged : if there be any 
part of a place which is not well 
flanked, the enemy, being thus 
under cover, will more readily 
attack in that place, and carry it. 

2. A fortrefs fnould command 
all the country round it, that 
the befiegers may neither cover 
themfeives, find places to favour 
their approaches and attack's, 
or overlook the works of the 
place, to batter them with more 
advantage. 

3. The works fartheft diftant 
from the center of the place 
mud be ftill lowell, and com- 
manded by thofe that are nearer ; 
fo that they may be defended 
by the higher works and thofe 
nearer the place ; that the ene- 
my, by being expofed, may be 
obliged to quit them, even after 
pofTeflion ; for the enemy, by 
bemn- mailers of fuch works, 
cannot overlook the works of the 
place. 

4. The flanked" angle, or point 
of the bullion, ihould be at Jeaft 
ieventy degrees that it may bet- 
ter refill the force of an enemy's 
battery, if they fhould form a 

a to beat it down and lod-a 

tllfM. 
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5. The acute flanked angle 1 
near to a right angle is prefer- 
able to all other: it is certain,, 
if the flanked angle be a right, 
angle, it has all the ftrength 
that can be given it, having fo- 
lidity enough to withftand the 
enemy's batteries; but an angU 
near the right makes the tenaille 
of the place more compact, by 
the angle of the fhoulder fnort- 
ening and battering the defence, 
and by not expofing the face i'o 
much to the enemy. Thus an 
obtulc angle is very deficient. 

6. The fhorteft faces are bed ; 
becauie the enemy attacks them 
with a front in proportion to their 
length. 

7. The flank mud have fome 
part under cover : via. it ai«lt 
be covered by an orillon, other- 
wife the defence is foon ruined, 
and the lodgement no fooner | 
made on the counterfcarp, but the 
place is obliged to capitulate; as 
has often been fcen. 

S. There muft be an accord 
between thefe maxims to render 
the fortification perfect. If the 
gorge be too large, the face ful- 
lers ; the more the flank is co- 
vered the lefs it is fubject to be 
ruined, but then the defence is 
more oblique. In making a fe- 
cond flank, the flanked angle is 
made too weak; ami by disco- 
vering the face, the defence is" 
more eafy, though more expofed 
to the enemy's batteries. There 
are advantages and disadvantages 
in a!!, and the fecret confiils in 
judging whether conforming with 
one maxim be more advan- 
geous than dlfagreeing with an- 
other.

Mechlin, a large city on the 
Dylc and Demer, twelve miles 
north well of Louvain, fourteen 
miles north-ealt of Bruffels, and 
•ju fouth-eafl of Antwerp. 
ft is large, and fortified all round, 
but of inconfiderable ftrength. 
Latitude, 5/. 20. north; lon- 
gitude, 4. 3 1. cait. 

Me linda, a town of Zan- 
guebar, in Africa, with a good 
harbour defended by a citadel 
on the Indian ocean, feventy- 
four miles north of Mombazc, 
the capital of a province bearing 
its name, and of all the Portu- 
guefe fettlements on the coaft. 
Latitude, 3. 12. fouth ; longi- 
tude, 30. 10. ealt. 

Mrmkl, a populous town of 
Pruffia, in Poland, with a harbour 
0:1 the Baltic, that has a good 
and deep entrance, fortified with 
three whole and two half baf- 
tions, and other modern works. 
It formerly belonged to the Han- 
featic union. The citadel con- 
fi:ts of four baftions, chiefly re- 
gular, with the necefiary rave- 
lines and half-moons. This place 
furrendered to the Ruffians, on 
the fifth of July, 17,-7, lies fixty- 
eight miles north of Koningfberg. 
Latitude, ;?>. 12. north; longi- 
tude, 2i. 36. eaft. 

Men in, a fmalt town of Flan- 
ders, in the Low-countries, con- 
fining of ons ftreet, b,ut re- 
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rnnrkable for the ftrength of its 
fortifications, which are reck- 
oned a mafter-piece : but it was 
taken by the Allies on th« 
twenty- fecond of Auguft, 1706, 
after eighteen days open trench- 
es, the garrifon being allowed to 
march out with the ufual mark* 
of honour. The (forming of the 
counterfcarp, which was taken 
on the eighteenth, proved a very 
bloody action, it being computed 
that the French had not lefc 
than a thoufand men killed and 
wounded in that attack : yet 
fome fay that the place was ill 
defended, and that the French 
Commandant, when he furren* 
dcred it to the Duke of Marl- 
borough, having demanded leave 
to march out of the breach, 
was anfwered, " That it was not 
advifeable for him to do it unlefs 
he had ladders;" upon which he 
chofe, with his garrifon, to 
march out at the gate. During 
the whole fiege, the French loft 
about thirteen hundred men, and 
the Confederates about five hun- 
dred and feventeen, who found 
in the place fifty five brafs can- 
non, ten of iron, fix mortars, a 
great quantity of powder and 
ball, and all forts of ammuni- 
tion. The French made thera- 
felves mailers of it at the open- 
ing of the campaign, 1744. It 
ftands five or fix' miles foutk-weft 
of Courtray, wine almoft north of 
Lifle, and about ten lbuth-eait 
of Vipres. 

Mentz, a large and popu- 
lous city, in an electorate of 
that name, in Germany ; its 
public buildings magnificent 
but the privare ones mean, and 
its fortifications of no confider- 
able ftrength. It was believed 

to 
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by the Imperialifts in July, 1^89, 
under the command of Prince 
Charles of Lorrain, and the 
Electors of Bavaria and Saxony, 
who joined their forces with the 
others. This place was the 
year before, when the Elector of 
the fame name received a French 
garrifon into the town, fo in- 
considerable in its fortifications, 
that though a great number of 
. men were employed during the 
winter, to put them in a ftate of 
defence they could fcarce bring 
the out-woijks to perfection. Its' 
ehiefeft ftrength at that time 
confined in a garrifon of ten 
thoufand men, who refolved to 
hold out till the lad extremity. 
It was vigoroufly attacked ; 
and there has not been a place 
defended with more bravery. 
In forty-eight days after opening 
the trenches, the befiegers had 
Only made one lodgement upon 
the outmbft point of the ccunter- 
fcarp. The befieged made fre- 
quent fallies at noon, with their 
colours flying and drums beat- 
ing, fometimes three or four 
times in a day. They marched 
out fometimes with a body of 
two or three tKoufand men, in 
order of battle, engaged the 
enemy, cut in pieces thofe that 
gmrded the trenches, nailed up 
their cannons, filled up their 
works, and once drove the ene- 
mies back at fuch a diftance 
from the place, that their main 
horfe-guard took poft at the head 
of their trenches. The confe- 
derates having often felt the ef- 
fects of the intrepidity of the 
befieged, refolved to attack and 
carry the counterfcarp, what- 
ever might be the event. With 
this refolution, all their batte- 
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ries played furioufly by break of 
day, and thus continued till fignal 
was given for the affault. In a 
few moments the ground was 
covered with dead carcaffes, 
cannon, &c. their fwords efpe- 
cially made fuch havock among 
the enemy, as is rather to be con- 
ceived than expreffed. The af- 
fault lafled five hours, when the 
befieged being overpowered by 
numbers, who without inter- 
miffion, feconded their men with 
frefh troops, were forced to yield, 
and leave them matters of the 
counterfcarp, wich the lofs of 
four thoufand men on the Con- 
federate fide. The befieged 
having, befides this, loft, dur- 
ing the affault, all their ammu- 
nition, by a bomb which blew 
up their magazine, the next day 
effayed to regain the counter- 
fcarp with their fwords in hand; 
bat the Marquis d'Uxelles, their 
Covernor, unwilling to facrifice 
fo many brave fellows in the at- 
tempt, beat a parley, and the 
Allies granting him honourable 
conditions, the garrifon marched 
out with colours flying, and fix 
pieces of cannon. It lies twenty- 
four miles weft of Francfort. 
Latitude, 49. 16. north; longi- 
tude, 8. 16. eaft. 

Merlan, that part of the pa- 
rapet which is terminated by two 
embrafures of a battery, fo that 
its height and thicknefs is the 
fame with that of the parapet. It 
ferves to cover thofe on the bat- 
tery from the enemy, and is 
better when made of earth well 
beat and clofe, than of Hone, be- 
caufe thefe fly about, and Avound 
thofe it fhculd defend. 

Messina, antiently '/.ancle, 
afterwards Mejfana, a large and 

veil 
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well built city of Val di De- 
niona in Sicily, with an harbour 
on the ftreight or faro of Mef- 
fma ; befides an irregular fortifi- 
cation, has a citadel of five large 
and regular baftions, with feve- 
ral forts on the neighbouring e- 
minences. The harbour is of an 
oval form and large, being well 
fecured, the city lying between 
it and the mountains, though 
this laft is not ftrong. It lies i 15 
miles weft of Reggio, in Cala- 
bria. Latitude, 38. 41. north; 
longitude, 15. 39. eaft. 

Metz, the captital of a go- 
vernment of that name, in Ger- 
many, between the Mofelle and 
Seilie, which unite here, is a large 
well fortified place, lies twenty- 
eight miles north cf Nancy, and 
is iubjeft to France. Lat. 49. 32. 
north ; long. 5. 49. eaft. 

Mezieres, a i'mall fortified 
town of Upper Champagne, fi- 
tuate on an ifland formed by the 
Meufe, over which it has two 
bridges, was taken by the Em- 
peror Charles V. in 1521, and 
lies twelve miles north weft of 
Sedan. Latitude, 49. 46. north ; 
longitude, 4. 38. eaft. 

Mi lan, the capita! of the 
Milanefe, fituated on the rivers 
Olana and Lombrog, is ten Ita- 
lian miles in circuit, including 
feveral gardens, and furrounded 
only with a wall and rampart. 
At fome di fiance is a citadel 
confiding of fix 'baftions well 
fortified. The city was built in 
the year of Rome 39 ; fincc that 
xra it has been forty times be- 
fieged, twenty times taken, and 
four times almoft entirely de- 
ftroyed, but has always reco- 
vered itfelf, (lands 116 miles 
north eaft of Turin, and 248 
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north-weft of Rome. Lat. 45. 31, 
north ; long. 9. 42. eaft. 

Milland, the capital of the 
territory of Rouvergne in Gui- 
erne, in France, fituate on the 
lain, fixty-four miles north-weft 
of Montpelier, was formerly for- 
tified by the Reformed, but dif- 
mantled by Lewis XIII. in 1629. 
In 1744 tne maintenance of two 
troops of dragoons quartered on 
the proteftant inhabitants, colt 
them 30000 livres for thiee 
months, by which the town was 
totally ruined. Lat. 44. 12. 
north ; long. 2. 51. eaft. 

M in den, a city of Weftpha- 
lia, and a capital of a dutchy of 
that name, in Germany, thirty- 
eight miles weft of Hanover, is 
fubjecT: to the King of Frufila. 
On the 31ft of July, 1757, it 
was taken by the French. March 

8, 175S, it furrendered to the 
Hanoverians, when 3516 men 
were alfo made prifoners. July 

9, 17 79, the French re-took it 
by aflault, when 1500 men of 
the Allies were made prifoners," 
with many pieces of artillery and 
large magazines ; but, on the 2d 
of /vuguft, 1759. it again i'nr- 
rendered to the Allies at difcre- 
tion, with 1533 men prifoners, 
and confiderable maprazines. Lat. 
52. 31. north; long. 8. 3S. eaft.- 
Near this place, the allied army, 
commanded by Prince Ferdi- 
nand nf Brunfwick, obtained a 
glorious victory over the French 
army, commanded by Marlhai 
de Contades, on the ift of An- 
guft, 1759. 

Contades was encamped be- 
fore Mindcn, and Prince Fer- 
dinand's camp extended from 
Thornhufen to Hille. The 
Prince, on the 31ft of July, re- 
folved 
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folved to attack the French early 

the next naming, and Contades 
prepared to do the fame by 
the Allies. The French were 
iiocoo men, including 12000 
Saxons : the Allies 80000. 
The French cavalry was placed 
in the center, confiding of fixty 
iquadrons : their infantry on 
the wings. On the contrary, 
the cavalry of" the Allies was on 
the wings, and the infantry in 
the center. The French began 
the attack about five in 
the morning, and about eight 
the Britifh infantry routed the 
French cavalry. The cavalry 
of the Allien did not come up in 
time to compleat the victory, 
which gave the French cavalry 
time to rally and return to the 
charge, fupported by the S. 
infantry, and a very briik can- 
nonade, which took the infan- 
try of the Allies obliquely in 
front, and directly in flank ; 
and the Duke de Broglio 
brought up the right to fupport 
the center : but the Britifh in- 
fantry performed wonders, and 
the French were totally routed 
about noon. The Allies loft 
about 2COO, killed and wounded, 
of which 1200 were Englifli. 
The French loft 6000 killed 
and wounded : 1 54 Officers, 
and 79 Non commiffioned Offi- 
cers were tak^n, befides ijg^, 
left fick in Minden ; eighty 
pieces of cannon, ten pair of 
colours and feven ftandards. The 
fame day the hereditary Prince 
of Brnnfwick, defeated a body 
of 1 0000 French, under the 
Duke de Brifac, at Crcveldt, 
which- obliged Contades to quit 
his camp, and evacuate Min- 
den, By this lignal victory, 
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Prince Ferdinand prefcrved Ha- 
nover a fecpnd time from the 
French, who were obliged to 
abandon all Weftphalia, 
tire two hundred miles back to 
the Rhine. Caiicl, Zeigen- 
hayn, Weller, and Marpurgh, 
were retaken from the French, 
who alio fnrrendered Munfter on 
the 30th of November. 

Mine, a lodgement made 
under ground to place powder 
in, which is fet on fire to blow- 
up the works above it.

1707. 

Moat, ditch or fcjje, a depth 
or trench round the rampart of 
a place to defend it and prevent 
furprizes. The brink of the 
moat next the rampart is called 
the fcarp ; and that oppofite, oa 
the other fide, the counter- fcarp, 
which forms a re-entering an- 
gle before the center of the cur- 
tain. A dry moat round a 
place that is large and has a 
irrifon, is preferable to 
one full of water, becaufe the 
paffags may be difputed inch by 
inch ; and the befiegers, when 
lodged in the moat, are conti- 
nually expofed to the bombs, 
granades, and other fire- works, 
which are thrown ir.celiantly 
over the ramparts on their 
works. In the middle of a dry 
moat is Sometimes made another 
Small moat called the cunet'.e. 
which is generally dug fo deep 
as to obtain a Spring Sor filling 
it. The deepefi and broadetf 
foiTes are efteemed the bell ; but 
a deep Soife is preferable to a 
broad one. The ordinary breadth 
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is about twenty fathoms ; the 
depth, fixteen feet. 

To drain a moat or fofTe full 
of water, is, to dig a trench 
deeper than the level of the 
water to let it out. When it is 
drained, there are hurdles 
thrown upon the mud and flime, 
and covered with earth, or bun- 
dles of ruihes, to make a firm 
paflage. 

Mobile, Movile, or Fort 
Conde, a ftrong fort on a river of 
the lame name, near the gulf 
of Mexico, one hundred and 
forty miles north-eaft of New 
Orleans. Longitude, 83. welt :

Mo»tNA (City of) the ca- 
pital of a dukedom of that name, 
in Upper Italy, is fortified, has 
a ftrong citadel, and lies twenty- 
four miles north-weft of Bolog- 
na, and thirty-eight fouth of 
Mantua.

Mo don, a city of the Morea, 
in European Turky, has a 
good harbour, delended by a 
calW, and lies eighteen miles 
weft of Coran, of the Morea. 
Latitude, 36. 42. north ; longi- 
tude, 21. 27. eaft. 

Moguls tan, an inconfider- 
able town of Hungary Proper, 
fituated on the Danube; but 
famous for the unfortunate de- 
feat of Lewis II. by the Turkifh 
Emperor Solyman, in 1526, 
and alfo for a fignal victory ob- 
tained here over the Tutks in 
1687; lies eighteen miles north- 
weft' of ElTeck, and belongs to 
the Houfe of Auftria, Latitude, 
46. 21. north; longitude, 20. 15. 

Mox n e a u , a French term for 
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a little flit baftion, raifed upon 
a re entering angle, before a 
curtain, which is too long, be- 
tween two other ballions. . Com- 
moaiy joined to the curtain, 
but lbmetimes feparated by a 
. and then called a detach- 
ed baftion. They are not rai- 
fed fo high as the works of the 
place, becaufe they would then 
be qxpofed to the fire of the he- 
fieged. Left the enemy fhould 
lodge thernfelves, their parapet, 
as well as the parapet of ail out- 
works, (hould be cannon-proof, 
viz. eighteen feet thick. 

IdoNACA, the capital of a prin- 
cipality of that name, in the ter- 
ritory of Genoa, in Upper Italy, 
a fmall fortified city, has a good 
harbour, lies in latitude, 43. 56. 
north; longitude, 7. 21. eaft. 

Molwitz, a town of Grot- 
fka in Silefia, and the kingdom 
of Bohemia, ftands thirty- eight 
miles fouth of "BreflW, in the 
neighbourhood of Neis. Lat. 
50. 31. north: Ion. 16. 5 1. eaft. 
It is remarkable for an en- 
gagement thi'.t happened near it 
between the Auftrians and Pruf- 
fians, on the 30th of March, 
1 74 1 ; when the latter, having 
received intelligence that Count 
Neuperg had orders to hazard 
ttle, that he might cover the 
fortrefs of Neis and i>vieg, they 
marched directly towards him, 
as\d made the necelfary difpofi- 
tions for engaging. The battle 
was bloody, the Auftrians hav- 
ing drove back and put into 
diforder the left wing of the 
Pruffians, commanded by Lieu- 
tenant-general Count SchuF- 
emberg, who was killed on the 
firft onfet ; but the confafion 
was foon red relied by fome re- 
giment* 
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gimcnts of infantry, and by the 
grenadiers, intermixed with the 
Pruffian horfe. The attack on 
the right wing proved as warm 
as that on the left : five Squa- 
drons of Schuleraberg's dragoons, 
being a'r.ioft cut to pieces ; but 
the Pru Alans foon gained ad- 
vantages in their turn, and af- 
ter an engagement of four hours, 
obliged the Auftrians to retreat, 
who marched off in pretty good 
order, .nnd encamped under the 
cannon of Neifs. General Schu- 
J«mburg, Colonel Burk, Lieu- 
tenant-colonel Fitzgerald, the 
Margrave Frederick of Branden- 
burg, &c. were killed. The 
Veldt Marlhal Schwerin, the 
Lieutenant - generals Marc wits 
and Kleift ; General Margrave, 
Charles of Brandenburg ; the 
Colonels, Prince William, the 
Margrave's brother, &c. wound- 
ed, and between two and three 
thoufand killed. The Auftrians 
loft 4000, killed, wounded, and 
taken ; among which were the 
Generals Romer and Galdi, and 
the Count de la Nais killed : 
Generals Brown, Kaihl, Len- 
tuius, &c. wounded. 

Monjuich, or Montjoy, a 
cattle Handing a mile weft of 
Barcelona, taken by the Englifli 
in 1705. 

Monsanto, a fortified fron- 
tier of Spanifh Eftremadura, in- 
verted by the Confederates under 
the Marquis de los Minas, in 
1704, who on that occafion 
gained a confiderable victory over 
the Spaniards, lies eighteen miles 
weft of Valverde. 

Mons, or Bergen, a large, 
ftrong, and rich city of the 
Audrain Low-countries, and the 
capital of Hainault, fuuated 
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on a hill, near the junction of 
the Haine and Trouiile. The 
country round it may be fo over- 
flowed, as to render an ene- 
my's approaches very difficult. 
The French took it in 1691, 
but ceded it to Spain by the 
treaty of Ryfwick, in 1697. 
The Duke of Marlborough hav- , 
ing, in its neighbourhood, gain- 
ed the memorable victory of 
Malplaquet over the French, 
in 1709, it was followed by the 
reduction of this city, and all 
the province of Hainault, which 
was confirmed to the Houfe of 
Aullria, by the peace of Utrecht, 
in 1 7 1 3 , and made part of the 
barrier. The French, under 
Count Saxe, took this city, but 
reftored it by the treaty of Aix- 
la-Chapelle in 1748, after de- 
moli'hing its fortifications. It 
lies twenty-four miles fouth eaft; 
of Tournay, and thirty fouth- we ft 
of Bruflels, in lat. 50. 30. north; 
Ion. 3. 36. eaft. 

Montauban, a well built 
city of Lower Quercy, in Gui- 
enne, in France, twenty miles 
north of Thouloufe. In i>6z, 
the inhabitants embraced the re- 
formed religion, and fortified the j 
town, fo that Lewis XIII. be- 
fieged it without fuccefs in 1621, 
and did not take it till 1629. 
when it was dismantled. Lat. 44. 
10. north; Ion. 1.4. eaft. 

Montmeoy, a town of confi- 
derable ftrength, fituatcd on a 
hill near the river Chiers, about 
thirty miles weft of Luxemberg, 
and twenty fouth of Boreillou, 
taken by the French in 16^7. 

Mont ?ag -note, or poft of the 
invulnerable, an eminence chofen. 
out of cannon-lhot of the place 
befieged, 

Mos- 
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Montreal, a town of Ca- 
nada, in North America, fitu- 
ated in an ifland of" the feme 
name, formed by the river St. 
Lawrence, is 170 miles fouth- 
wcft of Quebec. It furrendered 
to Sir Jellery Amherft, on the 
8th of September, 1760, and was 
ceded to the Englith in 1763. 
Latitude, 45. 18. north; longi- 
tude, 74. 1 j. eaft. 

Mom t r e u i l , a fortified town 
of Picardy in France, fituated 
on the river Canche, four miles 
from the fea, and thirty-two 
fouth of Calais. Lat. 50. 27. 
north; Ion. t. 50. eaft. 

Mo r ella, a firmll town of 
Valencia in Spain, fituated on 
the frontiers of Arragon, among 
high mountains, and encom- 
paffed with fteep rocks. Almoft 
deftroyed by Philip V. in 1705, 
and is now in a very declining 
condition. 

Morlaix, properly Montre- 
iais, a final I trading town of 
Lower Bretagne in France, fitu- 
ated on a river which has water 
for fhips to come up with the 
tide, ftands on the Englifh chan- 
nel, and has a harbour defended 
1 by the caflle of Toureau, on an 
oppofite iilmd, 26 miles north- 
eaftofBre't. Lat. 48. 41. north} 
Ion. 3. 58 weft. 

Morocco, the capital of a 
kingdom of that name, in Africa, 
is fortified ; but the works, 
as well as the city, are at pre- 
sent in a declining condition, the 
ieat of the empire having been 
removed from thence to Fez, 
216 miles fouth -weft ofit. Lati- 
tude, 31. 56. north; longitude, 
9, 12. weft. 

Mortars, are made of brafs 
or iron, and arc ufed both in 
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the land and fea fervice for 
throwing fhe'ls and carcafTes ; 
but thofc for land are ihorteft; 
and lighted, and their chambers 
hold the leaft powder. They 
are diftinguifhed by the diame- 
ter of their bores ; as, a thir- 
teen, ten, or eight inch mortar ; 
the royal and coehorn. The 
royal carries a (hell whofe dia- 
meter is 5. 5. inches; the coe- 
horn, 4. 6. 

M o s a m b 1 Q_u e, the capital 
of a province of that name in 
Africa, fituated on an ifland, 
has a good harbour, defended 
by a citadel, and the fortifica- 
tions of the town, which is regu- 
larly fortified. Lat. 15. fouth; 
Ion. 41. 10. eaft. 

Motion, of an Army, the 
feveral marches, and counter- 
marches it makes, or the chang- 
ing of its poft for an advanta- 
geous encampment, either with 
a defign to engage the enemy, or 
fhun fighting. 

Motion, of a bomb cr ball, the 
progrefs it makes in the air, 
after it is delivered, is of three 
forts: the violent motion, or firft 
explofion, when the powder ha* 
worked its effect upon the ball, 
fo far as the bomb or ball may 
be fuppofed to go in a right 
line ; the mined motion denotes 
when the weight of the ball be- 
gins to overcome the force which 
was given by the powder; and 
the natural motion, when the ball 
or bomb is falling. 

Mouldings, of a gun cr mor- 
tar, are all the eminent parts ; 
as fquares or rounds, which 
ferve generally for ornaments ; 
fuch as the breech moulding. The 
rings of a gun are likewife 
mouldings. 

Mount, 
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"Mount Guard to go upon 
duty : /♦ mount a breach, is to 
run up to attack ; to mount the 
trenches, to go upon guard in 
the trenches. 

Mount (St. Michael) a 
little town, abbey, and fortrefs 
in the territory of Avranche in 
Normandy in France', fituated 
on a rock called Tumba in the 
Englifn channel. The town lies 
lower than the abbey, and is 
fortified. Not far from hence h 
the rock Tumbella, on which 
formerly ftood a caftle. It lies 
eighteen miles eaft of St. Malo, 
in latitude 48. 37. north ; lon- 
gitude, 1. 40. weft. 

Munde, Fort, at the en- 
trance of the river Perfante, was 
taken November ij, 1761, by 
General Romanzow, by which 
all communication by water was 
cut off, between Stetin and Col- 
berg. 

Mukden, longitude, 9. 32. 
eaft; latitude, 51. 25. a town 
of Brunfwick, in Germany, 
which has often been evacuated 
fmce 1758, and in Auguft 
1762, the French abandoned it. 
Munich, the capital of Ba- 
varia in Germany, a large and 
elegant city, fituated on the 
Her, is furrounded with a wall 
and fortifications, but of io little 
ftrength, that it has always fur- 
rendered to thofe who were 
mafters of the field, and been fre- 
quently plundered, particularly 
by the Aullrians, in 1742. It 
lies 64 miles fouth-weft of Ra- 
tifborn, and 20 j w^eft of Vienna. 
Latitude, 48. 22. north ; lon- 
gitude, 11. 41. eaft. 

Munster, a city of the ca- 
pital of a bilhoprick of that 
ntme in Germany, fituated on 
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the Aa, in the mo ft fruitful 
plain of the country. The city 
is well built of free-ftone. Here 
the famous treaty was concluded 
in 1643, which put an end to 
the civil commotions of Ger- 
many on account of religion, 
after a thirty years war, in 
which Guftavus Adolphus, King 
of Sweden, made lb great a 
figure ; the claims were fettled of 
the German, and feveral other 
Piinces and States of Europe, 
with regard to the limits of 
their territories ; particularly 
the Spaniards acknowledged the 
Dutch to be a free independent 
fta'te at this treaty, which from 
the city was fometimes called the 
peace of Munfter; fometimes the 
treaty of Weftphalia, from the 
province in which it was con- 
cluded ; and at other times, the 
religious peace, from the difien- 
tions on this feore between the 
Germans being fettled in it. Ic 
lies 38 miles fouth-weft of the 
city of Ofnabrug, and 68 north 
of Cologne. Latitude, 52. 18. 
north ; longitude, 7. 14. eaft. 

Mueica, the capital of a 
province of that name in Spain, 
fituated on the Segura, is large 
and populous, has ftrait ftrcets, 
a caftle on an eminence without 
- the city, and lies 26 miles north 
of Carthagena, in lat. 38. 12. 
north; Ion. 1. 14. weft. 

Musqjjet, the moft commo- 
dious and ufeful fire-arm ufed 
by an army : they carry a ball 
of twenty-nine to two pounds of 
lead. 

Mutiny, <e Any Officer or 
foldier who {hall prefume to ufe 
traiterous or difrefpeclful words, 
againft the facred perfon of his 
Majefty, or any of the Royal 
Family 
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Family, is guilty of mutiny. 

" Any Officer or ibldier who 
{hall behave himfelf with con- 
tempt or difreipecT: towards the 
Genera,!, or other Commander 
in Chief of Our forces, or (hall 
fpeak words tending to their 
hurt or di (honour, is guilty of 
mutiny. 

** Any Officer or foldier who 
fhall begin, excite, caufe, or 
join in, any mutiny or fedition, 
in the trocp, company, or regi- 
ment, to which he belongs, or 
in any other troop, or company, 
in our fervice, or on any party, 
poft, detachment, or guard, on 
any pretence whatever, is guilty 
of mutiny. 

" Any Officer or foldier who, 
being prefent at any mutiny, or 
fedition, does not uie his utnioft 
endeavours to fupprefs the fame, 
or coming to the knowledge of 
any mutiny, o* intended mu- 
tiny, does not, without delay, 
give information to his Com- 
manding-officer, is guilty of 
mutiny. 

" Any Officer or foldier, who 
fhall ftrike his fuperior Officer 
or draw, or offer to draw, or 
fhall lift up any weapon, or 
offer any violence againft him, 
oeing in the execution of his 
office, on any pretence whatfo- 
ever, or fhall difobey any law- 
ful command of his fuperior 
Officer, is guilty of mutiny" 

A JAR A a fmall town of 
of Old Bifcay, in Spain, 
forty-eight railesfouth of Bilboa, 
famous for a battle in 1639. Lat. 
51. 22. north ; Ion. 56. eaft. 

Nailing of Cannon, 
driving a large nail or iron 
fpike into the touch-hole of 
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a piece of artillery, to render 
it unferviceable. The remedy 
is to drill a new touch-hole, for 
if the fpike be taken out, the 
hole is left fo large that the 
piece cannot be fired. 

Namur, city, is fituated be- 
tween two hills, at the conflux 
of the Maefe and the Sambre, 
thirty- fix miles caft of Mens, 
twenty-eight fouth - weft of 
Liege, and thirty-two ibuth-eaft 
ofBrufTels. The chief part of 
the town ltands on the north 
fide of the Sambre ; on the other 
fide ftands the citadel, upon a 
rocky mountain, being a mag- 
nificent ftruclure, and efrcemed 
the flrongeft. fortrefs in Europe; 
the reck on which it is fituated 
is not only very deep, but the 
approaches to it are fortified 
with the greateft art ; and on 
the top of the reck are feveral 
good iprings of water. 

In May, 1692, the French 
King, with forty-five thoufand 
mem covered by the Duke of 
Luxemburg with fixty thoufand, 
befieged and took Namur, King 
William not being able to come 
to its relief, on account of the 
great rains which had rendered 
the rivers impaflable. The city 
furrendered in eleven days on 
good terms, after having ltif- 
tained three affaults ; and the 
callle, which held out near u 
month longer, alfo obtained ho- 
nourable conditions. The Go- 
vernors of the town and citadel 
were the Prince of Brabanc.cn 
and the Dutch General Coehcrn; 
which laft made a brave defence, 
and was dangeroufly wounded. 
On the 3d of July, 1695, 
King William invehed this city, 

at 
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at which time the French gar- 
rifon confifted of eight regi- 
ments of dragoons, one of horfe, 
twenty battalions, a company of 
volunteers, one of canoneers, 
another of miners, and a bri- 
gade ot^ engineers. Since their 
laft conqueft of it, they had 
omitted nothing that art could 
invent, to render it imprej 
b!e by new fortifications and ad- 
ditional outworks. It was fur- 
nifhed with a hundred and 
twenty pieces of cannon, eight 
mortars, twelve thoufand gre- 
nadoes, bullets and bombs ; a 
hundred and thirty thoufand 
weight of powder, iixteen thou- 
fand mufkets, and great ftore of 
other arms, a hundred thoufand 
crowns in fpecie, and fix months 
provisions. But notwithftanding 
all this, together with the brave 
defence of the garrifon, the 
Confederates carried on their 
attacks fo vigorously , that the 
town 'capitulated on the 4th of 
Auguft. 

During the fiege of the cita- 
del, Marlhal Viileroy advanced 
as if he would attempt to relieve 
it ; and palling by BrufTels, he 
threw near two thoufand bombs 
into that city, with a great 
number of red-hot bullets ; 
whereby whole ftreets were laid 
in afhes, there being about- fif- 
teen hundred houfes ruined or 
much damaged, befides feveral 
pnb!ick edifices. This the 
French pretended was done by 
way of reprilal for the Confede- 
rate fleets bombarding Dunkirk ; 
but then- real intention was to 
retard the fiege of the caftle of 
Namur ; which, after a moil rc- 
folute defence, made by Mar- 
shal Bouffleurs, capitulated on 
the fir If of September, in view 
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of Marflial Villeroy's army. The 
French King fo much depended 
on the Strength of this place, 
that he put up over the gates, 
// may b: furrendered, lut ca?iuot be 
conquered. 

After the death of Charles II. 
of Spain, the French fcized Na- 
mur, with the reft of the Ne- 
therlands. In 1704, the Dutch 
army, under M. d'Auverquer- 
que, bombarded it from the 
26ih to the 29th of July, and 
deftroyed great part of the city : 
but the French kept poffefllon, 
of it till the treaty of Utrecht, 
■when the country, town, and 
caftle, were yielded to the States 
General, to ferve as a barrier 
againft France : the Elector of 
Bavaria was to enjoy the fovc- 
reignty and revenues, and the 
town to contribute its quota to 
the maintenance of the Dutch 
troops and fortifications. 

Nancy, the capital of Lor- 
rain in Germany, near the 
Meurte, is fituated in a delight- 
ful plain. It is divided into 
the old and new town. In the 
collegiate Church of St. George, 
is the monument of Charles 
the bold Duke of Burgundy, 
who was killed before this 
place in J 746. By the peace of 
Ryfwic, the out-works of the old 
and new town, together with the 
fortifications of the latter, were 
demolifhed ; but thofe of the 
former fullered to remain. It 
lies fixty-eight miles fouth of 
Triers, Sixty-eight north. weft of 
StraSbnrg, and one hundred and 
forty three eaft of Paris. Lati- 
tude, 48. 41. north; longitude, 
6. 5. eaft. 

' Kant, a town of considera- 
ble ftrength, on the river Maefe, 
about twelve miles from Nai 

and 
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and near fix from Charlemont. 
N a v i- e s, the capital of a 
kingdom of that name : the 
jfland lying before it forms a Se- 
cure harbour, and Ihips of great 
burthen may He clofe to the 
quays : to the eaft is a large 
plain, terminated by Mount Ve- 
suvius ; to the wed (lands the 
callle of St, Elmo, or S. Eramo, 
on a hill, having bomb-proof 
fubterraneous vaults ; there arc 
alio four cafiics to defend tJ;e 
town. Their militia is nume- 
rous, the lands being held by 
military tenures : but it is fel- 
dom called out, and but little 
depended on. The King gene- 
rally maintains a body of fifteen 
thoufand regular troops in time 
of peace, and can raife an t 
number in time of war. This 
city has alternately been go- 
verned by Spanifh and German 
Viceroys, till Don Carlos was, 
in 1734, placed on the throne 
by the united powers or France, 
Spain, and Sardinia : while the 
Britifli fleet under Sir Charles 
Wager, conveyed him fafely 
thither. As this Prince obtain- 
ed the crown by force, he mull 
inaintain his pofTeffion by the 
fame means, unlefs, by a wife 
and prudent adminillration, lie 
iliould gain the affections of the 
people, in the arfenal, are faid 
to be continually lodged arms 
for fifty thoufand men. It lies 
one hundred and forty- fix miles 
fouth-ealt of Rome, in latitude, 
4 1. 51. north ; longitude, 14. 4J. 
call. 

n,\?oLi di Romania, a town 
and fortrels on a peninfula of 
the Morea in European Tr.rky, 
extending into the bay called 
Goli'o de Napoli, has a good 
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harbour, is one of the flror 
towns in the Morea, and lies 64' 
miles fauth-weft or Setines, oi 
Athens. Latitude. 37. 36. not th ; 
Lude, 23. 31. ' 
rbonnb, a large fortif 
city of J. ' in France, 

fnuated in a deep valley between 
mountains, on a canal running 
through it, which joins the river 
;, and the great royal canal, 
with the lake Robine, and alfo 
with the Mediterranean fca. In 
the rime of the Romans, it was 
the capital of this part of France, 
and called Gallia Narbonenfis. 
It lies 64 miles weft of Mont- 
peiier. Latitude, 43. 22. north; 
longitude, 2.51. eaft. 

Naremza, formerly Naro, or 
Narbona, a town of Venetian 
palmatia in European Turky, 
having an harbour on a bay of 
the Adriatic ; was in ancient 
times a conliderabie city, the 
capital of Dalmatia, and 01 
its belt fortreffes. In fucceeding 
ages, the Sclavonians fettled here 
and, by their piracies, rendered 
the coaft unfafe for navigation, 
till the Venetians took i: in 
987. it had its own Governors, 
till it fell under the Turkilh 
yoke in 17/19 ; and lies 28 miles 
north of Ragufa, in latitude, 
42. 5' 6. north ; longitude, 18. 
26. eaft. 

Narva, a port Town of Livo- 
nia, on the frontiers of Inger- 
matiland, on the rapid river of 
that name, iffuing from the Pci- 
pus lake, and tailing into the 
gulf of Finland, two miles be- 
low the town, is well fortified, 
and has a ftrong garrifon ; was 
befieged by the Ruffians in 
1700, but relitvcd by Charles 
XII. King of Sweden, who 
"ained 
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gained a fignal vi^ory over rhem 
with 20,000 men, though the 
Ruffians were 100,000. But the 
Czar Vc er the Great, after- 
wards took Narva by llorm, and 
transplanted the inhabitants to 
Aftracan ; and the Ruffians have 
been in pofleffion of Narva, and 
all Livonia, ever fince, making 
it one of the ftations of their 
Meet. Latitude, 59. 21. north; 
longitude, 27. 41 . eaft. 

Naseby, a village nearRoth- 
Tvell in Northamptonfhire, ten 
miles north of Northampton, fa- 
mous for a victory gained by the 
Parliament's forces over the 
Royalifts, June 14, 1645. Well 
longitude, 50 minutes ; latitude, 
52. 20. 

Naxica, lies fouth-eaft of Mi- 
cone, and call of Paros, 100 miles 
In circuit. On the fouth fide of 
ihe ifland is a town defended by 
a caftle. At about a gun-fhot 
difkmce is a fine marble tower, 
on a rock. Lat. 36. 41. north ; 
Ion. 26. 10. eaft. 

Negapata >. t , a town of the 
Hither India, with an harbour, 
on the Coromandel coaft, twenty 
miles fouth of Trincumbar or 
Frankebar, where is a Dutch 
fort with a factory. Lat. 11. 12. 
north ; Ion. 79. 12. eaft. 

Negropo:;t, or : 
the capital of the ifland, bearing 
Its name, in the Archipelago, 
or Egtcan fea, lying on the Eu- 
ripus, and probably on the fite 
of its ancient capital Chalcis, 
and on the wed fide of the ifland, 
thirty-four miles north of Se- 
rines or At!. ' feventy 
north of Corinth. The walls of 
the town wh Turks re- 
fide, are two miles in cir 
but the fuburbs where the Chri- 
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ftians dwell, are much larger. 
The Turkiih Admiral, who is 
Beglerbeg or Governor of this 
ifland, and the neighbouring 
parts of Greece, has iiis feat 
here ; and this port is commonly 
a Ration of TurUifh galleys. It 
is alio the fee of a Greek metro- 
politan. This is by much the 
largeft of all the iflands in the 
Arcmpelago, and with the others 
fuLject to Turky. Lat. 38. 36. 
north ; Ion. 24. 3.6. eaft. 

Neidenburg, a fine town in 
the county of that name, and 
Orielfourg circle, in Regal Pruf- 
lla, with a mountain and ca 
fitnated in a very delightful 
country. 

Neiss, a town of Silefia, in 
the kingdom of Bohemia, on the 
river bearing its n une, forty-fix 
miles fouth of Breflaw. On the 
5th and 6th of November, 1758, 
General Harfh raifed the fiege of 
this place, with precipitation, on 
the approach of the King of 
Pruffia, abandoning a large quan- 
tity of ammunition. Lat. 30. 31. 
north; Ion. 16. 10. eaft. 

Nelson, Fort, a fettlement. 
on the weft fide of Hudfon's Bay, 
in Canada, North America, at 
the mouth cf a river of that name, 
and on a bay of the fea, lies 250 
miles fouth -eaft of Churchill 
Fort, and 6co north-weft of 
Ruport Fort. Lat. 57. 12. 
north; Ion. qi. 12. weft. 

NerAc, a town of Gafconv, 
capital of the duchy of All 
in France, twelve miles wcii of 
Agen.

Oudsnard, fourteen miles 
fouth of Ghent, eighteen north 
of Tourney, a large and well for- 
tified town, divided by the river 
Scheld, in two parts, and a!- 
moft furrounded by meadows, 
in 1706 furrendcred to the Con- 
federates. The French invefted 
it in 1708, which gave occafiou 
to the famous battle of O 
nard, between the allied army, 
under the Duke of Marlborough 
and Prince Eugene, and that of 
the French by the Dukes of 
Burgundy and Vendofme, where- 
in the former obtained a glo- 
rious victory. The French hav- 
ing quitted Oudenard; and paf- 
fed the Scheld, fuffered the Al- 
lies to pafs it with little oppo- 
fition, who had made a long 
quick march to attack them. 
About three at noon the action 
began, when Generals Cadogan 
and Sabine, with twelve batta- 
lions, attacked the village of 
Heaurne, where the French had 
feven battalions, three of which 
were taken prilbners, and a 
great part of the other four. 
General Rantzau with eiahr 
fquadrons fell upon the French 
horie, between the villages of 
Rotz and Mullen, and entirely 
defeated them, driving them into 
inclofures 2nd the highway that 
nto the march of their own 
y. Here the Elector of jfa- 
r.over, 
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Hover, afterwards King ofCre.it 
Britain, gave earl] f his 

valour, charging the enemy at 
the head of a fquadron of dra- 
goons, had a horfe ihot under 
him, and Colonel Lufcjcy killed 
while fighting near him with the 
utraofl bravery. Several v< 
teers, among whom was Gene 
ral Schulemburg, didinguifhed 
themfelves upon this occKfion. 
charging in the van of the i 
with great fpirit, and anim 
the private men by their a 
pie. Here the French 
of La Ber'.o'.'che, and let 
others, were entirely broke ; Co- 
lonel La Bertoiche, being dan- 
geroufly wounded, was taken 
prifoner ; as were many others, 
with twelve flandards and ket- 
tle-drums. 

During this the French at- 
tacked the battalions of Major- 
general Collier and Brigadier 
Grumchon with great fury, who 
maintained their poll with fur- 
prizing bravery for a long time, 
till the Duke of Areyle came to 
their fupport with twenty batta- 
lions. Thefe no fponer po 
than the French falling furioufly 
upon them, drove fome Pru 
battalions from their poll, winch 
they recovered fword in hand, 
not with Handing the inequality 
of numbers. At length, ( 
Lottum coming up with the veil 
of the foot, they formed in 
lines before the horle, and at- 
tacked in good order the intlo- 
fures and villages in their front, 
where the French were poftcd ; 
abouc ieven the fine grew uni- 
versal. At firft the French 
way in mod places ; but being 
fuftained with frefli

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deral with great obfli- 

nacy. rince or Frize, who 

e Dutch infantry, 
and Count d'Oxerftiern*, attacked 
tiie French houlhold troops un- 
der the Jiedges of a large held ;

Dur- 
ing the night, a great part of 
the French army retired to 
Ghent; early in the morning, 
the Lieutenant-generals Bulau 
and Lumley, with forty fqtia- 
drons and a considerable body 
ol loot, were ordered to attack 
their rear-guard ; v hen a fi 

n enfned, in which many 
were killed and wounded on 
both fides, till at length the 
French were worfted, Inning 
one regiment entirely n 
and many taken prifoners. 'Ihe 
i within two 
leag . snt; but theii 

being 
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being much fatigued, it was 
judged improper to purfue them 
farther. 

In this famous battle, the 
French had above 4000 men 
killed upon the fpot, 5000 
wounded, and about 7000 pri- 
soners Among the (lain were 
the Marquis de Ximenes, Ma- 
jor-general Count de Dreux, 
Chevalier de Luxemburg, and 
Prince d'Egmont. Their wound- 
ed were carried to Ghent and 
Bruges, where the Chevalier de 
Longueville, and fifteen other Of- 
ficers, died of their wounds. On 
the fide of the Allies, near 2000 
fl.iin, and about the fame num- 
ber wounded; Major-general 
Berenfdorf, the Danifh General 
Rantzau, the Dutch Lieutenant- 
colonel Hop, Captain Dean of 
the Englifh guards, and Sir 
John Matthews, among the for- 
mer ; among the latter, Lieute- 
nant-general Watfmore, Major- 
generals Meredith and Lauden, 
Colonels Groves and Pennyfca- 
ther.

For in fiance, fuppofe four

Overyschf, a fmall town of 
Brabant, in the Audrain Low 
Countries, fituated on the river 
Yfche, where the Duke of Ba- 
varia and Marfhal Villeroy lay 
encamped, when the Duke of 
Marlborough and the Allies at- 
tacked them in 170c. It lies ten 
miles north ealt of BrufTels, and 
12 fouth-weft of Louvain. Lat- 
titude, 40. 57. north; longitude, 
4. 35. eaft. 

Oviedo, antiently Brigetum, 
the capital of Auftria, in Spain, 
fituated betwixt the rivers Ove 
and Deva, is well fortified. 
Here the Gothick Prince Pe- 
Jayo fixed his refidence. It lies 
fifty miles north of Leon, in 
latitude, 
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latitude, 43. 39. north ; longi- 
tude, 6. 42. weft. 

Out-posts, a body of men 
ported beyond the grand guard, 
called out pods, being without 
the rounds or limits of the 
camp. 

Out-works, advanced •works, 
detached', and exterior works ; 
works of feveral kinds, which 
cover the body of the place: as, 
ravelines, half-moons, tenailles, 
horn-works, crown-works, coUn- 
ter-guards, envcllopes, fwallows, 
tails, lunettes, &c. 

Thefe out- works, not only 
cover the place, but iiketoife 
keep an enemy at diflance, and 
hinder his gaining any advan- 
tage of hollo. v or rifing grounds, 
that may be near the counter- 
scarp of the place ; as luch ca- 
vities and eminences may ferve 
for lodgements to the befiegers, 
facilitate the carrying on ap- 
proaches, and railing their bat- 
teries againft the town. When 
out-works are placed one before 
another, you will find a raveline 
before the curtain, a horn-work 
before the raveline, and a fmall 
raveline before the curtain of 
the horn work ; then, the near- 
eft to the body of the place mud 
be the highelt, though lower 
than the works of the place, that 
they may gradually command 
thofe without them, and oblige 
the enemy to difiodge, if in pof- 
feffion of them. 



PADANG, a town on the 
weft coaft of the ifland of 
Sumatra, in the Indian fea, in 
Afia, with an harbour belong- 
ing to the Dutch, who- have a 1 
fort and fettlemeat there. La- 
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titude, 1. 10. fouth; longitude, 
99. 5. ealt. 

Paderrorn, a large and for- 
tified city, in the bifhopric of 
that name, in Germany, the ca- 
pital of that diftrict, and a h.ms- 
town, lies forty miles north- 
weft of Caffel, in latitude, 51. 
47. north; longitude, 8. 25. 
eaft. 

In March, 1758, it was evacu- 
ated by the French. June 8, 
1759, t:ie French entered it, 
and magazines fell into their 
hands. Auguft 9, 1759, the Al- 
lies made 400 prifoners and 
took another magazine. July 
iS, 1760, the Allies evacuated 
it, and the French took poifef- 
fion. June 28, 17^1, Marfhal 
Brogiio took' polfefllon of it : 
Lieutenant - general Sporcken 
loft a few men in the retreat 
from it. 

Pa ois, or Badis, a fortrefs of 
Livonia, twenty five miles welt 
of Revel, and fubject to Ruifia, 
Latitude, 50. 1 5-. north; longi- 
tude, 23. 10. 

Padua, a city, the capi- 
tal of 11 Paduana, in Italy, 
fituate on a fine plain, on thai 
river Brenta, furrounded with 
walls, ramparts, and other works 
is about feven miles in com- 
pafs, and twenty-four miles wc[\ 
of Venice. Latitude, 45. 36. 
north; longitude, 12. 29. cafl. 

Pa it a, a fmall Spanifh fca- 
port of Quito, in Peru, in South 
America, fituate in a fmall bay, 
under a high hill, defended by 
a little fort, which with only 
mufkets will prevent any boat 
from landing. On the top of 
the hill is another, which com- 
mands the town and the lewerfort. 
It has frequently been plundered 

by 
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by the Bucancers, and was burnt 
by Lord Anion, in 1741, the Go- 
vernor refufing to ranfom it. Lat. 
5.5. fouth ; Ion. 80. 5. weft. 

Palamos, a fmall well fortifi- 
ed town, an the coaft of Catalo- 
nia, feventy miles north-eaft of 
Barcelona, has a good harbour. 
It was taken by the French, in 
1694, but reftored to Spain by 
the treaty of Ryfwick, '697. 

Pal an c a, a town of Hungary 
Proper, fortified by the Turks, 
but now fubjeeT: to the Houfe of 
Anftria, thirty-four miles north 
of Buda. Lat. 48. 20. north ; 
Ion. 21.1. eaft. 

Palermo, the capital of Sici- 
ly, on the north coall of that 
ifland, has a commodious harbour 
on a bay of the Mediterranean, 
the entrance defended by two 
ftrong citadels, fortified with a 
wall and other works of inconfi- 
derable ftrength, 134 miles weft 
of Medina. Lat. 38. 28. north ; 
Ion 13. 10. eaft. 

Palisades, (takes made of 
ftrong fplit wood, about nine 
feet long, three feet deep in the 
ground, in rows about fix inches 
afunder, placed in the covert- 
way, at three feet from, and pa- 
rallel to the parapet or fide of 
the glacis, to fecure it from fur- 
prize. 

' P A L m A , or Palamoda, for 
Palma Nova, a populous town 
and ftrong frontier of Friuli, 
fituated on the canal of Roia. 
The fortifications confift of nine 
regular baltions, with ftrong 
ramparts and a deep ditch, to 
cover this ftate from the infult 
of the Turks, as well as Au- 
ftrians, it being fituated in that 
pafs through which the Hunns 
and other northern barbarians 
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poured their hofts into Italy ; it 
lies twenty miles north of Aqui- 
lea. Latitude, 46. 15. north; 
Ion. 13. 35. eaft. _ , 

P a l o t a, a town of Lower 
Hungary, near the Bakoni Fo- 
reft ; it is furrounded with a 
broad ditch and high wall, being 
a frontier againft the Turks. It 
lies forty-fix miles fouth-weft of 
Buda, and is fubje<5t to the Houfe 
of Auftria. Lat. 47. 34. north ; 
Ion. 18. 16. eaft. 

Pa m pel un a, anciently Pc?n- 
pejopolis, or Pcmpclo, as having 
been built by t'ompey, a pretty 
large city, and the capital of Na- 
varre, in Spain, fituated in the 
Pyrxnean mountains, and de- 
fended by two caftl.es, one of 
which is built upon a rock. It 
lies thirty-four miles fouth of St. 
Sebaftian, in lat. 43. 12. north ; 
Ion. 1. 26. weft. 

Panama, a city of New Spain, 
on the South Sea, and capital ef 
a government of that name, ran- 
facked and burnt by Sir Henry 
Morgan, in 1670, but fince re- 
built and fortified. 

Para, a captainfhip, or go- 
vernment of Brafil, bounded on 
the weft by a large bay formed 
by the Atlantic, at the mouth 
of the river of Amazons ; on the 
eaft by the captainfhip of Ma- 
ranhoa, from which it is divided 
by the river Maracu ; on the 
fouth, by the unconquered na- 
tions of the Pacaos and Para- 
naybas ; and on the north, by 
the Atlantic ocean. It has its 
river Para, which runs through 
it, and falls inco the bay above- 
mentioned. At the mouth of the 
river is a fortrefs of a fquare 
form, fituated on a high r.ock, 
commanding all the adjacent 
country ; 
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country ; the fide towards the 
river is fortified only with a 
numoer of gabions and large 
cannon ; but the other fide is 
defended by a flone wall, about 
two fathoms in height, and a 
dry ditch ; on the iouth of this 
fort to the bottom of the bay is 
anoti:er fmall fortification, called 
Commota, intended to keep the 
favage nations in awe, and pro- 
tect the Portuguefe plantations. 

P a r a i b a, the capital of a 
country of that name, in South 
America, about three leagues 
from the ocean, on the river of 
that name, furrounded with ram- 
parts ; the mouth of the river 
guarded by three forts. Lat. 6. 
58. north ; Ion. 55. 20. weft. 

Parallels, at a fiege, the 
trenches or lines made parallel 
to the defence of the place be- 
fieged : they are alfo called lines 
of communication and boyau's. 

Parallels, or places of arms, 
deep trenches, fifteen or eighteen 
feet wide, joining the feveral at- 
tacks together, ferve to place 
the guard of the trenches in 
readinefs to fupport the workmen 
when attacked. There are ufu- 
ally three in an attack : the firft 
about 300 toifes from the covcrt- 
■way ; the fecond and the third 
nearer on the glacis. 

Parapet, an elevation of 
earth, defigned for covering the 
foldiers from the enemy's can- 
rion, or fmall fhot ; its thick- 
nefs is from eighteen to twenty 
feet ; its heighth fix on the in- 
fide, and four or five on the fide 
next the country ; it is raifed on 
the rampart, and has a flope, call- 
ed the fuperior talus, or glacis of 
the parapets, on which the IbJdiers 
lay their mufquets to fire over. 
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This pent, or flope, renders 
it eafy for the mufqueteers to 
fire into the ditch, or, at Jeaft, 
on the counterJcarp. To ra/e 
the glacis of the parapet, by fir- 
ing, is called firuig - in - bar be. 
The exterior talus of the para- 
pet is the flope lacing the coun- 
try. The heighth or the para- 
pet being fix feci on the infide, 
has a banquet or two for the 
foldiers who defend it to mount 
upon, for better discovering the 
country, the foffe and coun- 
terfcatp, to fire as they find oc- 
cafion. 

Parapet cf the cover t-ivay, or 
coredor, what covers that way 
from the fight of the enemy ; 
which renders it the moll dan- 
gerous place for the befiegers, 
becaufe of the neighbourhood of 
the faces, flanks, and curtains 
of the- place : the fame with 
glacis, which fignifies that whole 
inafs of earth which ferves to co- 
ver the coredor, and Hopes to- 
wards the country. 
■ Park, of artillery, the place 
appointed for the encampment 
of an artillery, generally the rear 
of both lines ; at a fiege, the 
park of artillery is a port fortified 
out of cannon- fhot of the place 
befieged, where are kept all the 
arms and utenfils neceffary for a 
fiege ; as borabs, petards, car- 
caffes, hand grenades, powder, 
ball, &c. with all forts of in- 
flruments and utenfils for erecfing 
or deftroying any fort of fortifi- 
cation. Great precaution too 
fliould be ufed about the park of 
artillery, for fear of fire. 

Pari, of provijiont, the place 

where the futlers pitch their 

tents, and fell provisions to the 

foldiers, in the rear of each 

corps. 
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corps. But I think the place 
where the bread- waggons are 
drawn up, and where the fol- 
diers receive their ammunition- 
bread, being the (lore of the 
army, is moit properly the park 
or provisions. 

Parley. See Chamade. 

Parma, the capital of a d'chy 
df that name in Upper Italy, 
divided by the river Parma into 
two parts. Its fortifications are 
inconfiderable, but has a good 
citadel to the eaft, with which 
the ducal palace is joined by a 
bridge. In 1734, the French 
and Sardinian army, having in- 
trenched themfelvcs, were at- 
tacked by the imperial General, 
Count Mercy, who loft his life 
in the attempt, upon which his 
troops were obliged to retire. 
It lies fixty mile-, north-cad of 
Genoa, forty-five north-weft of 
Bologna, and ilxty-five fouth- 
eaft of Milan. Lat. 44. 45. Ion. 
1 1. eaft. 

Parnau, a city of Livonia, 
in Sweden, on the river of that 
name, clofe by the Baltic, is 
fortified, but owes its ftrength 
chiefly to its cattle, though of 
timber. It was feveral times 
taken and retaken in the laft 
century, became fubject to the 
Swedes in 1617, and furrender- 
ed to the Muscovites in 17 10. 
It lies eighty miles north of Ri- 
ga. Lat. 58. 20. north ; ion. 24. 
16. eaft. 

Paros, an ifland of the Ar- 
chipelago, the fmalleft of the 
Cyclades, lying almoft in the 
center, between the Morea and 
Alia Minor. The town and 
caftle Parichia, in all appear- 
ance, ftands on the fite of the 
ancient city of Paros, feveral

valuable remains of marble being 
ufed in its walls and houfes, and 
in the neighbourhood we fee 
many ancient monuments. The 
Panagia or Madpnia, without 
the town, is the hirgeft and mo ft 
beautiful church of the Archipe- 
lago. On the ifland are feveral 
confiderable villages, Greek 
churches and chapels. In the 
harbour of St. Mary, a whole 
fleet may lie at anchor with fe- 
curity ; but the Turkifh galleys 
commonly anchor in the port of 
Drio, or Treon, on the weft 
file of the ifland. Latitude, 
36. 34. north; longitude, 
32. eaft. 

Pa RTF nay, a town of Poicrou 
in France, on the river Tone, 
nine leagues weft of Poictiers, and 
has a confiderable trade in cattle 
and corn. Lat. 45. 45. north ; 
Ion. 20 minutes weft. 

Parti z an, a perfon dexte- 
rous in commanding a party ; 
who. knowing the country well, 
is employed in getting intelli- 
gence, or furprizing the enemy's 
convoy, &c. 

Party, a fmall number 
men, horfe or foot, fent into 
an enemy's country, to pillage, 
take prisoners, and oblige the 
country to come under contri- 
bution. Parties are often fent 
out to view the ways and roads, 
get intelligence, leek forage, 
or amuie the enemy upon* a 
march. Alio frecruently fent 
upon the flanks of an army, or 
regiment, to difcover the enemy 
if near, and prevent furprize or 
ambufcade. 

Passage, a town of Guipu- 
fcoa in the province of Bifcay in 
Spain, having an excellent har- 
bour with a narrow entrance, 
defended 
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(defended by mountains agamft 
ali winds, and is very fpacious ; 
it iiej a Jit: Je eaft of St. Sebaf- 
tian, and fixty of Bilboa ; is a 
ftation of"Spanifh (hips f war, 
feveral of which the French 
burnt in the lalt war between 
the two nations ; they alio feiz- 
ed upon it in the year 1710. 
Latitude, 43. 20. north; longi- 
tude, 4. 53. welt. 

Passau, an imperial city, 
feaied on both fides the Danube, 
into which the rivers Inn and 
Iltz have their courie ; llrongly 
fituated, defended by rocks and 
rivers, having both a citadel 
and cattle. Taken by the Duke 
ot Bavaria, 1 704, but loon loft. 
]t is thirty ;r;iles from the bor- 
ders of Auftria, and 134 weft of 
Vienna. 

Patan. a city of the Mogul 
in the Eaft Indies, in Afia, ha- 
ving a fortfefs and a mofque, 
reckoned the molt fumptupus of 
all the Eaft, its roof being Sup- 
ported by 150 pillars, molt of 
them marble ; it has a confide- 
rable manufacture of filk lluli '.», 
and eoarfe callicoes, and lies 
between Mangerol and Diu, 
200 miles north of Huegly in 
Bengal. Latitude, 27. 30. 
north; longitude, 80 eaft. 

Pa tan a, a city of Malacca 
in the Eaft Indies, in Afia, with 
an harbour two miles from it, 
fortified with wooden palifadoes, 
as tall as a {hip's maft. 

Patee, a fmall work refem- 
bling a horfe fhoe, viz. an ele- 
vation of earth, of an irregular 
form ; generally oval, with a 
parapet, It is frequently raifed 
in marfhy grounds, to cover the 
gate of a place, and has only a 
foreright defence, but nothing to 
flank it.

Patras, a city and port m 
the Morca, in European Turky, 
having a caflle on a mountain, 
near a bay of the Mediterranean, 
twenty-four miles fouth ot Le- 
panto, and 60 weft of Corinth. 
Latitude, 38. $• north; longi- 
tude, 31. 26. eait. 

Pavia, a large, but old and 
thinly inhabited city of the Pa- 
velan, in the dutchy of Milan, 
in Italy, on the river Ticino, 
inconuderably fortified ; it has 
indeed an old fafhioned citadel 
and caltle, but no appearance 
now of its having been the an- 
cfent feat pf the kingdom of 
Lombardy. It lies four miles 
north of the Po, and fixteen 
fouth of Milan, and belongs to 
the King of Sardinia. J. 
tude, 45. iS. north; longitude, 
9. 44. eaft. 

Peace. See War. 

Paarl, a fortrefs of Dutch 
Brabant in the Netherlands, on 
the Scheld, by which the Dutch 
command the navigation of that 
river, four miles north -weft of 
Antwerp. Lat. 51. 20. north; 
longitude, 416. eaft. 

Peine, a fmall town of Lower 
Saxony, in the bifhopric of I 
defheim, in Germany, on the 
river Fufe ; famous for the bat- 
tle fought near it in 1 5 j 3 , in 
which Maurice, Elector of Sax- 
ony, was defeated and killed by 
Albert, Marquis of Branden- 
burg. It lies eighteen miles welt 
ofBrunfvvick. Latitude, 52. 41. 
north; longitude, 10. 20. eaft. 

Peking, the capital of the 
empire of China in Afia fitu- 
ated in a province of the fame 
name, which holds the firft rank 
in the kingdom ; lies about 
fixty miles louth oi the Chinefe 

wall » 
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*vall, which feparates China 
from Tartary ; the walls are 
about forty fecc high, and Hank- 
ie .1 with fquare towers, abouc 
twenty fathoms afuuder : it is 
twenty miles in compafs, con- 
iiiling of two large cities ; name- 
ly, the Tartarian and the Chi- 
nefe, belides fuburbs. The gates 
are nine in number, and of 
marble ; of an extraordinary 
height, inclofing a large court, 
with four (tout walls, over which 
are (lately caftles, both on the 
city and country fide. The 
Emperor's palace, with the gar- 
dens, is in the middle of the 
Tartar city, and is two miles 
Jong, fronting the fouth, as all 
publick buildings in this | 
try do : it is furrounded wit^fcro 
{tout walls, the outward of a 
prodigious height and thicknefs. 
It (lands on a fine, fpacious, but 
f.mdy plain, near the foot of 
the mountains, and has a nu- 
merous garrifon to defend it, 
as well in time of peace as war, 
befides the firong guard kept 
about the imperial p. dace. Lat. 
40, 1 J. north; long. 111.10.eaft. 

Pendennis, a caftle in the 
county of Cornwall, defending 
the harbour of Falmouth, and 
lying over againft that of St. 
Maw's. 

Penemunper, a fortrefs of 
Poruerania, in Upper Saxony, 
in Germany, fituated on the ifle 
of Ufedom, at the mouth of the 
river Pene, fubjecl to the King 
of Pruffia. Latitude, 54. 26.

Penich£, a fortified town of 
EHramadura. in Portugal, on a 
peninfula furrounded with rocks, 
leparated from the mainland by 
a canal, filled with water at 
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high tide. It has a citadel and a 
fort for its defence; forty-foUr 
miles north of Lilbon. La'c. 39. 
20. north ; Ion. 9. 28. welt. 

Pen namuxdr, Fort, on 
the ifle of Ufedom. On the 
13th of May, 1758, it was garri- 
fnned by the Swedes, it con- 
fining of eight Officers, and i8<5 
men, who fiiirendered prilon- 
er.s of war ; and on the 27th of 
the fame year, the Swedes made 
themielves mailers of ir, when 
the garrifon became prifoners o£ 
war; and on the 10th of April. 
1 7 $9, it furrendered to General 
ManteufFel, and 200 were m 
priJbners, with twenty- four 
pieces of cannon, and four mor- 
tars. Latitude. 54. 26. north: 
longitude, 14. 16. ealt. 

Pensacola, in Florida, has 
a large harbour, well fecured 
from winds, four fathom wa- 
ter at its entrance, deepening 
gradually to feven or eight. On 
the weft fide of the harbour 
(lands a town, lately much im- 
proved, defended by a ftock- 
aded fort. 

Pentagon, a figure bounded 
by five fides. or polygons, 
which form fo many angles, ca- 
pable of being fortified with an 
equal number of baftions. 

Purga, a town of Epirus, 
in European Turky ; has a good 
harbour, fituate on a rock, 
oppofite the eaft extremity of 
Porfu ; it is fcrtified, belongs to 
the Venetians, and (lands twenty- 
fix miles fouth of Batoints. Lat. 
39. 26. north ; Ion. 21. 5. eaft. 

PfifcOKNK, a fmall but very 
firong town of Santerre, in Pi- 
cardy, in France, fituated on 
the river Somme, between mo- 
rales. It is very ancient, and 

had 
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had formerly a palace, where 
the Kings of the Merovid 
race refuled ; it lies twenty- 
three miles north-er.ft from Ami- 
ens. Latitude, 50. 5. north; 
longitude, 3.19. eaft. 

ISrousa, a (mall fortrcfs in 
a valley of the fame name, in 
Piedmont in Upper Italy, on 
the river Chefon, and in one cf 
the valleys of the Vaudois, or 
Waldenfes, fo called from one 
Peter Vaud. or Valdo, a mer- 
chant of Lyons in France, who, 
in the year 1 160, expofing the 
errors and fuperftitions of the 
Romifli Church, and having 
made a great many profelytes in 
that kingdom, was baniihed 
with his difciples, who took 
ihelter in thefe valleys. It lies 
twelve miles fouth well of Tu- 
rin, and was taken by the 
French in 1651, bue reflorcd to 
Savoy in 1696, by the peace of 
Turin. Latitude, 44. 48. notch; 
longitude 7. 19. eaft. 

Perpignan, the prefcnt ca- 
pital of Rouflillon in France, 
Fituated on the river Tet, a lit- 
tle weft of the Mediterranean : 
furrounded with high and thick 
walls and baftions, has a con- 
siderable citadel, befides the iu- 
burbs, defended by a fmall 
caftle ; 34 miles fouth of Nat- 
bonne, and 115 north of Bar- 
celona. Latitude, 43. 5. north; 
longitude, 2. 36. eaft. 

Perth. The Rebel's chief 
place of arms and rendezvous in 
1715, under the Earl of Marr. 
There they retired after the de- 
feat at Dunblain, till the King's 
forces commanded by the Duke 
of Argyle, marched againft them, 
when they fled with the Pre- 
tender. Jn 1745 it was pofJefi- 
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cd alternately by the Rebels and 
the King's forces ; it lies thirty 
miles north of Edinburgh. La- 
titude, 56. 25. north; longi- 
tude, 3. 16. weft. 

Perugia, a very old city in 
Italy, famous in hiftory for the 
cruel maiiacre of its inhabitants, 
by Adeuftas, when he blocked 
up L. Anthony, the Triumvir's 
brother. Between this city and 
Cortona lies the lake Thra/ime- 
nits, famous for the overthrow 
of the Conihl Flaminius by Han- 
nibal : it lies ieventy-two miles 
north of Rome. Lat. 43. 5. 
north; Ion, 13. 20. eaft. 

Pest, a royal free town of 
Lower Hungary, in a plain oil 
"be, over which is a 
bnBge of boats oppofite to Bu- 
da ; it is furrounded by a wall 
and ditch. Near it is the field 
Rakos, where the States of Hun- 
gary ufually meet on horfeback 
to chufe their king. It lies 
eighty miles foiith eaft of Pref- 
burg. Latitude, 47. 39. north; 
longitude, 19. 22. eaft. 

Petard, a brafs pot fixed 
upon a (Irong fquare plank, 
which ha? an iron hook to fix 
it againft a gate or palifades. 
This pot is filled with powder ; 
which, when fixed, breaks every 
thing about it; and thereby makes 
an opening to enter the place. 




Pe tardier, he who loads> 
fixes, and fires the petard. 

Petersburg, 
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Petersburg, the capital of 
Ruflia, and the refideace of the 
Emprefs, is about fixteen Englifh 
miles in circuit. The river is 
divided into t wo pr inci pal branch- 
es called the Urge and ImailNeva, 
with which the little rivers Fon- 
tanka and Mocka unite ; and 
theie form the different iflunds 
on which Peterftmrg is built. 
The citadel is a long and irre- 
gular hexagon with 'fix pa- 
rallel balVions ; one of which 
oppfue to Carelia has two oril- 
lons or blinds ; and that op- 
pofite to the river none ; but 
each of the other four has one : 
all was firft built with earth and 
turf, but. is fincg lined with 
ftrong walls. On the flanks are 
two rows of arched cazemates, 
one* above another, bomb-proof. 
One of the curtains is a royal 
difpenfary, the fineft in Europe. 
In autumn a iouth-weft wind 
ufuaily occafions inundations, 
which do conliderable damage. 
Latitude, 50. 59. north; longi- 
tude, 36. 6. eaft. 

Petf.rwaradeiv, a ftrong 
frontier town of Sclavonia, filp- 
pofed to be the ancient Acumi- 
nium, fuuated on the Danube. 
In its neighbourhood, a memo- 
rable victory was obtained by 
Prince Eugene over the Turks, 
in 1 7 16. It belongs to the Houie 
of Auflria. Latitude, 45. 24. 
north; longitude, 20. 13. eaft. 

Peter- Warosin, a large 
town of the Ruffians, in Lower 
Hungary, furrounded with a 
rampart ; it lies on the Danube, 
oppofite to Sclavonia Feterwa- 
radein. 

Petri s a, a fortified town of 
the Bannat of Croatia in Hun- 
garian Illyncum, between the 
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rivers Culp and Petrina ; fuhjedl 
to Auftria. It lies forty miles 
eaft of Carlftadt. Latitude, 46. 
5. north; longitude, 17. 5. eaft. 

Pfirt, or Foret, the capital 
of Sungow in Germany, defend- 
ed by a ftrong caftle ; it lies ten 
miles weft ofBafil. Lat. 47. 35. 
north; Ion. 7. 26. eaft. 

Pharsa„ a town of Theffaly 
in European Turky, famous for 
a battle fought in its plains, 
between Pompey and Csefar, and 
called the battle of Pharfalia ; 
wherein the former was entirely 
defeated. It (lands on the banks 
of the river Enipeus ; and lies ten 
miles fouth of LirifTa. Lat. 39. 
north; Ion. 23. eaft. 

Philip Fort, a fortrefs of 
Dutch Brabant, on die fide of 
the Scheld, commanding the 
navigation of that river, lies five 
miles north weft of Antwerp. 

Philippe ville, a fmall well 
fortified town of Hainault, in 
the French Netherlands. Its 
works were much increased by 
Lewis XIV. It lies twenty-two 
miles fouth-weft of Namur. La- 
tude, 50. 12. north; longitude, 
4. 25. eaft. 

Philippi, a city of Macedo- 
nia, on the borders of Romania 
in European Turky ; in its 
neighbouring fields Brutus and 
Caffius were defeated by Mark 
Antony and QcTavras, after- 
wards ftyled the emperor Au- 
guftus; by which victory, Rome 
entirely loft her liberty. It has & 
caftle on a mountain, and feveral 
fortreffes communicating with it 
encompaffed with walls, which 
extend into the plain. It lies 
fifteen miles north of the gulf of 
Contelfa. Latitude, 41. 10. 
north; longitude, 25. eaft. 
Q_ Philips- 
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Philipslurgh, a city of the 
Palatinate in Germany, on the 
eaft of the Rhine, lies in a mo- 
rals, firongly fortified ; and has 
been often taken and retaken by 
the French and Imperialists, hav- 
ing fuftained feven memorable 
fieges in the fpsce of 100 years. 
The lad time it was taken by 
the French in 1734, after a long 
fiege, in which the famous Duke 
of Berwick, natural (on of James 

11. King of England, was killed 
by a cannon-ball, when viewing 
the trenches: reftored to the 
Germans in 17; j. ft lies fixteen 
miles fouthweft of Heidelburgh. 
Latitude, 49.3. north; i.

Phocea. now Fcggia, an an- 
cient city of Alia Minor, on the 
borders of /Eolis and Ionia. A 
neat place with a good harbour 
and cattle. 

Piacknza, a large city of 
the dukedom bearing its name 
in Upper Italy. It ^ fortifica- 
tions are inconfiderable, but it 
has a good citadel. It lies thtrty 
miies north welt cf the city of 
Parma. Latitude, 45. north'; 
tude, 10. 25. eaft. 

Ficighitone, a fmall town 
oftTie Milanefe in Italy, having 
a cattle on the river Adda. Here 
King Fr^i cis was brought after 
being taken prifor.er at the bat- 
tle of Pavia. It lies thirty five 
miles fouth eaft of Milan. Lati- 
tude, 45. 10. longitude, 10.

Thofe for pinning the 
fafcines of a battery, are from 
three to five feet long; 1.

Pi l ce cfOrdncmce, includes aH 
fort? of great guns and moruvr3. 
Battering-piects, are large guns 
ufed ac lieges for making the 
breaches ; iuch as the twenty- 
four pounder and cujverin * the 
one carrying a twenty-tour, and 
the other an eighteen pound 
ball. Field-pieces are twelve 
pounders ; and demi-cnlverins, 
fix pounders ; fakers, minions, 
and three pounders ; which 
march with the army, and al- 
ways encamp behind the fecond 
line, except in battle, when 
they are brought into the front.

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"Pilsen-, a large, veil forti- 
fied city, at the conflux of two 
fn.ill rivers, in one of the moft 
fertile parts of Bohemia, forty- 
two miles north-weft of Pifeck, 
and the fame diftancc weft of 
Prague. 

Pi as A, a fmall town of Mif- 
rna, in Upper Saxony, on the 
Elbe, over which is a line ftone 
bridge, defended by a ftrong 
callle. It lies four miles fouth- 
eaft of Drefdcn. 

Pisa, a large city, belong* 
mg to Tulcany, in Italy, finely 
on the Arno, but fo 
irly inhabited, that the grafs 
grows in feveral parts of its 
lireets : it was once a flourifhing 
republick, till fubdued by the 
Florentines in 1406. It is fur-- 
ronnded with ditches and old 
walls, and defended by a mo- 
dern citadel, and ancient caftle, 
and a confiderable fort. In this 
city is the famous leaning tow- 
er, ft lies five miles eaft of the 
fea, twelve conh of Leghorn, 
and thirty-eight weft of Flo- 
rence. Lat. 45. 38. north; lon- 
gitude, 11. 16. eaft. 

Placaro, or Placart, a term 
ufed abroad for a proclamation, 
ediSi, Sec. fet up in all public 
places, by government authority, 
whereby their fubjeetsare ordered 
to do, or forbear, fomething ex- 
preifed therein.

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Place of Anus of an Attack, ov 
of a Trench, a foffe, with a pa- 
rapet, or an epaulment, to co- 
ver a body of horfe or foot where 
they may be ready to withftand 
the fallies of'the befiegcd. The 
places moft convenient, are fuch 
as can eafily fuccour each other, 
and out of view of the defences 
of the place befieged ; as hoi- ( 
lows or hollow ways, efpecially 
if they crofs one another; their 
depth ferves as a parapet to co- 
ver the infantry : If they have 
not a fufficient depth, that de- 
feat may be fupplied with ga- 
bions, land-bags, or whatever 
can hinder the befiegers from 
feeing into it. When a foife is 
cut round it, it is called a re- 
doubt. . In carrying on the 
trenches, redoubts muft be raif- 
c-d at convenient distances, to 
lodge the infantry, which guard 
the trenches. 

Place of Arms of a Camp, are 
the bell tents, at the head of 
each company, where they lodge 
their arms. 

Place of Arms of the Covertway, 
is a part of it, oppofite to the 
re-en'.ering angle of the counter- 
fcarp, projecting out.vards in an 
angle. 

Plassey, near Cutwah, and 
Coffimbuzar, in India, within 
the Ganges, is remarkable for 
the following battle, 

On the 23d of June, t 757, 
Lord Clive, with 1000 Euro- 
peans, 2000 fea-poys, and 60 
feamen, with eight pieces of 
cannon, attacked, near this place, 
the army of the Suba, or Na- 
bob of Bengal, which confifted 
of .15000 cavalry, and 25000 
infantry, with 40 pieces of ar- 
tillery 
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tillery, directed by Frenchmen. 
A strove covered on all fides by 
banks, fheltered the Er.glifh 
from the cannonade, and upon 
the falling of a fh< wer of rain, 
the enemy drew their artillery 
within their camp : Lord Clive 
availed himfelf of this error ; 
and from a well-placed detach- 
ment, prevented their artillery 
appearing any more, and then 
{formed the eminences near their 
camp, in which fome perfons of 
diftin&ion fell ; which fo difpi- 
rited the Nabob's forces, that 
their right wing and center fled, 
abandoning their camp and ar- 
tillery : their lofs was upwards 
of 500 men; but their fhamefal 
precipitate flight, and the num- 
ber of cannon taken, anfwered 
all the purpofes of a bloody 
victory. The lofs of the Eriglifh 
are too inconsiderable to men- 
tion. 

Plasx, a term in geometry, 
a fuperficies, whofe pnrts are all 
equally difpofed between its ex- 
tremities, fo that one part is 
neither higher nor lower than 
another. A horizontal flan, is 
parallel to the horizon ; a ver- 
tical fan, perpendicular to the 
horizon. 

Plan, ground - plot , or ichno- 
graphy, in fortification, is the 
reprefentation of the firft or fun- 
damental tract of a work, {hew- 
ing the length of its lines, quan- 
tity of its angles, breadth of the 
ditches, thicknefs of the ram- 
parts and parapets, the diftance 
of one part form another ; fo 
that a plan reprefents a work, 
filch as would nppear if it were 
cut equal with the level of the 
horizon, or cut off at the foun- 
dation : it marks neither the 
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heights nor the depths of the 
Several parts of the works ; 
which is properly profile, and 
expreffes only the heighths, 
breadths, and depths, without 
taking notice of the lengths. 
As architects, before they lay 
the foundation of their edifice, 
make their defign upon paper, 
to difcover any errors in their 
plans ; fo an engineer, before 
tracing his work on the ground, 
{hould make plans of his defigns 
upon paper, that he may do no- 
thing without mature deiibera- ■ 
tion. 

Pla?u arc very ufeful for Ge- 
nerals or Governors, in either 
attacking or defending a place, 
in chufing a camp, determir 
attacks, conducting the ap- 
proaches, or examining the 
ftrength and weaknefs of a 
place"; efpccially fuch plans ?.s 
reprefent a place, with the 
country (about it, and fliew the 
rivers, fountains,, marines, ditch- 
es valiics, mountains, woods, 
houfes, churches, and other par* 
ticulars contiguous thereto. 

Planks, or madriers, p'eccs 
of oak, very thick and broad. 

Plasf.kdal, a fortrefs of 
Flanders, in the Auflrain Low- 
countries, three miles fouth-eaft 
of Offend. 

Plates, prife plates, two 
plates of iron on the cheeks of 
a gun-carriage, from the copc- 
fquare to the centre, through 
which the prife- bolts go, and 
on which the hand-fpikes reft, 
when it poifes up the breech of 
ihe piece. Briafl-plates , the two 
plates on the face of the car- 
riage, on the other cheek. Train- 
plates, the two plates on the 
checks at the train of the car- 
riage. 
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c. Duliage-platet, the fix 

plates on the wheel of a gun- 
carriage, where the fellows are 
joined together, to ftrengfhen the 
dulidges. 

Platform, a floor of ftrong 
planks, laid upon jpints, on a 
battery, to place the guns or 
mortars upon, to prevent the 
wheels or mortar-beds from fink- 
ing in the ground. 

Platoon, a few files of fol- 
diers formed into a-fmall body. 

Pli mouth, anciently Tama- 
rrroftiwn, a fea-port town of 
Devonshire, with an excellent 
harbour at the mouth of the ri- 
ver PJim, ftrongly fortified. Here 
is a royal doqk, for building and 
fitting out fhips. It lies 42 miles 
from Exeter, and 2 1 5 from Lon- 
don. Lat. 50. 26. north; Ion. 
4, 27. welt. 

Plockstow, or Ptciczk, a 
town of Great Poland, fituated 
on the high bank of the Viftula, 
from which it has a pleafant 
profpeft ; it has a good trade, 
a cattle lor its defence, and lies 
fifty miles north weft of Warfaw, 
in latitude, 53. 10. north; 
longitude, 20. ic. eaft. 

Po 1 c t 1 f rs, or Poitiers, an- 
cient ly Lemntnu, the capital of 
all Pofdhi, in France, filiated 
on the river Clam, and one of 
the largeft places in the king- 
dom, but* thinly inhabited, and 
great part of it wafle, having 
been ruined by the civil wars. 
In the neighbourhood of this 
city, Edward the Black Prince 
obtained a fignal victory over 
t lie French, in the year i;c6, 
and ten!; John their King and 
Philip his fon prilcners. It lies 
!ty miles north call of Ho- 
chelle. Latitude, 46. 48. north; 
Joi:gitude, i^.min. caft. 
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Poikt Blank, the pofition 
of a Gun when laid level. 

Point bhnk range., that dl- 
ftance which the mot goes upon 
a level plain. 

Polygon, a figure of many 
angles, regular or irregular, ex- 
terior or interior. 

Regular Polygon, that whofe 
angles and fides are equal. It 
has an angle of the cencre and 
of polygons. The centre of a 
regular polygon is the centre of a 
circle, which circumfcribes the 
polygon^ that is, whofe circum- 
ference pafies through all the 
angles of the hgure. 

An irregular polygon hath fides 
whofe angles are unequal. 

Exterior Polygon, that whofe 
lines touch the points of the 
flanked angles, when a place is 
fortified inwards. 

An interior Polygon, that out- 
ward fortification which makes 
ihe angles of the gorge ; fo that' 
the whole baftion is without the 
polygon. 

Polock, a fortified town of 
the palatinate of that name, in 
Lithuanian Rufiia, in Poland, 
htuatcd on the river Dwina. It 
is the bulwark of Lithuania a- 
gainft the Ruffians, and lies 12.0 
miles weft of Smolenfko. Lat. 
56. 59. north ; Ion. 51. eaft. 

Pond 1 cher&y, a ftrong town, 
about four leagues in circum- 
ference, fituate on the Coro- 
mandel coaft, was taken by the 
Dutch from Batavia, in 1690, 
but reftofed by the treaty of Ryf- 
wic. In 1748, Admiral Bof- 
cawen beficged! it, but was o- 
bliged by the periodical rains to 
abandon it.

It 
is pleafantly fuuated on an emi- 
nence, commanding the ocean 
on one fide, and the main iiland 
on the other. This city being 
the center of the contraband 
trade, umaily carried on by the 
lifh and French with the 
King of Spain's fubjects,. is betf 
ter inhabited than molt of the 
cities belonging to the crown in 
^America. 

rt Royal, the fouth- eaft 
part of Jamaica, upon a neck or 
land, running out ten or twelve 
miles weft into the fea, defended 
by Fort Charles, and a line of 
near 100 cannon and a gar: . 
having the ocean on the fouth, 
and a bay on the north, three 
leagues in breadth, and a firfli- 
cienr depth of water for velTels 
of 700 tons to lie dole to the 
fhore. It was dcilroyed by an 
earthquake in 169c; by fire in 
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1702 ; and laftly b 
tton of ihe fea in 1722 ; upon 
which the inhabitants rain 
to Kingston, on the .fide 

of the harbour ; but the conve- 
nient fuuation inch v to 
fettle here ag;iin ; it being better 
fortified again it inundations.

Porto Vkcchio, a fmall 
town in the ifluid of Corfica, in 
the Mediterranean, having a 
good harbour.

It lies forty-miles north 
of Sardinia, according to M. ^c 
Chafell, in lat. 41. 39. north; 
Ion. 9. 30. eaft. 

Portsmouth, a borough- 
town of Hampfhire, at the 
mouth of one of the largeft and 
mod fecure harbours in England; 
the entrance as broad as the 
Thames at Weftminfter, well 
defended by forts and caftles ; 
the town ftrongly fortified in 
the modern way, and coriftantly 
kept neat and in good order. 
Here great part of the royal na- 
vy is built and laid up ; here 
are docks, yards, and maga- 
zines filled with immenfe qi 
tities of nav.tl and military (lores. 
It lies twenty-mile^ fouth of Win- 
chester, and feventy-two fouth- 
weft of London. Lat. 5c. 48. 
north ; Ion. 1.6. weft. 

Portugal. Under this arti- 
cle, as the Spanifh operati- 
ons were confined to no parti- 
cular place, I fhall introduce the 
following, as what is the moft 
remarkable during their invafi- 
on of this kingdom. On the 
, df Auguft, 1762, th-ymade 
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themTelYes mallei 1 of Miranda, 
Torre di Mon- 
corvo, and Chaves. They de- 
molished what fortifications the 
tv.'o former cities had, and left 
flrone garrifons in the latter. 
Ti\. their forces which 

were in the province of Traf- 
olmentes into three parts : the 
principal body was encamped 
near Miranda ; the fecond, of 
3000 men, at Torre di Mon- 
corvo ; the third, of the i. 
number, near Chaves. Another 
corps or 80,000 men entered the 
Portuguese frontier, near Al- 
meida : this corp3 fuffered m 
by defertion, and its detached 
parties were often rcpulfcd by 
the militia. The rummer moi 
are not favourable to military 
operations; and the Spaniards 
could do little more than chaf- 
tife the peafants of fmatl vil- 
lages; whofe natural avetfion 
overcame the oath of obedience, 
which they had taken, and who 
did every thing in their power 
to cut off the convoys of pro- 
vifions defigned for their camp: 
thefe, and the Portugueze com- 
panies called auxiliaries, were 
eafily defeated. At In ft, the Spa- 
niards formed the ficge of Al- 
meida ; and on the 25th of Au- 
guft it Surrendered, after a fiege 
of nine days, and before a prac- 
ticable breach had been made : 
1500 regulars and zcoo peafants 
were permitted to retire with 
the honours of war, on condi- 
tion of not ferving for fix months 
nit the King of Spain, or 
his Allies : eighty-three brafs 
cannons, eleven iron, nine I 
mortars for bombs, thirty-one 
, and one iron 
for granudes, 700 quintals of 
powjder. 
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powder, and a quantity of other 
ammunition and provifions, were 
found in the place. Augult 
27, 1762, Colonel Burgoyne 
ordered a part of his light rjgi- 
ment to pu'h into the town of 
Valenca d' Ale. in', ra fword in 
hand. The guards in the fqUare 
were all killed, or made prison- 
ers before they could ufe their 
arms ; after the body of the 
Englifh was come up and form- 
ed in the fquare, fome defpe- 
rate parties attempted an at- 
tack, but all of them were killed 
or taken. 

One Major-general, with his 
Aid-de-ctmp ; one Colonel, with 
his Adjutant ; two Captains, fe- 
venteen fubalterns, and fifty- 
nine men, were made prifoners ; 
the red of the regiment of Saville 
were deftroyed. 

Post, any fort of ground 
where a body of men can fortify 
themfelves, or be in a condition 
of refilling an enemy. 

Advance Poft, a fpot of ground 
feized by a party to cover them- 
felves and fecure the polls be- 
hind them.

Powder, a compofition of 
fulphur, fait petre, and char- 
coal. The fulphur and charcoal 
take fire, and the fait -petre 
makes the report. 

Potvder -magazine, a bomb proof 
arched building to contain pow- 
der in forlifijd places. 

Prague, the capital of Bo- 
hemia and ancient feat of its 

R 
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Kings, fituate on the river Mol- 
daii, which divides it into two 
parts ; it is one of the largeft 
cities in Europe, being twelve 
miies in circuit. It is divided 
into the old, new, and little 
city, and furrounded with a 
wall, baltions, and other works, 
rendering it as (irong as its pro- 
digious extent will admit of; 
bat it is commanded by feveral 
of the neighbouring hills. It 
has been often taken and plun- 
dered, and undergone great ca- 
lamities. On the 6th of May, 
1757, between the Pruflhn army, 
commanded by the King and 
Marfhal Schwerin, and the Au- 
ftrain army, commanded by 
Marfhal Brown. The Prnuuii 
army confided of 80,000 men, 
with which he attacked and de- 
feated the whole combined Au- 
flrian force, amounting to 
100,000 men, commanded by 
Marfhal Brown. This memor- 
able battle w::s fought near 
Prague. The Auftrians were 
polled in a camp almoft inaccef- 
fible : the Pruffians had rnoraiTe» 
to pafs, precipices to climb, 
and batteries to face : but the 
prefence of the King animated 
his troops, who attacked the Au- 
ftrian camp : and after a long 
and obftinate engagement, and 
many fignal examples of valour, 
obtained a molt glorious and de- 
cifive viclory. The Auftrians 
abandoned the field of battle, 
leaving behind them 240 can- 
non, all their baggage and 
tents : they had 20,000 men 
killed and wounded, and 10.000 
taken prifoners; the Pruffians v 
loll only 4000 men, but Mar- 
fhal Schwerin fell among the 
fl.iin. The left wing of the Au- 
ftrjan 
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Brian army fled into Prague, 
where Marfhal Brown died of 
his wounds, and the reft of the 
Auftrians retired towards Mo- 
ravia. His Pruflian Majefiy im- 
mediately inverted and befieged 
Prague, which was foon relieved 
by Marfhal Daun. 

Bombardment on the night, 
between the 29th and 30th of 
May, 1757, by the Pruffian ar- 
my, commanded by the King 
and Marfhal Keith. 

After obtaining the victory of 
the 6th, the routed Auftrians, 
to the number of 40,000, took 
protection within the walls of 
the capital, which was inverted 
on the iithand 12th at mid- 
night. The Pruflian army, by 
the fignal of a fky-rocket thrown 
up for that purpofe, by the 
King's battery, began to fire 
upon the town, from one bat- 
tery on this fide of the Moldau, 
and from three on the other fide. 
Thefe batteries continued firing 
inceffantly till the 8th of June, 
when the whole New Town was 
reduced to one great heap of 
fmoaking rubbifh, and only a 
few houfes were left (landing 
in the Jews Quarter. Marfhal 
Daun brought an army from 
Arabia to the relief of Prague, 
which occafioned his Pruffian 
Majefty to quit his camp on the 
13th, and to put himfelf at the 
head of the army, commanded 
by the Prince of Bevern, with 
which he attacked Marfhal Daun 
in his ftrong lines, at Collin, on 
the 18th, when :he Auftrians 
were victorious. Mafftial Keith 
had turned the fiege of Prague 
into a blockade, and was re- 
joined by the King, on the 19th, 
who railed the blockade the next 
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day. In 1744, his Pruffian Ma,- 
jerty took Prague in a few days. 
He inverted it on the 2d of Sep- 
tember, bombarded it on the 
1 3th, and it was furrendered to 
him on the 18th. The garrifoa 
then confifted of n,ocoraen. 

Praye, a town on the ifland 
of Tercera, one of the Azores 
in the Atlantic ocean, fituate in 
a plain on a large bay, fur- 
rounded with walls and four 
baltions. There is alfo a town 
of the fame name in the ifland 
of Graciofa, another of the A- 
zore», lying on a bay of the At- 
lantic ocean, and defended by a 
fortrefs. 

Pre mi slaw, or Prezemyji, a 
well built populous town of Red 
Ruffia, in Poland, fituated on 
the river San, defended by 
ftrong walls, and a caftle on a 
rock, lies 112 miles fouth-eaft 
of Cracow. Lat. 49. 5. north; 
Ion. 22. 8. fouth-eaft. 

Presburgh, a ftrong city and 
caftle, the capital of Upper Hun- 
gary, fituated on the north of the 
Danube, forty- fix miles eaft of 
Vienna. Lat. 48. 26. north; 
Ion. 17. 36. eafi. 

Profi x. ?., Engineers repre- 
fent the heighths, depths, and 
thicknefs of a work, with foffes, 
&.c. by profile, or orthography ; 
which fuppofes the work to 
be cut through perpendicularly 
from top to bottom. 

Propontis, or the fea of 
Marmora, a part of the Mfidi- 
terranean, dividing Europe from. 
Afia ; it has the Hellefpont, or 
canal of the Dardanelles, to the 
fouth-weft, whereby it communi- 
cates with the Archipelago, and 
the ancient Bofphoros of Thrace, 
or S freight of Conftantinople, 

to 
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to the north eaft communicating 
with the Black or Euxine Sea. 
It has two caftles. That on the 
Ada fide is on a cape, where for- 
merly ftood a temple of Jupiter. 
The caftle of Europe is on an 
oppofite cape, and had anciently 
a temple of Serapis. 

Providence, one of the Ba- 
hama, or Lucaya iflands, in the 
American ocean, well planted 
and fortified by the Englifh. It 
lies on the eaft fide of the gulf 
of Florida, and 206 miles from 
the continent of that name. 
Near this illand are feveral others 
planted by the Englifh, but not 
fortified ; fo that upon the ap- 
proach of an enemy, the planters 
are obliged to withdraw to Pro- 
vidence, which lies in lat. 25. 
16. north ; Ion. 78. 5. weft. 

Provost-Marshal, of an 
army, is an Officer appointed to 
fecure defertcrs and all other 
criminals ; he is often to go 
round the army, hinder the fol- 
diers from pillaging, indite of- 
fenders, execute the fentence 
pronounced, and regulate the 
weights and meafures of the ar- 
my, &c. 

Punishment, in general, 
fignifies the execution of a fen- 
tence pronounced by a Court- 
martial upon any delinquent ; 
but, in particular, means that 
one often ufed of infliciing a cer- 
tain number of lafhes upon a 
Non - commiffioned Officer, or 
private man. 

Puerto Cavello, a fortified 
town on the coaft of Caracas, 
twenty leagues from La Guaira, 
was but little known before 
the year 1743, w hen Admiral 
Knowles, after the repulfe at 
I, a Guaira, having refitted the 
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fquadron under his command, 
came on the 15 th of April before 
it, when it was fupplied with a 
garrifon of 1 500 feamen and fol- 
diers, 4000 Indians, blacks, &c. - 
which the Governor of the Cara- 
cas had fent for the defence of 
the town. The Admiral having 
landed 1 200 men, under the com- 
mand of Major Lucas, they were 
attacked in the night from the fa- 
fcine battel y, near Punta Brava, 
and being put into diforder, they 
retreated and re-imbarked. On 
the 24th, the Admiral made a 
general attack upon the caftle 
and fafcine batteries, which laft- 
ed ten hours. Some of the (hips 
having fpent their ammunition, 
and moil: of them being fo 
mattered in their marts and rig- 
ging, as fcarce able to fet a fail, 
the Admiral made a fignal to cut, 
and failed for the keys of Bur- 
burata, to repair the damage they 
had fuftained. 

Puerto de la Guaira, is 
about fixty-two leagues from Cu- 
mana, and fifteen from Cape 
Blanco to the weft. The town 
is fituated at the foot of a high 
hill, and is open to the land- 
fide, but has two forts and bat- 
teries toward the fea. It was 
taken in the laft century by Cap- 
tain Wright and his privateers, 
and attacked in 1743, w hen 
Don Mattheo Gaul, defended 
it again ft a fquadron of fhips, 
commanded by Adm. Knowles, 
who bombarded the town, made 
fome breaches in the fortifica- 
tions, demolifhed their churches, 
and blew up a magazine : there 
being only one landing-place, 
they did not attempt to difem- 
bark ; and moft of the fhips 
being fo much damaged as to be 
entirely 



entirely difabled from continuing 
the attack, they retired to Curaifo 
to refit. 

Purmeren, a town of North 
Holland, in the United Nether- 
lands, well fortified with a ram- 
part and ditch. It lies at one 
end of the Purmer, and about 
fourteen miles north of Amfter- 
dam. 

QUADRANT, or quarter of 
a circle, is an inftrument 
of brafs or wood ufed by gun- 
ners in pointing- their guns to an 
object, and by bombardiers in 
elevating their mortars. 

Qjj A drat. To quadrat a 
piece is to fee it duly placed in 
its carriage, ard that the wheels 
be of an equal height. 

Quarter, fignifics the fpar- 
ing of men's lives and giving 
good treatment to a vanquifhed 
enemy. 

^hiarter, at a fiege, the en- 
campment upon one of the moft 
principal paflages round a piace 
♦ befieged, to prevent relief and 
convoys. 

When it is commanded by a 
General, it is called the head 
quarters of the army ; when the 
camp is marked out about a 
place befieged, then the quarters 
are faid to be difpofed : and when 
great detachments are made 
from a quarter for convoys, &c. 
fuch a quarter is faid to be weak- 
ened. 

Quarter of an cjfemhly, the place 
■where'the troops meet to march 
from in a body, and the fame as 
a place of rendezvous. 

Head quarters, the place where 
the General of an army has his 
quarters. The quarters of Ge- 
nerals' of horfe are, if poffiblc, 



in villages behind the right and 
left wings ; and the Generals of 
foot are often in the lame vil- 
lage. 

iricr intrenched, a place for- 
tified with a ditch and parapet 
to fecure a body of troops. 

A/' inter quarters ,fomet imes means 
the fpace of time included be- 
tween leaving the camp and taking 
the field ; but more properly the 
places w here troops are lodged 
during the winter. 

Quarter-Master of caval- 
ry, except in the Blues, is a War- 
rant- officer, appointed by the 
Colonel. He takes up ground 
for l he troop* divides it among 
them, and is con^antly employed 
among the horfe. 

Quebec, the capital of Cam- 
da, in North America, lies at the 
confluence of the river St. Lau- 
rence, has a caftle on the brow 
of a hill, about forty fathoms 
above the town, but irregularly 
built and fortified, having only 
two baftions, without a ditch 
towards the city. It has alfo 
another f 01 1 on Cape Diamont, 
a folid rock, 400 fathoms high, 
with only fome few works, and 
redoubts commanding both it 
and the town ; but the place 
owes its ftrength more to r.ature 
than art. It lies 300 miles north- 
weft of Bofton, in New England. 
Latitude, 47. 35. north; longi- 
tude, 74. jo. weft. 

In 17^9, the Britifh army and 
navy came before it, when the 
Commanders made excellent dif- 
pofitions for reducing it, but 
were baffled by the caution 
of General Montcalm, the 
ftrength of the place, and the 
infurmountablc difficulty of 
the troops landing to attack 

it: 
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it : fo well was^n attire adided 
i>y art, that even the undaunt- 
ed Wolfe defpaired of fuccefs, 
after being chocked and re- 
puli'ed by the enemy. How- 
ever, by a train of llratagcms, 
a finding was at laft effected, 
but under greater difadvantages 
than any other upon record, by 
being obliged to drag their ar- 
tillery up a ileep and dangerous 
afcent ; but having, by incef- 
fant labour, gained the top of 
the hill, September 13, they 
immediately formed. 

Montcalm was now compelled 
to rifque a battle on the plains 
of Abraham, in which the En- 
glifli were victorious, but loll 
their brave Wolfe, who died on 
the field, and General Monck- 
ton was dangeroufly wounded. 
The honour of compleating the 
victory fell on Lord Townfcnd, 
who drove the enemy from every 
part, with the lots of only 500 
men. though that of the French 
exceeded 1500. Five days af- 
ter this, September i3. the city 
furrendered to the Britifh troops. 
Though Wolfe has immortalized 
his name, whilft the glorious 
conqueft of Canada illuftrates 
Englifh annals, yet all mud al- 
low, glorious as this victory was, 
and important in its confe- 
rences, that it was too dearly 
purchaled by his death. Of- 
ficers may be formed by atten- 
tion and experience ; but the 
lofs of fo great a General, Chrif- 
tian, and foldier, is irretriev- 
able. He was an honour to 
his King, a friend to his coun- 
try, and an ornament to foci- 
ety and his profelfion. Mont- 
calm was killed on the fpot, 
and the next General in com- 



mand Co dangeroufly wounded, 
that he died in a few days. 

After this victory, General 
Murray was appointed Gover- 
nor of Quebec, and the garri- 
fon fupplied with fuch (tores and 
provifions as could be fpared out 
of the fleet ; which leaving Que- 
bec, and the enemy knowing 
no fhips of war were left to ai- 
fili the garrifon in cafe of dan- 
ger, and fenfible that they were 
greatly reduced in numbers, by 
iickaels, &c. and the fortifica-- 
tions in a bad date of defence ; 
with this (triking appearance of 
fucceis, Monfieur de Levi was 
encouraged to attempt its reco- 
very ; and therefore determined 
upon a regular fiegc, in the 
fpring of 1760, before the place 
could receive fuccour from the 

Eneliflb fleet. 
o 

Monfieur de Levi, having af- 
fembled an army of 1 30CO, 
took the field on the 17th of A- 
pril, being well provided for a 
liege. He lent his provifions, 
ammunition, and heavy bap- 
gage, down the river St. Law- 
rence, under the protection of 
fix frigates, from twenty-fix to 
forty-four guns, by which he 
entirely mattered the river ; and 
after ten days march, his army 
appeared on the heights near 
Quebec. 

General Murray had now only 
two things to determine on ; to 
ftand a fiege within the ruined 
works of Quebec, or to march 
out and give battle to the ene- 
my ; he, therefore, with equal 
fpirit and refolution to a variety 
of unpleafing circumftances, 
which furrounded him, chofe 
the latter ; and marched out at 
the head of 3000 brave men, 

with 



with about twenty- field-piece 1 ;, 
refolved to attack the enemy, 
leaving a fufficient number to 
keep the inhabitants in awe, 
and the gates open. This dar- 
ing fcheni'e (truck the enemy 
with furprize : their troops were 
polled beneath fome woody emi- 
nences ; but before they could 
be in regular order of battle, 
their van, which was alfo polled 
upon eminences, was fo furi- 
oufly attacked, as to be driven 
in the utmoft diforder, with 
great iofs,-upon the main body, 
which was drawn up in the val- 
ley below, formed in columns, 
and received the troops with fo 
hot a fire, that they were dag- 
gered in the purfuit ; axjd no- 
thing but the intrepidity of the 
General, and that of thofe un- 
der him, could have prefcrved 
them and their garrifon, the 
enemy being above four times 
their number. Farther refinance 
would have been imprudent, as 
they had lofl; fome hundreds of 
men, and the French upwards 
of 2000. General Murray, af- 
ter retiring into his garrifon, 
was judged irretrievably undone, 
no fhips being near to afllft him ; 
yet his courage was unfhaken ; 
his ardour redoubled by his dif- 
ficulties, and, by diligence and 
penetration, compenfated for the 
weaknefs of his fortifications 
and troops. 

The French opened trenches 
that fame night againit the place; 
but it was the nth of May be- 
fore they could bring two bat- 
teries to bear ; and their fire 
even then was ill plied : this 
o-ave the garrifon time to pre- 
pare for its defence, and up- 
wards of i oo pieces of cannon 
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were mounted on the rampart?. 
On the 9th of May, two days 
before the batteries weve open- 
ed, aveflel arrived in the bafor,, 
with an account that Lord Col- 
ville, with a fmal! fquadron, had 
entred the river St. Lawrence, 
and would fail in a few days to 
their relief. On the 15th, a-fhip 
of the line, and two frigates ar- 
rived ; which frigates were im- 
mediately fent againft the French 
fquadron, that lay above the 
town, and in a very kw hours 
either took or deftroyed them ; 
upon which Levi vailed the liege 
with the groateft precipitation, 
abandoned all their immenfe 
Mores, their Handing camp, bag- 
gage, &c. thirty four battering 
cannon, four brafs twelve pound- 
ers, ten field-pieces, fix mor- 
tars four petards, &c. Many 
prifoners were taken in the pur- 
fuit. 

Quesnoy, a fmall town tf 
French Hainault, in the Nether- 
lands, irregularly built, but 
well fortified. It was taken by 
the confederate army, in 1711; 
but the French retook it the 
next year, after the battle of De- 
nain. It lies feven miles fouth- 
eaft of Valenciennes. Lat. 50. 
29. north ; Ion. 3. 36. eaft. 

Quick- match, is bed ma tie 
by putting cotton ftrands, drawn 
out to proper lengths, into a 
kettle juft covered with white 
wine vinegar, wherein a quantity 
of faltpetre and mealed powder 
has been boiled till well mixed :

QuiLLtBEUP, a fraall city, 
the capital of Iloumois, in Nor- 
mandy, in France, on the Seine; 
its walls and fortifications have 
been demolifhed, but it is ftill 
defended by a. little fort. It lies 
Iwenty-tour miles below Rouen, 
and twenty- one above Havre de 
Grace. 

Qui >jt in, St. anciently Au- 
gufta Veromandorum, a for ti- 
tled city or' Picardy, in France, 
fituated on the Somme. The 
Church of St. Quintin is one of 
the fineft of the kingdom. It 
lies thirry-five miles eaft of A- 
miens, in latitude, 49. 55. 
north; longitude, 3. 18. eaft. 

Quito, the capital of the 
province of that name, in Peru, 
is well fortified, and provided 
with every ncceffary for a good 
defence. It lies 112 miles eaft 
of the Pacific ocean, 146 north 
of Guagaquil, and 722 in the 
direction from Lima. Lat. 13. 
13. fouth ; Ion. 78. 10. weft. 

RA A B, a royal free city in 
Lower Hungary, having 
an old but ftrong fortrefs at the 
confluence of the Danube, Raab 
and Rabnitz, by the waters of 
■which it is furrounded. It is 
defended by feven baftions, and 
provided with a ftrong garrifon. 
Raab lies oppofite to the ifle of 
Schut, fifty- feven miles weft of 
Bttda. Latitude, 48. to. north; 
longitude, 18. iS. eaft. 

Rabat, an ancient city of 
Mauritania Tingitana, and the 
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Onpidum of Ptolomey ; it is a 
large ftrong place, and effeemed 
the key of Barbary, being fitua- 
ted on a rock at the mouth of 
the Gueron, and defended by a 
ftout caitle. The tower of the! 
principal mefque is the hignelt 
in all Africa, and from its bat- 
tlements a fhip may be feen, 
twenty leagues off. 

Rabinett, a fmall eminence 
between a falconette and a 
bale. 

Racaux, near Liege in Ger- 
many, on the 1 2th of Oclobcr, 
1747, was an actack of polls 
only, tho' there was a great 
plain. 

The enemy made feveral fu- 
rious attacks on Prince Waldeck, 
but were gallantly repulfed by 
his prudence, and the valour of 
his troops. 

Lord Ligonier, having done 
all a great General could do, 
pofted fome Englifti battalions 
behind the villages who formed 
a hollow fquare, fecured their 
ground ard the retreat of the 
army, half of which could not 
come to engage. 

They retired to Maeftricht; and 
the rear guard were brought up by 
the Imperialifts in good order. 

Rac k els burg, a ftrong town 
of Stiria, in the cirele of Au- 
ftria, in Germany^ fituated on 
the Drave, twenty-three miles 
fouth-eaft of Gratz. Lat. 47. 
8. north; Ion. 16. 16. eaft. 

Radom a town in the pala- 
tinate of Sandomir in Little Po- 
land, encompalTed with a wall, 
and ether fortifications, ftands 
in a fine plain on a rivulet 
that falls into the Weufel, fe- 
▼cnty-four miles fouth of War- 
fa w. 
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faw. Latitude, 51. 41. north ; 
longitude, 21. o. eait. 

Ragusa, the ancient Epidatt- 
rut, a town of Dahnatia, fitua- 
ted on a peninfula of rhe gulf of 
Venice. The old city was 
long before the birth of Chrilt, 
and became afterwards a Ro- 
man Colony ; but in the third 
century deftroyed by the 

ins. The new town, (land- 
ing on the fame i'pot, is not 
very large, but well built. 
Both the town and the harbour, 
calied Santa Croce, are defended 
by a fort, and fecured by the 
imall rocky ifl.md Chiroma, 
about half a mile diftant in the 
f-.-a 0:1 one fide, and by the 
head land of the peninfula on 
the other ; the laft is fortified, 
and, were the firft fortified alio, 
it would be impregnable. It is 
twenty-feven miles north-well 
ofCatiro, and fixty-eight fotith- 
eaft of Spalato. Lat. 42. 48. 
north ; Ion. 18. 40. eaft. 
. Rain, a well built and forti- 
fied town of Bavaria in Ger- 
many, one of the keys of this 
electorate, and fituated on the 
Tech, twenty-miles well of In- 
goldftadt. Latitude, 48. 51. 
north; longitude, 11. 12. eaft. 

Remekins, a fortrefs of the 
United Netherlands, on the 
fouth coaft of the ifland of Wal- 
chevin, in the province of Zee- 
land. It was one of the cauti- 
onary towns given to Queen 
Elizabeth, for the repayment of 
the charges Ihe had been at, for 
the defence of this republick in 
its infancy. It lies four miles 
eaft of Flufhing, in lat. 51. 34. 
north ; Ion. 4. 24. eaft. 

Ramillies, a final! village of 
Brabant, in the Aultrian Low- 
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miles 
north of Namur, and twenty- 
fouth-eaft of BrulTcls. La- 
titude, 50. 5 I. north ; h 
tn.de, 4. 48. eaft. Ic is famou 
the baitle fought by the army of 
the Allies, commanded by his 
Grace the Duke of Marl borough, 
ard his Excellency M. d'i I 

ill that of the two 
crowns, commanded by hi: 

al Highnefs the Dtike of 
Bavaria, <tnd Marfhal Viihroy, 
the 2?d oi May, 1706. 

Tiie troops deftined to com- 
pol'e the army of the Allies, 
being joined at the Camp of 
Borchloon, the 20th of May, 
halted the 21ft : on the 22d the 
army marched from Borchloca 
in four columns, and po'.ted it- 
felf the fame day, with the right 
towards the Mill of Quorera, 
extending with the left tow,; 
Blehen : from this camp was 
discovered the army of the two 
crowns, which was encamped 
with the left at Over-Efpen, and 
the rig at towards the wood of 
Chapiavaux ; Heylifteui in their 
front, and Tirlemont in their 
rear. 

It was refolved the fame day 
to march the next morning to- 
wards the plain of Meerdorp, or 
Mierdau, to view the poflure of 
the enemies, and determine what 
would be the molt proper means 
of attacking them according to 
the movement they fiiould make. 
To this end, an advanced 
1 of 600 horfe, and all the 1 
Quarter mailers of the army, 
was ient forward on the 23d at 
break of day. 

The fame morning, about 
four, the army marched in eight 
columns towards the aforefaid 

plain 
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plain : the advanced guard and 
the Quarter- matters arrived a- 
bout ei^ht, at the height of 
Meerdorp, or Mierdau, from 
whence the army of the enemy 
was feen in motion : a little af- 
ter, it was perceived that the 
enemy was marching through 
the plain of Mount St. Andrew, 
in four columns, of which infor- 
mation was given to the Duke 
of Marlborough and M. d'Ou- 
verquirque, who immediately 
repaired to the faid height; and 
by the lime theie Generals were 
arrived there, the head of the 
enemy's army already appeared 
at the tomb of Ottomont, upon 
the caufe-way, near the Me- 
haigne ; whereupon the Duke 
of Marlborough and M. d'Ou- 
verquirque made the army ad- 
vance with all expedition. 

The enemy, as fall as they 
advanced, ranged in order of 
battle, with their right towards 
the tomb of Ottomont, upon 
the Mehaigne, extending with 
their left to Autr' Eglife, having 
Tranquiers in front of their 
right, into which they had 
thrown feveral battalions of in- 
fantry, and fourteen iquadrons 
of dragoons, who had dif- 
mounted their horfes to fupport 
them. 

They had placed many of 
their infantry, and a consider- 
able part of their artillery, in 
the village of Ramillies, which 
fronted the right of their main 
body, as well as into the village 
ofOffuz, which fronted the left 
of their infantry, and into the 
village of Autr' Eglife, quite on 
their left. The front between 
the village of Ramillies and 
Autr' Eglife, was covered by a 
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fmall ftream of water, which 
rendered the meadows in fome 
places marlhy, and alfo by fe- 
veral roads covered With hedges, 
which difficulties prevented our 
cavalry of the right wing from 
commg to action. 

As faft as the. army of the Al- 
lies arrived, it was ranged in or- 
der of battle, with the left to- 
wards Bonnef and the right to- 
wards Fdlz, and every thing was 
dilpofed in order to attack. 

To this end, four battalions 
were detached to attack the vil- 
lage of I'ranquenies, and twelve 
battalions to attack the, village 
of Ramillies, which were to be 
fupported by the whole infantry. 

Our artillery began to can- 
nonade the enemy at one ; ac 
about two, the attack began 
with the poll: of Franquenies, 
where our infantry had the good 
fortune to drive the enemy from 
the hedges, where they were ad- 
vantageoufly polled , and at the 
fame time all the cavalry of our 
left wing advanced to attack 
that of the enemy's right ; foon 
after, all was in action : whilfl: 
the cavalry were engaged, the 
village of Ramillies was likewife 
attacked, and forced after a vi- 
gorous refiRance. 

The battle lafted about two 
hours, and was pretty obtlinate ; 
but fo foon as our cavalry had 
gained ground enough to attack 
the enemy in Hank, they began 
to give way ; at the fame time, 
all their infantry were put in 
diforder ; fo that the whole re- 
treated in great confufion. The 
cavalry of their left wing form- 
ed a little upon the high ground, 
between Offuz and Mount St. 
Andrew, to favour their retreat : 
S but 
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but after the infantry and ca- 
valry of our right wing had filed 
off between the bottom of the 
village of Ramillies and Offuz, 
the whole army marched in fe- 
veral columns to attack, the ene- 
my anew ; but they gave way 
before we couid-come up with 
them, and retired in great con- 
fufinn, iome towards the defile 
of the abbey de la Ramce and 
towards Dongelberge, others to- 
wards Judogne, and others a- 
gain towards Hougarde. 

They were purfued all night 
fo clofely, that they were oblig- 
ed to abandon all their artillery 
and baggage, part of which was 
found at Judogne and at Hou- 
garde, with their chelts of am- 
munition. 

In this action many Officers 
were taken, among whom were 
feveral Generals, and about 
6000 horfe and foot, with a 
great quantity of cannon, en- 
figns, and ftandards, and ibme 
pairs of kettle-drums. The num- 
ber killed was about Scoo. * 

The army of the enemy con- 
filled of 76 battalions and 142 
iquadrons, including the King's 
•houfhold troops (la Mai/on du 
Hoi J and the army of the Allies 
was 74 battalions and 123 fqua- 
drons. 

Confidering the importance 
of the victory, the lofs of the 
Allies was very fmall, not above 
1 100 being killed, and 2600 
wounded. 

Rampart, an elevation of 
earth raifed along the faces of 
any work of ten or fifteen feet 
high, to cover the inner part of 
that work againft the fire oi an 
enemy. 

Raiders, an ancient city of 
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Jutland, in Denmark, fituated 
on the river Gude, within twelve 
miles lower falls into the Baltick. 
Its ftrong call I e of Dronning- 
borg is well known in hiflory, 
and the firft mention we find 
made of the town itfelf was in 
1*47, when the enemy burnt it. 

Range, the di fiance from the 
battery to the point where the 
fhot or fhell touches the ground. 

Range, point blank, that when 
the piece lies in a horizontal 
direction, and upon a level 
plane. 

Range, random, when the piece 
is elevated at an angle of eleva- 
tion of forty-five degrees upon a 
level plane. 

Rastadt, or Raifiadt, a 
town of Baden, in Suabia. Here 
the preliminaries were fettled 
for the peace concluded at Ba- 
den, between the Emperor and 
the King of France, in 1714. 
It lies on the Rhine, twenty- 
one miles fouth weft of Philipf- 
burg, and fubject to the Mar- 
grave of Baden. Lat. 48. 42. 
north; Ion. 8. 8. eaft. 

Rastenburg, a fine city in 
the kingdom of Pruffia, on the 
Guber. It is furrounded with a 
wall and, fince 1629, a ^° w ' tn * 
rampart. 

Ratisbon, the capital of Ba- 
varia, and the only free impe- 
rial city and fovereign ftate in 
the electorate, is large and po- 
pulous, fortified with a double 
wall, ditches, and ramparts. It is 
too large to be defended without 
an army, and therefore obliged 
to fnbmit to the power which is 
mafter of the field. It lies fixty- 
five miles north-eaft cf Munick, 
Lat. 49. 10. north; Ion. 12. 
jo. eaft. 

Ratolfzel, 
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R a t o l I- z e l , a ftr ong fortified 
town of Suabia, ne;ir the well 
extremity of the Jake of Con- 
vince, and that part of it called 
Cellerfee. It is defended by the 
impregnable caftle of Hohen 
Dw\ei, on an inacceflible hill, 
in the middle of a plain, the 
rock of which is flint, fo that a 
few men may hold it ont againft 
an army. It lies twelve miles 
north- welt of the city of Con- 
vince, and belongs to Auftria. 

K. at z eburg, now a very 
ftrong city of Lawenburg, in 
Lower Saxony, furrounded by a 
lake of that name. The Duke 
of Lawenburg feized and forti- 

1 it in 1689, and the King of 
Denmark took it in 1693 ; but 
it was difmantled, and reftored 
in 1700 to the Duke, who re- 
fortified it. This town has been 
frequently pillaged, particularly 
in 1552, by Francis Duke of 
Saxe Lawenburg, for the canons 
refufing to elect bis fon Magnus 
their bifhop. It lies nine miles 
fouth of Lubec. Lat. 54. 10. 
north ; Ion. 1 1 . 3. cad. 

RAvtLiNs, works raifed on 
the counterfcarp before the cur- 
tain of a place, and ferve to co- 
ver the gate and bridges of a 
town, confift of two faces, forrn- 
1 fdiiant angle, and are de- 
fended by the faces of the neigh- 
bouring baftions. The half 
moons which cover the points 
of the bullions have their de- 
fence from the ravelines, and are 
moll in ufe of all out-works. 
They fnould be lower thftn the 
works of the place, that they 
may be under the fire of the be- 
fieged. Their parapets, as thofe 
of all other out-works, fhould 
be cannon proof. 
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Ravensberg, a town and 
ftrong fort, on a hill, near the 
river HefTel, in a country of the 
fame name, in Weftphalia, in 
Germany, fubject to the King 
of Pruflia. It lies twenty-eight 
miles fouth- weft of Minden, and 
thirty north- eaft of Munfter. 
Lat. 52. 20. north; Ion. 8. 5. 
eaft. 

Raun, upon the river Miza, 
a town of fome ftrength, remark- 
able for a bloody fkirmifh be- 
tween thePruflians andAuftrians, 
in Auguft, 1744. The King of 
Pruflia intending to get poffeifion 
of Beraun, fent thithar fix bat- 
talions, with eight pieces of 
cannon, and eight hundred huf- 
fars : but General Feftititz be- 
ing there, with a great party of 
his corps, and M. Luchefi with 
a thouland horfe, they not only 
repulfed the Pruffians, but at- 
tacked them in their turn, and, 
after a warm difpute, obliged 
them to retire with considerable 
lofs. 

Rear, fignifies, in general, the 
hindmoft part of an army, bat- 
talion, or regiment ; alfo the 
ground behind either. 

Recke nhausen, a ftrong 
town of Cologne, in Germany, 
in the middle territory of that 
name. The Abbefs of its nun- 
nery has power of punifhing of- 
fenders with death, and fhe alone 
is obliged to the vow of chaf- 
tity. 

Recoil, or referve of a gicti, 
its running back when fired, is 
occalioned by the ftruggling of 
the powder in the chamber; and 
its fceking every way to fly out. 
Guns whofe vents are a little 
forward in the chace, recoil 
moft. To lefTen the recoil of a 

gun 
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gun, the platforms are generally 
made Hoping towards the eVnbra- 
fures of the battery. 

Redans, or indented works, 
are lines or faces forming fal- 
]iant and re-entering angles 
flanking one another, and ge- 
nerally ufed on the fide of a river 
•which runs through a garrifoned 
town. 

Redoubt, a fquare work of 
flone, railed without the glacis 
of a place, about mufquet-ihot 
from the town, having loop- 
holes for the mufqueteers to fire 
through, and furrounded by a 
foffe ; fometimes they are of 
earth, having only a defence 
in front furrounded with a para- 
pet and fofle. Both the one and 
the other ferve for detached 
guards to Interrupt the enemy's 
works ; and are fometimes made 
on the angles of the trenches, 
for covering the workmen a- 
gainft the fallies of the garriibn. 
The length of their fides may be 
from ten to twenty fathom ; their 
parapet, having two or three 
banquets, mud be nine or ten 
feet thick, and their foffe the 
fame both in breadth and depth. 
They contain a body of men for 
the guard of the trenches, and 
are likewife called places of 
arms. 

Redoubt, a fmall work made in 
a ravelin. 

Redoubt, alfo a fquare work, 
without any baftions, placed at 
fome diftance from a fortification, 
to guard a pafs, or prevent an 
enemy from approaching that 
way. 

Redoubt, caftle, or donjon, a 
place more particularly intrench- 
ed, and feparated from the reft 
fey a fofTe. There is generally 
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in each of them a high tower, 
from whence the country round 
the place may be difcovered. 

Ri.ggio, a well built town in 
fche principality of that name, in 
tnc iVlodenefe in Italy, having a 
ftrong citadel where the Gover- 
nor refides, and walls on which 
a cannon-ball can make little 
imprcifion. It lies fifteen miles 
noith-weft of the city of Modena. 
Latitude, 44.45. north; longi- 
tude, 1 1 minutes earl. 

Regular Attacks, are fucli 
as are made in form ; that is, by 
regular approaches. 

Re 1 c hen berg, in Bohemia, 
9.5 milts weft of Prague, 20^ 
north weft of Vienna; lati- 
tude, 50. 2. north ; longitude, 
12. 25. eaft ; is only remark- 
able as the place where the 
Pruflian army defeated the 
Auflrians on the 21ft of April, 
1757. The Auftrian army, 
commanded by Count Ko- 
nigfeck, was polled near Rev- 
chenberg, and was attacked 
by the Pruffians, under the 
command of the Prince of 
Brunfwick Bevern. The Pruf- 
i! ins were 20,000, and the Au- 
flrians 28,000 : the action began 
at half an hour after fix in the 
morning, when the Pruflian lines 
were formed., and attacked the 
Auftrian cavalry, which was 
ranged in three lines of thirty 
fijuadrons, and their two wings 
fuftained by the infantry, which 
was pofted among felled trees 
and intrenchments. The Au- 
ftrians had a village on their 
right, and a wood on their left, 
where they were intrenched. 
The Pruflian dragoons and gre- 
nadiers cleared the intrench- 
ment and wood, and entirely 
routed 
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routed the Aullrian cavalry : at 
the lame time, rhe redoubts that 
covered Reichenberg were taken 
by General Leitewit/. ; ;ind the 
Auftrians were entirely defeated. 
The Pruffians had 7 Officers arid 
100 men killed; i /> Officers 
and i^o men wounded. The 
Auftririhs had 1000 men killed 
and wounded ; 20 of their Of- 
ficers and 400 men taken pri- 
foners. The action ended at 
eleven. 

RhiNFORctMEN'T. to an ar- 
my, is an addition of frefh troops 
to (Irengthen an army, to en- 
able them to go on an entcr- 
pri/.e. 

Reinforced rinc of a gun., 
is that next the trunnions, be- 
tween them and the vent ; but 
the reinforced part of a gun, is 
from the bafe-ring to the rein- 
forced-ring, which is much 
Aronger at that place than any 
other part of the piece, from the 
great force of the powder. 

R e 1. 1 e v e. To relieve the 
guard, is to put lYelh meq upon 
the guard ; and, to relieve the 
trenches, is to relieve the guard 
of the trenches. 

Rfliever, an iron ring fixed 
to a handle by means of a fock- 
et, fo as to be at right angles to 
it : it ferves to difengage the 
fearcher of a gun, when one of 
its points are retained in a hole 
and cannot be got out other- 
wile. 

Rrndp 7. vous, the place ap- 
pointed by the General, where 
all the troops which compofe 
the army are to meet at the time 
appointed. 

Reserve, a body of troops 
foroetimes drawn out of the ar- 
my, and encamped by them- 
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felves in a line behind the 

Rtsfrvb- guard, the fame 
as a picquet-guard, except that 
the one mounts at troop bear- 
ing, and the other at retreat- 
beating. 

R e r h b 1-, an ancient town, 
and capital of Retelois, in 
Champagne, in Frane-e, fituated 
on the river Aifne. Here Csefar 
built a caftle; and it is a lib fan, 
for a victory obtained by the 
French, under Marfhal du Plef- 
fis Prailin, over the Spaniards, 
in 1650. It lies fixteen miles 
north of Rheims. Lat. 49. 20. 
north ; Ion. 4. 2;. ealt. 

Rptirape, a trench with a 
parapet ; but retirade, or coup- 
turf, is commonly taken for a 
retrenchment formed by the two 
faces of the re-entering angle in 
a body of a place, after the rirlt 
defence is ruined, and the be- 
fieged obliged to abandon the 
head of the work without quit- 
ting it entirely ; therefore, while 
fome are making head againft 
the enemy, others mould be bufy 
in making the retirade ; which 
is only a fimple baracade, or 
retrenchment, thrown up in 
halle, with a fort of foffe before 
it. 

The rdirade mould be raifed 
as high as poffible, and fome 
fourneaus, or fougades, made 
under it, to blow up the enemy's 
lodgements. 

RnTRbAT. An army or body 
of men are faid to retreat when, 
they turn their backs upon the 
enemy, or are retiring from the 
ground they occupied. 

A retreat is efteemed, by 
perienced Officers, the mafter- 
ce of a General. He fhould 
therefore 
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therefore he -well acquainted 
with the fituation of the country 
through which he intends to 
make it, and careful that nothing 
is omitted to make it fafe and 
honourable. 

Retreat. See Drum. 

Retrenchment, any work 
railed to cover apolt, and fortify 
it again ft an enemy ; viz. fa- 
cines loaded with earth, ga- 
bions, barrds of earth fand- 
bags, and ail things that c in 
cover the men, or impede the 
enemy : more particularly ap- 
plicable to a forte, bordered 
with a parapet ; and the poft 
fortified thus, is called pod re- 
trenched, or flrong port. Re- 
trenchments are either general Or 
particular. 

Retrenchments general ', new for- 
tifications, made in a place be- 
fieged, for to cover themfelves 
when the enemy are ma iters of a 
lodgement on the fortification, 
that they may be in a condition 
of difputir.g the ground inch by 
inch, and putting a flop to the 
enemy's progrefs, in expectation 
of relief: as, if the befiegers at- 
tack a tenaille of the place, 
which they jvtdge the weakeft, 
either by its being ill flanked, 
or commanded by fome neigh- 
bouring ground, then the loe- 
fieged make a great retrench- 
ment, inclofing all that part 
which they judge in molt dan- 
ger. Thefe lliould be fortified 
with baftions and demi- baftions, 
furrounded by a good folk, 
countermined, and higher than 
the works of the place, that 
thev may command the old 
works, and put the befiegers to 
infinite trouble in coveting 
mfelves. 
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Retrenchments particular, fuch 

as are made in the ball 
when the enemy are mailers of 
the breach. They can never be 
made but in full baftions ; for 
in empty or hollow bait ions, 
retirades only can be formed. 
Thefe p retrench^ 

are fometimes. made at firft, 
which certainly is beft. Count 
Pagan always made a double 
parapet in all his baftions; and 
a retrenchment made before 
hand, requires no more men 
for its defence, than if it were 
not made, becaufe they never 
defend it tiil the principal work 
is loft : the parapet of fuch re- 
trenchments ihouid be five or fix 
feet thick, and five feet high, 
with a large and deep folfe, 
from whence ihouid run out 
imall fougadts ; and alio be 
countermined. 

RtToRNj of a Trench,

RtvETEMENT, a ftrong wall, 
built on the outfide of the 
rampart and parapet, to fupport 
the earth, and prevent its rolling 
into the ditch. 

Reux, a fmall but fortified 
city of llainault in the Auftrian 
Low- countries, fituated in a very 
fruitful foil, one mile north-eaft 
of Mon s.

Rhinef 1 eld, a town of the 

er Rhine in! Germany, and 

capital of the county of the fame 

name, having a ftrong caftle on 

ery high rock, commanding 
the Rhine. It lies fixteen miles 
north-weft of Mentz ; and is 
fubjeel to the Landgrave of 
Latitude, 50. 
20. north; longitude, 7. 28. 
call. 
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Rhijiff.ldf-k, a fma il but 
ftrong city of Suabia, on the 
fouth fide of the Rhine. In i6^3 
it was taken by the Swedes, un- 
der the Duke of Saxe-Weymar ; 
it fullered much from the French 
in 1678; but was refiored, by 
the treaty of Muniter, to the 
Houfe of Auftria. Lies ten miles 
ofBafil. Latitude 47.36. 
north ; longitude, 7. 10. ealt. 

Rhodes, the capital of the 
Ifland of that name ; about three 
miles in circuit, furrounded with 
a treble wall, and the fame num- 
ber of moats ; the fortifications 
are now in a good condition, 
but it has a convenient and i'.ife 
harbour. Latitude, 36. 24north; 
longitude, 20. eaft. 

Rhomb, a four-fided figure, 
whole fides are equal, but the 
angles unequal. 

Rhomboids, a four fided fi- 
gure, whofe angles and oppofice 
fides are equal, but all its fouf 
fides are not equal. 

Richelieu, a town of Poidtou, 
in France, regularly built by 
Cardinal Richelieu, having a , 
considerable cattle on the httle 
rivers Amable and Vide. Lies 
twenty - feven miles north of 
PoicYiers. Latitude, 47. 5. north- 
longitude, 28 minutes eaft. 

Ricochet. When g\ms are 
loaded with fmail charges, and 
elevated from ten to twelve de- 
grees, fo as to fire over the pa- 
rapet, and the fhot rolls along 
the oppofite rampart, it is called 
ricochet firing; and the batte- 
ries, ricochet batteries. 

Rireau, a rifing ground, or 
eminence, commanding a plain, 
fomciimes near parallel to the 
works of a place. It is a great 
disadvantage jo have rideaus » 
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AeAr a Fortification, especially 
when, they fire from far, and 
terminate on the coUnfcrfcarp ; 
they not only command the 
place, but alio facilitate the 
enemy's approaches. 

Riga, a fmall but populous 
port- town in the divifion or 
Letten, and the capital of all 
Livonia, iituated at the nnuith. 
of the Dwina, in a bay of the 
Baltick; it is furrounded with a 
wall, the houfes are moltly of 
ftone, has a ftrong citadel, and 
two arfenals, well provided with 
ftores. It was taken in 1710, by 
the victorious arms of Peter the 
Great, and has ever fince been 
fubjed to Ruflia. Latitude, 57. 
5. north ; longitude, 24. 10. eaft. 

Rjo-dk-la HaCha, is the 
capital of a province cf the fame 
name, and lies about 40 le 
eaft of Santa Martha. The town 
has been feveral times taken by 
the Buccaneers, but is now 
fortified. 

Rifatransone, a fmall but 
fortified city of Ancona, and the 
Pope's dominions in Italy j it lies 
on the confines of Naples, fix 
miles weft of the Adriatic'*. La- 
titude, 42, 50. north ; longitude, 
15. 19. eaft. 

Ripen, an old town in New 
Jutland in Denmark, on a bay 
of the German Ocean, with a 
ftrong caftle. It lies fixty three 
miles i'outh of Wiburg. La- 
titude, 55i 36. north; longitude, 
o. 10. eaft. 

Roc el la, a fortrefs of the 
further Calabria in the kingdom 
of Naples, in Italy, near the 
Ionian lea, and commanding the 
Cape of the fame name. Lati- 
tude, 38. 26. north) longitude, 
^ 17. 10. eaft. 
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RocttB, a fortified town of 
Luxemburg in the Auftrian Ne- 
therlands, furrounded with bul- 
warks, wet ditches, and a caftle 
on a rock, commanding the 

town. 

RocHELLE,a confiderablc port 
and trading city of Aunis in 
France, iituated in the Bay of 
Bifcay, two leagues from the 
Ifle of Rhc. The inhabitants 
embraced the reformed religion 
in the fixteenth century, fortified 
the city, and held out a long 
fiege again It Lewis XIII. who at 
laft obliged them to fin-render, 
Octobers, 1628, on which th« 
place, except twd towers de- 
fending the port, was demo- 
lilhed. Lewis XIV. faifed new 
fortifications. It lies 70 miles 
iouth weft of PoidViers. Latitude, 
46. 16. north ; longitude, 1. 10. 
weft. See Plan 18. 

Rochfort, a city of Aunis 
in France, regularly built from 
a village by Lewis XIV. about a 
league" and a half from the mouth 
of the Charante. It has a very 
commodious harbour, is one of 
the ftations for the royal navy, 
and has an excellent arfenal well 
furniihed with naval (tores. Lies 
23 miles iouth of Rochelle. 
Latitude, 46. 5. north; longi- 
tude, 1. 10. weft; See plan 17. 
Rocroy, a fortified town o't 
Remois in France, on the borders 
Of Hainalt. Near it the Prince 
of Condc gained a compleat 
victory over the Spaniards, May

of Namur. Latitude, 50. 10. 
north ; longitude, 4 26. eaft. 

Roll, tt roll in duty, when 
Officers of the lame ran!; take 
their turns upon duty ; as Cap-

according to the feniority of their 
commiffions. 

Rosbacu, a final 1 town of 
Saxony, famous for a victory 
obtained November 5, 17,7, 
between the Proffiin army, 
commanded by the King, and 
the combined avmy of Impe- 
rialifts and French, commanded 
by the Prince ot Saxhilburg- 
haufen, and the Prince of 
Souhife. 

His Pruffhn Majefty march °d 
againft the combined army, the 
27th of October, and the two 
armies met, near the village of 
Rofbach, on the 5th of Novem- 
ber. The combined army confut- 
ed of 6o,oco ; bat the Prufiians 
had only 25,000. The Prufiians 
g fined the rifing grounds, and 
began the attack at half pad two 
in the afternoon. The Prufflan 
cavalry foon intirely routed that 
of the enemy ; whofe infantry 
were then attacked, and defeated 
by that of the Prufiians. The 
battle continued an hour and a 
half; the combined army fled, 
on all fides, before five. The 
fugitives were favoured by the 
right, which gave them an op- 
portunity of retiring towards 
Freyburg, and afterwards over 
the Unftrut to Erfert," where they 
were purfued till the 9th. The 
combined army had 5000 ki!le4> 
on the field, and upwards of 
6000 taken prifoners ; among 
whom were eight French Ge- 
nerals, and 250 Officers of 
different ranks : they alfo loft 
fixty- three cannon, fifteen ftand- 
ards, feven pair of colours, and 
baggage - waggons. The 
Prufiians had only 100 men 
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killed, and 300 wounded. Pof- 
terity will fcarce credit the ac- 
count of his victory. 

N. B. Juft before the battle 
the King made the following 
fpeech to his army. " My dear 
friends, you know the hour is 
come in which all that is, and 
that fhould be dear to us, de- 
pends upon the fwords which are 
now drawn for battle ; time 
permits me to fay but little; nor 
is there occafinn to fay much : 
you know that there is no labour, 
hunger, cold, watching, or dan- 
ger, that I have not hitherto 
lhared ; ybu now fee me ready to 
lay down my life with you, and 
for you ; all I afk, is the fame 
pledge of fidelity and affection 
as I give. Let me add, not as 
an incitement to your courage, 
but as a teftimony of my gra- 
titude, that, from this hour, 
until you go into quarters, your 
pay fhall be double. Acquit 
ynttfelvcs tike men, and put your 
confidence in God." 

Roses, a fortified town of 
Catalonia in Spain, having a 
very good harbour on a bay 
of the Mediterranean, lies fixty- 
four miles north-ealt of Barce- 
lona. Latitude, 42. 30. north; 
longitude 2. 43. eaft. 

Rouen, antiently Rotboma^nr, 
a city of France and the capital 
of Normandy, fituated on the 
north bank of the Seine, with a 
bridge of boats over it, rifing 
and falling with the tide. Is 
inclofed by an ancient wall 
flanked with baftions, has a caftle 
begun by Henry V. of England, 
and fin i filed by his fon Henry 
VI. and lies forty-fix miles fouth-

Rov 1 go, a pretty fpacious but 
not well peopled city in the 
Venetian territories in Italy, 
fituated in the Adigetto, and 
fortified in the ancient manner 
with a caftle ; it lies twenty- two 
miles iouth of Padua.

45. 10. north; longitude, 12. 
28. eaft. 

Route, an order to direct 
troops to march the road they 
are to take, and an authority to 
the magistrate to provide quarters 
for the troops. 

Ryswick, a fine village of 
Holland, in the United Ne- 
therlands, lyin^ between the 
Hague and Delft, with a grand 
palace of the Prince of Orange. 
Here the treaty of peace, called 
the treaty of Ryfwick, was con- 
clude 1, between the Confederates 
and France, in 1697. 

SAP ION ETTA, a ftrong 
town of rhe-Mantuan in Italy, 
having a good caftle, ten miles 
fouth of Mantua. Lat. 45. 10. 
north ; Ion. 11. 9. eaft. 

Safe-gu r dj a proteclion 
granted by a Prince, or his Ge- 
neral, for fome 01 the enemy's 
lands, &c. to preferve them from 
being infulted or plundered. 

To jorce a fafe guard, if upon 
jfervice, by the articles of war, is 
death. 

St. Gu ill i an, fix miles we fl- 
ward of Mons, upon the river 
Haine, is :'. fortified town of little 
confeqilenee. A day or two be- 
fore- the battle of Malp'aquer, 
General Dedem, with a de- 
ment, from the blockade of 1\J ons, 
^ it fword in hand, and 
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made the garrifon prifoners of 
war. 

Sr. Omer. See Omer, St. 
Saker, a piece cf ordnance, 
carrying a ball ci five pounds 
and a quarter weight. The dia- 
meter of the bore is three inches 
and nine fixreenths ; the length 
of the gun about eight or nine 
feet. 

Salankamen, a town of 
Sclavonia, near the Danube, me- 
morable for a victory obtained 
in its neighbourhood over the 
Turks, by Prince Lewis of Baden, 
in 1 69 1 ; and alfo another by 
Prince Eugene, in 1716. It lies 
twenty-three miles north -weft 
of Belgrade. Latitude, 45. 
22. north; longitude, 21. 10. 
eaft. 

Saltrno, the capital of the 
hither Principate, in the king- 
dom of Naples in Italy, on a 
bay of the Tufcan fea, having 
a pretty good harbour, but neg- 
lected. It is fortified, and lie3 
twenty-eight miles fouth of Na- 
ples, in latitude 40. 46. north; 
longitude, 15. 26. eaft. 

Sali ant-angle, that whofe 
points turn from the centre of 
the place. 

Sal iks, a pretty confiderable 
city of the Franche Comte in 
France, fituated on the little 
river Furieufe. It has three forts 
in its neighbourhood, and lies 
twenty-two miles fouth of Be- 
fancon. Latitude, 47. 5. north; 
longitude, 6. j. eaft. 

Sally, when a part of the 
garrifon goes out privately, and 
falls fuddenly on the befiej 
in their trenches, endeavouring 
to drive them out, and defiroy 
their works. If the garrifon is 
weak, fallies are feldcm made ; 
thougk 
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though they fatigue an enemy, 
obilruct their works, &c. Pru- 
dence is the beft guide : they 
fhould be always bold, daring, 
iecret, and at various times ; 
equally concerted for the attack 
as the defence. 

Saltsburg, the capital of an 
archbifhoprick of that name in 
Bavaria in Germany, ituated on 
the river Saitz. It is • ell forti- 
fied, and ne ir it are fotoc rich 
mines of filver, copper, and iron. 
Lies feventy- one miles eaft of 
Munich. Lat. 47. 45. north ; 
Ion. 13.5. eaft. 

S a l v 7. 7. o , ancient] y Augufta 
urn, a city of Piedmont 
in Italy, fituated on a mountain. 
In 1690 it was taken by the 
French, who demolithed its walls; 
it lies feventeen miles louth of 
Turin, and is fubje<9t to the king 
of Sardinia. Lat. 44. 56. north ; 
longitude, 7.5. eaft. 

Sand-bags, bags containing 
about a cubical foot of earth : 
they are uled for raifing parapets 
in hafte, or to repair what is 
beaten, down ; they are of ule 
when the ground is rocky, and 
i ds no earth to carry on ap- 
proaches, as they can be eafily 
brought from a- far, and removed 
at will. The iinaller land-bags 
contain about half a cubical foot 
1 rth , and ferve to be placed 
upon the fuperior talus of the 
parapet, to cover thofe that are 
behind, who fire through the 
cmbrafures or intervals left be- 
t\\ ixt them. 
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Sandomir, a city, and the 
capital of a palatinate of the 
fame name, in kittle Poland, 
iituated on tne Viftula. The 
Swedes blew up this caftle in 
1656 ; and here, in 1659, was a 
dreadful battle between the Tar- 
tars and Ruffians. It lies eighty- 
four miles fouth-eaft of Cracow. 
Latitude, 49. 26. north ; longi- 
tude, 20. 10. eaft. 

San Fernando, is fituated. 
near the entrance of the Golfo 
Dolce, in fitteen degrees 18 mi- 
nutes north latitude, and has 
lately been fortified by the Spa- 
niards, with an intent to curb 
the Mufquito-men, logwood- cut- 
ters, and bay men. It is a very 
good harbour, with fafe anchor- 
age from the north and eaft 
winds, in eight fathom water. 

San Juan de Puf.rto Rico. 
The harbour is fo fpacious, that 
the largeft fhips may lay with 
great fafety. On the weft fide of 
this city is the Caftillo del Mor- 
ro, a ftrong citadel, which com- 
mands and defends it ; while the 
mouth of the harbour is protect- 
ed by the El Convelo, a large 
and well fortified caftle. In 1595 
Sir Francis Drake burnt all the 
fhips in the harbour ; but finding 
it impoffible to keep the place, 
without abandoning his other 
defigns, he declined it. A few 
years after, the Earl of Cumber- 
land reduced the iffand ; but 
lofing 4 or 500 men in a month, 
by a contagious difeafe, he was 
glad to depart. In 161 5, the 
Dutch lent a ftrong fleet againft 
it with little fuccefs ; they only 
took and plundered the city, but 
were unable to reduce the caftle 
with its forts. 

Santarem, a city of Portu- 
guefe 
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guefe Eftremadura, is fituate on 
the 1 Tagus, defended by a citadel, 
fortified in the modern manner, 
and lies fifty fix miles north-ealt 
of Lifbon. Lat. 39. 18. north; 
Jon. S. 45. well. 

Sant Augustine, on the 
eaftern coall of the peninfula of 
Florida, is feventy leagues from 
the Gulph of Florida, and forty- 
feven from the town and river 
of Savana, built along the (bore, 
at che bottom of a hill, mounted 
with cannon. The caflle, called 
St. John's, is built of 'foft ftone, 
has four I a curtain fixty 

yards long, a parapet about nine 
feet thick, and a rampart twenty 
feet high* cafemated, arched, 
and bomb-proof. 

Sir Francis Drake attacked 
this fort in 1586, when the Spa- 
niards fled and left him fourteen 
brafi; guns, mounted on a plat- 
form of trees and earth, alio a 
chefl of about 2000 pounds, &c. 
Tho town confided of timber 
houies ; the fort of wood, and 
the walls of trunks of trees 
placed clofc together. In 1665, 
it was again attacked and plun- 
dered by Captain Davis, at the 
head of the Buccaneers ; at 
which time the fort is laid to 
have been an octagon, with a 
found tower at each angle. The 
next attack was in 1702, by the 
Englifh and Indians of Caro- 
lina, under Color.el Moor their 
Governor; he deftroyed the vil- 
lages and farms, and befieged 
this town three months ; but on 
approach of fome Spanilh fhips 
to its relief, he raifed the fiege, 
and marched to Charles Town, 
leaving the (hip and (lores he 
brought with him, to the enemy. 
The laft fiege of this place was 
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by General Oglethorpe, in 1740, 
with four men of war and trans- 
ports from Charles Town with 
troops. Having rendezvoufed 
near the mouth of Saint John's 
river, and being joined by the 
Cherokee Indians, on the 9th 
of May, he maiched twenty 
miles to Fort Diego, which he 
took, and made the garrifon 
prifoners of war : the Spaniards 
alfo abandoned Fort Moofa, or 
Negro Fort, to the General, who 
afterwards encamped his army 
on Sant Anaftafia ifland, having 
left a fmall part of his forces on 
the continent to garrifon Fort 
Negro, and alarm the Spaniard:. 
June 15, the Spaniards made a 
fally from the caflle of Sant Au- 
guiline, attacked and defeated 
the garrifon at Fort Negro, kill- 
ed Colonel Palmer, and took 
many prifoners. After this, the 
Spaniards received a fnpply of 
provifions, 2;c. from Cuba, con- 
veyed up the Matan/as, and 
landed to the fouth of the town, 
where the General had no bat- 
tery, to annoy, or force to inter- 
cept them. The befiegers bom- 
barded both caflle and town; 
but their artillery was planted 
too diilant to effecl: any material 
execution, occaficned by the ri- 
ver, moraflcs, and other obflruc- 
tions ; and the near approach 
of bad weather obliging the men 
of war to return to fea, the fiege 
was raifed the 4th of July ; it 
appearing that 200 feamen, 400 
foldiers, and 300 Indians, was 
too weak to fubdue ioop Spa- 
niards, fecured by a caflle. Seven 
leagues below Fort Sant Au- 
guftine are two forts ; the one on 
the north, the other on the 
fouth fide of a large Jake. Ogle- 
thorpe 
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thorpe deftroyed the Iaft, and 
reflion of the firft, which 
is called Mauchicolis., lurround- 
.'.irh ftrong palifadc-., eight 
feet high, with a parapet and 
loop-holes about br^.iit high. 

Sap, a trench, or an approach 
made under cover, of ten or 
twelve teet broad, when the be- 
crs come near the place, and 
their fire grows fo dangerous, as 
not to be approached uncovered. 

Saracossa, a large city, the 
capital of Arragon, in Spain, 
furrounded with old walls, and 
other antique fortifications, at 
the confluence of the rivers E- 
bro, Gaieyo, andGuerva, which 
run in a ferpentine manner 
through the neighbourhood. It 
lies 156 miles well of Barcelona, 
and 180 north eaft of Madrid. 
This city fubmittcd to Charles 
III. in 1706; but after the un- 
fortunate battle of Almanza, in 
1707, was obliged t» furrender 
to his rival Philip. The for- 
mer of thefe Princes obtaining a 
victory over the latter in 1710, 
entered this city in triumph the 
fame evening ; but a body of 
Englifh forces being lb on after 
furprized, and made prifoners at 
Brihuega, King Charles was a- 
gain obliged to quit SaragofTa, 
.tad retire to Catalonia ; on which 
GCcation Philip again entered it. 
Latitude, 41. 32. north; longi- 
tude, 1. 18. welt. 

Sarlouis, a fortrefs of Lor- 
rain, fuuate on the Sare, ten 
miles north -weft of Sarbruck. 
Latitude, 49. 28. north; longi- 
tude, 6. 4. eaft. 

S.uzana, a fortrefs belong- 
ing to the Genoefe territory, on 
tiie confines of Italy and Tuf- 
", has a caflle on a moim- 
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tain, and lies twelve miles north 
of Mafia. Lat. 44. 10. north ; 
Ion. 10. 38. eaft. 

Sash, a mark of difiindfion, 
generally made of crimfon fill;, 
and worn about an Officer's 
waift. The fir It intentioji of 
them were, if an Officer receiv- 
ed fo defperate a wound, as to 
render him incapable of remain- 
ing at his poft, he might be put 
into his/alh, and carried off by 
the ..affiilance of two men; but 
they arc now ufed to diftinguifh 
the Officer upon duty. 

Saucisse, a long train of 
powder, fewed up in a roll of 
piiched cloth, about two inches 
diameter ; its ufe js to fire mines 
or caiflbns ; the length of it 
mult reach from the mine to the 
place where the engineer is to 
fire it, to fpring the mine. 

Saucisson, a long pipe, or 
bag, of cloth or leather, about 
an inch and a half diameter, fill- 
ed with powder, leading from 
the chamber of a mine to the 
entrance of the gallery. It ferves 
to give fire to the mine. 

Sancton, alfo a fafcinc, lon- 
ger than the common, ferves to 
raife batteries, and repair 
breaches. 

Savona, a pretty firong city, 
has a large harbour and caftle 
next the lea, ur.fuccefsfi.dly at- 
tacked by the French and Ge- 
noefe, in 1748. It lies twenty- 
five miles fouth-weft of the city 
of Genoa. Lat. 44. 31. north ; 
Ion. 9. 10. eaft. 

Scaladk, or cfcalade, a fu- 
rious attack, upon a wall or 
rampart, carried on with various 
forts of ladders, to infult by 
open force. 

Scal£ 3 a right line divided 
into 
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into equal parts, reprefenting 
miles, fathoms, paces, inches, 
&c. ufed in making plans upon 
paper, giving each line ils true 
length. &c. 

Scarp. The f.ope of tlie 
lower part of the wall fhould be 
as falianc as poffible at bottom, 
■without taking too much from 
the breadth of the lolle : this 
renders ths efcalading more dif- 
ficult, aad the wall on battering 
will not i'o readily tall down as 

Schantz Sterney, a for- 
rrefs ot Carelia, in Ruffian Fin- 
land, is fituated on the Nieva, a 
little e .ill of St. Peterfburg, in 
latitude, 60. 15. north; lon- 
gitude, 31. 20. eaft.. 

Sciulla, a town and fort of 
Upper Hungary, fituated,on the 
Waag, twenty-five miles north- 
ing. Lat. 48. 32. 
north ; Ion. l3. 1 ?. eaft. 

Schell E n beRC, a ibrti fie d 
mountain winch fcrves inftead 
of a caftle, ftands on the Da- 
nube, about a quarter of a league 
on the ealt fide of Donawert, in 
Bavaria. It is famous for the 
defeat of the French and Bava- 
rians, in 1704, when the Con- 
fed era re?, commanded by the 
Duke of Marlborough, forced 
the trenches, and next day made 
themfelves mailers of Donawert. 
It lies twenty-two miles welt of 
Ingollladt. Lat. 48. 51. north; 
Ion. 11. 10. ealt. 

Schemnit'/,, the largefl of all 
the mine towns in Upper Hun- 
gary, built upon a rocky hill, 
defended with three caflies. It 
lies forty-one miles north- ealt of 
Prefburg. Lat. 48.46. north; 
Ion. 19. 10. eaft. 

SCHENKENScH,lNTZ,aflrong 
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fort ofCelderland, in the United 
Netherlands, fourteen miles 
eaft of Nimeguen, is fubjeel 10 
Pruffia. Latitude, 51. 54 north; 
Jon. 6. 16. ealt. 

Schknograhv, profile* or 
1, the natural rcpre'.entation 
of a place, as it appears v. hen 
viewed from without: which 
fhews its fituation, the form of 
its walls, number and figure of 
its fteeples, and tops of its pub- 
lick and private buildings. 

S-oiLf stadt, a town of /J. 
face and the Upper Rhine, in 
Germany, now belonging to 
France, the fortifications whereof 
have been very much increafed 
fince it lias been in the poffek 
fon of that Crown. It lies nine 
miles fouth of Strafburg, in lat, 
48. 24. north : Ion. 7. 36. eafl. 

Schoonhoven, a town of 
Holland in the United Pro- 
vinces, fituated on the north 
bank of the river Leech. It is 
fo well fortified, that the Fr 
were repulfed before it in 1 
with confiderable lofs. It lies 
fourteen miles eaft of Amfler- 
clam, in lat. 52. ic. north ; Ion. 
4. 47. ealt. 

Schweidnitz, the capital 
of a duchy of that name in SiJe- 
li a and Kingdom of Bohemia 
the River VVeiftritz. It is (Ircngiy 
fortified in the modern manner, 
and lies twenty- fix miles fonth 
of Breflaw, in Lat. 50. 
north ; Ion. 16. 2 J. eaft. 

This place was formally in- 
veiled by his Pruffian Majefly in 
1758. The fiege began on the 
2d of April, and a biifk fire 
was conftantly fuftained from 
feven different batteries : but 
the ganiion, under Count Thi- 
erhelm, made a brave reliJlanco 

till 



till the 1 6th, when he was 
obliged to Uinendcr it. The 
aployed in this fiege 
foot two companies of mili- 
ar: d 22 engineers, The 
pri loners taken in the town were 
173 Orficers a ad 1739 men. The 
beiiegers had 5 Officers and 93 
men killed, 24 Officers and 233 
men wounded. 

On the ill of October, 1761, 
the .*\uit j ians under M. de Lau- 
dohn, became mailers of it by :i 
main, when General 
Zattrow, the Governor, and 
3771 men, were made prifoners 
of war, and a magazine of pow- 
der blew >jp in the attack, which 
did equal damage to both, and 
181 pieces of cannon were found 
in the place. The lofs of the 
rims was 279 killed, and 
1 1 50 wounded and miffing ; of 
the Ruffians engaged iri this af- 
fault, 51 were killed and 45 
wounded. 

Auguft 8, 1762, eight bat- 
talions and 1000 Croats {allied 
out upon the Ruffians when be- 
fore it, routed the battalion of 
Falkinhagen, made the Colonel 
and fome Officers prifoners, and 
killed and wounded 100 men. 
B tit on the 9th of October, 1762, 
it capitulated with the King of 
Pruffia, when the trenches had 
been opened before it for two 
months. General Guafco and 
his garrifon furrendered them- 
felves prifoners of war. On 
the 8th of October, a grenade 
from the befiegers feU upon 
a magazine of powder, which 
did great damage 10 one of the 
forts, bcfidts blowing up 20 j 
Officers and men. A mine took 
full effect in the night between 
the 8th and 9th, carmd av/ay 
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a pirt of the rampart, made a 
breach in the covert-way, and 
filled tip the ditch with rub- 
biih. The garrifon marched out 
of -he fortrefs with military ho- 
nours, laid down their .irms, and 
were made prifoners of war. 
They had 32 Officers and 1240 
foldiers killed, ^ Officers and 
2223 foldiers wounded; the: 
number of prifoners of every 
denomination, including tick and 
Wounded, amounted to 238 Offi- 
cers and 8784 men; in all 10302. 
The artillery and itcres in the" 
piace were coiifiderab'e. The 
Pruflians loll 25 Officers, 1084 
Subalterns and private men, kill- 
ed, or dead of their wounds, 
befides 61 Officers and 1845 Sub- 
alterns or private men, wound- 
ed ; in ail 86 Officers and 2929 
foldiers. M. de Griboval acted 
as engineer to the garrifon; M. 
le Fevre to the befieeers.

Sea ford, a fmall borough 
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x, having an. harbour on 
the Epglifti Channel, defer) 
by a fort, lies fev«"n miles from 
Lewes, and fifty- four from Lon- 
don. 

Sebastian, St, a fan 
port of Guipufcoa, a territory 
of Bifcay, in Spain, lituated at 
the month of the river Branco, 
is inclofed with a triple wall, 
has a ftrong caille, and lies 
twenty -five miles fouth-weft of 
Bayonne, latitude, 45. 37. 
north ; Ion. 1. 56. weft. 

Sebenico, a well fortified 
city of Venetian Dsdmatia, fi- 
tuated on 'the Adriatick, has a 
fpacious port defended by the 
ifland of St. Nicholas. It lies 
forty two miles north of Spa- 
latto.

longitude, 17. 26. eall.

Segorbe, a city of Valencia, 
in Spain, on the banks of the

5ft north ; longi- 
tude, 56 minutes welt. 

Segovia, a city of 0!d Ca- 
in Spain, fituated on the 
river Frio, over which is a noble 
luc"l, built by Trajan. The 
principal mint of Spain is fixed 
in this city, which is enc 
puffed with ftrong waifs, adorn- 
ed with lofty towers, and 

,-five miles north of Ma- 
drid, in lat. 41. 10. north;

Stt-ENCiNSK, a town of Si- 
beria, in Aliati'c Ruflia, on tht 
river Selertga, defended by a 
forrrefs of five brais and as m.nry

kul. Latitude, 50. 10. north;

S e l 1 n c e n s t a n t, a final 1 ! 
tWn of Mentz, in Germany, 
fituated on the weft bank of the 
Maine, eight miles iouth efft of 
Hanau, and fourteen eall of 
Frankfort. Here the French ar- 
my, under Marfhal de Noailles, 
palfed the Maine to attack the 
Confederates, June 16, 1. 
but were to repafs it af- 

ter the battle of Dettingen. Lat. 
50. 10. north ; Ion. 8. 49. eall. 

Sev.ur, a town of Burgundy, 
in France, has a ftrong citadel, 
and lies 134 miles weft of Dijon, 
in latitude, 47. 24. north; lon- 
gitude, 4.15- eaft. 

Ssne Gambia, or Gavihia, a 
larr/e river, between the tropics, 
in Africa, furrounding James 
Ifland, where the company have 
a fettlement, defended by a gar- 
rifon and fortrefs (under the 
command of a lieutenant-go- 
vernor) called James Fort.

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Senl!S, a city of the ifle of 
France, furrounded with walls 
and a dry deep ditch, has ba- 
ftions and half moons. 

Sentry, a private foldier 
placed in fome poll to prevent 
fur prize from ;tn enemy. If 
placed in a very advanced and 
dangerous poll, he is called, from 
the French, Sentinel perdu. 

Skstos, a ttron<x caftle of 
Romania, in Turky, on the Eu- 
ropean fide of the ftreight of the 
jMlefpont, twenty -four miles 
fouth-weft of Gallipoli. Lat. 40. 
10. north; Ion. 27. 36. eaft. 

Slville, a very ancient city 
of Andalufia, in Spain, fitnated 
in a fertile country, on the river 
Guadalquiver, over which it has 
a flout bridge of feventeen boats, 
which joins the city to a large 
fuburb on the other fide. The 
compafs of the city, including 
this fuburb, is fuppofed to be 
near fourteen miles, but the 
Wall is only eight. It is very 
ftrong, and adorned with 1 5; 
gates and 166 towers. Near the 
water fide is a ftately tower, 
called the Golden Tower, com- 
manding the whole river, crtyj 
and fuburbs. It ftands fifty miles 
north eaft of the port-town of St.

Sheeuness, a regular forti- 
fication, on the north- weft ex- 
tremity of the tfte of Sheppey, 
in Kent, having a line of heavy 
cannon, to defend the mouth of 
the Medway, is thirty-five miles 
from London. Lon. 50 rain, 
eaft ; lat. 52. 2.7. north. 

Shot, all forts of ball, either 
for cannon, mufqucis, carabines, 
or piftols. 

Chain-Jljot , two whole or half 
bullets joined together, either 
by a bar or chain of iron, which 
allows them fome liberty afun- 
der, fo that they cut and deftroy 
whatever they happen to ftrike 
in their covtrfe 

Grape foot, a certain number of 
fmall (hots, of iron or lead, quilt- 
ed together with canvas and ropes' 
about a pin of iron or wood, 
fixed upon a bottom in the fame 
manner, the whole together 
weighing nearly as much as the 
fhot of that caliber. 

Shoulder^ sf a baflion, thac 
part where the face and flank 
meet. 

Sinp.s of horn-works, tenaillcs, 
crown -works, 6c thofe parts of 
the ramparts which reach from 
the border of the fofle to the 
head or the works. Thofe in 
horn- 
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horn-works and tenailles are pa- 
rallel. Sometimes thefe fides 
are no longer than the reach of 
a mufquet-fhot, and are then 
defended by the faces of the 
place ; but when they are lon- 
ger, they have either flanks 
in the long fides, which are then 
faid to have fhoulders ; they are 
indented; or made with redans, 
traverfes, or crol's intrenchments 
in the ditch. 

Siege. To befisge a place, is 
10 furround it with an army, 
and approach ic, by pamiges 
made in the ground, fo as to be 
covered againft the fire of the 
place. 

When an army can approach 
fo near the place as the covert- 
way, without breaking ground, 
under favour of fome hcilow 
loads, rifiog grounds, or cavi- 
ties, and there begin their work, 
it is called accelerating thp jiege.l 
but when they can approach the 
town fo near as to take it, with- 
out making any coniiderable 
works, the fiege is called an 
attack. 

To raife a Siege, to give over 
the attack of a place, quit the 
-works thrown up agair.fi it, and 
the polls taken about it. If 
there be no reafon to fear a fally 
jrom the place, the fiege may 
be railed in the day-time. Ar- 
tillery and ammunition muft 
have a ftrong rear-guard and 
lace the beliegers, left they 
ihould attempt to charge the 
rear; it there be any fear of an 
enemy in front, this order mitft 
be altered difcretionally, as fafe- 
ty, and tlie nature of the coun- 
try, will allow. 

To wake, or form a fiege, there 
Biuft be an «rmv furfuier/. to 
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furnifh five or fix reliefs for the 
trenches; pioneers, guards, con- 
voys, efcorts, &c. an artillery, 
magazines furnifhed with a fuf- 
ficient quantity of warlike flores, 
provifions of all forts, and an 
infirmary with 'phyficians, fur- 
geons, &c. 

To turn a fiege into a lUckade, 
to give over the attack, and en- 
deavour to take it by famine : 
for which purpofe, all the ave- 
nues, gates and ftreams leading 
into the place, are fo well guard- 
ed, that no fuccour can get to 
its relief. 

Si eg en, or Sigen, the capital 
of a county of that name, in the 
hndgravate of HefTe, in Ger- 
many, defended by a ftrong wall, 
with regular fortifications, is fub- 
jecl to its own Prince. It lies 
thirty miles north ol the city of 
Naffail, in lat 50. 46. north; / 
Ion. 7. 54. eaft. 

Sienna, a very ancient city 
of the S.icnefe, in the great 
duchy of Tufcany, in Italy, 
now fubject to the Emperor of 
Germany. It was formerly a 
powerful republic, but after 
long and frequent ftruggles, it 
was forced in 15; 5 to fubmit to 
Florence. It is about five miles 
in circuit ; its walls, towers, 
and caftle, were formerly very 
ftrong, but are now decayed, lo 
that there are no fortifications of 
confequence, except a citadel. 
It lies thirty-fix miles fouth of 
Florence, in lat. 43. 28. north; 
Ion. 12. 38. eift. 

Sierra Leone, a regular fort 
at the mouth of a river of that 
name, on the coaft of Guinea, or 
Negroland, in Africa, belong- 
ing to England. Lat. 2. 46.

SlCETP, 
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I8ETB, a fortified town of 
Lower Hungary, fituated on the 
frontier! of Poland, and taken by 
i he Malccontents in 1703. It 
lies leventy-three miles fouthweft 
of Buda, and is now fubjed to 
the Honfe of Auftria. Lat. 46. 
35. i.orth ; Ion. 18. 38. eaft. 

Sioistan, the capital of a 
province of the fame name in 
Perfia, in Afia, fituated on the 
civer SeDarond, a branch of the 
Hendmend, which falls into the 
lake Zare, 231 miles fouth-weft 
of Candahor. Latitude, 31. 10. 
ncrth; longitude, 62. 15. eaft. 
Si li stria, or Dcrejlero, a 
pretty large and ftrong town of 
Bulgaria in European Turky, 
defended by a good citadel. In 
is the capital of a fangiack, and 
lies ninety miles call of Nilia, in 
latitude, 42. 48. north j' longi- 
tude 27, eatt. 

Sill on, or envelope, a work 
raifed in the middle of a foffe, to 
defend it when too wide. It has 
no particular form, but is pro- 
mifcuoufly m:ide, with little 
ba (liens, half moons, or redans, 
which are lower than the works 
of the place, but higher than the 
covert-way. 

Sintshifm, a fmnil city in 
the Palatin^fe of the Rhine in 
Germany, where Marfhal Tu- 
renne obtained a fignal victory 
over the Imperialifts, under the 
Duke of Lorrain, in 1674. ^ 
lies eighteen miles fouth of 
Heidelberg, in latitude, 49. 16. 
north ; longitude, 8 44. eaft. 

Sion, a city and fovcreign ftate 
of Valais in Switzerland, is neat, 
well-built, defended by two 
caftjes, and lies tvventy-threemiles 
fouth-eaft of the Lake of Geneva, 
in latitude, 46. 21. north; lon- 
gitude, 7. 26. eaft. 
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SiRiK, or Sirquex, a town of 
Met/ in Lorrain, fituated near 
the Mofelle. It is defended by a 
caftle, and lies twelve miles fouth- 
eaft of the city of Luxemburg, 
in latitude 49. 41, north ; longi- 
tude, 6. 15. eaft. 

Siradia, the capital of a pa- 
latinate of that name in Great 
Poland, is fituated on the Warta, 
and defended by a ftrong wall 
and caftle. It lies twenty- two 
miles fouth-eaft of Kalifch, in 
latitude 52. 10. north; longi- 
tude, 18. 15. eaft. 

Sixain, an ancient order of 
battle for fix battalions, which, 
fuppoftng them all in a line, is 
formed thus : the fecond and 
fifth battalions advance, and 
make the van ; the firft and fixtb, 
fall to the rear, leaving the 
third and fourth to form the bo- 
dy. Each battalion fhould have 
one fquadron on its right, and 
another on its left. 

Slonim, a town of Lithuania 
in Poland, built of wood ; but: 
has a cafile, and other regular 
fortifications on the Szura. It 
lies fixty miles fouth-eaft of 
Grodno, in latitude, 53. 10. 
north; longitude, 25. 15. eaft, 

Sluys, a preUy large town of 
Dutch Brabant, in the Nether- 
lands, and one of the five fea- 
ports of Flanders ; fituated on a 
fmall arm of the fea, which part* 
it from the ifland of Cadfand. 
It is very ftrong, and even thought 
impregnable, becauie of its 
(kikes; It lies ten miles north- 
eaft of Bruges, in latitude, jr. 
24. north ; Ion. 3. 21 eaft. 

Smolensko, the capital of a 
province of the fame name in 
Ruffia, fituated on the Neiper, 
near the confines of Lithuania! 
It is a large city, fortified with 
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good walls, and defended with 
a iirong cattle. It lies 200 miles 
well of JMofcow, in Jat. 56. 10. 
north ; Ion. 33. 16. eaft. 

Smyrna, the capital of Ionia 
in Afia Minor ; one of the finett. 
ports in the Levant, at the bot- 
tom of a bay of the Archipelago, 
in Afiatick Turky. The en- 
trance of the haven is defended 
by forts and a caftle, and lies 
100 miles north of the ifland of 
Rhodes, and 200 fouth-weft of 
Constantinople, in Int. '38. 27. 
north ; Ion. 26. eaft. 

StfEEK-, an ancient, neat, and 
well fortified town of Friefland. 
in the United Provinces. It is 
fituafed on a lake of that name, 
twelve miles fouth of Lecuwar- 
den, in lat. 53. 15. north; Ion. 
5. 37. eaft. 

Solms, the capital of a county 
of the fame name in the Wet- 
teraw, and landgravate of Hefie, 
fubjecl to its own count, and de- 
fended by a caftle. It lies thirty- 
five miles north of Francfort, in 
latitude, 50. 41. north; longi- 
tude, 27. 12. eaft. 

Solothurn, the capital of a 
canton of that name in Switzer- 
land, fituafed on the river Aar. 
This city is regularly fortified 
with bullions, half-moons, and 
ravelines, and encompaiTcd with 
a deep ditch. Lies fifteen miles 
north of the city of Berne. La- 
titude, 47. north ; longitude, 7. 
35. eaft. 

Solsoka, a thinly inhabited 
city of Catalonia in Spain, on 
the river Cardona. It is well 
walled, has two caftles, and lies 
about fixty miles north weft of 
Barcelona. 

Sondrio, a pretty well for- 
tified town of the Grifons, and 
capital of the middle Torzero, 
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in Switzerland. It is fituatcd on 
the right fide of the Adda, and 
lies eighteen miles north-call ot 
Como, in lat. 36. 15. north ; 
longitude, 9. 56. call. 

Soi'ala, the capital city of the 
King of that name in Monomo- 
tapa, in Africa, fituatcd on the 
river Sofala. Here the Portu- 
guefe have a (Irong fort, are 
matters of the town, and claim 
the ibvercignty of the country. 
Lat. 20. 5. Ion. 35. 10. eaft. 

Sound, a paffage or ftreight, 
lying between the ifland of Zee- 
land, in Denmark, and the 
continent of Schor.en in Sweden, 
through which veiTels pafs Irom 
the ocean into the Baltic. On 
the Denmark fide, ftands the 
town of Elfincur, and the ttrong 
fortrefs of Cronenburg, near 
which is a tolerable good road ; 
on the fide of Sweden (lands the 
town of Helfingburg, with on'y 
one old tower remaining of a 
demolifhed caftle. 

Spalatto, a pretty large and 
Veil fortified city of Dalmatia, 
having a very capacious and fafe 
harbour on the Adriatick, lies 
fixty-five miles north- weft of Ra- 
gufa, in latitude 43. 22. north ; 
longitude 17. 52. eatt. 

SroLETTO, the capital of a 
duchy of Orr.bria in the ecclefia- 
ftical ftate in Italy, near the Tef- 
fino, having near it a ttrong old 
cattle, and feveral grand ruins, 
lies fifty-two miles north-eaft of 
Rome. Lat. 42. 46. north ; 
longitude, j 3. 38. eatt. 

Squadron, a body of cavalry 
compofed of three troops. 

Squarf, hollow, a body 
infantry drawn up with a fpace 
in the center, (for the Colonel, 
Lieutenant- colonel, Major, Ad- 
jutant, colours, pioneers, gre- 
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nadicrs, light company, muftc, 
dru id fifcrs) to oppol'e 

cither cavalry or infantry, formed 
with clofe and open files. See 
Plan I. 

Square, Mong, a figure of four 
faces ; the front and rear of a 
fmaller extent than the flanks; 
and the angles generally covered 
by the grenadiers and light- 
company. When that is not 
their fituation, the former form 
the front face, and the fatter the 
rear ; fee Plan i ; where the bag- 
gage is fuppofed to he guarded 
hy this, becaufe the country can- 
not admit of a larger front. 

Stag no, or Stagno Grande, a 
fmall, but well fortified city, 
with a Jittle, but commodious 
harbour, lies fifteen miles- north 
of the city of Ragilfa. 

Stain, or Stein, a f mall town 
of Auftria in Germany, defended 
by an ancient cattle on the north 
fide of the Danube, over which 
is a wooden - bridge. It lies 
oppofite to Mau tern, and fixteen 
miles north of Vienna. Lat. 48. 
; i. north; Ion. 15. 30. eaft. 

Star- fort, a work with 
feveral faces, generally compofed 
of from five to eight points, with 
faliant and re entering angles 
flanking one another ; each fide 
containing from twelve to twenty- 
five fathoms. 

St a v anger, the capital of 
a did rice of that name, on a 
peninlula in the province of 
Berghen in Norway. The har- 
bour is not only larrre, but fafe, 
and the town is defended by a 
ftrong fortrefs. Lat. 59. 36. 
north ; Ion. 6. 36. eaft. 

Stavikfn, an ancient town 
of Welt Friefland, in Holland, 
Oil the Zuyder-fe.i, has a bad 
entrance 1 > the harbour, but is 
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fied with a good ditch and 
rampart, fixteen miles fouth of 
Enchuyfen. Lat. 53. 5. north; 
Ion 6. 36. eaft. 

Steenkirk, a village of 
Hainault, in the Atiftrian Ne- 
therlands, famous for a battle, 
on the third of Auguft, 1692, 
between the army of the Allies, 
commanded by King William 
and Maximilian of Bavaria, who 
attacked the French, under 
refchal Luxemburg, in their 
i camp. It lies twelve n 
north of Mons, and fixteen fc 
well of liruffels.

Stp.vi;ns w ht, a ftron g for- 
trefs of Gelderland, fituatcd on 
an ifiand of the Maes, has 
(even baftions, and a bridge ot 
boats, the head of which is for- 
tified with a half-moon. It lies 
twenty- three miles north- eall of 
Maellricht ; and is fubject to the 
Dutch. Latitude, ji. 20. north; 
longitude, c. /](). eaft. 

Stockholm, the capital of the 
kingdom of Sweden. The har- 
bour is capable of receiving 1000 
fail of lhips, and has a quay 
near an Englifh mile in length. 
The only inconveniency is its 
being ten miles from the lea ;

It lies forty- two miles 

ealt of Baden, and forty five 

north-well of Ulm. Lat. 48.

Sub isrigadip.r, an Officer 
in the horie- guards, who ranks 
as Cornet. 

Sun- Li rut en Ant, an Officer 
in the fu/.ileers, where they 
have no Enfigns, is the youngeil 
Lieutenant in the company, and 
carries the colours. 

Succour, the effort made to 
relieve 
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vc a place : that is, faife 
the liege, and force the enemy 
trom it. 

Succours, a General who 
marches to the relief of a place 
beiieged ihould fend notice to 
i he Governors, by letters or 
otherwise : this renews the cou 
rage of the garrifon. He ihould 
be expeditious to prevent the 
enemy's fortifying their camp, 
or carrying on their approaches. 

A place beiieged may be re- 
trieved by cutting off the ene- 
my's provifion, feizing fomc of 
their polls, or attacking fome of 
their places, to oblige them by a 
diverfion to raife the fiege, or 
by throwing provilions into the 
place of powder, victuals, men, 

Thefe refrefhments are fent 
into the town by furpri/.e, by 
attacking fomc of their polls, or 
the enemy in their camp. 

To introduce a relief by fur- 
prize, you march in the nighr, 
through by - ways, and thofe 
kaft fortified and guarded ; if 
you are difcovered, pulh on 
immediately, and force your 
way : thofe within make a for tie 
at the fame time, according as 
you have agreed with them, giv- 
ing falfe alarms at Other places, 
to keep them in fufpence : re- 
connoitre well the relief before 
they are admitted. 

When you would relieve a 
place befieged with open force, 
as you draw nearer the town, you 
fire lome cannon to acquaint the 
garrifon of your approach. 

A knowledge of the places 

. fortified and molt neglected 

; you an eafy opportunity of 

throwing in your fuccours : the 

has the 
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greateft advautage over his ene- 
my. 

When you march to the re- 
lief <if a place, let it be fpread 
abroad that you have a nume- 
rous army : to make this appear 
probable, your army on their 
march Ihould extend itfelf, by 
enlarging their intervals. The 
enemy is intimidated, confter- 
natiori fpreads through their 
camp, and they often raife the 
fiege precipitately. 

SuNDbRuuRG, a town on the 
fouth part of the ifhnd of Alfen, 
in the Lialtick, belonging to 
Denmark ; it is a very (hong 
place, and lies 104 miles weft of 
Copenhagen. Latitude, '55. 24. 
north ; lou. 10. 4. eaft. 

Surat, a city and port of the 
Eaft Indies, in Afia, the capital 
of Cambaya, fituated on the; 
banks of the river Tabtu, is de- 
fended by a flight wall, with 
fome antique forts, lies ten miles 
eaft of the Indian fea, 160 
north of Bombay, and as many 
fouth of the city of Cambaya; 
Latitude, 21. 12, north j longi- 
tude, 72. 27. eaft. 

SurfaCu, or fuperficiesy an ex- 
tent, having length anefbreadth, 
but no thicknefs : it is therefore 
evident, that the extremities ofa 
a furface are lines. 

Surface, as a term in fortifi- 
cation, is that part of the fide 
which is terminated by the flank 
prolonged or extended, and the 
angle of the neareft baftion : 
the double of this line with the 
curtain, is equal to the exterior 
lide. 

Sua t nam, the chief fett le- 
nient of the Dutch, in Guiana, 
in South America. The French 
and Englifh were fucceflGvely in 
poirefTiott 
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poffeffion of this place; the for- 
mer quitting it as unwhokicme, 
and the latter making no great 
account of it, funrendered it 
readHy to the Dutch, who took 
polfeiuon of it in 167.1. The 
colony is now become very pow- 
erful, has feveral forts, and ex- 
tended itfelf thirty leagues 
bove the river Surinam, ft 
in latitude, 6. 34. north; lon- 
gitude, 56. 22. weft. 

Surprizes. To fall on an 
enemy by furprize, when they 
march through narrow 
paries, when one pare has pailed 
fo as not eaftly to come to the 
iuccour of the other ; as in the 
paifage of rivers, Woods, or en- 
clotures, in which lay an am- 
bufcade, polling alfo a body of 
cavalry near the place they come 
out at ; when part of the enemy 
•are come out, charge them in 
front, rear, and flank. 

A place is furprized by drains, 
cafe-mates, or the ilfues of rivers, 
or canals; by encumbering the 
bridge or gate, by waggons 
meeting and (topping each o:her; 
fending foldiers into the place, 
tinder pretence of being de- 
ferters, who on entering furprize 
the guard, being fuftained by 
troops in ambulh near the place, 
to whom they give entrance, 
and feize it; foldiers fometimes 
dreffed like peafants, merchants, 
Jews, priefts, or women. The 
enemy fometimes fend in their 
foldiers as if they were yours 
coming from the hofpital, &c. 
they alfo drefs their foldiers in 
your regimentals, and prefent- 
ing thernf'cives at your gate as 
ftich, are immediately admitted, 
feize the guard and become ma- 
ilers of the place ; fometimes 
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houfes are fet on fire, and whilft 
the . >aics out to exain- 

guiili it, troops who lay in am- 
bulh march in and furprize the 
place. Officers commanding 
guards at the principal gates are 
lured out under various pre- 
tences, fo contrived as to feize 
the gate in going in with them. 
Somefcirries an alarm is grven at 
fide of the garrifon, whilft. 
you enter lecretly at the other, 
at that time too often neglected. 
Susa, the capital of the mar- 
quifitc of that name, in Pied- 
mont, in Italy, a fmall place, 
weli fort-'fied. and reckoned one 
of the ke> s of that country. It 
lies on the Doria, forrounded 
with high mountains, eighteen 
miles north-weft of Turin. Lat. 
45. j, north; Ion. 7. 10. ealt. 

Suttler, one who follows 
the army and provides provifions 
for the troops. 

S w A l t o w s - t a 1 l , an otit>- 
work, differing from a fingle te- 
naille, as its fides are not paral- 
lel, like thofe of a tenaille ; 
but, if prolonged, would meet 
and form an angle on the middle 
of the curtain ; and its head or 
front compofed of two iaccs, 
forming a re-entering angle. 
This work is extraordinarily 
well flanked, and defended by 
the works of the place, which 
difcover all the length of its 
long fides; they feldom fufficient- 
ly cove- the flanks of the oppo- 
fite ballions. 

Swoll, or Ztvoll, a ftrong 
and regular city of Overyffel, in 
the United Provinces, with 
double ditches, filled by the Aa, 
lies feventeen miles north of 
Deventer, in latitude, 52. 37. 
north ; Ion. 6. 5. eaft. 

Synborg, 
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Syracuse, a famous ancient 
city ami pert of the Val di No- 
lo, in a fine bay of the Mediter- 
ranean on the eaft coaft of the 
iilaiul of Sicily, and the capital 
of a once flourilhing Rate, is ftill 
conliderable on account of its 
harbour and firength of its walls. 
At the entry into the port, is a 
ftrong, but irregular cattle, in 
which is the celebrated fountain 
of Arethufa. It lies fixty-five 
miles fouth of Mefiina, in lat. 
37. 32. north; Ion. 15. 10. 
eaft. 

TABARCA, a little bland 
lying oppofite to a fmall 
town of that name, which di- 
vides the maritime coafts of Tu- 
nis and Algiers, in Africa. It 
is about two miles from the 
land, and is now in poifefiion 
of the noble family of the La- 
mellini of Gertoa, who have here 
a Governor and a garrifon of 
200 men to protect the coral 
filliery. Latitude, 36. 36. north; 
Ion. 8.10. eaft. 

Tabor, a fmall town of Bo- 
hemia, having a caftle fortified 
with a double wall, flanked with 
towers and baflions. It lies be- 
tween Budweis and Prague, and 
is 45 miles fouth of the latter. 
Latitude, 49. 31. north; longi- 
tude, 14. 36. cafe. 

Tacticks. The aft of dif- 
ciplining armies, and ranging 
them into forms proper for fight- 
ing and manoeuvring. 

Tafala, a city of Navarre, 
in Spain, is pleafantly fituated 
on the banks of the Vidazo, and 
has an old caftle, with a royal 
palace, twenty two miles fouth 
of Pampelona. Lat. 42. 47. 
north; Ion. 1. 38. weft.

Ta filet, a town of Biledut- 
gerid, in Africa, near the river 
Tafilet, is fortified with walls and 
a good caftle. It lies 200 miles 
fouth-eaft of Morocco. Lac 29. 
56. north; Ion. 4. 54. weft. 

TailLt. bourg, a fmall town 
of Lower Saintof^ne, in France, 
ftands on the Charante, is de- 
fended by a caftie. and lies 32 
miles fouth-eaft of Rochelle, in 
latitude, 45. 54. north; longi- 
tude, 38. minutes weft. 

Talaud, or flope, is made to' 
the works of a fortification, both 
On the outfide and infide, to pre- 
vent the earth from rolling 
down. 

Talus, or epaukment, the 
flcpe given to the rampart, or 
wall, that it may Itand the fafter ; 
which is more or iefs Hoped, ac- 
cording as the earth is loofer or* 
more binding. All ' rampans 
fliould have a flope or talus on 
each fide ; that is, they fliould 
be broader at the bafis than at 
the top. There are three forts 
of this epaulemeni, which are 
diftinguifhed by the terms exte- 
rior ', interior, -\vAfuperibr talus. 

Exterior Talus, is an outfide 
flope of a work towards the 
country, and fhould be as fmall 
as poffible, that the enemy may 
n'>t find it eafy to be mounted 
either by efcalade or otherwife. 
But if the earth be not good, 
the talus muft be large, that it 
may keep it up the better : then 
it is neceffary to fupport the 
eafth^ with a flight wall, which 
the French call chemife ; or a 
ftrong one, if needful, they call 
a revetement, which fignifies 
cloathing, or fencing it, to make 
the earth laft, and fave the ex- 
pence of making too large a ta- 
lus, 
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lus. This wall fhould have a 
fmall Talus of a fifth or fixth 
part of its height ; and, for a 
reinforcement, it is generally 
fupported on the infide by coun- 
terforts, or a fort of buttreffes. 

Interior Taint, the infide ffope 
of a work next the town, which 
is much larger than that of the 
outfide, and has, at the angles 
of the gorge, and fometimes in 
the middle of the curtain, ramps, 
or floping roads, to mount upon 
the terre-plain of the rampart. 
The interior talus of the parapet 
fhould be very fmall, that the 
men may with more eafe fire 
over it. 

Superior Talus of the parapet, 
a flope on the top of the parapet, 
that allows of the Soldiers de- 
fending the covert - way with 
fmall (hot, which they could not 
do were it level. 

Tangier, the capital of 
Mauritania Tingitana, a port 
of Morocco, in the kingdom of 
Fez, in Africa, taken by Al- 
phonfo of Portugal, in 147 1, 
who fortified it with walls and 
other works : in 1662, it was 
given to Charles II. of England, 
upon his marriage with Catha- 
rine, Infanta of Spain ; but he 
growing weary of the charges of 
defending it agah#t the at- 
tempts of the Moors, caufed it 
to be bloWn up and deftroyed in 
1684, hut it is now repeopled by 
the Moors. It lies at the en- 
trance of the Streights of Gi- 
braltar. Latitude, 35.49. north; 
longitude. 7. 5. weft. 
Tap too. See Drum. 

Tarascon, a very old town 
of Provence, fituate on the 
Rhone, is large and well peo- 
pled, defended by a ftrong old 
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caule, and lies feven miles north 
of Aries. Lat. 43. 10. north r, 
Ion. 47. 26. eaft. 

Tar be, or Tarbes, a city of 
Bignrre, in the government ot 
Gafcony, is fituated on the A- 
dour, defended by a caftle, and 
lies 58 miles fouth-eaft of Bay- 
onne. Latitude, 43. 21. north; 
longitude, 5 minutes weft. 

Targarod, a confiderablc 
fortified town of Moldavia, in 
European Turky, at the con- 
fluence of the Moldaw and Se- 
reth, 55 miles fouth of Sochowa. 
Latitude, 46. 52. north; longi- 
tude. 26. 36. eaft. 

Tarpaulins, are pitched 
cloths, to throw over ftores in 
open boats, upon batteries, or 1 
in magazines- 

Tasio, or Thafus, an ifland 
of the Archipelago, about 40 
miles in compafs, lying near 
the coaft of Romania, in Euro- 
pean Turky ; its capital is of 
the fame name, has a good har- 
bour and feveral caftles. Lat. 40. 
37. north; Ion. 27. 12. eaft. 

Tavastus, the capital of 
Taveftland, in the fouthern part 
of Finland, in Sweden, on a ri- 
ver, which a little below it falls 
into the Wana Lake. It is 
flrong from its fituation, and 
lies 86 miles north-eaft of Abo. 
Latitude, 61. 24 north - >} longi- 
tude, 23. 56. eaft. 

Tavir, a city of Algarve, in 
Portugal, on the fmall river Gi- 
laon, over which it has a ftately 
bridge. It is walled, and lies 
25 miles eaft of Faro, in lati- 
tude, 37. 10. north; longitude., 
8. 28. weft. 

Til f lis, ia fmall city of Car- 
thuel, a kingdom of Georgia, in 
Afiatic Turky, fituate on the 

Kur, 
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Kur, and defended by a large 
cattle or fortrefs. It lies 300 
miles north of Tauris. Lat. 43. 
10. north ; Ion. 47. 26. eaft ; 

Teg a pa tan, a town of the 
Hither India, in Afia, with an 
harbour near Cape Comorin, 80 
miles fouth of Cochin. The 
Dutch have a factory and fmall 
fort here. Latitude, 8. <;. north ; 
Jon. 76. 7. eaft. 

Telichf. rry, a fea-port 
town of the Eaft-Indies, on a bay 
of the Malabar coaft. Here the 
Englifh have a factory and fort. 
It lies 28 miles north of Calicut. 
Latitude, 12. 10. north; longi- 
tude, 7 j. 11. eaft. 

T e m £ s w a e r, a large and 
ftrong city in the bannat of that 
name, in Sclavonia. 58 miks 
north-eaft of Belgrade. Lat. 45. 
26. north ; Ion. 22. 12. caft. 

Tenailles, low works made 
in the ditch before the curtains, 
whereof there are three forts. 
The firft are the faces of the baf- 
tions produced till they meet 
much lower : the fecond have 
faces, flanks, and a curtain : but 
the thiid have only faces and 
flanks. 

Tenaillons, works made on 
each fide of the ravelin, much 
like the lunettes. They differ, 
in that one of the faces of a te- 
naillon, is in the direction of the 
face of the ravelin ; whereas 
that of the lunette is perpendicu- 
lar to it. 

Tent, a pavillion of ftrong 
ticking, to keep Officers undec 
cover night and day. 

Terre- plain of a rampart, 
the horizontal fuperficies of it 
between the interior talus and 
banquette, ufed as a common 
palfage by the defendants. Trees 
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on the te-rre- plain of a rampart 
ferve to bind it, but in a fiege 
are inconvenient : for the noiie 
made by wind amongft the 
leaves hinders the befieged from 
hearing workmen in their ap- 
proaches. 

TertiAte a piece*, is to ex- 
amine it, whether it has the due 
thicknefs of metal in every 
part, and whether it be true 
bored. 

Teschen, a city of Bohemia, 
in the dukedom of Silefia, 27 
miles fouth-eaft of Troppau, is 
fubject to the Houfe of Auftria. 
The garrifon, confifting of 200 
men and Officers, furrendered 
to the Pruffian General, Warner, 
on the 2d of June, 1762 ; but it 
was ceded in 1765 by the Em- 
prefs Queen, with the Emperor's 
confent, to Prince Albert of Sax- 
ony, fince called Duke of Saxa- 
Tefchen. Longitude, 18. eaft; 
latitude, 49. 50. 

Tetuan, a walled town of 
Habat, in the empire of Mo- 
rocco, on the Cus, juft within 
the Streights of Gibraltar, is 
about 3 miles from the fea, and 
62 fouth-eaft of Tangier. Lat. 
3 5.. 26. north ; Ion. 4. 50. weft. 

Tex el, a fmall ifland of Hol- 
land, in the United Provinces, 
at the mouth of the Zuyder-fea, 
divided from the continent by a 
narrow channel, through which 
molt fhips pafs to Amfterdam, 
has a ftrong caftle and good gar- 
rifon. Latitude, 53. 10. north ; 
longitude, j. 57. eaft. 

Thermopyle, a narrow pafs 
from Achaia to Thelfaly, in Eu- 
ropean Turky, celebrated for 
the glorious ftand Leonidas, the 
Lacedemonian King, made here 
with 400 men againft Xerxes's 
formidable 
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formidable army, till the former 
were all cut in pieces. 

Thionviils, is twelve miles 
fouth of Luxenburg, on the 
Mofelle, a well built town, and 
ftrongly fortified. 

Thurso, a market town on 
the weft fide of Caithnefs, in 
Scotland, on the Caledonian 
ocean, has a fecure road for 
fhips of any burden, defended 
by liolborn Head. It lies ic 
miles fputh-weft of Dungfby- 
head Latitude, 59. north ; lon- 
gitude, 3-14- weft. 

Ticondfroga, a ftrong fort, 
fituate on the narrow parage 
between Lake George and Cham- 
plain, in North America. It 
has all 1 1 & that na- 

ture and art can give it, being 
defended on three fides by water, 
which is furrounded by rocks, 
and on the half of the fourth f.cle 
by a fwamp, and where that 
fails by an entrenchment and 
breaft-work. This fort was 
built by the French in 1756, 
and is diftant from Crown Point 
about 15 miles. In 1758. the 
Britifh troops, under General 
Abercrombie, attempted to take 
it, but were repulfed with a lofs ; 
and in 1759, the French aban- 
doned their lines and fet fire to 
the fort, on the approach of Sir 
Jeffery Amherft. 

Tin 1 an, one of the Landrones 
or Marian iflands, in the Indian 
ocean. Here Commodore An- 
fon fupplied himfelf with provi- 
fions, in his cruife towards the 
Philippines. It lies a little 
north of the ifland o r Guam, 
where the Spaniards have a fort 
and fmall garrifon. Lat. 15.10. 
Borth ; Ion. 100. 50. eaft. 
Tobolsk!, the capital of Si- 
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beria, in Afiatic RufGa, fituated 

at the confluence of the 1 
and Irtifk, is well fortified, and 
has a good garrifon. '1 he Ruf- 
fian ftate prifoners are ufually 
baniflied to this place, which 
lies 812 miles eaft of Mofcow, 
and 1015 in the fame direction 
from Petersburg. Lat. 57. 3c. 
north; Ion. 67. 13. eaft. 

Tockay, a very ftrong town 
and citadel of Upper Hungary, 
in an ifland formed by the con- 
fluence of the Theifs and Bod- 
rock ; often taken by the Turks 
and Impcrialills. It lies 74 miles 
north -eaft of Buda. Lat. 48. 16. 
north ; Ion. 21. 14. eaft. 

Toise, a meafure of fix feet 
ufed by French engineers in all 
their fortifications. A fqnare 
toife is 36 Iquare feet ; and a 
cubical toife is 200 and 16 cubi- 
cal feet. 

Toledo, the capital of New 
Caflile, and was antiently the 
royal feat of the Goths and 
Moors. It ftands on a fteep 
craggy rock, encompafled by 
the Tr.gus, over which are two 
noble bridges. The land fide is 
fortified by a ftrong wall and 
150 ftately towers, formerly 
reckoned a place of llrength ; 
but in the late wars has always 
fubmitted to thofe who were 
mafters of the field. Lat. 59. 46. 
north ; Ion. 4. 20. weft. 

Torn a, a well fortified town 
of Upper Hungary, near the 
Save, fixty miles north- eaft of 
Buda. Latitude, 48.41. north; 
longitude, 20. 9. eaft. 

Torres, a populous walled 
town of Portuguefe Eftremadura, 
on the Almonda, is about three 
miles from the Tagus, and fixty 
north-eaft from Lilbon. 

Toui, 
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T o u l, a fortified city of 
Lorrain, on the Mofelie, twelve 
miles weft of Nancy, is fu'ject to 
Prance. Latitude, 48. 4?. north ; 
longitude, 5. 42 eaft. 

Toulon, a llrong and noted 
port of France, in the Lower 
Provence, has a great naval ma- 
nic, and a fine harbour for 
fhipping. It was unfuccefsfully 
attacked by the Confederates in 
1707, bo'.h by fea and land, 
which greatly damaged the fliip- 
ping. It is 400 miles foiuh of 
Paris. See Plan 19. 

Tourney, a ftrong and 
beautiful city^divided into two 
parts by thafl-iver, over which 
are feveral bridges. It lies thirty 
miles fourh of Ghent, thirty 
north of Cambray, eleven eaft 
of Lifle, and thirteen fouth-eaft 
of Mcnin. Henry the VJIIth 
befieged and took it in 15 13, 
and built a citadel ; but it was 
delivered to the French again, 
upon a treaty of marriage be- 
tween the Dauphin and the 
Princefs Mary. The Spaniards 
took it in 1581 ; but the French 
furprized it again in 1667. 
Whilft it was in their hands, its 
fortifications were brought to as 
great perfection as any in the 
Netherlands. M. Vauban built 
a citadel there, which he called 
his mafter-piece. All the works 
belonging to this citadel are 
undermined ; and in that con- 
fids its chiefeft firength, as the 
Allies found, by dear - bought 
experience, when they b-fieged 
it in 1709. After they had, 
with the utmoft hazard and 
difficulty, made themfelves ma- 
ilers of the ftrongefl works that 
ever were contrived, the French 
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fet fire to the mines, and fre- 
quently blew up hundreds, if not 
thou lands of the befiegers at a 
blafl ; but fuch was the bravery 
of the Confederate troops, and 
the condycT: and refolution of 
their Generals, that all diffi- 
culties were furmounted ; the 
town was taken on the twenty- 
eighth of July, and the citadel 
on the third of September ; the 
garrifon of the latter being 
obliged to furrender prifoners of 
war. 

Tournon, a fmall, but an- 
cient city of Vivarais, and 
government of Languedoc in 
France, fituated on the Rhone, 
and built 011 the declivity of a 
hill, on the top of which is a 
'caflle, fifty- fix miles foutb of 
Lyons. Latitude, 44. 56. north; 
longitude, 4. 46. eaft. 

Tower Bastions, fmall tow- 
ers made in the form of baftions, 
with rooms and cellars under- 
neath to place men and guns in. 

Town, or Fort, Adjutant, 
is an afliftunt to the Fort, or 
Town Major. 

Toivn, or Fort Major of a 
Garrifon, is an officer conflantly 
employed about the Governor or 
Officer commanding, ifTues their 
orders to the troops in Garrifon, 
and reads its common orders to 
frelh troops when they arrive. 
He commands according to the 
rank he had in the army ; if he 
never had any other commifliou 
than that of Town or Fort Major, 
he is to command as youngeft 
Captain. 

Traersbach, an import- 
ant town of Spanheira, in the 
palatinate of the Rhine, in Ger , 
many, is fituated on the Mo- 
felie, 
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felle, 20 miles north-eaft of 
Triers, and fubject to the Elec« 
tor Palatine. Lat. 50. 10. norjh; 
Ion. 6. 46, eaft. 

Trail, the end of the tra- 
velling carriage oppofite to the 
wheels, and upon which the car- 
: Hides, when unlimbered, or 
upon the battery. 

Trani, a handfome well built 
city of Ban, in the kingdom of 
Naples, having a harbour on 
the Adriatick, and a noble 
caftle, lies 20 miles weft of Bu- 
ri, in latitude, 41. 21. north ; 
longitude, 18 1% eaft. 

Transum, apiece of wood, 
which goes acrois between the 
cheeks of a gun-carriage, or a 
gin, to keep them fixed toge- 
ther. Each tranfum in a car- 
riage is ftrengthened by a bolt 
of iron. 

Trapano, a city in the Val 
de Mazaro, in the ifiand of Si- 
cily, on the peninfula facing the 
weft, is defended by a caftle to 
the fouth; its haven is large but 
expofed to fouth winds, and was 
one of the laft places taken by 
the Romans from the Cartha- 
ginians. It lies 36 miles fouth- 
weft of Palermo. Lat. 38. 10. 
north ; Ion. 12. 10. eaft. 

Tr a p e 1 on n , or Trebizond, a 
walled city, having an harbour 
on the eaftern part of Amafia, in 
Afiatic Turky, and on the fouth 
coaft of the Euxine fea ; but ill 
built and worfe peopled. It was 
the metropolis of an empire of 
the fame name, founded by A- 
lexis Commenus, a Frenchman, 
in 1209, which continied in the 
fame family till the year 1460 ; 
when David, the laft of that 
houfe, was fubdued and put to 
death by Mahomet II. fince 
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which time it has continue 
the poireilion of the Turks. 
caftle, which ftands on a rock', 
is much neglected. Lat. 4^. 26. 
north ; Ion. 42. 20. eaft. 

Traverse, a parapet made 
acrofs the covert way, oppofite to 
the faliant angles of the works, 
and near the places of arms, to 
prevent enfilades. They are 
eighteen feet thick, and as high 
as the ridge of the glacis. T here 
are alio traverfes made in the 
caponiers, but then they are 
called tambour traverfes ; and 
are likewife made within other 
works, when there are any hills 
or riling ground* frontf which 
may be feen the infide of thefe 
works. 

To traverfe a gun or 7/iortar, 
is to bring her about with hand- 
fpikes, to the right or left, till 
flie is pointed exactly at the obr 

j«a. 

Traw, a fmall firong town 
of Dalmatia, built on an ifland 
of the Adriatic. It lies ic miles 
eaft ofSpalatto. Latitude, 43. 
16. north; longitude, 17. 36. 

Tremoins, a French term 
for pieces of earth left ftanding, 
as marks in the foffes or places 
they are emptying, to know ex- 
actly how many cubical fa- 
thoms, or feet of earth, has 
been carried away, and thereby 
pay their workmen, who are 
Aire to leave fome of the higheft 
fpots of ground for tremoins 
that they may have more depth 
to meafure. But the engineers are 
generally careful to mark out 
indifferent places, fome high, 
fome low, to meafui e as exact 
as they can. 

Trench, ox lines of approach 
and attack, a way hollowed in the 

earth 
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i. in form of a foffe, having 
a parapet towards the place be- 
fieged, when the earth can bs 
removed ; or elfe it is an ele- 
vation of fafcines, gabions, wool- 
packs, ^and fuch other things 
for covering the men as cannot 
fly into pieces or fplinters. This 
is to be done when the ground is 
rocky; but when the earth is 
good, the trench is carried on 
with lefs trouble, and the engi- 
neers demand only a provifion 
of fpades, (hovels, and pick- 
axes, to make it two fathoms 
wide. The greateft fault a 
trench can have, is to be enfi- 
laded : to prevent which, they 
are ordinarily carried on with 
turnings and elbows. As the 
trenches are never carried on 
but in the night-time, therefore 
the ground fhould be viewed and 
obferved very nicely in the day. 
On the angles or fides of the 
trench, there fhould be lodge- 
ments, or epaulements, in form 
of traverfes, the better to hinder 
the fallies of the garrifon, to fa- 
vour the advancement of the 
the trenches, and to fuftain the 
workmen. Thefe lodgements 
are fmall trenches, fronting the 
places befieged, and joining the 
trench at one end. 

The platforms for the batte- 
ries are made behind the trench- 
es ; the firft at a good diftance, 
to be ufed only againfl fallies of 
the garrifon. As the approaches 
advance, the batteries are brought 
nearer, to ruin the defences of 
the place, and difmount the ar- 
tillery of the befieged. The bat- 
teries for the breaches are made 
when the trenches are advanced 
near the covert-way. 

If two attacks, there mud be 
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lines of communication, or boy- 
aus, between the two, with ■ 
places of arms, at convenient 
di fiances. The trenches fhould 
be fix or feven feet high, with 
the parapet, which fhould be 
five foot thick, and have ban- 
quets for the foldiers to mount 
Upon. 

Returns of a Trench, are the 
elbows and turnings, which form 
the lines of the approach, and 
made as near as can be parallel 
to the defence of the place, to 
prevent their being enfiladed. 

To mount the trenches, is to 
mount guard in the trenches ; te 
relieve the trenches, is to relieve 
the guards of the trenches ; /# 
dijmount the trenches, is to come 
off the guard from the trenches; 
to cleanfe or fcour the trenches, is 
to make a vigorous fally upon 
the guard of the trenches, force 
them to give way, and quit their 
ground, drive away the work- 
men, break down the parapet, 
fill up the trench, and nail their 
cannon. 

Counter-trenches, are trenches 
madeagainft the befiegers, which 
confeouently have their parapet 
turned againft the enemy's ap- 
proaches, and are enfiladed from 
fevera! parts of the place, on 
purpofe to render them ufelefs 
to the enemy, if they fhould 
chance to "become mafters of 
them; but they fhould not to be 
enfiladed, or commanded by any 
height in the enemy's poflef- 
fion. 

To open trenches, is the firft 
breaking of ground by the be- 
fiegers, to carry on their ap- 
proaches towards a place. The 
difference between opening and 
carrying on the trenches, is, 

that 
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that the firft is only the begin- 
ning of the trench ; which is al- 
ways turned towards the be- 
fiegers. It is begun by a fmall 
foffe, which the pioneers make 
in the night on their knees, ge- 
nerally a mufquet-fhot from the 
place, or half a cannon-fhot, 
and fometimes without the reach 
of cannon - ball, efpecially if 
there be no hollow or rifing 
grounds to favour them, or if the 
garrifon be ftrong, and their ar- 
tillery well ferved. This fmall 
f'offe is afterwards enlarged by 
the next pioneers which come 
behind them, who dig it deeper 
by degrees, till it be about four 
yards broad, and four or five feet 
deep, efpecially if they be near 
the place; to the end, the earth 
which is taken out of it, may be 
thrown before them, to form 
a parapet, and cover them from 
the fire of the befieged. The 
place where the trenches are o- 
pened, is called the end of the 
trench. 

Trent, the capital of the 
archbifhopric of that name, in 
Auftria, on the river Adige. en- 
compafled with fteep unpayable 
hills except from Tirol to the 
north, and Veronna to the fouth. 
The city is about a mile in cir- 
cuit, furrounded with a (ingle 
wall, and defended by an old 
caftle. It lies 74 miles fouth of 
Infpruc. Latitude, 46, 10. 
north ; longitude, 11. 5. eift. 

Treptow, a town of Pome- 
rania, in Upper Saxony, in Ger- 
many, having a ftrong caftle 
on the Tollen lake, near the 
Baltic, is fubjecl to the King of 
Pruffia, and lies 43 miles north- 
eaft of Stetin. Lat. 54. 10. 
north; Ion. 15. 33- ea(L 0n 
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the 24th of October, 1761, the 
Ruffians, detached by General 
Romanzow from Colberg, made 
theinfclves mafters of it, and ob- 
liged General Knoblock, with 
threo battalions and a corps of 
cavalry amounting to 4000 men, 
to furrender prisoners of war. 
The Pruffians alio loft fix Colo- 
nels and ten cannon. 

Tres revere, a fortified 
town between Montreal and 
Quebec, (lands about 200 miles 
from Crown Point, on the north 
fide of the river St. Lawrence. 
Oppofite to this place was a vil- 
lage in which 300 armed In- 
dians had taken up their refi- 
dence : thefe General Amherlt 
was defirous to cut off, and 
therefore iffued the following 
order to that famous partizad 
Major Rogers ; who accomplifh- 
ed his purpofe by means fo very 
different to common practice, that 
I cannot avoid paying a compli- 
ment to his abilities for carrying 
on a war again ft this barbarous 
people ; of^ which art we were 
totally ignorant when General 
BradJock, at the beginning of 
our late difpute with the French, 
lead on his troops to unthought 
of deftruclion. 

Orders from Sir Jeffrey Amherft 
to Major Rogers 
"You are this night to fet 
out with the detachment as or- 
dered yefterday (viz. of two 
hundred men) and proceed to 
Miffifquey Bay, from whence 
you will march and attack the 
enemy's fettlements on the 
fouth-fide of the river St. Law- 
rence, in fuch a manner as you 
(hall judge moft effectual to dif- 
grace the enemy, and for the 
fuccefs

fuccefs and honour of his Ma- 
jelly's arms. 

** Remember the barbarities 
that have been committed by 
the enemy's Indian icoundrels, 
on every occafion where they 
had an opportunity of [hewing 
their infamous cruefties on the 
King's fubjedte ; which they 
have done without mercy; take 
your revenge ; but do not forgec 
that though thoi'e villians have 
daflardly and promifcuoufly mur- 
dered the women and children 
of all ages, it is my orders that 
no women or children be killed 
or hurt. 

" When you have executed 
your intended fervice, you will 
return with your detachment to 
camp, or to join roe wherever 
the army may be. 

" Yours, &c. -, 

" JEFF. AMHERST. 

" Camp at Cro-aw-Priitt, 
Stpt<mher 13, 1759." 

Pnrfuant to the above orders, 
the Major fet out with 200 men, 
in battoes, dovn Lake Cham- 
pi ain. The fifth day after his 
departure, when encamped* on 
the eaftcrn banks of lake ChjjHm- 
plain, a keg of gunpowder ac- 
cidentally trrok fire, which 
wounded Captain Williams of 
the Royal Regiment, and feve- 
ral of the men, who were fent 
back to Crown Point with fome 
men to row them, which re- 
duced the party to 142, Officers 
included. 

The Major proceeded on his 
journey, and landed on the icth 
at Miffii'quey Bay. Here he con- 
cealed his boats with provilions 
cieflt to carry him back to 
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Crown - Point, and left two 
trufty rangers to lie concealed 
near the boat, with orders to 
ftay till the return of his party, 
unlefs th*e enemy mould dis- 
cover the boats ; in w-hich cafe 
they were to purfue rhe track of 

, the party with all poffible fpe;'d, 
to give the Major the earlieft 
intelligence. The Jecond even- 
ing after this, the two rangers 
overtook the party, and inform- 
ed the Major that: 400 French 
and Indians had discovered and 
taken poflefiion of the boats, 
which they fent away with 5Q 
men ; and that the remainder 
were puriuing on the track of 
the party; but this intelligence 
was privately given him, fo that 
none knew of what palled ; and 
as the Major thought it necef- 
iary to keep this affair ■ fecret, 
he immediately ordered Lieute- 
nant M' Mullen, with eight men, 
and thefe two rangers, to pro- 
ceed to Crown Point, to inform 
the General of what happened, 
that he might fend provilions 
to Cohoas, on Connecticut ri- 
ver, by which the Major pro- 
pofed to return ; fo that the two 
rangers had not an opportunity 
to inform the party that they 
were purfued, it being believed 
that they were fent not to Crown 
Point, but to reconnoitre fome 
place for an attack. 

The Major refolved to out- 
march his purfuers, and cut ol£ 
the Indian town of St. Francois, 
before they lhould overtake him y 
and accordingly continued his 
march for fcveral days, till, 011 
the 4th of October, at eight 
o'clock in the evening, he came 
within fight of the town, and 
about two hours after he took 

* two 
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two Indians, whom he had with 
Kim, who could fpeak the lan- 
guage of the inhabitants of St. 
trancois, and alfo dreflod him- 
felf in the Indian ma/iner, and 
went to reconnoitre the town. ' 
He found the inhabitants in a- 
frolick, or dance; and at two 
o'clock in the morning he re- 
turned to his detachment, which 
he marched in about an hour to 
the didance only of 500 yards 
from the town. 

About four o'clock the Indians 
broke up their dance, and re- 
tired to reft ; but at break of 
day, when they were afleep, t he 
Major furprized them by a vigo- 
rous attack in feveral parts of 
the town ; ai\d this was fo well 
performed in every part, that the 
enemy had not time to recover 
themfelves, or make any confi- 
derable refinance. Out of 300 
of the enemy, 200 were killed 
on the fpot, and 20 taken pri- 
soners : the Major alio retook 
five Englilhmen who were pri- 
foners in the town ; fecured 
what provisions was there, imme- 
diately fet it on fire, and thus re- 
duced it to allies. At feven 
o'clock in the morning the af- 
fair was coinpleately over", when 
the Major aifembling his men, 
he found that one was killed, 
and fix flightly wounded. After 
refrelhing the party for an hour, 
the Major began his march 
homeward, leaving the dead to 
•be buried by his purfuers ; but 
was harrafled on his march, and 
feveral times attacked in the 
rear, till, being favoured by the 
dulk of the evening, he formed 
an ambufcade upon his own 
track and attacked the enemy 
tvheo they leaft expected it : af- 
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ter this he was fullered to con* 
tinue his march without further 
annoyance from the enemy, and 
arrived fafe at No. 4, with the 
lofs of only a few men. 

Trevigio, or Trevifo, the 
capital of the Marca Trevigiaiio, 
in the Venetian dominions, on 
the Sile, is reckoned impreg- 
nable, and lies 15 miles north- 
weft of Venice, in lat. 45. 45. 
north ; Ion. 12. 46. caft. 

Tk iamgle, a figure between 
three fides, either rectilineal or 
fpherical. A refiilineal or plain 
triangle, is a figure confiding of 
three llraight fides: a fpherical 
triangle is a figure formed by 
three arches of three great cir- 
cles, cutting one another at the 
furface of a fphere. 

A retlilineal triangle, confider- 
ed according to the fides, may 
be either equilateral, ifofcoles, 
or fcalene ; and, confidered ac- 
cording to its angles, may be; 
either rectangle or oxigon. 

Equilateral triangle, has three 
fides equal. It is evident ths 
three angles muft be equal, each 
being fiity degrees triangle, and 
ifofcoles is what hath two fides 
equal; fo that all equilateral tri- 
angles are ifofcoles ; though all 
ifolloles triangles are not equi- 
lateral. 

Triangle fcalene, has three un- 
equal fides. 

Triangle reel- angle, has one 
right angle. 

Triangle avibligon, is what has 
one obtufe angle ; and triangle 
oxigon, has angles all acute. 

Trieste, the capital of If- 
tria, in Carniola, and circle of 
Auftria, in Germany, a fmall 
but ftrong place, with a large 
harbour on the Adriatic, defend- 
ed 
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^ by two caftles. It lies 58 miles 
north-eaft of Venice. Lat 46. 
10. north ; Ion. 14. 12. eaft. 

Tripoli, a city of Phoenicia, 
a. province of Syria, in Aha, 
«ommodioufly fituated at the 
foot of Mount Libamis, from 
whence a fmall river runs 
through the city. It lies about 
a mile and a half from the Le- 
vant, and has a commodious 
harbour defended by 6 fquare 
caftles or towers built along the 
fliore, and 90 miles fouth of 
Scanderoon. Lat. 34. 53. north; 
Ion. v 6. 7. eaft. 

Tkincumbar, or Tranquehar, 
a fortrefs and colony belonging 
to the Danes, in the Eaft- In- 
dies, on the coaft of Coroman- 
del. The town is about 2 miles 
in circumference, and lies S4 
miles fouth of Fort St. George. 
Lat. n. 50. north ; Ion. 8c 58. 
eaft. 

Trino, the capital of a ter- 
ritory of that name, in Mont- 
ferrat, in" Italy, a fmall but 
ftrong town, about a mile north 
ofthePo, and 36 miles north- 
eaft of Turin, is fubjecT: to the 
King of Sardinia. Lat. 45. 16. 
north ; Jon. 8.13. eaft. 

Tripoli, the metropolis of 
the republic of that name, in 
Africa, on the Mediterranean, 
is not very large, but populous, 
and furrounded with good walls 
and other works. It lies 300 
milc3 fouth-eaft of Tunis, in lac. 
32. 54. north; longitude 13. 13. 
eaft. 

Troop. See Drum. 

Trooper, a private man in a 
troop of horfe. 

Troppaw, a city "of Upper 
Silefia, in Germany, the capi- 
tal of a duchy of that name, 70 
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miles fouth of Breflaw. Tha 
Pruffian General Werner, with 
a corps of cavalry, took poflef- 
fion of it in 1757 ; but in 1758 
the Marquis de Ville diflodged 
the Pruftians. In 1759, Ge- 
neral Fouquet took it, and made 
230 Officers and men prifoners 
of war. In 1762, the Prince of 
Bevern and General Werner a- 
bandoned it. 

Troy, the capital of Troas 
and Myfia, in Alia, near the E- 
gean Sea, is rendered famous for 
a ten years fiege it fuftained from 
the Greeks. It lies 20 miles 
fouth of the Hellelpont and 100 
north of Smyrna. Lat. 39. 36. 
north; Ion. 26. 36. eaft. 

Troyus, a city of Champagne, 
in France, is a large fortified 
place, and lies 70 miles fouth- 
eaft of Paris. Lat. 48. 2 i. north; 
Ion. 4"5« 16. eaft. 

Trucks, fmall wheels of one 
piece of wood, about a foot and 
a half, or two feet diameter, for 
truck carriages, and fometimes 
garrifon guns. 

Trumpet, made of brafs or 
filver, with a momh-piece to 
take out and put in at pleafure. 
Each troop of cavalry has one. 

The fir ft found of the trum- 
pet before a march, is when the 
drum beats a general, at which 
the troopers boot, laddie, and 
get ready : when the aftemble is 
beginning to bsat, ^be trumpets 
found to horfe ; on which the 
troopers mount, and at the third 
found march. 

The trumpets lilcewife found 
a charge in day of battle, and 
the retreat at night, &c. 

Trunnions of a gun, are the 
two pieces of metal proje< 
from the fides of a piece by 
which 
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which it fwings in its car- 
riage. 

Tnumion-rwg, that ornament, 
or jutting out, a little before the 
trunnions. 

Tu v :is, the capital of the 
kingdom of that name in Barbary, 
on a plain, is about a league in 
circumference, walled, fortified, 
and defended by a ftout caftle, 
near a large fake, three miles 
i of the ruins of old Car- 
thage, and 300 eaft of Algi 
Latitude, 36. 26. north; longi- 
tude, 10. 15. eaft. 

Turin, the capital city of 
Piedmont, at the junction of the 
Po with i/be Doria, is finely for- 
tified with five bafttons, and o- 
ther (trong works. In 1706 it 
lield out a very hard fiege of ten 
weeks, when it was relieved by 
the army of the Allies, com- 
manded by the late Duke of Sa- 
voy and Prince Eugene, who at- 
tacked "he French before the 
place and p.alned. a complete vic- 
tory, having taken the enemies 
cannofl, with all their ammuni- 
tion and baggage. In this aflion 
the Duke of Orleans and Marlhal 
Ivlarfin were wounded, the latter 
mortally ; and the fame evening 
the Duke entered his capital, 
which was reduced to a heap of 
ruins. It lies 100 miles fouth- 
weft of Milan, and the fame 
north-weft of Genoa. Lat. 44. 
56. north ; ^n. 7. 16. eaft. 

Tuy, a pleafant walled city 
of Galicia, in Spain, near the 
mouth of a river of that name, 
is 14 miles eaft of Vigo, in lati- 
tude, 42. 16. north; longitude, 
9. ro. weft. 

A L, three miles weft of 
Maeftricht, in the bifhopric 
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rtf Liege, in Weftphah 
mons lor a lharp battle fought 
near it, between the Allies, 
commanded by the Duke of 
Cumberland, and the French, 
under Marlhal Count Saxe. On 
the zolh of June, 1744. our 
troops marched at day break ; 
about four the French were ob- 
ferved in motion in large co- 
lumns to the right, with their 
flanks covered by the Hu/Tars ; on 
which a difpofition was made to 
gain the hills of Herderen. 
onading and forming were 
the work of this day. 

The Allies continued under 
arms that night. 21. The Duke 
obicrving the French difpofi- 
tions, made fome alterations in 
his ; about eight returned from 
viewing the line, and reconnoi- 
tring the enemy, to the grand 
commandery ; when Earl Ligo- 
nier fent Colonel Forbes to ac- 
quaint him, that by their moti- 
ons they feemed determined to 
attack the left wing ; on which 
his Royal Highnefs repaired thi- 
ther, and ordered M. Bathiani 
and Prince Waldeck to their 
polls. The French infantry ad- 
vanced in column of ten batta- 
lions in front, and as many 
deep, and bent their whole 
force towards Val, where they 
were feverely handled by the 
allied batteries raking them as 
they advanced ; but the French 
gaining ground, brought their 
batteries to play on the village, 
and inftantly attacked the troops 
polled there with their firft bri- 
gades, who were foon repulfed 
with great lofs ; renewed the 
attack three times with frefh di- 
vifions, who were all forced to 
give way ; but frefh divifions ftill 
advancing, 
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advancing, thofe in Val were, in 
their ttira, forced to retire, but 
foon rallied, as quickly to regain 
the village, and beat oft' the ene- 
my with great daughter ; yet 
(till frefh numbers crouding upon 
them, and the battalions order- 
ed by the Duke to fuftain them 
not all arriving, they were o- 
bliged to evacuate the village, 
and form on the plain. 

About twelve, affairs went fo 
well, that His Royal Jlighnefs 
ordered the wing to advance on 
the enemy, whole infantry gave 
way fo faft, that they were obli- 
ged to poft cavalry to keep them 
up. This attack was. fo well 
conducted, that M. Bathiani 
gained Elch village in the front 
of Iderdereo. But the mi Icon - 
dudt of five Dutch fquadrons, 
ordered to cover the infant; 
the French advanced irom \'al, 
gave a fenfible check to the whole 
affair ; they being ordered to 
wheel to the right, to make a 
front againlt the enemy, turned 
to the right about, and broke 
and difordered five battalions 
that were advancing to reinforce 
the line ; which confufed that 
pari of the army, and gave the 
French an opportunity of divid- 
ing them, fo that they had two 
Hanks to attack ; that which the 
Duke headed were fevcrely 
handled, and he near furround- 
cd, as he remained with the 
greateft inflexibility animating 
the troops to renew the charge : 
which Karl Ligonier obferving, 
advanced, with great celerity, 
at the head of the Britifh caval- 
ry, to his relief, and charged the 
enemy fo furioufly, that he bote 
down all before him, .and pur- 
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fned them with fuch fuccefs, 
that he routed a party of infan- 
try ported to attack him. But 
frefh fquadrons crouding on, his 
horfe was killed in the fecond 
charge, and he made prifoner, 
with feveral of his command. 
The army thus divided, and all 
efforts to repulfe the enemy fruit- 
lefsf a retreat to Maefiricht was 
ordered with fuch conduct, that 
the enemy did not attempt a 
piu Tint. 

The Generals,- and their corps 
that were engaged, did won- 
ders ; many French brigades 
were aim oft cut to pieces; they 
loft 7 Itandards, 8 pair of co- 
lours, and iocoo killed, wound- 
ed, and prifoners : the Allies 
loft 4 llandards, one pair of co- 
lours, and 16 field pieces. The 
.prifoners r.cre foon exchanged^ 
aj.d joined the army. 

'] iiiis ended an action that did 
honour to their Generals and 
their Royal Commander, tho' a 
defeat. No attacks were ever 
better concerted than thofe of 
the French ; or with greater 
conduct: and intrepidity inflat- 
ed, than they were by the Allies, 
till the cowardice of the five 
Dutch fquadrons di'fconcerted all 
their meafures. 

Valencia, a city of Spain, 
and the capital of a province or 
that name on the river Tuno. 
Its form is aim oft round, and 
has a fiout wall with feveral 
towers. In 1705, after Cata- 
lonia had fubmitted to Charles 
of Auftria, this city opened her

On the 17th 
of March, 1674, the Frc 
King took it by ftorm, after a 
fiege of ' 8 Days, when 'he only 
defigned ■ to have taken a horn 
work. He fared the town from 
plunder, but made the inhabi- 
tants pay forty thoufand crowns, 
which he laid out upon the ci- 
tadel. This was the firft town 
in thefe parts that denied obe- 
dience to the Prince of Parma, 
and refuicd to admit a garni on. 

Van, a jarge and populous 
city of Turcomania, in Turky 
in Afia, on the north extremity 
of the lake bearing its name, 
,and on the 'confines of Perfia, 
has a mountain caftle with a nu- 
merous garrifon of Turks, and 
lies 100 miles north-wed of 
Tauris.

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VBEnA, a well fortified city 
of Andalufia. in Spain, on a 
hill, with a ftrong en (lie, 45 
miles north-eaft of Grenada.

Ubes, St. corruptly for St- 
tubal, a confiderable fea port of 
Eftremadura in Portugal, on a 
capacious baj of the ocean, and 
21 miles fouth of Lifoon, is a 
walled ftrong town, but fuffered 
much by the. late earthquake in 
the capital. Lat. 38; 36. north; 
Ion. 9. 30 eaft. 

Vedette, a fentry om 
horfeback with his horle's head 
towards the place whence any 
danger is to be feared, and his: • 
carabine advanced, with the 
bu r -end againft his right thigh. 
When the army lies encamped, 
there are vedeiVes pofted at all 
the avenues, and on all the 
rifing grounds, to watch for its 
fecurity. 

UniNO, an ancient city, and 
the capital of Friuli, in the Ve- 
netian territories in Italy, is fur- 
rounded with a (tout wall, 2$ 
miles north of Aquileia.- Lat. 
46. 30. north: Ion. 13. 20. eaft. 

Vei:lo, a ftrong town of 
Dutch Guelderland, in the uni- 
ted provinces, having a rampart 
and ditch, three miles in compafs, 
befides other works, is fituate on 
the Maes, to miles fouth of 
Guelder. Lat. 51. 35. north ; 
Ion. 6. 26. eaft. 

Vent, of all fire arms, is a 
fhiall hole at the end, or near 
it. of the bore or chamber, to 
prime the pieces with powder, 
to let fire to the charge. 

Vent-field, that part of a gun 
or howitz between the breec/i 
moulding and the aftragal : and 

vent- 
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aflragal, is that which deter- 
mines the vent* field. 

Vera Cruz, "he grand port 
of New Spain m the province of 
'1 lalcala, or Los Angelos in 
Mexico, having a fate harbour 
protected by u fort, on a roci: 
of a neighbouring ifland called 
St. John d'Ulva in the gulf of 
Mexico. Vera Cruz having 
been taken and plundered feve- 
ral times by the Buccaneers, the 
Spaniards have built forts and 
placed fentries along the coaft. 
Their ordinary garrifon confifts 
of 60 horfe and 2 companies of 
foot. At the old town, 15 or 
1 6 miles fun her weft, Cortez 
Udded on Good -friday, 15 10, 
and bang determined to conquer 
Mexico, or die. funk the fhips 
that transported his handful of 
nlen thither.

Verdun, a ftrong city of 
Lcrrain in Germany, on the 
Meuie, 3.3 miies north-weft pf 
Nancy, is fubjeel to France.

eaft. 

Virona, a fortified city, and 
c.i, ital of the Veronefe in the 
\ enetian territories, in Italy, 
on the river Adge, lies 24 
miles north ua. Lav.

Verrua, a llrong fortrefs of 
j . , in Piedmont, built on a 
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high rock on the Po, 24 miles 
north eaft cf Turin, held out 
a fiege of fix months againft all 
bhe efforts the French could 
make in 1705; but expecting 
no relief, the Governor w.'.s at 
length compelled to furrender. 
This and the reft of the town:; 
of Piedmont were recovered by 
the AHies, and re'.lored to'thc'n- 
old matter- the Duke of Savoy.

Viana de Fez dk Lima, as 
ftar.ding on the mouth of 'the 
Lima, a confiderable lea port of 
Ehtie Dours e Minho, .in Por- 
tugal ; it is walled, and de- 
fended with a caftle, and lies 
36 miles north of Oporto. Lat. 
41. 46. north; Ion. 9. 10. weft. 

Vidin, an important fortrefs 
of Servia, in European Turky, 
on the Danube, is 1 26 miles 
fouth eaft of Belgrade. Lat. 43. 
46. north; Ion. 24. 15. eaft. 

Vienna, the capital of the 
great duchy of Auftria, one of 
the ftrongeft cities in Chriften- 
dom, was walled round in 1192, 
with the ranlbm-money paid by 
Richard I. King of England, 
who was fdized by the Du!;e cf 
Auftria in his reairn from the 
Holy Land. It was unfuccefs- 
fully befieged by Soliman the 
Magnificent, in '583; and in 
1683 was reduced to great extre- 
mity by the Turks, buc memo- 
rably relieved by John Sobiefki, 
King of Poland, who gained a 
fignal victory, and railed the 
fiege. 

View, of a place, to befiege 

it, is faid to be taken when the 

General, accompanied by the 

engineers, reconnoitres it ; that 

round the place, obferv- 

ing 
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tag the fituation of it, with the 
nature of the country about it ; 
as hills, valleys, rivers, marfhes, 
woods, hedges, &c. therel>y to 
judge of the moft convenient 
place for opening the trenches, 
and carrying on the approaches ; 
to find out proper places for en- 
camping the army, for the lines 
of circumvallation and counter- 
yallation, and for the park of 
artillery. 

To view, or reconnoitre an ene- 
my, is to get as near cheir camp 
as poffible, to fee the nature of 
the ground, and the avenue to 
ir. ; to find out the lirength and 
weaknefs of their encampment, 
where they may be beft attack- 
ed; or whether it may be pro- 
per to hazard bringing them to 
action. 

To view, or reconnoitre, is 
likawife when the Quarter- 
mafter-general, with a thong 
party of horfe, goes to view the 
ways for the march of the army, 
or find the mod convenient 
place for an encampment : to 
wit, where there is water and 
forage; where the army may not 
be too much expofed to the in- 
fults of the enemy, but covered 
by rivers, marfhes, woods, or 
ftrong grounds, where they can- 
not eafily be forced. 

Parties of light horfe are ge- 
nerally fent to view the enemy's 
march, to know if it tends to 
guefs at their defigns, and to re- 
gulate the motions of the army 
accordingly. 

Villet:a, a town of New 
Caftile in Spain, 40 miles north 
of Murcia. This place the Con- 
federates were befieging in 
1707, when, upon receiving ad- 
Tice that the French and Spa- 
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nutrus had advanced to Alman- 
za, the Earl of Galway railed

Visiapour, a well fortified 
city, and the capital of the 
Kingdom of Dican, in the Hi- 
ther India, in Afia, 136 miles 
north of Goa, is fubject to the 
Great Mogul.

Vitri,., a town of Cham- 
pagne, and the capital of Perthe 
in France, on the Marne, which 
here begins to be navigable, is 
well built, lurrounded with ram- 
parts and ditches, and lies forty- 
fix miles fouth-eaft of Rheim: , 
in lat. 48. 51. north; long. 4. 
56. aaft. 

Vicvano, a city of the Vi- 
gevanefe, in the dukedem off 
Miljn in Italy, it has a ltrong 
caftle on a rock, 16 miles fouth- 
weft of Milan. Lat. 45. 15. 
north ; Ion. 9. 10. eaft. 

Vigo, a fea-port, and walled 
town of Galicia, in Spain, in 
Bayonne bay, at the mouth of 
a fpacious harbour. Here, in 
Otfo'oer 12, 1702, Sir George 
Rooke, with the confederate 
fleet of Englifh and Dutch at- 
tacked a French fquadron under 
Monlieur Chateau Renard, con- 
voying 13 Spanifh galleons, 
whilit the Duke of Ormond 
drove the Spaniards from the 
cafties on ftiore that defe 
the harbour ; Admiral Iloplon 
at the fame tfrne breaking the 
boom acrols the mouth of the 
harbour. 
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Tht Confederates took 9 gall- 
ons, and 5 large men of war, 
having dellroycd 4 other gal- 
leons, with 14 men of war. It 
lies 50 miles fouth of Compo- 
ftella, and 70 fouth- eaft of Cape 
liniiierre. Lat. 42. 16. north; 
Jon. 9. 14. weft. 

Villa Franca, a well for- 
tified town, with a good harbour 
on the Nife, was taken by the 
French in 1691, and reftored in 
1696; but again taken by the 
French in 1 704 ; is fnuated on 
the Mediterranean, 13 miles eaft 
of Nile. 

Villa Velha, a Moorifh 
cattle, near the Tagus. In Oc- 
tober, 1762, the Spaniards made 
themfelvcs matters of it, though 
fupport«d for fome time by Co- 
lonel Burgoyne acrofs the ri- 
ver. The garrifon confined of 
about 300 Officers and men who 
furrendered prifoners of war. 

Villa Viciosa, a town of 
New Caftilc, 47 miles north- 
eaft of Madrid. Here Maref- 
chal Staremberg, the 10th of 
December, 1710, defeated the 
French and Spaniards, the day 
after they had taken a great bo- 
dy of Englilh, commanded by 
General Stanhope, who furren- 
dered prifoners of war, for want 
of ammunition, in the town of 
Brihuega. Lat. 40. 56. north; 
Ion. 3. 27. weft. 

Vilvorde, a fmall but ttrong 
town of Brabant, in the Au- 
ftrian Low-countries, lituated on 
the Seine, 7 miles fouth of Bruf- 
fels. Lat. 51. 10. north; Ion.

Visct, a fmall but fortified 
city of Liege, in the Aufirian 
Low -countries, lituated on the 
tall bank of the Maefe, 7 miles 
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north of Liege. Lat. 50. 56, 
north ; Ion. 5. 47. eaft. 

Visiapour, a well fortified 
city, and the capital of the 
kingdom of Decan, in the Hi- 
ther India, 136 miles north eaft 
of Goa, is fubjecl: to the Great 
Mogul. Lat. 16. 51. north; 
Ion. 75, 54. eaft. 

Ulm, an imperial city, zvd 
fovereign ftate of Swabia, on 
the weft fide of the Danube. 
In 1702 it was bafely furprized 
by the Elector of Bavaria ; but 
after the battle of Hocftet fur- 
rendered to the Imperialifts : ic 
is a large city, with regular for- 
tifications and deep ditches; but 
not able to fuftain a long tiegez 
it lies 36 miles weft of Augf- 
burg, in lat. 48. 30. north; Ion. 
10. 5. eaft. 

Ulov if. stein, ths pofi of, at 
the lburce of the Horn, was 
taken by the Prince of Holftein, 
in April, if 5 9 ; and in Auguft, 
1762, General d'Aftry madi 
hirnfelf matter of the cattle of 
Ulrieftein, when the garrifon of 
1 10 men and Officers, furrendec 
at difcretion. 

Volona, a city of Albinia, 
in European Turky, at the 
mouth of the gulf of Venice, hav- 
ing a capacious harbour, called 
the bay of Valona, and defended 
by a cattle ; it lies 55 miles 
fouth of Durazzo. Lat. 42. 19. 
north; Ion. 20. 8. eaft. 

Volunteers, perlons who, 
of their own acord, either for 
the fervice of their Prince, or 
out of the efteem they have for 
their Genera], ferve in the army, 
without being inlifted, to gain 
honour and preferment, by ex- 
pofing themielves in the fervice. 

Upsal, a very ancient city of 
Z Uplafidia 
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Uplandii in Sweden, on the ri- 
ver Sal, is defended by a large 
ftrong caftle, and lies 40 miles 
north of Stockholm. Lat. 60. 
12. north; Ion. 17. 56. eaft. 

Utica, a city of Africa, fa- 
mous for the death of Cato. It 
is now called Kyferta, and is a 
confiderable town of Tunis, with 
an harbour on a fine bay of the 
Mediterranean, defended by two 
towers. It lies 30 miles north- 
weft of the ruins of Old Car- 
thage, in lat. 37. 10. north; 
Ion. 9. 36. eaft. 

Utrecht, an ancient place, 
and the capital of a Province of 
that name in the United Low- 
countries, on the Rhine, is a 
fair, large, and populous city ; 
the treaty of union between the 
confederate provinces was figned 
there in 15)9, and the famous 
peace between the Allies and 
France concluded in 1713. about 
the clofe of Queen Anne's reign. 
Lat. 52. 10. north; Ion. 5. 7.

WAD, is ftopper of hay, 
ftraw, or wadding, forced 
into a gun upon the powder, to 
keep it clofe in the chamber ;

Wad-hook or tKCtfntf, is a {mail 
iron turned ferpent-ways, like

Wag con-mastfr-oeneral, 
, ftas the ordering and rnarcfe- 
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ing of all the baggage of thf 
army. On a day of march, ha 
meets the baggage at the place 
appointed, and marfhals it ac- 
cording to the rank of the bri- 
gade, or regiment, each wag- 
gon belongs to ; and inarches it. 
according to the route givert 
him ; which is fometimes in one 
column, at others in two ; fome- 
times afrer the artillery, and a& 
other times the baggage of each 
column follows that it belongs 
to. 

WalukCk, a fmall city, and 
the capital of a principality of 
that name, in Germany, fubjeft 
to its own Prince, has a good 
caftle, and lies 18 miles fouth- 
weft ofHeffe-Caffcl. Lat. 51.20. 
north; Ion. 8.46. eaft. 

Wa l n s h u t, a fmall but ftrong 
town of Suabia, in Germany, 
fituaie on the north fide of the 
Rhine, near the conflux of the 
Schuft.

• Wil l t am Henry. Fort, 
ftands at the north end of the 
lake George, in America, at 
about 60 miles north of Albany, 
and 40 fouth of Ticonderoga.

to reconnoitre the enemy's ad- 
vanced guard at Ticondcroga, 
the north end of the hike. The 
next day he viewed them, and 
found their numbers to be about 
300, after which he went and 
reconnoitred the encampment at 
Ticonderogn, and found they 
had about 1000 men encamped 
without the fort ; he likeuife 
difcovered there were about 200 
men employed in carrying provi- 
fions from the fort to their ad- 
vanced guard, which they did 
in batteaux, to the place called 
1 lie Saw Mills, or the fall of 
Jake George into lake Champ- 
lain ; from whence they trans- 
ported it by land to the advan- 
ced guard, where they landed 
the provifion. Here the ground 
rofe gradually lor about 200 
yards, and then ran on a level 
to their advanced guard. Both 
fides of the road were clofely 
covered with the wood. On 
the 22d in the morning, about 
fix, the Major fixed an :im- 
bufcade upon the top of a riling 
ground, at near 200 yards di- 
ltance from their boats ; and 
Wtbin a quarter of an hour. 12 
men came along the road from 
the advanced guard, and palling 
the Major, defcended the hill ; 
but juft as the foremofl reached 
their. boats, he attacked them in 
their rear, and killed 9 at the 
firft fire ; which lb intimidated 
the reft, that they flung a own 
their arms, fome taking to their 
boats, and others fuimmirig the 
river; the Major however con- 
tinued his hre, took their Com- 
manding-officer prifoner, deftrov- 
ed the whole party, and return- 
ed that fame evening to Foil 
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William Henry, without one of 
his men having received any hurt, 
although the enemy were near 
four times his number. 

Wilm anstrand, a flrong 
frontier fortrefs of Swedifh Yin-' 
land, near Wyburg, is famous for 
the following battle. Count Lacy 
being difpatched to Carelia, the 
ninft eaftern province of Finland, 
at the head of an army of about 
pooco men, he there recebed 
advice, that the Swedilh rendez- 
vous was at the fortrefs of Wil- 
manftrand ; and on the 20th of 
AUgnft, 1 741, he advanced from 
Wyburg to attack that poft. The 
Swedes were in a moil advanta- 
geous fituation, being covered 
by the fortrefs and an emi- 
nence on which their artillery 
was planted, while both flanks 
were fecured by lakes, fo that 
there was no acceffion but in the 
front, commanded by Genera! 
Wrmgcl. But Lacy, regardlefs 
of their fituation, made forced 
marches to attack them ; and 
after a fmart engagement of fix 
hours, the Swedes were totally 
routed, leaving their cannon, 
and about 4000 men killed, 
wounded and taken prifoncrs. 
Among the latter were General 
Wrangel, Count Wafoburg, and 
feveral Officers of diitin-ftion. 

1 he Ruffians immediaielv en- 
tered the fortrefs fword in hand, 
and got immenfe booty ; the 
Swedes were defeated ; and this 
fortrefs, with all its riches, be- 
came a prey to their enemy, whole 
Jofs was inconfiderable : only 
Major- general Uxbull being kill- 
ed, Lieutenant-general StelTdn, 
and Major-general Abbrecht, 
wounded ; and near i960 infe- 
rior Officers and private men.

Windage cf a gun, is tije 
difference between the diameter 
of the bore and the diameter of 
the ball ; for the balls being 
rough, if they were not fome- 
•what Icfs than the here, they 
might jam in the piece ; fd the 
windage of a demi culverin is a 
quarter oi an inch. 

Windsor, anciently a fa- 
mous fortification in Perkfliire, 
•where is hill on an eminence a 
cxlcbrated cafile. in which are 
jnftallcd the Knights cf the Gar- 
ter. It is twenty miles weft of 
London. 

Wing*, //: fiiiifcaticv., arc the 
}are,e fides of horn-works* crov n- 
works, tenailles, and the like 
rut-works; that is to fay, the 
rampar's and parapets, with 
v?hu h they are bounded on the 
light and left, from their gorge 
to the front. 

Winlace, a roller of wood, 
fern are at each end, through 
vhich is either holes far hand- 
spikes, or haves acrofs, to turn 
it round. Py a cord being fatt- 
ened to this at one end, any 
'.king very heavy, fectired at the 
other end, may be eafily raifed 
up to it. 

Winschotkn, a flrong for- 
nefs of Groningen, in the Uni- 
ted Provinces, 6 miles foulh-weft 
of the bay of Dallert. Near 
this place was fought the firft 
battle by the Dutch, undo:

I 
the capital of the duchy of Sax- 
ony Proper, in Germany, on 
the eaft fide <f the Elbe 5 it is 
veil fortified by art and nature, 
and lies 54 milts north of Dref- 
dcn. Lat. 51. 56. north; Jon. 
ig, 10. eaft. 

Wokcum, a well fortififd 
town of Holland, fituattd on the 
Wad, 24 miles eaft of Rotter- 
dam. Lat. 51. 50. north; Jon. 
6. eaft. 

Word, in an army, or gas : 
rifon, is a token, or mark of 
diftincHton* by an ignorance 01 
which, fipies or treacherous per- 
fons are immediately knows. 
It ferves likewife to prevent 
ftirpri/.es, and is given out by 
the General to the Lieutenant- 
general or Major-General of 
the day, who gives it to the Ad- 
jm ant-general, he to the Majors 
of brigades, they to the Adju- 
tants, who give it firft to their 
own Field-officers, and after- 
wards to the Non-commifiior.ed 
Officers, who write it in their 
orderly books, and then carry 
it to' their own Officers. In 
a garrifon it is given by the Go- 
vernor to the Town or port- 
major ; in their Abfence, to the 
Town or Fort- adjutant, who 

fends 
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fan's it to the feveral guard* 
lea led ii|*, and alfo gives it to the 
Adjutant At orderly time. 

Works generally denote 
nil the fortifications about the 
body of a place ; as by out- 
works afe meant thofe without 
the fir ft inclofure. This word is 
;il!o ufed to fignify the ap- 
proaches of the befiegers, and 
the feveral lines, trenches, &c. 
made round a place, an army, 
kc for its fecurity. 

WoLFh MBtTTTlfi, acitj of 

Brunfwic and Lower Saxony, in 
Germany, fituated on the river 
Ocker, the ancient refidencc of 
the Duke cf Brunfwic- Wolfem- 
buttle, is ftrong by art and na- 
ture, and lies 12 miles fouth of 
.Brunfwic. Lat. 52. 26. north; 
Ion. 10. 41. eaft. 

Worms, an imperial city, 
and the capital of the bifhopric 
of that name, in the Palatine, 
fituated on the weft fide of 
the Rhine, was a fine place be- 
fore deflroyed in 1689, bv tne 
French, but has fincc been re- 
built, and is mentioned in the 
tourfe of fome remarkable bat- 
tles. It lies 27 miles fouth of 
Wentz. Lat. 44. 36. north ; Ion. 
8. 10. eaft. 

Wynenhalf, a town of 
Flander?, in the Auftrian Low- 
countries, between Bruges and 
Offend, in J at. 51* 10. north ; 
Ion. 3. 15. eaft; is rendered me- 
morable by the following gal- 
lant action, on the 28th of Sep- 
tember, 1708, between a body 
cf the allied troops, commanded 
by Major-general Webb, and 
the French army, commanded 
by Count de la Motte. 

After the detachments /ent to 
the waggon* of ammuni- 
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fion fcr the fiege of Lifle, had 
joined at Tourot, Septemaer 
27th, Generals Webb and Cado* 
gan received intelligence that 
Major Savary, of the regiment 
ofGuethims, had poflefted him- 
felf of the port of Oudenbroughe; 
whereupon 6co grenadiers, com- 
manded by colonel Prefton, 
with a battalion of Orkney, 
commanded by colonel Hamil- 
ton, and that of Fune, com- 
manded by Colonel Voogt, under 
the orders of Brigadier Landf- 
berg, were lent to reinforce that 
poU. 

On the 28th, at eight in the 
morning, the cavalry was len- 
to Hooglede, to wait there for 
the convoy, excepting an hun- 
dred and fifty horie, commanded 
by Count de Lottum, who had 
been lent the preceeding night to 
Oudenbroughe, to carry an or- 
der to the two battalions, and 
coo grenadiers, to efcort the 
convoy as far as Kokelaere, and 
then to rejoin the infantry at 
Tourot. At noon, Count dc 
Lottum returned to Tourot, and 
reported, that having advanced 
towards Ichtegem, he had found 
t an advanced guard of the ene- 
my's ; thathepuihed on as far 
as the heath, where he clifco- 
vered 16 fqaadrons, who mount- 
ed their horfes with great pre- 
cipitation, upon the alarm 
given by the advanced-guard; 
io that he had thought proper 
to #eturn with all fpecd, to 
bring information thereof. Up- 
on this news, a!] the infantry, tc* 
the number of twenty-two bat- 
talions, and Count de Lottum. 
with 150 horie, who compofdd 
the adv. need guard, with the 
Quarter mailers, and the reft oi 

the 
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the grenadiers, who had not 
been commanded to endeavour 
to take Ichtegem, were ordered 
to march towards Wynendale. 
When the advanced-guard arri- 
ved there, the enemies wcie dii- 
covered at the entrance of the 
heath ; whereupon the Quarter- 
mailer and the rett of the gre- 
nadiers were drawn up in order 
of battle. Major-general Webb, 
and Count Nalfau Loudcnburg, 
at the head of 150 horl'e, ad- 
vanced to reconnoitre the ene- 
my, giving orders at the lame 
time to the regiment to advance 
with all fpeed upon the plain, 
and to form : the 150 horl'e un- 
der Count de Lottum, were left 
at the entrance of the heath, to 
amufe the enemy ; and to em- 
barrafs them (fill more, the 
Quarter- makers and grenadiers 
were potted among the bulhes, 
which fkirted the ground where 
the enemy were to pais. As 
fad as our regiments parted the 
defile, they were ranged in or- 
der of battle by General V&ebb 
and Count Nalfau, to occupy 
an opening between Wynendale- 
wood and the bullies on the 
other fide, which form a kind of 
little wood. Scarcely had fix of 
our battalions palled, when the 
enemy began to cannonade with 
ten pieces of cannon, and nine 
other pieces of three bores each, 
the 140 horfe which had been 
left at this advanced poft, who, 
notwithstanding the great lire of 
the enemy, did not llir. This 
produced the effect the General 
expected therefrom; which wae, 
to give him time to put the in- 
fantry in order of battle, to oc- 
cupy the opening and form 
there two lines. The left wing

itied fir behind the bul 
above-mentioned, to hinder the 
enemy from palling that way, 
and to cover the HanL Upon 
the flank of the tight in Wynen- 
dale wood, was placed the re- 
giment of Heuklum ; and upon ' 
the flank of the left, the n 
ment of Erf, Prince ofPruOia, 
with orders to conceal them 
felves, and not to fire till they 
could take the enemy in HanL 
Small parties of dragoons ad- 
vanced 40 paces to the right 
and ro the left with fimilar or- 
ders ; the Quarter-mailers occu- 
pied on the left, which partes 
through the bulfres before men- 
tioned. The enemy, after ha- 
ving cannonaded us during three 
hours, advanced towards us in 
order of battle in the plain, 
with four lines of infantry, and 
as many of cavalry ; whereupon 
Count de Lottum was ordered 
to retreat, and poll himlelf 
300 paces behind the infantry ; 
which he did in good order. 
The enemy to the number of 
40 battalions, and 48 fquadrons, 
continued to march llrait up to 
us. 

The General obferving that 
the enemy riled off from their 
right, into the bulhes ; fent 
thither Count Nafiau, to recon- 
noitre their motions ; upon 
which, orders to .march were gi- 
ven to the regiment of Grumb- 
kow, commanded by Colonel 
Befchefer. Brigadier Kit/, arri- 
ved at the right with the regi- 
ments of the rear-guard, which 
he polled in the .wood of Wy- 
nendale. Haifa quarter of an 
hour before the battle, the two 
battalions, and the 600 grena- 
diers detached with Brigadier 
La:. ' 
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Lanfberg having joined us, form- 
ed a third line, having met 
by chance near Kokclaere fome 
foldiers wives in great lamen- 
tation ; upon which th; Colo- 
nels Prefton, Hamilton, and 
Vooghf, had advifed Brigadier 
Lanfberg to advance to his affift- 
ance. A moment after, the 
enemy began to attack, and ad- 
vanced to within j 5; paces of 
the battalion ported at the flank 
of the right, who had kept 
thcmfelves hid according to the 
General's order, and did not 
fire till the enemy's flank was 
jurt over againft them ; but they 
did it then with fuch iuccefs, that 
the enemys left wing fell in 
great diforder upon the right, 
Which received from the regi- 
ment of Grumbkow, ported at 
the flank of the left, and at 
about the fame diftance, fo warm 
a falute as threw them quite 
into diforder. They returned 
however to the charge, and 
pufhed hard two of our br.tta 
lions ; but the regiment of Al- 
bemarle Swifs, commanded by 
M. ffirtzet, advanced upon their 
cavalry who ftrove to pcnelrate 
•and engage with them, Jftid by 
his vigorous refi .lance, gave the 
General and Count Naflau time 
to bring up the regiments of 
}kmdorf and Lindebom, in the 
place of thofe that had been 
pufhed ; which was done in a 
moment. In the mertn time the 
enemy fupported by fo many 
lines, made x iceend effort to 
penetrate ; but none of our bat- 
talions ftirred, except to advance 
fome fteps ; but the General 
prevented their purfuing, net 
to lofe the advaala<<e of the 
two flanks. This penetration 

A 
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had the defired fuccefs ; for 
the two regiments and the 
grenadiers making there a con- 
tinual fire, obliged the two 
wing3 of the enemy to fall back 
upon their centre, and retreat 
in great confufion : though their 
Officers did every thing in their 
power to make them advance, 
they could not fucceed : our 
foldiers fired by platoons, in 
the farae order as if they had 
been performing at a review. 

M. Cadogan, who arrived a 
moment after the engagement 
had begun, offered to charge the 
enemy in their confufion at the 
head of two fquadrons he then 
had ; having; already fent orders 
for four fquadrons to come and 
join us, which could not arrive 
till a little before feven o'clock ; 
but it was not judged proper to 
expofe fo fmall a number to 
charge an enemy fo fuperior, 
with art their cavalry advanced 
to favour their retreat. 

The battle was fevere, and 
larted near two hours. We had 
912 Officers and •foldiers killed 
or wounded. Tlie enemy's lofs, 
according to the report of the 
prifoners, confirmed by the de- 
ferters, was between 3 and 4000 ; 
but .they retired in, fuch confu- 
fion, that they left their cannon 
in the wood, and did not re- 
turn to look for it, till the next 
day at eleven, after having 
heard that our Generals had 
continued their march at two in . 
the morning, to conduct the 
convoy which was going to 
RoufTelaer, after having caufed 
ail our wounded, and feveral of 
the enemy's, to be carried off. 
advantage we gained is fo 
much the more iurprizing, as 
a we 
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we had only between 6 and 7000 
men, on account of the detach- 
ments which had been made, 
while that of the enemy amount- 
ed to no lefs than 23000. See 
plan 20. 

XATIVA, a walled town of 
Valencia in Spain, fitua- 
ted on a river of that name, 
and defended by a ftrong cattle, 
lies 28 miles fouth of the city of 
Valencia. Lat. 39. 10. north ; 
Jon. 52 minutes weft. 

YO K. K, New, the capital 
of the province of that 
name in North America, is fitu- 
ated on an ifland in the mouth of 
Hudfon's river, about 40 miles 
in length, and three in breadth. 
It is well built on an eminence, 
furrounded with a wall and 
other works. Here is alfo a 
fpacious harbour, with commo- 
dious quays and warehoufes ; 
great numbers of (hips and vef- 
fels being employed in its trade 
a*nd fifhery. Lat. 41. J. north; 
Ion. 74. 15. weft. 

Young ;•: r. ragiwert or officer, 
That regiment isyoungeft which 
was laft raifed ; and that Of- 
ficer youngeft whole commiffion 
bears the lateft dale, of the 
fame rank, though he be aged, 
or has long ferved in other capa- 
cities. 

Yprhs, a city of the Auftrian 
Low countries, one of the bar- 
rier towns, afld efteemed im- 
1 regnable; but was fnamefully de- 
livered up by the Dutch carri- 
ibn in 1744, almoft as foon as 
the French came before it, toge- 
ther with the* whole charelary. 
Lat. 50. ^7.north;ion. 2. <; 1 . erift. 

ZANT, an ifland of the Me- 
dUsrrar.eai}, 10 n»H« 
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fouth of the Morea, and nedr 
the fouth fide ot -Chephalonia, 
from which it is divided by a 
channel of about i» miles in 
breadth. The capital is well 
fortified and defended by acaftle. 
This ifland is greatly expofed to 
the attempts of the Turks, fince 
the Morea was taken from the 
Venetians in 1715. 

Zara, the capital of the city 
of Dalmatia, almoft furrounded 
with the Adriatic lea, and join- 
ed to the continent by a bridge, 
is one of the beft fortified places 
belonging to the Venetians ; 
and it lies 58 miles north-weft 
of Spalatto. Lat. 44. 10. north ; 
Ion. 1 7. 21. eaft. 

Zell, the capital of a duke- 
dom of that name, and Lu- 
nenberg, in Lower Saxony in 
Germany, is extremely well 
fortified, but not regularly; lies 
32 miles north of Hanover, and 
37 fouth of Lunenberg. It was 
the refidence of the late Duke of 
Zell and Lunenberg ; which. 
dukedom, on the death of the laft 
of that houfe, devolved on his 
nephew the Elector of Hanover, 
George I. who alfo had married 
the heirefs of that Duke, and 
mother to George II. Lat. 52. 
56. north ; Ion. 10. 1 1. eaft. 

Zigzag, is a line making fe- 
veral angles in approaching or 
erecting a work, to prevent the 
men being fired on in a flraighc 
line, or enfiladed. 

Ziricksek, a ftrong fea- 
port town on the fouth fiJu ot the 
ifland of Schowen. and province 
of Zealand in the United Nether- 
lands, is 18 miles north-eaft of • 
Middleburg. Lat. 51. 52. north; 
Ion 3. 56. eaft. 

Zn taw, a well fortified city 
of Upper L'jfiuiu, ia tks circlfr 
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»f Upper Saxony in Germany, 
is fituate on the Neifle, 58 miles 
eaft of Drefden. Lat. 51. 10. 
north ; Ion. 14. 58. eaft. 

Zhain, Stands upon the ri- 
ver Teya, upon the borders of 
Aultria. The town is fortified, 
iind defended by a ftrong caftle ; 
but a neighbouring mountain 
overlooking it, renders it weak. 
It is 40 miles norch-weft of Vi- 
enna. Lat. 47. 47. north; 
Ion. 16. 12. eaft. 

ZoLLERN, Or HoHHNZOL- 

1.ERM, a city in the principality 
of the iame name, in Suabia in 
Germany, having a caftle on the 
river Zollern, lies ' 30 miles 
fouth of Stutgard. Lat. 48. 21. 
north ; Jon. 8. 50. Caft. 

Zolnock, a well fortified 
town of Upper Hungary, ii.u- 
ated at the confluence of the Za- 
guya and Theifs. In 1552, it 
was fhamefully furrendered by 
the foldiers to the Turks, who, 
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at the Governor's requeft, cat 
the garrifon to pieces. It lies 
52 miles eaft ofBuda, lat. 47. 
30. north ; Ion. 20. 15. eaft. 

Zorndorff, a village of 
New Marche, in Brandenburg, is 
fituated on the Oder ; where a 
bloody battle was fought be- 
tween the King of Pruffia, and 
Generals Ferrtior. and Brown, 
in 1758, when the latter was 
defeated. 

Zurick, the capital of a 
canton of that name, in Swit- 
zerland; is well fortified, has 
wide ditches, and lies 40 miles 
fouth-weft of Conftance. Lat. 
47.54. north; Ion. 8. 32. eaft. 

Zutphen, the capital of the 
county of the fame name, in 
Gueldcrland, fituated on the 
eaft band of the Y"nel. It is 
rich, populous, well fortified, 
and lies 10 miles fouth of De- 
venter. Lat. 52. 20. north; 
Ion. 6. 10. eaft. 
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
